RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  : 

1 .  The'Preisident  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quenim  being  pre- 
sent, the  journals  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  and  any  er- 
roneous entry  shall  be  corrected. 

'     2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another,  during  the 
reading  of  tho  journals,  or  while  a  member  is  speaking  in  debate. 

3.  £very  member  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  Uie  President, 
and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

4.  Np  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same  ttme^  the 
President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  nrst. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  ot  the  Senate,  the  Pres- 
ident sh(4I,  or  any  mem£ur  may  call  him  to  order^  in  which  cose

the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  dowD,  and  the  Senate,  if 
appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case;  hut  If  there  be  no  appeal 
the  decision  oi  the  President  shall  be  conclusive. 

t.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  without  permission  from  the 
Senate, 

'  8  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  ft  is  debated,  and  if  required 
by  the  President,  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  post* 
pone  to  a  certain  dav,  to  commit,  or  to  amend,,  which  several  mo- 
tions shall  form  precedence  in  the  same  order  in  which  they  are  ar- 
ranged.— And  no  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a 
certain  day,  or  to  commit,-being  decided,  shall  be  in  order  at  the 
same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition  until  after  an  adjournment. 

10.  If  the  question  under  debalte  will  admit  of  division,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  it  divided,  and  in  filling  blanks,  the  longest  time,  and 
largest  sum,  shall  be  put  first. 

1 1 .  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same  is 
objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  and  without 
debate.  ■  ,^  ' 

12.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  required,  each  member  shall  de- 
clare his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless  for  special  reaitons 
he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  th^  Senate  on 
the  discussion  of  any  business,  which>  in  the  opinion  of  any  merhber 
naay  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  desire  the  gallery  to  be 
ck^d,  and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  until  the  subject  is  dis- 
posed of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any^ 
Qsember  who  voted  with' the  majority,  or  if  the  Innate  be  equally  di- 
ded  any  member  voting  on  the  side  prevailing,  to  move  for  aVecon- 
Atderation  thereof,  unless  the  bill,  resolution,  report,  amendment,  or 
motion  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  has  gone  from  the  possession 
of  the  Senate;  but  no  motion  to  reoonsider  shall  be  in  order,  unless 
made  the  same  day  on  whicb  the  vote  was  taken,  or  the  day  next  af- 
ter on  which  the  Senate  shall  be  in  session;  but  no  vote  shall  be  re<^ 
considered  when  a  less  ndmber  of  members  is  present  than  when  it 


15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the  Senate,  shall 
be  received  and  read>  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof  shall 
be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the  sanoe. 

16.  At  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  before  a  motion  for 
leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  shall  be  in  order. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage;  and 
the  President  shall  ^ive  notice  at  each  time  whether  it  be  the  first, 
second  or  third  reading;  and  no  biil^  afier  it  has  been  r#ad  a  second 
time  shall  have  a  third  reading  before  an  adjournment. 
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IB.  Ail  reflokifums,  which  maf  r^uire  the  sitfiuiture  of  Um  Gov- 
ernor, shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bilk. 

19.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  been  read  a  second  time^ 
the  Presideht  shall  refer  it  to  the  abpropriate  Standing  Committee, 
unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  oraer. 

20.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  commitlee  of  the  whole 
at  any  time,  on  motion  made. for  that  purpose;  and  in  forming's 
committee  of  the  whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair,  anci  ap- 
point a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee;  the  President  may,  at  any 
time,  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  any  adjournment.  . 

21.  The  last  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion, shall  always  Ij^e,  shall  it  be  read  a  third  time?  and  no  amend- 
ment shadl  be  received  or  discussed  on  the  third  reading  of  any  bill 
or  resolution,  unless  by  consent  of  eisht  members  present;  but  it 
shall  at  all  time^  be  in  order  before  the  final  passage  of  a  bill  or  res^ 
olution,  to  move  its  commitment,  and  should  such  commitment  take 
place,  and  an  amendment  be  reported,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall 
again  be  read  a  second  time  and  considered  as  in  committee  of  the 
\niole/  •       ,  ♦ 

22.  The  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  afiected 
by  proposed  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals. 

23.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  addresses,  ^fter  passing  the  Senate, 
shall  be  signed  by  the  President;  and  all  warrants  and  other  pro- 
cesses issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  attested  by  the  Clerk.  '^ 

24.  The  following  standing  coaamitteefl,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  any  session, 
with  leave  to  report  byvbill  or  otherwise:

A  committee  on  Incorporations. 

A  committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

A  committee  on  Claims. 

A  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures .

A  committee  on  Unfinished  Business.

2o.  All  committees  shdl  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  a 
member  requests  that  the  appointmenf  shall  be  by  ballot,  in  which 
case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

26.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee,  consisting  of  not 
.^ore  than  five  members  of  the  House,  one  member  shall  be  added 
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ootbe  oait  oi  the  ^nate;  but  whM  more  than  five,  two  members 
of  the  Senate  ahall  be  added*  ^ 

21.  MesaaMsshaUbeeeiittotbe  House  of  Refumentatives  by 
the  Clerk  ofUie  Senate.

29.  All  questions  shall  be  put  bj  the  President,  and  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  shall  stgmfy  hb  assent  or  dissent  by  answering 
aye  or  no. 

SO.  No  person  except  the  sseisbeni  of  the  executive,  or  membera 
of  the  House  of  Renreeentativea  and  their  efiicerai  shall  be  admit- 
ted within  the  bar  ofthe  Senate,  except  by  invitation  of  the  Pres- 
ident, or  some  mender  with  his  consent*

JOINT   RULES  OF   THE   SENATE  AND   HOUSE  OF 
REPRESEISTATIVES. 


1.  When  a  Convention  of  the  two  Houses Js  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  requirement  of  iho  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or  re- 
solve of  the  two  Houses,  a'message  shall  be  sent  from  the  House, 
of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when  the  House  will  , 
meet  the  Senate  in  Convention.  As  soon  thereafler  as  the  con- 
venience df  the  Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend  in  the  House. 
The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  state  the  reason  for  forming  the  Convention. 
When  the  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  Convention,  the 
rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  House,  shall  be  considered  the 
rules  of  the  Convention,  so  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  applicable, 
and  the  Convention  shall  accordingly  be  governed  thereby, 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a  sense  of 
propriety,  in  each  House,  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

3.  When  a  Message  shall  be  sent  from  cither  House  to  the  other, 
it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  ic  may  be 
sent  by  the  door  keeper.- 

4.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  Houses,  they 
shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  House  respec- 
tively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  cqmmittee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  House.  All  bills  that  pass 
both  Hou.(;cs  dhall  be  delivered  to  said  Committee,  be  by  them  en- 
grossed, carefully  examined  and  reported  to  the  respective  Houses; 
and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  to  consist  of  three  members  of  the 
House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the  following  subjects,  to 
wit: 

On  al]  matters  relative  to  the  State  Library,  and  on .  atl  matters 
relative  to  the  State  House  and  State  House  Yard« 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House 
is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House 
m  which  the  same  may  have  passed. 

8.  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  oih»ty  all  papers^  on  which 
any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 
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9.  After  each  House  aball  have  adhered  to  tfaetr  diaagre^meot,  a 
bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost;

Felloio  (Wizens  of  the  Smote, 

and  House  qf  Bepresentativea — 

Happy  will  it  be  for  the  country  if.  those  preoedehts  under  the 
administration  of  tho  General  Government  shall  be  disregarded 
which  have  assumed  for  Coo^ress  powers  that  «m  not  expressly 
conferred  by  the  Constitution.  The  danger  of  this  national  gov^ 
enunent  is,  that  it  will  assume  to  do  too  mi|ch;  .and  the  moment  it 
tarns  aside  from  the  path  of  its  marked  destination,  its  inefficiency 
and  ita  inutility  become  manifest  and  striking.  The  world  has  been 
governed  too  much;  and  the  evils  of  all  administrations  are,  not  that 
Siey  do  too  little,  but  that  they  fail  to  do  well  many  things  that  they 
attempt,  and  had  better  leave  untouched. 

The  powers  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  are  confined  . 
la  certain  specified  objects;  and  these  objects  are.  too  plainly  dc* 
eciibed  to  be  mistaken.  The!  powers  not  delegated  to  Congress 
•re  reserved  to  the  aeveral  States ;  and  the  Senators  and  Repre- 
Matitives  coaatituting  the  several  State  Legislatures  are  they  alone 
iriio  are  invested  with  discretionary  power  under  the  State  Con- 
itihitfons.     A  big^or  or  more  responsible  trust  can  scarce^  be  nam* 
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ed.  than  that  of  a  meiQher  in  either  Branch  of  a  Stftfce  jegidatuiV' . 
H^  acts  for  the  people,  and  is  clothed  with  powers  more  ej^teoaiY^ 

than  those  of  Senator  or  Reprrscntative  in  the  Congress  of  the 

'  United  States.  \  '  ,  > 

As  your  position,  fellow  cUizenBr  is  i^ore  important,  so  it 
should  be  the  pride  of  New-Hanipsbire,  humble  though  she 
may  be  as  to  the  extent  of  her  limits  and  her  wealth,  that  the 
business  of  her  Legislature  has  in  general  been  conducted  with 
a  better  regard  to  the  welfore  of  her  whole  people,  with  a  bet- 
ter knowl^ge  of  subjects  to  be  acted  upon,  with  far  less  con- 
tention in  respect  to  local  or  sectionat  interests,  than  has  been 
the  business  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Union.    A  prominent 
fault  of  the  legislation  of  Congress  is,  that  either  branch  con- 
sists of  an  undue  proportion  of  men  of  a  single  profession,  ma- 
ny of  whom  are  talkers  and  not  doers — men  who  either  delist 
in  hearing  theniselves,  or  suppose  they  delight  others  in  beiBg 
heard,  or  else  who  speak  that  they  may  be  heard  or  read  else- 
where.   Another  prominent  evil  is,  that  the  sentiment  and  the 
voice  of  the  people  at  home  are  not  heard,  or  if  they  are  h^ard 
they  are  slighted  and  contemned.    In  some  instances  the  fault 
has  been  that  men  have^been  sent  too  long  to  Congress;  that 
when  once  elected,  they  have  considered  it  a  matter  of  course 
that  they  should  be  re-elected.    la  the  office  of  meml^r  of 
Congress,  as  in  most  other  elective  offices  not  merely  clerical, 
1  consider  rotation  or  change  to  be  of  the  highest*  advantage 
to  the  people.    Their  interests  are  more  carefull]^  guarded  by 
the  new,  than  by  the  long-^kcted  legislator;  and  if  the  former 
have  not  so  thorough  a  knowledge  of  the  details  of  business, 
he  is  almost  sure  to  make  up  for  the  (^eiicie^ncy  by  a  more  vig- 
ilant attention  to  every  duty,  and  by  more  faithfully  r^^flecting 
back  in  hi?  acts:  the  wishes  and  opinions  of  those  who  elected 

;  him.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States,  elected  as  its,  members 
are  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  putting  at  defiance  as  some  of 
Its  members  have  done,  the  instructions  of  the  body  which 
elects  them,  I  consider  to  be  a  blemish,  in  the  Constitutibn^  If 
the  practice  were  to  elect  no.  man  to  that  body  beyond  a  single 
continuous  term  of  six  years,  my  belief  is,  that  many  of  the 
eviU  to  be  dreaded  fcom  misrepresentation  of  the  public  voice, 
and  disregard  to  public  interest,  would  be  avohled.  When 
men  act  without  reference  to  their  own  continuance  in  office, 
they  leave  off  the  demagogue  and  attempt  no  imposition  upon 
the  people;  when  mea  strive  for  a  re-election  beyond  a  reasoa- 
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ihk  ttrni,  te  obtain  their  object  thef  are  often  tempted  to 
f«w6ce  what  they  may  wish  to  consider  an  innocent  deception. 
The  man  who  considers  it  a  matter  of  course  that  he  is  to  he 
t  candidate  for  re-election  so  long  as  he  sfhaH  fail  to  offend  his 
prominent  politi^l  friends  in  his  state  *or  distVict,  will  be  more 
strong  tanpted  to  act  the  demagogue  in  relation  to  the  men 
on  whom  he  throWs  his  dependeftce,  than  tor  consult  the  great 
interests  of  bis  country,  and  throngh  those  general  interests, 
the  particular  interests  o^  his '  constituents.  His  popularity  at 
home,  the  temporary  popwitarity  which  ttiay  answer  his  present 
porpose,  can  be  more  easily  gained  by  procuring  for  his  State 
or  local  action  some  appropriation  from  the  Tteasury,  or  some 
other  especial  tavor,  either  from  Congress  or  from  the  Execu- 
tive, than  by  pursuing  the  purposes  of  general  legislation,  fa- 
voring the  mterests  of  his  own  constituents  as'it  does  those  of 
the  whole  country.  It  is  perhaps  to  the  cou9«e  members  of 
the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  deem  it  expedient  to 
pursue  to 4issare  a  re-election,  that  mucH  of  the  partial  legisla^ 
tion  of  Congress  is  to  be  attributed.  This  partial  legislation,  it 
w31  be  admitted,  has  been  injurious  to  the  general  prosperity :  it 
has  led  to  high  taxation,  and  to  extravagance  and  waste  in  th<^ 
expenditlire  of  the  public  money ;  and  it  has  become  but  too 
apparent  that  much  6(  this  partial  legislation  has  had  for  it» 
<&ie^  rather  the  procuring  of  money  to  be  expended  than  the 
certjun  useful  appfication  of  it  when  it  was  procured. 

The  proceedings  of  Congress,  of  late  years,  have  been  tire- 
some aqd  vexatious  to  such  as  have  participated  in  them  who 
have  been  really  anxious  to  do  their  duty.    There  have  been 
too  many  ulterior  views,  too  much  of  electioneering,  interlard- 
ed in  those  proceedings ;  a  strong  desire  to  operate  on  the  pub- 
lic mind,  either  by'  alarming  the  fears  or  raising  the  hopes  of 
portions  of  the  community  seems  to  have  been  the  impelling 
^  motive  for  this  digression  from  duty.     Day  after  day,  and  week 
after  week,  and- even  month  after  month,  have  been  consumed 
to  the  exclusion  of  aU  useful  legislation,  and  to  the.embarrass- 
ment  of  the  public  interests,  where  the  obvious  intient  has  been 
to  operate  for  evil  upon  the  mercenary  feelings  of  the  feast  pat- 
liotic  portkm  of  the  people.    If  a  stop  may  not  be  put  to  this 
course  of  proceedings,  little  salutary  business  can  be  expected 
from  the  L^slature  of  the  Nation,  whose  province  it  is  to 
wateb  over  and  direct  the  operations  of  government  in  its  most 
tital  add  essential  points.    Nothing  will  arrest  the  evils  refer- 
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fed  to,  but  the  strong  voioe  of  i>iibKe  i^timMt,  often  atpreu- 
ed,  and  reiterated  until  it  shall  be  felt.  The  Legitktved  of  the* 
seTeral  States^  electing  the  Semtors  of  the  United  States,  are 
their  immediate  coastituentS)  add  to  tiooNte  legisktareB  tire  the 
Senators  directly  responsible.  That  these  Mnators  shall  n6t 
long  embarrass  the  public  wiU  as  expressed  throii^  the  co^or* 
dinate  branch  and  the  Executive  who  are  more  frequently  elecK 
ed — that  the^  shall  not,  from  one  term  of  Congress  to  another,^ 
throw  impediments  in  the  way-  of  the  government — it  is  all  im- 
portant that  the  doctrine  of  instruclba  shall  be  enforced,.  I. 
consider  resistance  to  that  doctrine  by  Senators  to  be  a  high 
usurpation  of  power,  scarcely  more  justifbUe  than  the  usurpa- 
tion pf  the  tyrant  who  puts,  dawn  the  voice  of  the.  people  by 
force.  When  instructed  by  the  State  Leffbiature,  it  isihe  du- 
ty of  the  Senator  to  obey,  or  resign :  when  instructed  by  an 
undisputed  majority  of  the  people  who  elected  him,  it  is  like* 
wise  the  duty  of  the  Representative  to  obey  or  resign.  More 
glaring  is  the  turpitude  of  the  Senator  who  disobeys  in  prapor^ 
tion  as  his  term  of  office  is  longer.  When  the  doctrine  of  in- 
struction shall  be  univecsally  conceded,  as  conceded  it  mpit 
sooner  or  later  be,  and  when  the  constituency,  whether  of  Sen- 
ators, in  the  several  State  legislatuces,  or  of  Representatives,  in 
the  people,  shall  frequently  resort  to  instructions,  keeping  theio- 
selves  within  the  pale  of  the  Constitution  as'to  the  measures 
recommended,  then  may  we  anticipate  that  not  only  most  of 
the  e\ils  which  we  have  witnessed  in  the  last  half  a  dosen 
years  of  the  legislation  of  Congress  will  be  remedied,  but  that 
improvements  will  be  made  which  shall  assure  the  safe  and  re- 
sponsible action  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  stand  taken  by  tbe  State  of  New-Hampshire  against 
that  abuse  of  our  Constitution  which  has  crept  into  the  legis- 
lation of  Congress  authorizing  appropriations  frotn  the  nati<Mial 
Treasury  of  money  for  local  internal  improvements,  has  done 
her  great  credit.  I  hop^  tbe  thne  is  not  far  distant  when  this 
abuse  will  be  repudiated  by  every  State  in  the  Union.  Other 
States,  as  suoh,  have  entared  extensively  into  improivements  of 
roads,  bridges,  and  canals.  We  may  instance  as  most  promin* 
ent  in  these  works  the  great  States  c^  New- York  and  Penasyi- 
vania.  Neiw-Hampshire  as  a  State  has  never  entered  npoti 
them.  It  may  be  appropriate  on  this  occasion  to  call  your  st» 
tention  to  this  'fubjectii  Thece  can  be  no- danger  in  nuddQ^ 
any  work  e  State  work^'wbich  shaH  uHiofMady  pay  for  ileelf^  add 
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^Ithe  same  time  aflford  facilities  and  benefits  to  the  public  in- 
teresis.     The  grand  Erie  Canal  of  the  State  of  New- York  will 
in  a  few  years  discharge  its  own  debt,  at  the  same  time  it  has 
toan  almost  incredible  amount  raised  the  value  t)f  property  by 
lessening  the  price  and  facilitating  the  means  of  transporta- 
tion, thus  bringing  distant  points  of  easy  access  to  a  market. 
1(  all  works  of  improvement  were  like  this,  there  could  be  no* 
possibie  danger  in  a  State  undertaking  them  as  well  in  its  cen- 
tral as  m  its  more  remote  points.     But  such  is  not  the  assur- 
ance which  these  works  as  a  general  rule  present.     Scarcely 
*oiie  in  ten  of  them  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  itself  r  and  to  tax 
the  great  body  of  the  people  for  their  construction  and  sup- 
port, as  well  those  who  are  not,  as  those  who  are  immediately 
benefitted  by  them,  would  be  partial  aoid  unjust. 

It  is  well  for  the  Slate  of  New-Hampshire  that,  as  a  State^ 
she  has  never  entered  upon  these  works  of  internal  improve- 
menU  Enterprising  as  her  population  is,  she  has  been  out-" 
done,  in  proportion  to  her  means,  by  no  State  in  the  Union.- 
The  municipal  regulations  of  our  towns  have  every  where* 
bridged  our  smaller  streams  and  constructed  roads  in  the  settled! 
and  travelled  parts :  over  the  larger  streams  and  throuffh.sec- 
tioDS  where  town  corporations  were  unable  to  make  and  keep 
ill  repair  highways,  turnpikes  and  bridges  have  been  construcf- 
ed  by  private  enterprize.  Future  improvements  of  railroads 
and  canals  may  be  safelv  left  to  the  same  private  enterprise, 
which  will  always  seek  mvestments  where  investments  can  be 
useful.  If  the  State  shall  enter  upon  none  of  them,  if  it  shall 
subscribe  for  no  stock  in  canals  or  jailroads,  not  far  behind  in 
actual  improvements  shall  we  be  those  States  whose  legisla-^ 
Cures  have  undertaken  of  themselves  to  carry  on  these  im^ 
provements  and  burdened  themselves  with  debts,  I  may  be 
permitted  to  say,  that  it  will  be  unjust  to  the  people  to  un-» 
<lenake  as  a  State  the  work  of  internal  improvements.  If  the 
State  shall  create  a  debt  for  that  purpose,  and  the  interest  of  ^ 
that  debt  is  to  be  defrayed  by  an  indiscriminate  direct  tax  up* 
4m  all  the  people,  the  tax  must  be  unjust,  because  the  benefits 
idr  which  it  is  laid  will  be  unequal.  It  cannot  surely  enter  in- 
to the  heart  of  any  public  man  here  to  commence  a  work  of 
ioteroal  improvement  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State, 
wbete  ample  provision  sbtU  not  be  made  for  the  means  of  car* 
rfiif  it  on  witbout  a  general  tasr,  or  where  at  least  ways  and 
mmoBidmil  nctt  tol  be  proirided  Cor  discharging  the  interest 
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upon  the  amount  of  cxpediture,  until  the  expenditure  shall 
pay  for  itself. 

The  expeVience  of  more  than  half  a  century  will  teach  us, 
that  the  administration  of  government  which  is  brought  nearest 
the  observation  and  control  of  the  people  is  most  salutary  and 
effective.  The  operations  of  the  great  central  machine,  th? 
general  government,  being  further  removed  from  the  people, 
are  not  only  more  dilatory  and  inefficient,  but  they  are  more 
expensive,  than  our  State  or  more  inferior  municipal  regula-* 
tions.  This  proposition,  if  it  be  conceded,  establishes  the  pro- 
priety of  leaving  to  that  central  government  as  little  to  be  per- 
formed as  the  most  strict  and  literal  construction  of  the  Con- 
stitution will  warrant.  At  the  central  point,  from  whence  em- 
anate the  movements  of  the  general  adminstration,  it  is  remark- 
able to  witness  the  facility  with  which  doctrines  deemed  essen- 
tial to  the  pure  admnistration  of  a  republican  government  are 
reversed.  Increased  pffices,  raised  salaries,  hberal  expendi- 
tures, generous  allowances,  are  tlie  order  of  the  day;  no  man 
can  be  popular  within  the  ten  miles  square,  no  man  can  be 
popular  with  men  of  all  parties,  as  a  member  of  either  branch 
of  Congress,  who  sets  his  face  against  these.  And  yet  it  is  a 
mortifying  reflection,  that  much  in  the  proportion  as  offices  are 
multiplied  \&  the  responsibility  divided,  and  the  due  execution  of 
the  public  business  neglected — ^much  in  the  proportion  that  sal- 
aries are  raised  do  the  personal  services  of  the  incumbent  be- 
come more  inefficient— ipuch  in  proportion  as  the  expenditure 
becomes  increased^  does  the  matter  to  Ibe  accomplished  linger 
jin  its  execution. 

There  are  few  instances  of  more  economical  administration 
ihan  that  of  our  State  government.  The  sdaries  of  our  offi- 
cers. Executive,  Legislative,  and  Judicial,  are  the  subject  of 
derision  to  some  men  who  seemingly  live  to  expend,  more  than 
to  earn  their  salaries.  The  salaries  of  the  higher  officers  in  a 
jingle  subordinate  cstabllslnncint  near  our  principal  seaport,  ex- 
ceed in  amount  the  whold  conipunsation  of  our  State  Civil 
List,  with  the  exception  of  the  tuo  branches  of  thd  Legisla- 
turep  High  as  was  the  compensation  of  the  officers  of  that  es- 
tablisiiment,  and  a  lar^e  portion  of  them  performing  little  or 
no  duty  in  time  of  peace,  an  aet  of  Congress,  of  the  year  1836, 
passed  at  the  heel  of  the  Bession,  and  forced  through  oae 
branch  witliout  the  exhibition  of  a  r^son  for  th^^  aat  by  its  ad- 
vocates, raided  it  slill  higher  from  tvvgc^y to  fifly^p^roozit    By 
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ttus  last  act  the  mere  boy  in  the  navy  is  paid  \is  high,  in  some 
instances,  as  the  judges  of  your  hignest  State  court;  and  the* 
pernicioiis  temptation  is  presented  of  importunate  personal  ap- 
plication for  raised  pay  to  every  other  salary  officer,  military  or 
Cfffii,  under  the  general  government. 

It  sboold  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  our  State  that  the  pay  to 
her  officers  has  alvrays  been  moderate:  there  can  be  no  dan- 
ger in  keeping  it  moderate  so  long  ad  men  of  ade^ate  capaci*- 
.iy  to  fill  public  stations  are  ready  and  willing  to  perform  their 
doty  in  those  stations.  We  h^ve  few  elective  State  offices  that 
cannot  be  taken  up  and  laid  down  without  sacrifice — few  that. 
can  be  said  much  to  interrupt  the  ordinary  occupations  of  the 
iocnmftieats  .  Where  such  occupations  are  entirely  interrupt- 
ed, the  compensation  in  all  cases  should  be  sufficient  for  a  de- 
cent livelihood  to  the  holder  of  office ;  and  where  the  whole 
personal  service  of  the  officer  is  required,  he  ought  to  receive 
equal  at  least  to  what  he  may  earn  in  any  other  private  pur- 
jot.  Low  as  have  been  salaries  under  the  State  Government 
of  New-Hampshire,  it  is  believed  that  in  no  part  of  the  United 
ISlates  where  higher  salaries  have  existed,  can  an  e^qual  number 
ef  officers  be  presented  whose  pecuniary  condition  has  been  so 
omfbrmly  improved  as  in  that  of  the  onicers  holding  commis- 
otms  under  this  State. 

I  have  said  the  administration  nearest  the  people  is  the  best. 
To  this  proposition  I  ^may  add,  the  revenue  derived  from  di- 
rect taxation  on  tlie  people  is  more  economically  and  more^ 
vsefaUy  applied  than  that  raised  by  indirect  taxation.  The. 
difierefice  between  the  State  and  National  administrations  may  ; 
Sostrate  these  positions.  The  benefits  derived- from  our  State 
and  local  administrations  far  transcend  those  of  the  general 
gorerament ;  yet  the  expense  of  the  former,  from  the  high- 
est to  the  lowest,  including  the  support  of  the  Legislature  ai|d 
4e  judiciary,  of  our  admirable  system  of  common  schools,  our 
pcbiic  hi^ways  and  bridges,  our  internal  police,  our  various 
municipal  officers,  and  our  destitute  poor,  are  believed  not  to 
eqcal  in  amount  the  proportion  which  this  State  pays,  and  will 
coKUnoe  to  pay  under  the  present  system  of  impost  into  the 
natioBa]  Treasury.  It  is  true,  the  people  feel  the  direct  bur- 
den onfer  the  State  and  municipal  regulations^  because  it  is 
ifmp^wam4  iq  a  manner  that  obliges  them  to  count  it  wlien  they 
pay  it  They  do  not  as  directly  realize  what  goes  into  the 
^oiSeraof  the  nation,  because  it  is  included  in  from  twenty  to- 
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-one  hundred  per  cent  of  the  prices  of  many  ajriides  whicfrt&ey 
put  on  for  wear  or  consume  for  sustenance. 

Most  unfortunate  has  it  been  fof  the  country^  that  an  already 
high  tariff  of  duties  had  been  increased  binder  the  idea  of  {Nt>- 
tection  to  those  very  interests   which  a  high   tariff  has  more 
than  any  other  cause  contributed  to  injure.    Prejudice  and 
party  have,  however,  been  partially  conquered  within  the  last 
Isix  years ;  the  duties  ol  many  articlei?  have  been  reduced — on 
others  abollished.     If  the  farmer  of  New-England   has  his 
hundred  dollars  in  hand  where  ten  years  ago  he  was  a  hundred 
in  debt,  he  may  account  for  a  portion  of  the  gain  in  the  lessen- 
ed tax  he  has  paid  on  the  dutiable  articles  which  have  been 
consumed  in  his  family,  and  in  the  lessened  profits  paid  to  the 
merchant  from  the  repeal  of  those  duties.     The  Public  debt, 
paid,  the  tariff  still  stands  too  high.      If   that  be  further  re- 
duced— if  the  national  expenditure  be  economized  as  it  c^ght 
to  be — if  the  operation  of  the  national  government  1>e  con- 
fined to  its  legitimate  action  under  the  Constitution — we  wiir 
yet  present  the  case  of  the  most  intelligent  and  happy  people 
under  the  cheapest  and  most  efficient  government  on  earth. 
It  is  worthy  of  attention  that  the  benefits  which  have  flowed 
from  reductions  of  impost  duties  during  the  last  six  year?  have 
not*  produced  a  general  conviction  that  further  reductions  will 
have  a  salutary  effect.     No  manufacturing  or   producing  inter- 
est has  been  injured  by   these  reductions  ;    on   the   contrary, 
these  have  derived  their  full   proportion  of  benefit  from  re- 
duction, cheapening  consumption  to  each  interest  concerned 
in  them  equal  to  that  of  those  engaged  in  other  pursuits.     Yet 
We  see  the  Commiittee  on  Manufactures  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  a  few  weeks  since,  reporting  against  a  reduction 
of  the  duty  on  foreign  coal — an  article  indispensable  to  the 
poor  as  well  as  the  rich — when  it  is  an  admitted  fact  that   the 
producers  of  American  coal  have  been  unable  to  supply   the 
domestic  demand,  so   that   considerable   quantites   of  foreign 
coal,  from  necessity,  are  brought  in,  paying  a  severe  duty.     If 
the   money  is   not  required   for  the  purposes  of  government, 
the  poor  ought  not  to  be  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  that  capital 
which  monopolizes  the  production  of  coal. " 

In  the  administratiob  of  justice  between  man  and  man,  in 
the  collection  of  debts,  and  in  the  redress  of  invaded  rights  of 
person  and  property,  there  is  danger  as  well  of  changes  by  le*  ^ 
gislation  as  in  practiqes  being  permitted  to  grow  up  which  set 
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iniftor  vmnr^  the  place  of  law.  By  oar  exceUeiH  Fill  of 
Ba^\s  \he  citizen  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remedy  for  injury  by 
a  reooarae  to  Ww — ^''to  obtain  right  and  justice  fairly  without 
txing  obliged  to  'purchase  it ;  completely  and  without  any  de- 
mI;  promptly  and  without  delay.''  Whatever,  in  the  judicial 
idmiiuvtraUon  of  the  laws,  tends  to  encroach  upon  the  rights 
of  the  citizen  in^ny  of  these  particulars,  will  be  promply  rem* 
eibedbywise  and  patriotic  legislators.  Systems  of  jurispru- 
dence can  be  perfected  only  by  experience.  A  passion  forfre- 
4j|iient  changes  but  too  often  aggravates  the  evils  it  would  remec(y. 
WJiat  is  tolerable  should  not  be  altered  until  the  benefita  of  a 
change  shall  be  demonstrated.to  near  amoral  certainty  :  what- 
ever is  unbearable  tnust  be  changed ;  but  whether  the  knife 
•shall  cut  off,-  or  soothing  emollients  be  applied  to  the  diseased 
part,  experience  and  much  reflection  must  come  in  to  suggest 
the  true  remedy. 

My  .own  experience  in  courts  of  law  has  not  been  such  as 
to  qualify  me  for  recommending  definite  changes  in  the  admin- 
istiation  of  justice.  Whether  the  ^%w's  delily,"  which  has  some- 
times appeared  to  me  to  be  a  serious  evil*^  whether  tbe^  practice  of 
instituting  vexatious  and  ruinous  suits— of  compelling  a  part 
on  frirolo«is  pretences  to  come  into  court  year  after  year,  and 
ultimately  pay  in  time  and  accumulated  expenses  what  would 
be  considered  enorn^ous  as  a  fine  for  a  real  ofience ;  whet^ier 
the  practice  of  compelling  the  innocent  on  m  intangible  alleg- 
ed ofiiaice  to  suffer  in  such  a  protracted  issue  more  than  a  guilty 
m^D  whose  offence  is  so  apparent  as  to  produce  a  conviction  at 
the  first  blush ; — ^whether  these  evils,  of  which  some  of  the  cit- 
izens under  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  this  State  have  had  cause  to 
complain,  can  be  reached  by  present  legislation,  you,  gentle- 
men, will  determine.  If  it  shall  be  difficult  to  suggest  a  legis- 
lative remedy,  public  opinion  wiU  discountenance  the  injustice ; 
and  if  the  fault  be  beyond  that  side  which  originates  the  case 
—if  it  extend  to  those  who  administer  justice  for  the  people, 
sooner  or  later  uHist  an  enlightened  pubhc  sentiment  adminis- 
ter the  corrective. 

The  value  of  our  civil  institutions  cannot  be  too  highly  ap-  - 
preciated.  Our  admirable  system  of  probate  laws,  by  which 
the  interests  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan  are  protected— by 
which  fraud  and  oppression  are  detected  and  prevented-^s 
administered  almost  without  expense  to  those  for  whose  bene- 
'  fit  they  are  intended,  and  with  a  trifling  tax  upon  the  people. 
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Those  laws,  perfected  some  years  si»oe  by  the  united  efforts  of 
twogentleixien  who  had  been  conveisaDt  with  probate  admits 
istration,  and  for  which  service  the  State  will  owe  them  a  debt 
of  gratitude,  probably  could  not  be  much  altered  for  the  better. 
I  allude  to  them  rather  that  the  Legislature  and  the,  people 
should  place  a  proper  estimate  upon  their  value,  than  to  sug- 
gest any  change. 

The  administration  nearest  to  the  people  is  that  involving 
the ,  regulations  of  our  several  towns.     That  administration  is 
more  felt  than  any  other,  because  it  comes  more  directly  home 
to  our  business  and  bosoms.     Less  expensive  i  in  proportion  to 
what  is  done,  our  town  and  municipal  regulations  are  more  im- 
portant than  all  others.     These  provide  schools  for  the  univer- 
sal instruction  of  our  children,  so  that  the  instance  is  rare  in 
our  community  in  which  the  adult  male  or  female  cannot  read 
and  write  ;*  and  in  some  instances  the  persons  attaining  to  the 
highe&t  eminence  iii  office  if  not  in '  usefullness,  have  received 
their  entire  education  at  these  town  schools.     These  regular 
tipns  embrace  also  the  care  and  expense  of  the  public  highways 
aAd  bridges,  the  recent  improvements  in  which  furnish  a  strong 
inducement  to  citizens  of  other  states  with  a  more  desirable  bchI 
and  climate,  but  without  our  cheap  public  dbnveniences,  to 
take  up  their  ^bode  with'  us.  'Cases  occur  of  towns  taxing 
themselves  in  ^  suigle  year  for  the  building  of  permanent  gran- 
ite bridges  over  ^considerable  streamsat  an  expense   scarcely, 
exceeding  one  in  ^n  what  similar  works   have  cost  in .  those 
States  where  internal  improvements  have  been  carried  on  by 
the  General  Goveri^mtot;  and  it  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the 
durability  of  the  least  expensive  improvement  is  generally  as 
much  greater  than  the  oth^r  as  the  cost  is  less.     These  regula- 
tions further  provide  a  system  of  police,  securing  the  humblest 
citizen   protection,  as  well  abroad  as  at  his  own  fireside,  from 
unlawful  intrusions.    They  also  provide  for  the  helpless  and  in- 
firm poor,  giving  them  that  comfortable  support,  which,  saving 
the  natural  aversion  to  poverty,  leaves  them  scarcely  less  of.  en- 
joyment than  is  possessed  by  the  affluent.     Under  our  poor 
laws  virtuous  poverty  brings  no  disgrace ;  but  that  poverty  which 
results  from  intemperance  and  other  k'mdred  vices,  finds  its 
punishment  in  being  deprived  of  the  means  of  ministering  to 
a  depraved  appetite.     It  is  not  to  be  .presumed  that  any  con- 
siderable changes  are  needed  in  the  laws  regulating  towns. 
'  Such  changes  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  experience  and  knowl- 
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ed^of  practical  men  like  yourselves  may  1be  adopted  ;  butex- 
tieme  caution  cannot  be  to  often  suggested  to  wise  ai^d  pni- 
Aent  legislators  when  moving  to  make  even  slight  changes  in 
whatever  regulatkMis  have  in  the  main  proved  to  be  salutary  and 
iisefal. 

There  IS  tK»  subject  more  deser\'ing  the  vi^lant  attention  of  leg- 
kiatOTs,  both  State  and  National,  from  its  intimate  connexion 
with  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  than  the  currency  or  circu- 
lating medium.  Yet  this  is  a  matter  seemingly  more  sported 
with  by  unsteady  legis^tion,  than  any  other.  Money  should 
be  the  measure  or  standard  of  value :  and  whatever  tends  sud- 
tfenly  to  raia^  or  depress  that  value  is  no  less  injurious  than  , 
would  be  the  sudden  alteration  of  weights  and  measures.  The 
fluctuations  in  the  currency,  and  the  consequent  revulsions  in 
trade,  are  beckmung  more  and  more  the  object  of  alarm  to  the 
community.  The  evils  of  a  depreciated  paper  currency  during 
and  subsequent  to  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  were  severely 
fck.  As  a  consequence  of  those  evils,  it  was  prohibited  to  the 
States  to  coui  money,  and  power  alone  to  coin  it  as  the  stan- 
dard of  currency  was  given  to  the  Congrbss  of  the  United 
States.  It  ^as  obviously  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution,  by  thus  investing  Congress  with  the  exclusive 
power  to  com  money,  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  depreci- 
ated paper  currency.  Yet  the  nation  has  been  fated  at  differ- 
eut  times  not  only  to  encounter  a  depreciated,  and  sometimes 
a  worthlei»  circuIaVmg  paper  medium,  but  to  feel  all  the  miser* 
ies  attending  gradual  Expansion  and  sudden  contractions  in 
trade  and  business.  Looking  back  to  the  history  of  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  the  country,  some  of  the  greatest  revulsions 
may  be  traced  to  distinct  and  peculiar  causes.  The  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  dating  a  renewed  existence  at  the  year  1816,  has 
been  tb^  great  moving  machine  in  all  matters  of  money.  As  this 
liaak  bas  done,  so  have  followed  in  its  train  all  the  State  Banks. 
K^faat  bank  had  increased  or  contracted  its  discounts,  so  the 
•mall  banks  from  necessity  have  followed.  When  from  July 
1617,  to  February  1818,  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  expanded 
its  discounts  and  its  circulation  from  four  millions  to  forty-two 
miOioDS  of  dollars,  and  in  less  than  half  a^  year  afterwards  con-  • 
tracted  those  issues  nineteen  millions  of  dollars,  a  revulsion  in 
trade  aod  ruin  to  thousands  were  but  a  natural  consequence. — 
Thp  sune  state  of  dungs  occurred  about  the  year  1825,  when  the 
greni  bank  ai^ted  again  the  same  part,  and  when  the  trade  and  ' 
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specidations  which  it  tempted^  by  iU  paper  issues  were  again  fol' 
lowed  by  wide  spread  niin.  During  the  last  six  years  the  coo^ 
tractioiis  and  expansioiis  in  paper  issues  by  the  Bank,  which  have 
been  repeated  whenever  it  was  its  interest  to  raise  or  depress  the 
price  of  property,  are  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  trade 
in  any  nation  of  the  habtiaUe  globe*  Can  we  forget  the  distress 
with  which  the  commercial  community  was  involved  in  the  year 
1834,  by  the  sudden  calling  in  of  some  fifteen  nulUons  ofdoUars 
by  this  bank  on  the  plea  tlutt  it  was  about  to  close  its  business, 
obliging  the  state  banks,  for  their  own  security  and  as  a  matter 
of  necessity,  at  the  same  time  to  make  a  call  for  even  a  larger 
amount?  And  who,  as  a  striking  contrast  to  this,  will  ever  forget 
that  the  same  bank  in  the  space  ot  about  one  year  afterwards, 
axrain  extended  its  loans  and  i^  paper  circulation  to  the  amount 
^from  twenty  to  thirty  millions  of  dollars,  and  now  again  »»  con- 
tracting its  debt  at  the  same  time  it  id  speculating  by  renewufig  pa- 
per issues  after  its  charter  haJs  expired?  Ac  Ib^  several  fimes, 
the  State  Baqks,  either  from  choice  or  necessity,  or  both,  have 
expanded  and  contracted  as  the  great  bank  e^^anded  or  con- 
tracted. 

It  is  a  received  opinion  with  some,  that  banks  and  baaking  capi- 
tal may  be  increased  to  any  point  without  injury  to  the  community^ 
If  it  were  considered  the  proper  and  exclusive  business  of  banks,  to 
accommodate  the  exchanges  between  the  different  pointis  of  trade^ 
and  to*loan  their  capital,  so  many  oftfaem  as.are  necessary  for  these 
purposes  might  be  useful;  but  the  business  of  manufacturing  paper, 
more  than  equi? aient  to  ^ointng  money  by  tbe  banks,  b  at  Uie  best 
a  tax  upon  the  people  afifiong  wh<Mii  it  circulates.  The  paper  circa- 
lated  by  any  bank  beyond  its  capital  in  specie  m  usury  over  and 
above  the  legal  interest  on  such  capital.  The  expeoaea  of  th!^ 
bank  paid  by  the  substkution  of  paper  issues  for  money,  as-weU  a<^ 
all  addtttooal  profits  from  such  isssaes.  are  taxes  assessed  directly- 
on  tbe  borrowers^  and  those  among  whom  the  paper  circulates* 

But  I  would  more  particularly  direct  your  attention  to  the  pres- 
ent system  of  banking,  by  which  the  use  of  specie  either  in  the 
vaults  of  the  banks  or  among  the  people  is  almost  entirely  superse- 
ded. These  niay  be  laid  down  as  axioms:  that  where  there  is  no 
specie  to  represent  paper,  there  is  no  safety  ia  that  paper;  that  moun 
ey  is  plenty  or  scarce  as  banks  issue  or  cea^e  to  issue;  tliat  sudden 
changes  of  issues  or  contraction  produce  immense  revolutions  in 
property:  and  that  banks  issuing  or  contracting  their  paper,  acting 
in  con^rt  either  for  speculation  or  political  effect,  may  create  pan« 
ies,  stop  the  wheeh  of  business,  and  even  threaten  revolution  with 
impunity.    It  iaCoo  aqcb  that  banks,  oeaduoM  by  privaite  and  ir^ 
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J  Bb0iM  wiekl  sitek  i  power  ns  ttmt  of  con* 
tnclni^  w  •xpftadhig iIm  oairenoy  at  wiH;  it  is  s  p«yirer  wbtch  ought 
t»beNnUiAod  mi  wieMedontyiy  the  law  of  tbe  lan^.  Sech  a 
pover,  jireoled  •veft  by  geed  itied  feetraine^enly  hj  medt^  of  por- 
nori  inieTOet,  wtkere  »>  epeeie  fbundatioii  exisls,  maybe  oppree* 
aea»  .mi  the  hands «f  bad  a»a,  it  aiaet  be  ifitdenible. 

An  idea  prevaila  amonff  commerctat  men  of  some  of  the  Slates^ 
that  more  bankiiip  tajntmis  ^i^anted;  and  the  increase  of  nominal  or 
real  banking  eapital  in  a  portion  of  the  ^ates,  has  been  carried  to 
an  aJarmiiia;  extent.  I  hope  not  to  see  the  banking  capital  of  this 
Stale,  mu<£  if  «t  alt,  increased.  If  more  money  he  wanted  for  ueo 
than  the  present  baftks  can  furnish,  new  banks  can  no  better  supply 
the  want,  than  can  private  individuals  who  possess  capital;  for  it  is' 
the  naiore  of  money  to  go  where  business  will  give  it  a  profitable 
hiTest'ment.  Deleterious  indeed  will  be  the  effect  of  an  increase  of 
die  banking  capital  where  saca  capital  cannot  be  profitably  used.-*^ 
Such  increase,  fbmishing  the  means  of  over-tradmg  aAd  temptations 
to  apecuhHion,  the  community  will  be  preyed  upon  by  that  rapacky 
iriiich  seeks  for  the  thrift  bj  illegitimato,  where  it  is  anable  to  oh* 
tain  it  by  fair  means. 

The  great  (ailing  in  the  present  circulating  medium  is  the  want  ef 
a  substantial  foundation  at  the  bottom  of  trade  and  business.  The 
^exfended  papei;  currency  has  evidently  bad  the  efiect  of  lesssning  the 
Talue  of  money,  and  the  tepdeucy  must  still  be  dowowai'd.  The 
banks  do  more  than  usurp  the  power  to  coin  money,  which  was 
exclusively  vested  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  because 
tbey  create  a  currency  which  is  intrinsically  of  no  value,  and  which 
fluctuates  with  every  vibration  of  trade,  while  Congress  legitimate** 
}f  can  create  only  such  a  currency  as  will  carry  a  real,  equal  to  its 
nominal  value.  If  it  be  contended  that  a  paper  dollar  representing 
a  gold  or  silver  dollar  in  the  vault  of  the  bank  near  which  it  circu- 
lates, answers  all  the  purposes  of  gold  or  silver;  this  may  be  true, 
provided  that  for  every  paper  dollar  in  circulation  there  is  a  metalic 
dollar  ready  to  redeem  it;  but  when,  as  is  the  fact,  it  is  ascertained 
and  known  that  there  is  not  one  speeio  dollar  in  baink  for  every  ten . 
paper  dollars  in  circulation,  whatever  may  be  the  banking  capital  in 
use,  it  roust  be  evident  that  the  great  'mass  of  circulating  medium 
used  in  the  way  of  business  is  founded  on  credit,  and  not  on  capital. 
His  credit  will  ans%ver  the  purpose  of  substantial  capital  until  it 
AaU  suit  the  interest  or  the  caprice  of  those  who  manage  banks  to 
make  money  scarce  as  it  has  been  plenty,  or  until  over  trading  on 
paper  credit  merely,  sh&tl  have  blown  up  the  bubble  to  bursting. — 
If  gold  and  silver  could  be  substituted  for  paper,  or  even  if  one  half 
of  ^e  ordinary  circulation  could  be  a  metalic  instead  of  a  paper  cur- 
rency, it  would  be  beyond  the  power  df  the  directors  of  the  banks  ^ 
to  control  the  currency^  to  bake  money  plenty  or  scarce  at  pleas* 
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ure;  for  when  the  vibcatioof  of  trade  shoold  ceU  fiur  (bpecie  to  bar, 
traiuiported  or  exported,  speeie  wpuld  be  at  hand  to  answer  the  cidl, 
aod  more  would  coaie  in  to  supply  its  place  as  mora  should  be  seed* 
ed.    It  is  an  admitted  fiict  ifi  trade,  that^ipeeie  will  always  oome  in- 
to the  country  as  any  other  article  of  commerce,  when*  a  demand 
for  it  shall  increase  its  vahie.     Where  there  is  more  than  one  cir<» 
culi^ing  medium,  that  of  the  lesser  value  willx^rowd  out  the  other  of 
greater  value;  and  hence  specie  cannot  circulate  where  paper  of  the 
same  denon^ination  circulates.     It  has  been  ascertained  ^that  io 
France,  where  a  disastrous  lesson  of  paper  credit  nearly  prostrating 
that  nation  during  the  revolution  which  first  expelled  the  Bourbons, 
had  forced  her  back  to  a  specie  currency,  and  where  no  paper  noto 
is  allowed  to  circulate  of  a  less  denomination   than   five   hundred 
francs,  (about  ninety-three ,  dollars)  that  the  restfrictions  upon  paper 
credit  have  operated  powerfully  against  over  trading;  that  the  me- 
tallic currency  in  that  country  is  seldom  if^ver  drained;  that  failures' 
in  business  are  few,  and  that  the  medium  of  circulation  preserves 
an  almost  exact  uniformity.     Profiting  by  such  an  example  what  is- 
the  duty  of  American  legislators?    Can  they  do  the  country  a  bet* 
ter  service  than  to  restore  the  circulating  medium  of  the  Constitu-^ 
tion — than  by  taking  every  practicable  step  to  introduce  specie  ? 
There  can  be  no  doubt,  if  the  lower  denqminatiops  of  bank  notes- 
shall  be  inhibited,  metallic  currency  will  come  in  to  supply  their 
place.     Hard  money  once  introduced,  the  business  of  banking  may* 
assume  a  somewhat  dififerer^t  shape,  not  it  is   believed,  to  the  ulti- 
mate disadrantage  of  real  capital,  whether  invested  in  banks  or 
elsewhere;  for  by  so  much  as  a  solid  circulating  medium  contributes 
to  the  stability  ol  business  and  trade,  so  may  the  man  of  capital  en- 
sure his  profits  as  his  confidence  is  more  sure.     The  legislator  wOi 
deserve  the  thanks  of  the  whole  community  who  lends  his  effi)rts  to 
do  away  that  circulating  paper  credit,  which  is  the  prolific  source  oF 
panic  a^d  pressure;  and  the  State,  isolated  from  others    adopting 
similar  measures,  and  Surrounded  even  though  it  5e  }i>y  other  States 
that  continue  the  paper  system,  which  takes  its  stand  in  favor  or 
bard  money,  will  do  its  people  a  service  that  must  give  a  new  im- 
petus to  their  prosperity. 

Among  the  topics  which  are  agitating  the  public  mind  the  sub- 
ject of  servitude  of  the  African  race  nas  been  prominent.  We* 
must  take  things  as  they  are — not  as  we  would  have  them  to  be. — 
That  slavery  has  been  introduced  in  a  portion  of  this  country,  is  the* 
misfortune,  not  the  fault  of,  the  present  veneration.  The  whitea^ 
found  the  colored  race  unaccustomed  to  tue  charge  of  their  owa 
conduct,  and  fit  only  for  servitude.  Whoever  has  witnessed,  in  any 
slaveholding  community,  the  relations  usually  existing  between  tfaie 
master  and  slave,  views  this  *matter  in  quite  a  difierent  light  from^ 
ivhat  is  the  general  impression  in  a  country  where  there  are  no  two. 
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itees  oflHiinan  beings  standing  m  those  relations.  If  the  black  10 
mi^  infenor  and  subservient  to  the  white  man,  it  ought  not  to  be 
cowiJered  as  of  necessity  that  the  one  is  miserable  and  the  other 
cnwt-that  the  slave  is  bejond  others  of  his  race  abject  and  degra* 
dedy  and  tbe  master  sapercilioas  and  overbearing.  There  are  mu- 
tsal  relations  existing  between  the  master  and  his  slave  which  oA 
ten  endear  one  to  the  other;  and  probably  in  all  those  States 
where  manual  labor  is  performed  by  slaves,  there  exist  not  less 
affection  and  kindness  between  the  employers  and  the  employed  than 
in  those  States  where  Slavery  is  not  tolerated.  So  far  as  my  knowl- 
tdge  extends — and  I  am  informed  the  feeling  prevails  throagh  the 
wi^  soath-*-it  is  considered  disreputable  for  the  master  to  maltreat 
his  slave— as  much  or  more  so  as  it  is  in  New-England  for  the  ^ 
nnster  to  abuse  his  apprentice,  or  for  any  employer  to  impose  hard-> 
ships  on  those  whom  he  has  in  charge.  And  it  is  a  geaeial  senti- 
ment among  the  colored  people  themselves,  that  the  slave  who  has  . 
a  kind  master  stands  in  a  cast^higher  than  the  black  or  colored 
person  who  is  free  and  obliged  to  provide  for  and  take  care  of 
him  or  herself.  Certain  it  is  that  the  moral  condition  of  the  great 
body  of  the  slaves  is  far  better  than  that  of  the  frep  people  of  color 
in  the  slavc-holdinff  States,  and  indeed  better  than  that  of  the  free 
people  of  color  in  the  slave-holdjng  States,  and  indeed  better  than 
that  of  the  same  race  where  they  exist  in  numbers  in  the  free 
States* 

llie  sages  who  framed  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
(bond  slavery  existing  in  a  portion  of  the  States:  the  country 
had  gcown  up  under  slave-labor — slavery  was  among  those 
filed  habits  of  the  people,  which  it  was  not  the  part  if  it  had 
been  in  the  power  of  the  government  to  eradicate.  ^They  wise- 
ly firamed  that  instrument  with  the  intent  that  it  should  not  be ' 
in  the  power  of  the  people  in  one  sectidn  of  the  country  to  in« 
lerfine  in  the  domestic  relations  of  another  section  of  the  coun- 
try. Could  it  be  supposed  that  the  free  population  of  the 
south  would  for  a  moment  have  consented  to  argue  the  ques- 
tion with  the  inhabitants  of  the  north  whether  they  should 
]ield  to  the  prospective,  much  less  to  the  immediate  emancipa- 
tion of  their  slaves?  The'  Constitution  was  the  result  of  st 
'  voluntary  mutual  compromise.  Will  it  be  contended  that  the 
Southern  States  ever  consented  to  give  up  to  any  other  power 
on  earth  the  control  over  their  slavey?  As  well  might  it  be  al- 
lied that  the  free  white  inhabitants  of  the  south  voluntarily 
coQflented  to  place  thendselves  in  the  condition  of  their  slaves 
— «  well  may  it  be  assumed  that  the  man  of  wealth  would  vol* 
anfarily  change  conditions  with  the  abject  and  the  dependent*^ 
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Tbe  obBpUiM  of  the  whole  country  if  to  pntBd  the  rifl^ts 
wbicb  tM  slaveholder  hM  in  the  slave ;  the  allegiaiice  mbick 
the  citiseB owes  to  that  covntry  forbids  his  internrence  to4si>* 
tttrt>  the  relaiioas  eiisting  between  the  master  and  tbe  akve. 

Many  pf  those  in  the  free  states  who  mconsiderately  lend 
their  names  and  their  influence  for  the  promotion  of  a  cause 
which  wears  the  aspect  of  benevolence,  are  not  probably  awaro 
that  tbe  effect  of  their  exertions  has  been  precisely  the  reverse 
of  their  intentions;— they  ate  not  aware  that  the  publications 
which  have  enlisted  their  own  feelings  in  this  cause,  sent  among- 
the  slave  population,  operate  as  fire  brands  applied  to  a  maga- 
zine of  gunpowder;  that  if  they  do  not  excite  tbe  slave  to  nur* 
der  the  mnocent  family  of  his  master,  they  produce  that  dis- 
trust between  master  and  slave  which,  d^troying  confidence, 
creates  a  settled  and  permanent  hostility.  \  It  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered that  the  master  should  feel  obliged  to  deny  the  slave  the 
means  of  instruction,  when  he  knows  that  teaching  him  to  read 
and  write  will  increase  his  ability  and  his  inclination  to  do  bis 
roaster  injury. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  philanthropic  statesmen  who  are  the  own- 
ers of  slaves,  and  who  really  are  not  less  anxious  to  mitigatb  er 
to  do  away  the  evils  of  slavery  than  the  most  zealous  and  con- 
scientious abolitionist  of  the  North  can  be,  that  the  mistaken 
zeal  which  has  for  the  kst  two  years  been  manifested  on  this 
subject — which  has  collected  funds,  established  presses  and 
concentrated  efforts  to  further  the  cause  of  immediate  aboIitiaQ 
— has  retarded  the  progress  of  emancipation  probably  half  a 
century.  In  several  of  me  Qiiddle  States  the  Legislaturerweie 
moving  for  the  purpo3e  of  gradual  emancipation.  The  benev- 
olent work  has  been  arrested  by  the  reaction  which  the  impru-. 
dent  efforts  oCthose  living  without  th^^mits  of  the  slavefaolding  re- 
gion  have  thrown  upon  it.  This  fact,  freely  avowed  by  the  slave 
holders  who  had  taken  or  were  anxious  to  take  measured  grad- 
ually and  safely  to  manumit  their  slaves,  should  indiu^e  such 
persons  as  extend  their  inquiries  no  further  than  the  abstract 
proposition  that  slavery  is  an  evil,  to  reflect  on  the  consequen- 
ces of  extending  charity,  more  needed  nearer  home,  to  objects 
where  its  application  is  ill-timed  and  serves  to  increase  the  evils 
it  would  effect  to  remedy. 

The  existence  of  slavery,  admitted  on  all  hands  to  be  an  evil, 
is  not  more  the  iault  of  th^  free  whites  in  the  siavehplding  re- 
gion than  of  tbe  whites  in  tbe  free  Statoi.    The  races  of  white 
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Hid  bi^k  are  there ;.  and  any  sudden  ebaiige  of  the  relative 
coodAUoQ  of  the  two  sorts  of  people  must  break  op  the  very 
IbaDdatioEis  of  society.  The  inhabitants  of  the  States  where 
flkfery  does  not  exist  have  no  greater  moral  righ^t  to  interfere 
for  the  purpose  qf  bringing  about  such  a  change,  than  have  the 
inhabitants  of  the  slave  States  to  interfere  in  the  relations  sub' 
nsUQg  between  masters  and  their  apprentices,  or  with  the  ten-* 
ore  bvt which  property  js  held  in  the  free  States.  Nay^  there  is 
a  mach  more  potent  and  conclusive  reason  for  non-interfer^ 
ence  in  the  former  than  in '  the  latter  case— because  the  rela- 
tions on  the  one  hand  may  be  trenched  upon  without  endan-- 
gering  life^  while  on  the  other  it  will  be  imposvbie  to  teach  the 
blacks  not  only  that  they  owe  no  servitude  to  the  whites  but 
that  they  are  their  equa^,  and  not  inculcate  that  they  are  justi^ 
fied  in  resisting  unto  blood  the  state  of  things  which  has^h" 
ced  them  in  a  dependent  condition. 

Such  in  my  estimation,  is  the  obligation  of  the  free-Statds  to 
the  ct>*States  where  slavery  exists,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  their 
Legislatures  to  interfere  in  the  prevention  of  all  attempts  hav- 
iiig  in  view  the  intention  to  excite  revolt  among  the  present 
servile  race,  whenever  such  interference  can  be  exercised  with- 
oat  invading  the  rights  of  bur  own  citizens.  When  flagrant 
acts,  calculated  to  incite  the  colored  slave  race  of  any  portion 
of  the  country  to  fise  upon  the  free  white  race^  shall  be  tangi-' 
bk,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  L^islatuie  to  interpose  a  reme- 
dy as  fer  as  it  may  be  authorised  by  the  great  principles  of  the 
coostitntioDal  charts  under  which  we  live,  taking  care  that  in 
oar  efforts  to  protect  o^ers,  we  do  not  invade  the  natural  and 
UDafienable  rights  of  our  own  citizens. 

Tkoa  far  the  view  I  have  taken  of  the  agitating  subject  of  the 
emancipation  of  slaves  in  Ithe  United  States  has  reference  to 
the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  this  Union  in  slave  property,  and 
tfie  .mim  which  they  have  to  protection  in  those  rights.  The 
worst  evil  lies  not  here..  That  evil  is  the  jealouisy  and  distrust 
which  result  from  the  continued  agitation  of  this  subject. — • 
That  man  ^ho  h^s  been  emphatically  styled  ^^flrst  in  war,  first 
10  peace  and  first  in  the  hearts  of  bis  countrymen,  has  warned  us^ 
ag^nst  characterizing  parties  by  geographical  disoriminations-^ 
Northern  and  Souihemy  Atlantic  <md  fVeatem ;  ^yrbouiSQ  de» 
Mning  men  may  end^wor  to  excite  a  belief  that  there  is  o^  real 
cMference  <^to«I  interests  and  views:  h6  has  charged  •  us  to 
liMignwtly  frown  upon  tft?  firsj  49wnhi§  of  every  attempt  ^q 
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alienJate  any  portion  of  our  country  from  the  rest,  or  to  enfee-  .' 
ble  the  sacred  ties  which  now  link  together  the  various  parts;" 
and  as  the  unerring  mark  of  unprincipled  men  he  has  taught 
u§  "to  disXrust  the  patriotism  of  those,  who,  in  any  quiTrter,  may 
endeavor  to  weaken  the  bands"  of  our  Union.  There  is  no 
division  of  parties  so  dangerous,  none  that  can  exercise  so  de- 
leterious an  influence  on  the  action  of  Government,  as  parlies 
characterized  by  sectional  divisions?  yet  there  is  no  possible 
subject  of  local  populai  excitement  that  will  not  be  laid  hold-of 
by  men  whose  personal  ambition  reaches  beyond  the  public  wel- 
fare. 

The  whole  North  was  agitated  for  years  on  this  very  subject 
\Of  slavary — on  the  abortive  attempt  to  force  Congress   to  reg- 
ulate  slavery  on    the  question  of  the   admission  of  one  of  the 
youngest  States  of  this  confederacy.     It  is  worth  while  to  look 
back  upon  the  general  excitement  raised   nearly  twenty   years 
ago  by  "artful  aivd  designing  men"  who  succeeded  tor  a  time 
in  subsituting  a  "geographical   discrimination"  of  parties  for  a 
division  which  had  been  much  less  deleterious.     That  excite- 
ment  for  a  time   answered   the  purpose  of  the  few  who  had 
raised  it — It  defeated  the  voice  of  the  great  body  of  the  peo-  - 
pie  acting  as  a  whole— It  raised  men  to  oflice  with   principles 
and  professions  which  never  could  and  never  ought  to  receive 
the  general  sanction — it  introduced  those  loose  practices  into 
the  administration  of  the  general  government,  which  are  but 
too  often  cited  as  precedents,  and  which  virtqe  and  inteligence 
alone  can  eradicate.    The  Missouri  excitement,  as  it  had  ^>een 
called,  was  iVuitful  of  evil  to  the  country  :    the  question  itself 
was  settled  by  the  interference  of  some  who  had  participated 
in  raising  it;  but  the  consequences,  have,  lorig  remained,  and 
fi^n  scarcely  yet  be  said  to  be  oblilt rated.     It  is'  to  be  feared 
ihe  attempt  that  is  now  making  to  blow  into  a  flame  an  excite* 
ment  on  the  subject  of  negro  emancipation,  however  hundreds, 
and  perhaps  thousands  may  engage  in  the  work  from  benevo- 
lent motives,  is  the  vVork  of  "designing  men"  who  wish  to  sub- 
stitute a  Northern  as  opposed  to  a  Southern  party,  in  the  place 
of  that  more  salutary  division  of  parties  opposed  to,  or  in  favor 
of  the  great  principles  on   which  our    institutions   are  based  ; 
and  that  the  machinery  which  is   brought  to  bear  both  in    the 
J^orth  and  in  the  South  is  moved  by  men  whose  patriotism  we 
ought  to  distrust;  by  men  who  on  the  one  Imncl,  are  neither 
j>rompte4  by  tb§  .di^int^rpstcd  benevolence  they  profeaa,  nor/ 
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on  the  other  are  moved  to  action  by  those  fears  witli  which 
they  would  inspire  others.  Moved  for  such  pu^rposes,  I  trust 
the  inleUigent,  tlie  reflecting  and  virtuous,  in  the  States  where 
slaver}  does  not  exist,  will  discountenance  those  misplaced  ef- 
forts which  not  only  make  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate 
senile  race  worse,  but  which  create  a  false  issue  between  po- 
litical parties  calculated  to  subvert  the  integrity  and  the  value 
X  of  the  Union  itself.  • 

A  feet  worthy  the  attention  of  p'feople  residing  in  that  part 
of  the  country  where  slavery  does  not  exist  is,  that  not  one  in 
a  thousand  even  of  those  benevolent  persons  who  view  slavery 
in  the  abstract  as  one  of  the  greatest  moral  evils,  and  who 
would  go  all  lengths  in  the  work  of  emancipation,  after  they 
have  resided  for  a  term  of  months  or  years  in  the  country 
where  this  servitude  exists,  who  does  not  entirely  change  his 
views  as  to  the  utility  or  practicability  of  immediate  emancipa- 
tion. Conventions  of  clergymen  of  a  most  respectable  reli- 
pous  sect  in  the  slave  region  unanimously  pass  votes  condenm- 
ing  the  discreet  zeal  of  abolitionists,  while  clergymen  of  the 
same  denomination  in  the  region  where  there  is  no  slavery,  car- 
ry their  abolition  zeal  to  the  extent  of  excluding  from  Christ- 
ian communion  the  owners  of  slaves.  It  w6uld  really  seem 
that  when  we  combat  an  evil,  if  iwe  would  do  it  efficaciously, 
our  duty  would  lead  us  to  labor  where  we  could  have  the  great- 
est poative  effect.  If  we  would  eradicate  slavery  by  our  |5er- 
sona)  efforts,  we  should  go  where  it  exists :  argument  is  worse 
than  misapplied  when  /pent  on  those  who  have  of  right  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  subject  of  the  argument. 

The  evils  of  slavery,  ^ince  the  revolution,  which  severed  the 
States  from  Great  Britain,  have  been  greatly  mitigated.  By 
the  consent  of  the  slaveholfiing-  States,  the  foreign  traffic  in 
slaves  has  been  abolished.  The  domestic  traffic — the  traffic 
in  slaves  between  the  middle  and  Southern  States,  as  it  has 
been  carried  on,  is  generally  disapproved.  The  humane  every 
where,  as  well  in  the  South  as  in  the  North  would  put  a  stop 
to  it.  But  the  misguided  zeal  of  the  immediate  abolitionists 
TO  had  the  effect  of  preventing  the  legislatures  of  several  slave- 
holding  States  from' moving  on  this  subject,  as  the  same  efforts 
have  closed  the  schools  of  mstruction  which  humane  masters 
had  opened  to  their  slaves. 

As  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  has  prescribed  cer- 
tain and  definite  limits  for  the  action  of  the  general  govern-. 
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ment,  learing  the  reserved  rights  to  the  Slates^  so  have  the 
several  States  limited  the  action  of  tlieir  respective  legislatures 
as  well  by  expressed  as  by  implied  rules.  The  ponv^rs  of  the 
State  Legislature,  correctly  defined,  admit  of  no  grants  which 
go  to  create  injurious  monopolies  under  charters  of  incorpora* 
tion.  On  principles  of  natural  justice  a  legislature  can  have 
no  power  to  grant  away  the  rights  of  posterity  even  for  a  pres- 
ent equivalent :  in  other  words  a  legislature  has   no  Intimate 

"  right  to  make  a  perpetual  grant  of  exclusive  power  to  build  a 
bridge  or  construct  u  road,  with  the  privilege  of  taxing  tolls> 
forever  excluding  other  individuals  or  the  public,  when  the 
general  good  shall  require  it,  from  erecting  or  constructing 
bridges  or  roads  in  the  same  direction,  with  or  without  tlie  right 
of  tolls.  As  charters  sometimes  give  privileges  to  associations 
of  persons  which  one  person  alone  has  not  the  right  to  ex- 
ercise without  a  charter,  so  ought  it  to  be  a  rule  that  any  sub- 
seqdent  legislature,  for  good  cause,  ^d  with  suitable  compen- 
sation for  injury,  shall  have  power  to  modify,  repeal  or  declare 

^  void,  every  such  charter.  In  all  the  corporate  acts  of  the  last 
year  a  special  clause  was  inserted  (if  I  do  not  mistake)  by 
which  the  right  to  future  legislatures  was  retained  so  to  modify, 
repeal  or  declare  void.  If  all  acts  hereafter  passed  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  conditions,  scarcely  less  will  the  interests  of 
the  corporators  than  of  the  public  be  benefited;  for  the  history  of 
legislation  in  this  country  could  not  probably  point  to  (he  case 
of  any  legislature,  by  a  positive  enactment,  doing  injustice  to 
a  person  or  company  whose  interests  were  brought  in  collision 
with  those  of  the  public ;  especially  where  either  custono  or 
law  had  previously  defined  the  respective  relations  or  interests 
of  the  parties.  , 

Among  the  distinguishing  featufes  ofthe  march  of  civilization 
has  been  the  continued  mitigation  of  punishment  for  ofFences.-*- 
Our  own  excellent  Bill  of  Rights  enforces  the  maxim  that  ^'the 
true  design  of  all  punishments  is  to  reform,  not  to  exterminate 
mankind."  The  policy  of  the  laws  of  this,  as  well  as  of  other 
States  of  this  Union,  has  been  much  changed  within  the  last 
thirty' years:  the  whipping  post,. the  pillory,  and  the  stocks^  for 
secondary  and  minor  offences,  have  been  entirely  superseded; 
and  It  is  believed  the  experience  of  our  aged  citizens  will  testi- 
fy to  the  truth  of  the  proposition,  that  criminal  offences  have 
lessened  in  proportion  as  criminal  punishments  have  been 
made  less  severe;  and  that  the  tnle  remedy  for  crime  is  the 
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certainty,  rather  thdn  Ae  severity  of  punishment.  Whether 
this  policy  can  or'  cannot  be  further  extended,  the  coHected 
sense  of  the  State,  frequently  agitating  and  discussing  the  ques- 
tioti,  will  in  due  time  decide. 

In  a  similar  connection  may  be  mentioned  imprisonment  for 
debi.  Inability  to  pay  is  a  man's  misfortune,  and  not  always 
his  fault;  and  I  can  conceive  of  no  subject  in  a  civilized  country 
more  revolting  than  the  incarceration  of  an  honest  man  for  the 
reason  that  he,  is  unable  to  discharge  a  responsibility  necessity 
has  obliged  him  to  incur.  ^  It  would  hardly  be  imagined  that 
imprisonment  effected  either  the  collection  or  the  security  of 
debt — it  may  sometimes  enable  the  cruel  and  the  merciless  to 
extort  from  the  generosity  of  the  humane  and  the  benevolent; 
but  no  honest  man  of  himself  sooner  discharges  a  just  debt  from 
the  consideration  that  he  must  go  to  jail  in  default  of  payrtient. 
In  those  countries  where  the  practice  of  incarceration  for  debt 
is  repudiated,  or  never  existed,  it  is  believed  to  be  a  historical 
truth,  that  confidence  between  man  and  rnan  is  greatest,  and 
obligations  of  debt  most  §acred  and  most  sure  of  performance. 
In  this  and.  some  other  States,  attachment  and  distreto  of 
property  before  trial  or  judgment,  as  it  is  frequently  practised, 
is  scarcly  less  revolting  to  humanity  than  imprisonment  for 
debt.  The  merciless  creditor  in  this  case  generally  obtains  the 
advantage  of  tlie   humane  creditor;  for  while  the  one  pounqes 

upon  his  prey  regardless  of  the  suffering  and  anguish  he  may 
<U3eate,the  other  i^  deterred  from  the  act  and  suffers  the  insuf- 
ficient property  to  go  for  the  payment  of  the  least  deserving 
debt.  It  u  sometimes  the  case  that  persons  of  the  first  class 
win  walchTfor  property  to  pass  on  credit  from  those  of  the  oth-^ 
er  class,  into  the  hands  of  those  who  may  owe  them,  and  seize 
on  it  to  secure  themselves,  at  a  great  sacrifice  of  the  property, 
to  other  creditors,  and  to  the  debtor.  Persons  who  are  really 
worth  property,  being  in  debt,  are  sacrificed  entirely  by  having 
their  goods  and  chattels  seized  upon  and  sold  under  the  ham- 
mer for  less  than  it  is  worth.  Instances  are  kncfwn  where  the 
individual  is  ruined  by  having  his  property  seized  on  a  debt  • 
merely  fictitious.  If  a  system  could  be  devised  by  which,  in 
cases  of  acknowledged  inability  to  discharge  obligations  of  debt, 
property  could  be  held  in  safety  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all 
creditors,  it  is  believed  that  the  temptaticiis  of  greedy  creditors 
to  oppress  would  be  lessened,  and  the  practice  of  unjust  at- 
tachment becorne  less  frequent. 

4   . 
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The  constitution  of  the  State  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  leg^Ia^ 
tors  find  magistrates  ^Ho  cherish  the  interest  of  literature  and 
the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  and  public  schools;  td  encour- 
age  public  and  private  institutions,  rewards  and  immunities  for 
the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades, 
manufactures  and  natural  history  of  the  country;  to  counte- 
nance and   inculcate  the  principles   of  humanity  and  general 
benevolence,  publi«;,and  private  charity,  industry  and  economy, 
honesty  and  punctuaUty,  sincerity  and  sobriety,  and  all  social 
affections,   and   generous    sehtiments   among    the    people." 
These  precepts  of  the  constitution  ri^ay  be  considered  rather  as 
recommendatory  and  monitory,  than  as  containing  any  positive 
grant  of  power  t6  do  what  may  effect  the  several  objects;  for 
if  "legislators"'might  be  clothed  with  such  power,  "magistrates'* 
from  the  nature  of  their  duties  as  such,  could  have  no  positive 
power.     The  intention  evidently  is,  that  legislators  and  magis- 
trates, in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  should  have  in 
view  the  furtherance  of  the  several  interests  recommended. — 
Legislators  may  indeed  be  supposed  to  have  power  over  these 
subjects  so  far  as  the  exercise  of  it,  imposing  equal  burdeJns  on 
the  people  will  produce  equal  benefits.     The  legislature  may 
lay  a  tax  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  because  the  chil- 
dren and  wards  of  every .  taxable  inhabitant  may  pslrticipate  in 
the  benefits  of  common  schools;  but  unlimited  taxation  for  the 
benefit  of  higher  scKobls  and  seminaries,  in  which  the  few  and 
not  the  many  will  participate,  would  be  unequal  and  uniust. — 
These  higher  seminaries,  being   of  public  utility  as  furthering 
the  means  of  general  education,  deserve  the  patronage  and  the 
countenance*  of  tlie  legislature  s6  far  as  incidental  aid  can  b^ 
consistently  given.     So  of  "private  and  public  institutions,*' 
meaning  undoubtedly  those  laudable  charities  which  go  to  me- 
liorate the  condition  of  man,  such  as  institutions  for  the  edu- 
cation of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind,  it  may  perhaps  be 
just  that  the  State  government  should  give  them  countenance 
by  contributions  not  as  principal,   but  in  aid  of  the  charity  of 
others.     It  may  even  be  considered  the  duty  of  the  legislature 
either  by  direct  appropriations   from  the  State  treasury,  or  by 
mandatory  requisitions  on  the  several  State  municipalities,  to 
-  mal;e  adequate  provision  for  the  hclpress  indigent  thrown  with- 
in its  borde'rs;  and  the  education  of  the  poor  blind  or  routes 
would  not  improperly  be  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  gen- 
•eral  treasupy.    The  policy  of  the   State  in  these  matters  has 
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WiiTather  to  afford  partial  than  entire  support — ^to  make  ap- 

?Topnations  in  aid  of  other  charities,  or  where  it  was  difficult 
w  the  person  interested  to  encounter  the  entire  expense.  For 
about  fifteen  years,  aid  has  been  given  annually  from  the  treas- 
ury to  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb;  and  for  the  last  two 
or  three  years  a  simijar  aid  has  been  given  for  the  education 
of  thebKud.  These  aids  have  been  general  to  all  applicants  of 
a  suitable  age;  and  if  the  burden  has  not  operated  equally  upon 
the  towns,  the  expenditure  has  been  applied  to  such  a  poble 
parpose,  being  fhat  of  supplying  by  artificial  mv«ans  the  place  of 
the  higher  intellectual  faculties,  that  few  will  be  disposed  to  in- 
terpose the  objection  of  any  alleged  inequality. 

But  there  is  left  an  object  of  public  charity  that  perhaps 
more  than  any  other  deserves. consideration:  I  am  happy  to 
see  the  public  attention  in  this  State  called  to  it,  and  the  good 
d^ee  of  zeal  with  which  hundreds  have  embarked  in  a  cause 
.so  interesting  to  humanity.  If  it  be  the  duty  of  legislators  to 
promote  the  cultivation  of  the  human  intellect  by  providing 
for  the  general  education  of  our  youth — if  it  be  their  duty  to 

nvi^e  for  the  sustenance  of  such  as  cannot  sustain  themselves, 
IT  much  higher  the  obligation  to  furnish  means  of  comfort 
for  the  poor  insane  ?  Bereft  of  reason,  a  simple  supply  of  the 
wants  of  nature  is  not  all  that  is  required  for  them.  It  has 
been  found  that  a  certain  course  ot  treatment^  under  competent 
fhysicai  and  intellectual  management,  may  restore  to.  useful- 
ness hundreds  who  without  such  treatment  will  be  forever  lost 
to  themselves  and  their  fellow  men.  An  asylum  in  this  State, 
at  which  provisions  can  be  made  as  well  for  the  permanently 
deranged  as  for  the  recovery  of  those  of  whqm  hopes  may  be 
entertained,  would  do  credit  to  the  cause  of  humanity.  It  may 
sot  be  expected  of  the  State  that  it  shall  be  more  than  a  lil>- 
eral  portion  of  such  an  institution :  towns  wouM  pay  for  the 
support  of  their  poor,  and  individuals  who  are  able  Would  .by 
themselves  or  their  friends  be  provided  for  at  such  an  in^itu- 
tioQ.  The  State  misht  make  a  grant  conditional  that  another 
sum  should  be  fqrnisned  by  munificent  individuals.  Such  an 
institution,  with  the  aid  of  an  outset  by  the  State,  it  is  believed^ 
could  be  so  managed  by  trustees  with  such  occasional  aid  from  , 
the  State  Treasury  or  from  any  fund  provided  by  the  State  as 
sboaM  be  deemed  indispensable.  The  expense  of  the  State 
Government  are  almost  exclusively  defrayed  by  a  direct  tax  up- 
on Che  people;  and  it  b  desirable  that  aU  additional  permanent 
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. expenses  that  can  be  avoided  should^ be  dispensed  with*  But 
.90  loud  is  the  call  of  human  suffering  upon  the  generosity,  if 
'not  upon  the  justice  of  the  State,  that  it  may  be  hoped  the  rep** 
resentatives  of  the  people,  expressing  their  wishes  and  feelings 
on  this  subject,  will  consider  the  time  as  having  arrived  whep 
the  foundation  of  such  an^'institution  can  be  laid. 

In  regard  to  the  "promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  siences, 
commerce,  trades,  and  manufactures,"  enjoined  in  the  consti- 
tution, generally  tspeaking,  it  may  be  laid  down  as  a  rule  that 
the  sfeveral  caUings  will  be  best  protected  by  being  left- free  from 
alltramels..  Excessive  legislation  is /reqilently  worse  than  no 
legislation  :  there  is  rpally  *  more  danger  in  giving  a  particular 
interest  a  legislative  protection  at  the  expense  of  oth^r  interests 
to  take  care  of  themselves.  The  better  way  to  promote  all 
is  to  let  the  government  be  felt  in  no  place  where  govennental 
interference  is  not  indispensable — to  raise  no  reveiiue  that  is 
not  wanted  for  objects  useful  and  necessary— to  furnish  no  dis- 
pensable object  for  expenditure  that  shall  call  for  burdensome 
taxation. 

It  can  scarcely  be  desirable  to  the  people  of  this  State  that 
their  coffers  shall  be  filled  by  any  indirection*     Tl^e   pifesent 
.  condition  ofthe  national  treasury,  a  temporary  plethora  indica- 
ting almost  certain  future  poverty,  furnishes  a  strong  temptation 
to  ask  for  distribution  among  the  States.     Desirable  as  is  an  ov^- 
flowing  StatQ  treasury,  I  cannot  wish  tosee  the  time  arrive  whea 
this  State  shall  he  furnished  with  funds  from  a  superabundaat 
national  treasury.     The  public  coffers  must  be  supplied  in  sonoie 
manner  by  contributions  drawn  from  the  people.     If  more  shall 
be   received  from  the  customs  and  avails  of  the  public  domain 
than  shall  be  necessary  for  the  expenditures  of  the  general  gov-* 
emment,  how  much  better  for  the  people  will  it  be  to  reJiere 
them  from  taxation  upon  their  consumption,   than  to  take  the 
money  from  their  pockets  through  the  most  expensive  mode  of 
collection,  to  be  sent  to  the  several  State  treasuries,  not  for  the 
immediate  benefit  of  those  who  contribute  it,  but  to  be  scram- 
bled for  and  expended  in  an  unequal  application  to  those  ^points 
where  the  strongest  influence  will  always  bring  it?     Should  the 
•principle  ever  be  established,  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  as 
I  must  think  it  to  be,  of  distributing  the  fuuds  of  the  nation 
among  the  States,  I  hope  tievet  to  see  New-Hampshire  as   a 
State  commencing  the  work  of  making  roads  and  other  similar 
improvements; for,  desirable  ^s  those  wos|^s  may  be^  v^he^  t^ 
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StSLte  once  begins  them,  there  can  be  no  end  to  the  call  for  ap- 
f Topnations;  every  man  Who  cannot  have  an  improvement  on 
or  near  his  premises  will  have  cause  to  complain  that  the  State 
does  hira  injustice.  If  the  money  so  to  be  received  ^  shall  be 
loaned  to  responsible  companies  and  individuals  who  are  vfiU 
ing  to  incur  the  risk  of  undertakitig  improvements,  we  may 
have  assurance  that  the  works  to  be  prosecuted  are  so  mudi 
wanted  that  they  will  at  least  reimburse  theoriginal  investment: 
the  anaual  income  from  such  loans,  might  be  substituted  for 
the  osoal  annual  taxes  laid  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State 
Goremment; 

Tiiere  is  no  pursuit  that  tends  more  directly  to- the  independence 
andhuppieess  ofthe  people  than  agriculture.  Mote  productive  as  jt 
is  more  necessary  than  any  other,  it  is  n  matter  of  gratification  and 
pride  that  it  is  ti  calling  scarcely  less  reputabje  than  that  requiring 
the  highest  order' and  severest  application  of  intellect.  The  moat 
iniclligent  and  most  meritorious  citizens  are  of  those  who  labor  with 
their  own  hands  in 'agricultural  pursuits.  Of  such  men  it  is  safe 
to  make  not  only  legislators  to  frame  our  laws,  but  magistrates  to 
execute  them.  As  agriculture  has  risen  in  estimation,  so  have  our 
farmers  increased  in  wealth  and  all  the  means  of  independence. — 
In  the  westerly  part  ofthe  State  especially,  of  late  years,  the  rear- 
ing of  sheep  and  the  production  of  wool  has  come  in  aid-of  other 
objects'yielding  ready  money  and  often  an  unexpected  profit.  Ono 
riew  subject  of  enterprise  succeeds  another:  although  in  a  rougher 
soil  and  a  severer  climate,  the  time  may  arriye  when  wool  to  I\  ew- 
England  shall  be  as  importaivt  a  staple  as  (be  wheatfof  the  middle 
or  cotton  of  tho  southern  States. 

TTie  public  attention  has  recently  been  drawn  to  the  culture  of 
the  molberry,.the  raising  of  silk  worms  and  the  production  of  silk. — 
That  Ihis  important  item  of  consumption  and  of  traffic  may  be  pro- 
duced in  the  United  Slates- as  extensively  as  in  any  country  in  the 
world,  will  not  be  disputed.  The  late  changes  ofthe  tariff  bring  tho 
bulk  of  articles  of  which  silk  is  composed  or  is  a  component  purt,  in-  ! 
to  the  country  free  of  duty;  and  from  this  cause  it  is  extensively 
taking  the  place  of  the  finer  cottons  and  woollens.  The  value  of# 
«lks  imported  into  the  United  States  for  home  consumption  during 
the  year  1835,  acccrdinj;  to  the  customhouse  returns,  was  nearly 
sixteen  millions  of  dollars.  The  introduction  of  the  article  free  of 
duty,  instead  of  discouraging,  seems  to  have  given  an  increased  im- 
petus ta  preparations  for  planting  the  mulberry  and  hereafter  ex^ 
tending  the  production  and  manufacture  of  silk^  It  retnains  to  be 
tested  whether  the  soit  of  our  State  shall  be  well  adapted  to  the 
mulberry  cultrvatton.  Nothing  yet  appears  to  discourage  the  un- 
dertaking ;  and  as  mulberry  orchards  may  be  planted  without  the 
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inyeslmeat'of  a  large  otpiUl,  it  might  be  useful  to  afford  kgiela* 
ttve  couDtenance  to  such  to¥ais  of  the  state  as  already  or  may 
hereiifler  possess  farms  employed  in  support  of  the  poor,  hi  the  cui* 
tiration  of  the  mulberry,  as  would  fully  test  the  fact  of  the  adapta* 
lion  of  this  dimete  to  the  production  of  silk.  As  silk  is  deprived  of 
what  has  been  called  protection  from  the  general  government,  it 
might  not  be  invidious  if  the*  State  should  exempt  such  land  as  is  ac- 
tually employed  in  raising  the  mulberry  from  taxation  until  the  or* 
chard  shall  become  productive;  or  if  encouragement  should  be  eiv- 
en  for  planting  the  mulberry  on  town  farms.  It  may,  however,  be 
laid  down  as  a  general  principle,  tliat  bounties  and  premiums  on  one 
article  of  production  at  the  expense  of  other  articles  is  unwise;  and 
that  the  several  interests  of  Agriculture,  as  well  as  trades  and  mcRi- 
nfactures,  deserving  the  encouragement  of  legislators  and  magis- 
trates, will  best  receive  it  by  being  l^ft  free  fr.om  that  kind  of  protec- 
tion which  is  to  be  found  in  a  high  tariff. 

In  the  rapid  progress  of  arts  and  wealth,  not  less  than  in  moral 
and  intellectual  improvements,  the  mothers  and  dajjghters  of  New- 
England  have  contributed  their  full  share.  ^ Indeed  to  them  are 
the.mostof  us,  as  men  and  as  social  beings;  indebted  for  whatever 
is  commendable  in  conduct  or  in  character.  Many  of  our  interior 
towns  owe  their  prosperity  principally  to  the  hand  of  female  indns^ 
try.  The  change  which  within'the  last  few  years  has  taken  a  por- 
tion of  our  females  from  their  homes  where  domestic  manufactures 
had  been  carried  on,  to  be  collected  in  masses  at  the  large  estab- 
lishments which  have  supplied  the  place  of  the  spindle  and  shuttle 
at  the  dome*stic  fireside,  to  many  philanthropists  and  patriots  has 
been  a  subject  of  regret.  The  silk  culture  generally  adopted,  wtth^ 
out  materially  interfering  ivith  other  agricultural  products,  might 
usefully  give  full  employment  to  manv  of  that  class  of  females  be- 
neath their  own  parental  roof  who  seex  fur  a  livelihood  abroad — re- 
quiring the  kind  of  labor  that  females  and  children  would  most  natu«> 
rally  perform.  Assiying  extensively  that  employment,  the  culture 
of  the  mulberry  further  deserves  the  public  patronage. 

Connected  with  the  subject  of  agriculture,  and  cominc  to  its  aid 
in  the  developemeht  oft  he  nature  and  qualities  of  minerals  and  soils 
within  our  borders,  is  a  geological  survey  of  the  State,  which  may 
1)0  accomplished  by  the  State  itself  aided  by  the  general  govern- 
ment m  the  employment  of  men  competent  to  the  object.  Some  of 
tho  States  have  already  commenced  geological  examinations;  and 
iff  some,  important  discoveries  have  been  made.  In  the  State  of 
Kew^ersey,  in  the  vicinity  of  extensive  districts  of  a  supposed  un- 
productive soil  of  little  value,  a  species  of  marl  under  ground  i» 
found  in  abundance  precisely  calculated  to  make  such  soil  greatly 

t reductive.  In  other  parts  of  the  Uuited  States  extensive  coal  be<bi 
avebeen  discovered^   which   of  themselves  are     inore  yaluable 
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dMD  noes  of  silver  and  i^old^  m  olher  pairto  oboadiiiiee  of  iron  are; 
)ki  others  lead;  io  others,  copperas  and  copper;  and  others  where  il 
WMki8t  expected,  gold  itself^  llie  riches^  contained  withia  the 
boBomoTour  mother  earth  have  yet  been  but  partially  developed; 
perhaps  less  has  been  doneVwithin  our  State  by  way  of  thorough  ex* 
aninatioQ  than  in  alnfK>st  any  other.  Is  there  not  something  in  ouv 
moite  rorm:)^on,  in  the  magnitude  and  grandeur  of  our  mountainiTi 
tadicatlog  that    undiscovered  riches    repose  in  the  bosom  of  our 

•Ml? 

^A  well  regulated  militia  is  the  proper,  natural  and  sure  defence 
of  a  State  "  Correctly  did  a  veteran  patriot/  one  of  ray  predeces- 
ayain  office,  whose- education  was  supplied  by  the  experience,  first 
of  seven  years  expended  in  the  tented  fields  and  aflerwards  in  that  of 
the  several  successive  public  stations  he  has  held  estimate  this  moni« 
tioQ  of  our  Bill  of  Rights,  when  be  lately  gave  it  as  his  opinion  ' 
that  the  roan  livho  would  break  down  our  militia  must  either "" 
want  coounon  sense  or  be  an  enemy  to  his  bouutry.  Experi-  ' 
eoce  baa  taught  us  that  our  sole  reliance,  in  all  ca;»es  of  invasion 
by  a  foreign  enemy,  in  any  sudden  eruption  of  the  aborigines  within 
oor  borders,  or  ia  risings  of  the  colored  service  race,  is  in  an  armed 
and  disciplined  body  of  freemen.  The  organization  and  discipline 
ofthe  militia  should  never  be  abandoned.  If  provision  is  not  made 
for  it  by  the  nation  in  whom  by  the  Constitution  the'  duty  devolves, 
il  will  belong  to  the  State  to  supbly  the  deficiency,  lu  the  first  out- 
breaking of  every  excitement,  prompting  the  multitude  either  to  re- 
nt the  due  course,  of  law,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Execution  of  the 
law,  or  to  outrage  private  rights,  a  ^^well  regulated  militia"  will  fur-  * 
vbh  tbo  f^sure  defence,"  until  in  due  time  returning  reason  after 
calm  reflection,  which  never  fails,  comes  in  to  correct  the  eviK — 
That  organization,  which  best  keeps  up  the  spirit  of  the  militia, 
sboold  be  always  in  view  as  the  prominent  subject  of  legislation:  and 
in  relation  to  that  it  will  occur  to  you  that/frcquent  changes  in  any 
>  system  that  is  not  absolutely  intolerable  may  not  be  salutary.  It  is 
the  spirit  of  the  soldier,  rather  than  the  machinery  of  tho  army,  that 
best  preserves  the  permanency  and  usefulness  of  the  service.  As 
one  means  of  preserving  this  spirit,  I  would  suggest,  that  persever-  / 
ence  in  the  plan  of  distributing  the  arms  furnished  by  a  Uw  of  Con- 
gress for  the  use  ofthe  militia  of  this  State,  as  a  boiinty  to  those  com- 
panies that  may  associate  for  uniformity  of  dress  and  eqiypments, 
might  have  a  salutary  effect.  I'he  principle  might  l>e  extended  so 
as  to  include  common  infantry  companies,  for  whom  a  simple  uni- 
Ann  shall  be  prescribed,  incurring  for  that  perhaps  a  less  expense 
Ihaa  the  purchase  of  a  musket  or  rifle.  Appropriated  to  this  use, 
tod  a  return  guaranteed  to  the  State  by  responsible  iodividuals,  the 
vnsbdoDging  to  the  State  wiM  be  n^ide  to  perform  a  good^serace^ 
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«ftnd  wiH  Yiot  wear  out  much  sooner  thati  they  would  h»t  out  at'the- 
Slate  Arsenal  under  the  best  care  of  the  Oommissary  General.  * 
In  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  appointment,  the  Constitu- 
tion vests  co-ordinate  power  in  the  Chief  Magistrate  and  the 
Council.  As  the  first  is  elected  by  the  people  of  the  whole 
State,  while  the  latter  are  chosen  by  five  .several  districts  being 
component  parts  of  the  State,  so  it  was*  undoubrbdiy  intend- 
ed that  the  one  should  have  the  weight  of  the  five  collectively 
in  all  Executive  acts.  Thus  the  GoverrK>r  can  nominate  a  can- 
4lidate  for  office  and  the  Council  can  confirm  or  veto  th^  nooci- 
ination;  or  the  Council  caii  nominate  and  the  Governor  tnay 
confirm  or  veto.  It  is  important,  bjS  well  to  the  character  of 
the  Chief  Magistrate  as  to  that  of  his  Council,  that  the  resport- 
sibility  of  each  shall  be  understood.  Tl)at  there  may  be  no 
•mistake  in  relation  to  this  responsibility  when  conflicting  can- 
didates for  office  shall  be  presented,  or  when  appointments 
.  shall  be  called  in  question,  I  will  suggest  as  a 'rule:  That  the 
Council  may  at  any  time  nominate  when  they  are  able  to  pre- 
sent a  Candidate  unanimously — that  the  Governor  shall  in  all 
cases  nominate  when  the  Council  shall  be.  divided  in  opinion, 
.either  three  to  two,  or  fqur  to  one:  so  that  in  any  case,  if  one 
or  the  othfer  shall  veto,  the  record  will  leave  the  question  of 
rssponsibility  indisputable.  All  my  experience  in  public  life 
has  convinced  me,  that  it  fe  better  for  the  public  servant  uniii- 
tentionally  to  make  a  wrongdecision,  than  to  shun  any  respon- 
sibility involved  in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duties. 

Called,  involuntarily  on  my^  part,  by  the  partiality  of  my  fel- 
low citizens  to  the  office  of  Chief  Magistrate  from  a  high  posi- 
tion of  the  general  government  in  which  my  best  efforts  hare 
been  expended  more  ineffectually  for  their  intended  benefit  from 
the  extraordinary  position  of  the  body  in  which  I  have  been 
placed  than  I  had  anticipated  when  first  entering  on  the 
office  of  Senator  of  the  United  States;  called  suddenly  from 
one  place  to  the  other,  it  will  not  be  expected  in  this  first  com- 
munication that  I-should  notice  the  matters  of  especial  legisla- 
tion wirich  may  be  required  during  the  present  year.  That  as- 
sessments of  taxes  may  be  equally  made,  the  Constitution  re- 
quires that  "there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  the  estates  within  the 
State  taken  arrew  once  in  every  five  years  at  least,  and  as  much  of- 
tener  as  the  general  6ourt  shall  order."  The  practice  has  been  to 
nuiketheapportionmenrof  taxes  once  in  four  years;  aAdthis,at 
the  return  pf  each  election  of  President  of  the  United  States  has 
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ealfed  for  two  sessions  of  the  Legislature  ia  the  same  year.— 
VuTSvungtbis  practice,  two  sessions  will  be  in  course  the  pres-* 
eat  year.  If  you  shall  so  decide,  I  kpow  of  no  pressing  emer- 
gency that  shall  heep  you  together  the  first  session  much  bC" 
yohd'the  completion  of  your  organization-  The  .additional  ex- 
pen^  of  duplicate  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  at  the  expiration 
of  every  fourth  year;  is  a  matter  to  be  taken  into  consideration 
as  affecting  the  subsequent  annual  State  tax.  Experience  will 
have  proved  to  the  American  people,  that  the  most  useful  and 
the  safest  legislation  comes  not  from  tAose  bodies  which  hold 
the  longest  sessions;  or  which  spend  much  time  in  debating 
general  questions  to  the  almost  utter  neglect  of  minor  ques- 
tions. Systematic  and  simplified  as  has  become  the  course  of 
proceedings  in  the  New-Hampshire  Legislature/ although  the 
necessary  business  may  from  year  to  year  increase  in  quantity,' 
i^Qiay  be  anticipated  that  all  will  be  coippleted  in  about  tne 
usual  time.  • 

In  conclusion,  I  may  advert  to  the  condition  of  our  common 
country.  Blessed  by  Divine  Providence  in  those  forms  of  Go- 
^-enupent  w|iich  give  force  to  public  opinion;  with  a  population 
more  enterprising  as  it  is  more  enlightened  than  anyt  other  on 
eirth ;  no  6ther  nation  has  made  such  rapid  strides  in  the  in- 
crease of  wealth,  in  the  march  of  mind,  in  the  cultivation  of 
iatellect^  in  the  means  of  both  physical  and  moral  improvement/ 
Out  systems  ot  government,  State  and  National,  rightly  admin- 
istered, are  stronger  and  more  efficient  as  they  are  less  oouk 
rtex  than  the  systems  of  any  other  civilized  nation  on  earth. 
If  at  any  time  abuses  have  crept  into  the  administration  of  these 
systems,  a  peaceful  remedy  lies  with  the  people ;  and  sooner  or 
later  will  that  people  discover  and  correct  them. 

At  the  head  of  this  general  Government  during  the  last  seven 
years  has  stood  a  man,  who  has  accomplished  more  for  his 
country  than  any  other  man  living  within  its  limits.  Thwarted 
although  he  may  have  been  by  a  ^sinister  influence  operating 
now  on  a  majority  of  both  Houses,  and  all  the  time  on  one 
branch  of  Congress — annoyed  by  the  importunities  of  indiscreet 
^nds — sometimes  misled  by  the  advice  of  secret  enemies  in 
the  shape  of  friends — often  vexed  by  the  taunts  and:  threats  of* 
open  enemies  in  times  critical  and  trying ;  the  success  pf  his 
administration  is  a  matter  of  wonder  as  it  is  of  joy  to  every 
patriotic  bosom.  That  success  is  evinced,  not  more  in  the 
geqenl  internal  prosperity,  than  in  the  stand  we  take' among  thQ 
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I  Nations.  1?he  United  States  of  America  will  now  scarcely  he 
called  a  seoondary  power.  Under  the  discreet  management  of 
our  foreign  relations  during  the  last  seren  years,  the  most  pow- 
erful States  on  earth  have  rendered  us  long  witheldcompensa" 
lion  for  lawless  depredations  upon  the  property  ofqurmer^ 
chants;  and  even  the  smaller  nations,  hitherto  deemed  semi-' 
barbaoan,  of  continents  and  islands  in  the  more  distant  points 
of  the  earth,  not  only  recognize  American  rights  in  written 
treaties,  but  respect  our  flag  as   that  of  a  nation  whose  friend- 

*  ship  they  are  anxious  to  cultivate.  How  beautifully  was  the 
value  of  this  friendship  lately  illustrated  in  the  case  of  the  sul-' 
tan  of  Muscat,  who,  hitherto  barbarian  and  foreign  to  us  until 
negotiation  with  him  was  sought  by  that  poHcy  of  our  Presi- 

•  dent  which  seeks  to  conciliate  the  reciprocal  kindness  of  every 
kingdom  and  principality  upon  thqliabitable  globe  coming  with- 
in reach  of  our  extended  and  extending  commerce;-^who  sav- 
eij  the  crew  of  one  of  our  public  ships  from  extermination  by 
pirates  in  the  Indian  seas,  and  not  only  restored  them  to  their 
country,  but  furnished  the  means  of  rescuing  the  ship  cast  ujv 
on  the  rocks  and  for  the  repairs  requisite  to  a  pursuit  of  its^oy- 
age?  The  standing  of  this  Nation  in  the  estimation  of  all  for- 
eign powers  is  a  proud  one:  there  is  no  sea  in  which  the  Amer^ 
Scan  stars  and  stripes  do  not  as  effectually  protect  American 
|>ersons  and  property  as  the  flag  of  the  most  powerful  nation 
on  earth.  The  diplomatic  policy  of  Andrew  JacksoO)  different 
from  that  of  some  of  the  statesmen  who  have  preceded  him,  and 
from  that  of  some  of  the  public  men  who  oppose  him,  has  se- 
cured ibr  the  country  from  several  of  the  first  and  most  bellig- 
erent powers  on  earth  a  restitution  for  injuries  which  for  ma- 
ny years  have  been  denied  to  bis  predecessors;  and  to  him  aloney  • 
}n  a  recent  attempt  of  a  foreign  power  to  evade  its  solemn  ob- 
ligations^ts  it  due  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  has 
pome  out  of  the  contest  without  resort  to  arms  and  with,  its 
honor  untarnished^  Enough  for  glory  is  it.  to  the  man  at  the 
hejf^d  of  this  government  who  is  soon  to  retire  to  the  shades  of 
private  life,  that  he  has  triumphed  over  all  enemies,  as  well  in 
the  Cabinet  as  in  the  field.  In  the  &ce  of  the  world  be  has 
contended  against  every  mercenary  appeal  to  the  people  that 
pould  be  n^ade  to  bear  upon  him.  A  giant  monopoly  in  aid  of 
giapt  politicians,  caqie  into  the  arena,  offering  wealth  and  pros* 
perity  on  t|)e  oqe  hand*  and  threatening  and  attempting  pn>s« 
tr^tioi)  mi  niin  on  the  other;  and  this  monopoly  was  sustain^ 
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by  majorities  in  both  houses  of  Congress.  The  President  ve* 
toed  this  monopoly  in  the  midst  of  its  strength  and  four  years 
before  the  limit  of  its  expiration,  and  threw  himself  upoii  the 
f^ofkf  who  at  the  instant  sustained  him  and  scattered  his  en- 
emies. These  have  since  raNied  in  all  the  Protean  shapes 
which  insincerity  and  duplicity  know  how  to  assume;>and  as 
often  have  they  been  dispersed  as  they  have  embodied  them- 
seWes  for  a  contest-  Proud  may  the  nation  be  of  such  a  Chief; 
and  proud  should  be  that  Chief  of  the'  nation-  whose  intelll* 
geoceand  whose  virtue  have  sustained  him  in  every  crisis. 

Casting  oui  dependance  upon  that  divine  being  who  has  pla- 
ced us  here  for  wise  and  beneficent  purposes,  if  our  best  efforts 
shall  be  aimed  to  produce  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest 
number  of  our  kind,  we  may  anticipate  the  better  enjoyments, 
that  are  attained  in  this  state  of  uncertainty  and  change,  and 
the  fniition  of  happiness  which  awaits  the  honest  in  that  World 
to  which  the  successive  generations  of  man  are  hastening.

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Opinion  of.  the  Justices  of  the  Superior  Court  as  to  'the 
QmditulionoMy  of  the  foregoing  bill,  communicated  to  the 
Senate,  June  Session  1835,  agreeably  to  a  resolve  of  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  andersigned,  Justices  oi  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature, 
luiriflg,  at  the  request  of  a  committee  of  the  Honorable  Senate, 
attentively  examin^  the  bill  which  ts  hereunto  anhexed,  in  order 
to  form  an  opinion  whether  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  bill  are  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  as 
their  opinion    upon  the  subject. 

The  only  clause  in  the  Constitution,  which  seems  to  have  any  bear- 
ing whatever  upon  the  question  we  are  to  consider,  is  the  clause 
relating  to  the  choice  of  registers  of  deeds.  And  as  the  history  of 
that  clause  may  tend  to  throw  some  light  upon  its  nature  and  pur-' 
pose,  we  have  endeavored  to  trace  it  up  to  its  first  introduction  as  a 
Constitutional  provision  in  this  State. 

The  iirst  Consititution  of  this  State  was  formed  and  adopted 
by  a  congress  of  the  colony  on  the  5th  January  1776.  That- 
Constitution  contained  the  following  provisions.  VThat  civil 
officers  for  the.  colony  and  for  each  county,  be  appointed,  and 
the  time  of  their  continuance  in  office  be  determined,  by  the 
two  bouses — except  clerks  and  county  treasufec^,  and  recorders 
of  deeds." 

'^That  a  treasurer  and  a  recorder  of  deeds  for  each  county 
be  annually  chosen  by  the  people  of  each  county  respectively  : 
the  votes  for  such  o  fficers  to  be  returned  to  the  respective  cotirts 
of  general  sessions  of  the  peace  in  Jhe  county,  there  to  be  as- 
certained as  the  council  and  assemWy  shall  hereafter  direct." 

On  the  13th  December,  177$,  a  statute  was  passed  entitled 
"An  act*for  regulating  the  choice  of  county  treasurers  and  re- 
corders of  deeds  in  the  several  counties  in  this  State ;"  which 
protided  that  those  officers  should  bi  chosen  annually  in  the* 
inonth  of  March,  substantially  in  the  manner  tbey  have  ever 
nte  been  elected. 

10* 
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On  the  8lBt  October,  1783,  a  new  Constitution  was  adopted 
which  contained  the  following  provisions  on  this  subject :  ''The 
county  treasurers  and  registers  of  deeds  ishall  be  elected  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
State,  according  to  the  method  now  practised  and  the  laws  of 
the.  State.  And  before  they  enter  upon  the  business  of  their 
offices,  they  shall  be  respectively  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  thereof,  and  shall  severally  give  bond  with  sufficient 
sureties,  in  a  reasonable  sum  for  the  punctual,  performance  of 
their  respective  trusts/* 

On  the  8th  June,  1791,  another  statute  was  passed  entitled 
"An  act  prescribing  the  doty  and  directing  the  mode  of  choos- 
«ing  registers  of  deeds  and  County  treasurers  ;^'  but  this  act  did 
not  take  effect  until  15th  September  1792. 

The  present  Constitution  was  established  September  5th, 
1792,  and  contains  the  following  provisions  on  this  Sfubject: — 

"The  county  treasurers  and  registers  of  deeds  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  in  the  several  coun- 
ties in  the  State,  according  to  the  method  now  practised  and 
the  laws  of  the  State.  Provided  nevertheless — The  Legisla- 
ture shall  have  authority  to  alter  the  manner  of  certifying  the 
votes  and  the  mode  of  electing  those  officers,  but  not  so  as  to 
deprive  the  people  of  the  right  they  now  have  of  elSct'mg 
them. 

And  the  Legislature,  on  the  application  of  the  major  part  of 
the  inhabitants  of  any  county,  shall  have  authority  to  divide 
the  same  into  two  districts  for  registering  deeds,  if  to  them  it 
shall  appear  necessary — each  district  to  elect  a  register  of  deeds; 
knd  before  they  enter  upon  the  business  of  their  offices,  shall 
be  respectively  sworn  faithfrfly  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof, 
an^  shall  severally  give  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  in  a  rea- 
sonable  sum  for  the  use  of  the  county,  for  the  punctual  per- 
formance of  their  respective  trusts." 

These  are  believed  to  be  all  the  Constitutional  provisions, 
which  have  ever  existed  in  this  State  on  the  subject.  And  it  is 
to  be  observed  that  no  provision  in  any  Constitution  has  estab- 
lished the  office  of  register  of  deeds,  or  prescribed  the  duties 
of  the  office ;  nor  has  any  provision  ever  made  it  necessary  to 
record  a  deed  in  any  place,  or  declared  the  legal  efktt  of  such 
a  record. 

The  provincial  act  of  the  13  William  3,  Chapter  12,  enact- 
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tA  that  deeds  execiitedin  a  particular  nienqer^.aiijd  acknowlr 
edged,  and  recorded  at  length  in  tjbe  records  of  tbe  FrovincCi^ 
flhoold  be  ?alid  Ip  pa^  rem  estate,  without  any  ottier  act  or 
fkKsaoay  in  law  whatever;  establiahed  the  fees  of  the  record* 
er;  and  declared  that  the  necords  should  ^^not  be  committed 
iBto  the  hands  of  any  person  whatsoever  as  recorder,  unless  ha 
iFa5  a  person  of  honor,  integrity,  a  free  holder,  and  of  .valua<^ 
ble  estate." 

When  the  Province  was  divide  into  eountiea,  in  1T7I,  the 
act  bj  which  that  was  effected,  contained  a  provision  as  fot* 
4ow5:  "And  the  register  or  recorder  of  deeds  and  conveyances 
of  real  estate  for  leach  separate  county,  shall  be  separately  namr 
ed  and  appointed  by  the  governor,  council  and  assembly,  agree^^ 
ably  to  and  as  has  been  uie  usual  practice  in  this  province  inT 
appointing  recorders  for  the  province.'* 

When  the  first  Constitution  was  established  in  1776,  regis- 
ters of  deeds  were  county  officers,  appointed  by  the  covern- 
ment,  whose  duties  and  qualifications  were  pescribed  by  stat- 
ute. And  it  is  exceedingly  clear  that  the  only  purpose  and  ob- 
i^  of  jthe  provision  inserted  in  that  Constitution  relating  to 
raters  of  deeds,  was  the  transfer  of  the  appointment  froni 
the  government  to  the  people,  and  that  the  office  was  left  in " 
everj^  other  respect  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Constitution  of  1783  merely  prescribed  that  re^sters  ot 
deeds  should  be  elected  by  the  people  according  to  me  meth- 
od then  in  practice,  and  that  ^'mey  should  be  sworn  and  give 
bonds;  leaving  the  office  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  every  other  respect. 

Tbe  Constitution  now  in  force  prescribes  that  registers  of 
deeds  shaH  he  elected  by  tbe  peofde ;  that  the  right  of  electing 
tbem  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  people :  that  the  Le^ature 
^y  divide  the  counties  each  into  two  districts  and  each  dis- 
^  elect  a  renter;  and  that  the  registers  shall  be  sworn  and 
give  bond.  These  are  all  the  restrictions  on  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  on  this' subject  contained  in  the  present  Constitu- 
tk». 

Perhaps  it  may  be  fairly  inferred  frpm  the  express  grant  of 
pvwer  to  divide  each  ^aonnty  into  two  distriets,  that  tl^  intep- 
tini  was  that  no  county  should  be  (divided  into  more  than  two 
iwricts.  It  will,  however,  be  very  difficult  to  find  any  sound 
fMoafcnrsnch  a  provisioil.    For  admitting  saeh  to  have  been 
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th^  intention,  as  the  Legislature  podse&ses  the  nndonbted  pow* 
er  t6  divide  the  State  into  as  many  counties  as  it  may  see  fit, 
still  the  State  might  be  divided  by  the  Legislature,  under  the 
Constitution  so  interpreted,  into  counties  in  such  a  n^anher  as 
to  make  every  town  in  the  State  a  district  for  registering  deeds, 
without  any  violation  of  the  Constitution. 

We  have  before  remarked  that  the  ofBce  of  register  of  deeds 
is  not  established  by  the  Constitution.  Yet,  still,  it  may  per* 
haps  be  so  recognized  and  adopted  in  the  Constitution,  as  to 
place  it  beyond  me  power  of  the  Legislature  to  abolish  it.  But, 
however  this  may  be,  it  is  certainly  adopted  and  established  on-* 
ly  as  a  county  office.  !*  •• 

"  It  now  only  remains  to  compare  the  bill  which  has  been 
submitted  to  our  consideration  with  these  provisions  in  the 
Constitution,  and  see  if  there  be  any  conflict  between  tl\^  bill 
and  those  provisions. 

This  bill  does  not  propose  to  abolish  the  office  of  register 
of  deeds  for  the  counties,  nor  to  alter  the  mode  of  election,  the 
qualifications  of  the  registers,  or  the  nature  of  their  duties. 
Il  however  proposes  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  record  deeds  in 
the  county  registries,  and  this  will  undoubtedly  diminish  the 
business  of  the  office  and  render  it  of  much  less  impottance 
to  community,,  than  it  has  hitherto  been.  But  we  see  nothing 
in  all  this  that  is  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution. It  is  no  where  provided  in  the  Constitution  that  deeds 
shall  be  recorded  any  where.  And  if  the  Legislature  shpuld 
«ee  fit  to  substitute  the  common  law  mode  of  conveyance  by 
feofment  with  livery  of  seizin  for  the  'modes  now  in  use,  and 
thus  render  recording  unnecessary  in  any  case,  such  a  measure 
would  be  in  conflict  with  no  pirovtsion  of  the  Constitution. 

This  bill  proposes  to  make  it  necessary  for  certain  purposes 
that  all  deeds  of  land  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  town  where  the  land  Jies ;  and  to  give  to  such  re- 
cording all  the  legal  effect  of  a  recording  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  for  the  county.  It  proposes  to  create  no  new  office,  but 
to  superadd  the  duties  of  recording  deeds  to  the  duties  of  town 
clerks.  In  aH  this  we  see  nothing  repugnant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. For  although  it  be  admitted  that  the  Legislature  cannot 
divide  the  counties  into  more  than  two  districts  for  the  purpose 
of'  establishing  county  registers  of  deeds,  still  there  fe  certainly 
nothing  in  the  Constitution  which  prohttitti  the  making  of  the 
offices  of  town  clerks  registries  of  deeds  for  towns. 
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We  think  that  no  one^  who  attentively  considers  the  subject, 
win  doubt  that  the  main  purpose  of  introducing  into  the  Con* 
stitntion  a  clause  relative  to  registers  of  deeds  for  counties,  was 
to  secure  to  the  people  the  right  of  electing  those  officers.  In 
this  ieq>ect  the  bill  we  are  now  considering  is  within  the  very 
^lirit  of  the  Constitution.  For  town  cler^  are  elected  by  the 
peofde. 

And  we  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  bill 
heieanto  annexed,  at  aU  in  conflict  either  with  the  letter  or  the 
true  tfixii  of  the  Constitution.

Mr.  Madley  of  Weare,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
nad  report  rufes  for  \he  government  of  the  House,  by  leave  ot  the 
Hoose  made  the  following  report: — 

SCLES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  TliE  HOUSE. 

OF  nm  DUTY  OP  T«B  SPEAKER.     * 

1.  The  l^»eaker  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which 
~  fionae  idNdl  hiive  adjourned,  shall  immediately  call  the  members 
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to  order,  and  at  tin  eomaenc^meni  of  eadi  day's  aeisioii,  AxA 
cause  the  jouraal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  en  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  House  by  aay  two  members.  Questions  shell  be  distmctfy 
put  in  this  form,  to  wit: — ^'As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the 
case  may  be)  say.  Aye;"  and  afler  the  affirm^ive  vote  is  expressed, 
"As  many  as  are  of  a  contrary  opinion  say  No."  If  the  Speaker 
doubts,  or  a  division  is  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide;  those  in 
the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall 
rise,  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  Speaker  shall  then  rise 
and  state  the  decision  of  the  House. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  AU  committees  sbalt  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  oth- 
erwise directed  by  the  House. 

5u  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing  cotanit 
tees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts  or  other  mattersshful  be  re 
ferred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House, 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case,  unless  the  House  be  equal 
ly  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority ,will  make  ih 
division  equal;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the  question  aha] 
be  lost. 

7.  All  acts,  addresses  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  sigaed  by  th 
Speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants  or  subpcenas  issued  by  order  < 
the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  Clerl 

8.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  ffalle 
ies,  the  Speaker  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  Hou0< 
shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

9.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House,  men 
hers  of  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the  Secretary 
State,  Treasurer,  and  Clerks  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  admitted  wit 
in  the  door  of  the  Representatives'  chamber,. unless  by  invitation

12.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Houae^  the  Spe 
er  shall,  qt  any  other  member  may  caU  him  to  orders  in  which  e 
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tin  iBMdMr  80«»lled  to  or^«r,  ihall  inmediately  mi  down;  and  the 
<lueslioa  of  order  sbdl  then  be  dtstii^ctijr  stated  froni  the  chair;  after 
which  the  member  called  to  order,  may  explain,  and  the  question 
shtil  he  open  to  debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and  decided  by  the  speak- 
er, whose  decision  «hall  be  submitted  to,  uhU^  an  appeal  be  made 
to  the  HoQse  by  a  member,  in  which  case,  the  only  question  shall 
be,  *^Is4he  Speaker's  decision  correct?"  which  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.

lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House  and  revived  on  the  succeeding 
day,  no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  thereon  twice,  on  the  pre- 
ceding day,  shall  be  permitted  again  to  speak  on  it  without  leave.

FeUow  Citizens  of  the  Senate, 

and  House  of  Representatives —  / 

Happy  will  it  be  for  the  counlry  if  those  precedents  unjder  th 

.  administration  of  Iho  General  Government  shall  be  disregatde 
which  have  assumed  for  Congress   powers  that  are  not  express! 

'  conferred  by  the  Constitution.  The  danger  of  this  national  goi 
ernment  is,  that  it  will  assume  to  do  too  much;  and  the  moment 
turtis  aside  from  the  path  cf  Us  marked  destination,  its  inefiicien< 
and  its  inutility  become  manifest  and^striking.  The  world  has  be< 
governed  too  much;  and  the  evils  of  aU  admmistrations  are,  not  th 
they  do  too  little,  but  that  they  fail  to  do  well  many  things  that  th< 
attempt,  and  had  better  Icave'untouchrd. 
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He  powers  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  are  confined 
tocertati  specified  objects;  and  these  objects  are  too  plainly  de- 
scribed to  be  mistaken.  The  power?  not  delegated  to  Congress 
IHre  reserved  to  the  several  States  ;  and  the  Senattors  and  Repre- 
^titives  ^constituting  the  several  State  Legislatures  are  they  aioce  . 
wbo  are  iavested  with  discretionary  pmver  tinder  the  State  Coq«- 
8iilutio9s«  A  higher  or  more  responsible  tru^  can  scarcely  be  nam- 
ed than  that  of  a  naeinber  in  either  branch  c>f  a  State  legislature. 
He  acts  for  the  people,  and  Is  clothed  with  powers  more  extensive 
Ihao  those  of  Senator  or  Reprrsentative  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  Slates.  .  * 

As  your  position,  feHow  t^itiisenS)  is  more  important,  so  it 
should  be  the  pride  of  New-Hampshire,  humble  though  she 
may  be  as  to  the  extent  of  her  limits  and  her  wealth,  that  the 
business  of  her  Legislature  has  in  general  been  conducted  with 
a  better  regard  to  me  welfare  of  li^  Whole  people,  with  a  bet- 
ter knowledge  of  subjects  to  be  acted  upon,  with  far  less  con- 
tention in  respect  to  local  or  sectional  interests,  than  has  been 
the  business  of -the. Legislature  of  the  Union.  A  prominent 
fault  of  the  legislation  of  Congress  is,  that  either  branch  coh- 
sists  of  an  undue  proportion  of  men  of  a  single  profession,  ma- 
«y  of  whom  are  talkers  and  not  doers — men  who  either  delight 
in  hearing  themselves,  or  suppose  they  delight  others  in  being 
beard,  or  else  who  speak  that  they  may  be  heard  or  read  else- 
where. ^Another  prominent  evil  is,  that  the  sentiment  and  the 
>w)ice  of  the  people  at  bome  are  not  heard,  or  if  they  are  heard 
^y  are  slighted  and  contemned.  In  some  instances^ the  fault 
fcasbeen  that  men  have  been  sent  too  long  to  Congress;  that 
when  once  elected,  they  have  considered- it  a  matter  of  course 
that  they  should  be  re-elected.  In  the  office  of  member  of 
Congress,  as  in  most  other  elective  offices  not  merely  clerical^ 
I  consider  rotation  or  change  to  be  of  the  highest  advantage 
to  the  people.  Their  interests  are  more  carefully  guarded  by 
the  new,  than  by  the  long-elected  legislator;  and  if  the  former 
have  not  so  thorough  a  knowledge  of  the  details  of  business, 
he  is  almost  sure  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency  by  a  more  vig- 
ikuit  attention  to  every  duty,  and  by  more  faithfully  reflecting 
back  in  his  acts  the  wishes  and  opinions  of  those  who  elected 
hino.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States,  elected  as  its  members 
are  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  putting  at  d^fiance^  as  some  of 
its  members 'have  done,  the  instructions  of  the  body  which 
elects. them, J  "consider  to  be  a  blemish  in  the  Constitution.  If 
the  practice  were  to  elect  no  man  to  that  body  beyond  a  single 
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continuous  term  of  six  yearB,  my  belief  is,  tb«t  many  of  A9 
evilb  to  be  dreaded  from  misrepresentation  of  the  public  voice, 
and  disre^rd  to  public  interest,  would  be  avoided.  When 
men  act  without  reference  to  their*  own  cxmtinuanoe .  in  office, 
they  leave  off  the  demagogue  and  attempt  no  ioipoeition  up<Hi 
the  people ;  when  men  strive  for  a  re-election  beycmd.a  reafon^ 
'  able  term,  to  obtain  their  object  they  are  often  tempted  to 
-practice  what  they  may  wish  to  consider  an  innocent  deceptioDr 
The  man  who  considers  it  a  matter  of  course  that  he  is  to  be 
a  candidate  for  re-election  so  long  as  he  shall  fail  to  oflfend  his 
prominent  political  friends  in  his  state  or  district,  will  be  more 
strongly  tempted  to  act  the  demagogue  in  relation  to  the  men 
on  whom  he  throws  hisr  dependence,  than  to  consult  the  great 
interests  of  his  country,  and  through  those  general  interests, 
the  particular  interests  of  his  constituents.  His  popularity  at 
"home,  the  temporary  popularity  which  may  answer  his  present 
purpose,  can  be  more  easily  gained  by  procuring  for  his  State 
or  local  section  some  appropriation  firom  the  Treasury,  or  5ome 
other  especial  favor,  either  from  Congress  or  from  the  Execu- 
tive, than  by  pursuing  the  purposes  of  general  legislation,  fiei- 
voring  the  interests  ol  his  own  constituents  as  it  does  thos^  of 
the  whole  country.  It  is  pethaps  to  the  course  members  ef 
the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  deem  it  expedient  to 
pursue  to  assure  a  re-election,  thai  much  of  the  partial  legisla- 
tion of  Congress  is  to  be  attributed.  This  partial  legislation,  it 
will  be  admitted,  has  been  injurious  to  the  general  prosperity :  it 
has  led  to  high  taxation,  and  to  extravagance  and  waste  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  public  money ;  and  it  has  become  but  too 
apparent  that  much  of  this  partial  legislation  has  had  for  its 
object  rather  the  procuring  of  money  to  be  expended  than  the 
certain  useful  application  of  it  when  it  was  procured. 

The  proceedings  of  Congress,  of  late  years,  have  been  tire- 
some and  vexatiousHo  such  as  have  participated  in  them  who 
have  been  really  anxious  to  do  their  duty.  There  have  been 
too  many  ulterior  views,  too  much  of  electioneering,  interlard- 
ed in  those  proceedings;  a  strong  desire  to  operate  on  the  pub- 
lic mind,  either  by  alarming  the  fears  or  raising  the  hopes  of 
portions  of  the  community  seems  to  have  been  the  impelling 
motive  for  this  digression  from  duty.  Day  after  <iay,  and  week 
after  week,  and  even  month  after  month,  have  been  conwmed 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  useful  legislation,  and  to  the  embarrass- 
ment of  the  public  interests,  where  the  obvious  intent  has  been 
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to  opiate  for  evil  upon  the  meroeaar}'  feelings  of  the  least  pat- 
riotic poftioa  of  the  poaple.    If  t  stop  maj  not  be  put  to  this 
course  of  oroceoduigSy  little  salutary  business  can  be  expected 
from  tjie  Legislature  of  the  Nation,  whose  province  it  is  to 
watch  over  aad  direct  the  operations  of  government  in  its  most 
vital  and  esseatial  points.     Nothing  will  arrest  the  evils  refer- 
red to,  but  the  strong  voicfe  of  public  sentiment,  often  express- 
<3d,and  reiterated  until  it  shall  be  felt^    The  Legislatures  of  the 
seseral  States,  electing  the  Senators  of  the  United  States,  are 
^ir  inunediate  Cfonstitucnts,  and  to  those  legislatures  are  the 
Senators  directly  responsible.    That  these  Senators  shall  not 
long  embarrass-  tlie  public  will  as  expressed  through  the  co-or- , 
^nate  branch  and  the  Executive  who  are  mor^  frequently  elect- 
ed—that they  shall  not,  from  ope  term  of  Congress  to  another, 
throw  iinpedirnents  in  the  way  of  the  government — it  is  all  im- 
portant that  the  doctrine  of  instruction  shSU  be  enforced,     I 
consider  resistance  to   ttfet  doctrine  by  Senators  to  be  a  high 
Ufiirpc^tion  of  power,  scarcely  more  justifiable  than  the  usurpa-^ 
tiwi  of  the  tyrant  who  puts  down  the  voice  of  the  people  by 
force.    Wlien  instructed  by  the  State  Legislature,  it  is  the  du- 
ty oT  the  Senator  to  obey  or  resign :  when  instructed  by  an 
tindiapated  majority  of  the  people  who  elected  him,  it  is  lilie- 
wise  the  duty  of  the  Representative  to  obey  or  resign.     More 
glaring  is  the  turpitude  of  the  Senator  who  disobeys  in  propor- 
tioa  as  his  term  of  office  is  longer.     When  the  doctrine  of  in- 
structioa  shall   be   universally  condeded,  as  conceded  it  must 
soener  or  later  t^e,  and  when  the  constituency,  whether  of  Sen- 
ators, in  the  several  State  legislatures,  or  of  Representatives,  in 
the  people,  shall  frequently  resort  to  instructions,  keeping  them- 
selves within,  the  pale  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  measures 
•  recommended,  then  may  we  anticipate  that  not  only  most  of 
tbe  evils  which  we  have  witnessed  in  the  last  half  a  dozen 
years  of  the  legislation  of  Congress  will  be  remedied,  but  that 
imptovements  will  be  made  which  shall  assure  the  safe  and  re-  , 
sponsible  action  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  stapd  takon  by  the  State  of  New-Haoipshire  a^inst 
ihat  abuse  of  our  CoosUtution  which  has  crept  into  the legis- 
latioQ  of  Qongnm  aAithcMrizing  appropriatioi^  froin  the  national 
IWfury  oi  noooey  for  local  mternid  im^provements,  has  done 
ii^l  gveat  cr^U  I  l;&'ope.tbd  time  is  i^ot  far  distant  wheq  this 
^Mfa  wiU  Iw  wpudi^ted  bx  ^^ery  State  ia  th^  \Jmcm.  Other 
^iMili^Aft  f^i«hi.'hAVe  fiq)^.9d  e^t^a9iv^\y  into  ioiprovemeats  of 
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roads,  bridges,  and  canals.  We  may  instance  as  most  promuF- 
€nt  in  these  works  the  great  States  of  New-YoiiL  and  Penn^yK 
vania.  New-Hampshire  as  a  State  has  never  entered  upon 
them.  It  mtity  be  appropriate  on  this  occasion  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  this  subject.  There  can  be  no  danger  in  maktog 
any  work  a  Stat6  work  which  shall  ultimately  pay  for  itself,  and 
at  the  same  time  afford  fieicilities  and  benefits  to  the  'pnbKc  in- 
terests. The  grand  Erie  Canal  of  the  State  of  New- York  will 
In  a  few  years  discharge  its  own  debt,  at  the  same  tune  it  has 
to  an  almost  incredible  amount  raised  the  value  of  property  by 
^  lessening  the  price  and  facilitating  the  means  of  transporta- 
tion, thus  brikiging  distant  points  of  easy  access  to  a  market. 
If  all  works  of  improvement  were  like  this,  there  could  be  no 
possible  danger  in  a  State  undertaking  them  as  well  in  its  cen-. 
tral  as  in  its  more  remote  points.  But  such  is  not  the  assnr- 
ance  which  these  works  as  a  general  rule. present.  Scarcely 
one  in  ten  of  them  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  itself;  and  tcT  tai 
the  great  body  of  the  people  for '  tlieir  construction  and  sup- 

Eort,  as  well  those  who  are  not,  as  those  who  are  immediately 
enefitted  by  them,  would  be  partial  and  unjust. 
It  is  well  for  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  that,  as  a  State, 
she  has  never  entered   upon   these  works  of  internal  improve- 
ment.    Enterprising  as  her  population   is,  she  has  been  out- 
done, in  proportion  to  her  means,  by  no   State  in  the  Union. 
The  municipal .  regulations  of  our  towns  have  every  where 
bridged  our  smaller  streams  and  constructed  roads  in  the  settled 
and  travelled  parts:  over  the  larger  streams  and  through  sec- 
tions where  town  corporations  were  unable  to  make  and  keep 
in  repair  highways,  turnpikes  and  bridges  have  been  construct- 
ed by  private  enterprize.     Future  improvements  of  rfiihx>ads 
and  canalsmay  be  safely  left  to  the  same  private  enterprize, 
which  will  always  seek  investments  where  investments  cao  be 
useful.     If  the  State  shall  enter  upon'none  of  them,  if  it  shall 
subscribe  for  no  stock  in  canals  or  raiboads,  not  far  behind  in 
actual  improvements^  shall  we  be  those  States  whose  legisla- 
tures have  undertaken  of  themselves  to  carry  on   these  iba- 
provements  and  burdened  themselves  with* debts;     I  may  be 
'  permitted  to  say,  that  it  will  be  unjost  to  the  people  la  qd^ 
dertake  as  a  State  the  work  of  internal  improvements.     If  tbe 
3tate  shall  create  a.  debt  for  that  purpose,  and  the  interest  ol 
that  debt  is  to  be  defrayed  by  an  indiscriminate  direct  tax  iip^ 
on  all  the  people,  the  ta.x  must  be  tth|ii9t,  beeaiMe  the  beMfiU 
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foe  whkdi  H 19  hid  «|I)  be  uiiequal.  It  etpnpt  surely  c«iter  in- 
to the  heart  of  any  public  man  here  to  commence  a  work  of 
lilerDal  inifMOTeineni  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State, 
nheie  ample  provimn  shall  not  be  made  for  the  means'of  car- 
rjping  it  on  without  a  general  tax,  or  where  at  least  ways  and 
neaiis  shall  not  first  be  provided  for  discharging  the  interest 
upon  the  amount  of  expediture^  until  the  expenditure  shall 
pty  for  itself. 

The  experience  of  more  than  half  a  century  will  teach  us, 
that  the  administration  of  government  which  is  brought  nearest 
the^observation.and  control  of  the  people  is  most  salutary  and 
effective.    The  operations  of  the  great  central  machine,  the 
general  government,  being  further  removed  from  the  people, 
are  not  only  more  dilato^  and  inefficient,  but  they  are  more 
expenave,  than  our  State  or  more  inferior  municipal  regula- 
tions.   This  proposition,  if  it  be  conceded,  establishes  the  pro- 
priety of  leaving  to  that  central  government  as  little  to  be  per- 
tormed  as  the  most  strict  and  literal  construction  of  the  Con* 
atittttion  will  warrant    At  the  central  point,  from  whence  em* 
anate  the  movements  of  the  general  adminstration,  it  is  remark- 
id>Ie  to  witness  the  facility  with  which  docfrines  deem^  essen- 
tial to  the  pure  admnistitition  of  a  republican  government  are 
reversed.    Increased  offices,  raised  salaries,  liberal  expendi- 
tures, generoua  allowances,  «re  the  order  of  the  day ;  no  man 
can   be  popular  within  the  ten  miles  square,  no  man  can  be 
popular  with  men  of  all  parties,  as  a  member  of  either  bi:anch 
of  Congress,  who  sets  his  face  against  these.    And  yet  it  is  a 
OKMtifyin^  reflection,  that  much  in  the  proportion  as  offices  are 
multiplied  is  the  responsibility  divided,  and  th^  due  execution  ot 
the  public  business  neglected — much  in  the  proportion  that  sal- 
aries are  raised  do  the  personal  services  of  the  incumbent  be- 
come more  inefficient — ^much  in  proportion  as  the  expenditure 
bea>roes  increased,  does  the  matter  to  be  accomplished  linger 
in  its  execution.  ^ 

There  are  few  instances  of  more  economical  administration 
than  that  of  our  State  government.  The  salaries  of  our  offi- 
cers, £xecutiv)e,  Legislative,  and  Judicial,  are  the  subject  of 
^oision  to  some  men  who  seemingly  live  to  es^pend,  more  than 
to  earn  their  salaries.  The  salaries  of  the  higher  officers  in  a 
^iogie  subordinate  establishment  near  our  p^ncipal  seaport;  ex- 
^^  in  amount  the  whole  compensation  of  our  •  State  Civil 
titi  with  the  exception  of  the  two  brac^cfee^  of  thq  Legisla'^ 
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tuYe.  Ri^h  )tl  was  tte  i^oiiip^MBlfhni  ^'*tilb  ^oncMi^lMff  9ih 
f^llshmeht,  ^d  a  targ^  poitita  of  tlieto  perfbrmitf g  littte  «r 
.fio  duty  in  thneof  peace,  an  act  of  Ootigrets,of  the  ]f<ear  1885^ 
passed  at  the  heel  of  tiie  session,  and  forced  through  oM 
oranch  widiout  the  exhibition  of  a  reason  for  the  act  by  its  tiA* 
vocates,  raised  it  still  higher  from  ti/renty  to  fifty  per  cent.  Bf 
this  last  act  the  mere  lx>y  in  the  navy  is  paid  as  high,  in  ftomn 
instances,  as  the  judges  of  your  highest  State  coQrt;  and  the 
petrticioas  temptation  is  presented  of  ittportunale  perMBcl  ap- 
{rfieation  for  raised  pay  to  every  other  a^ry  officer,  military  or 
mi),  ufider  the  general  government. 

tt  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  our  State  that  the  pay  to 
her  officers  has  always  been  moderate:  there  can  be  no  dan- 
ger in  keeping  it  moderate  so  long  as  men  of  adequate  capaci- 
ty to  fill  public  stations  are  ready  and  wilfing  to  perfonn  their 
duty  in  those  stations.  We  have  few  elective  State  offices  that 
caunot  be  taken  up  and  laid  down  without  8a<srifice— few  that  • 
can  be  said  much  to  interrupt  the  ordinary  occupations  of  the 
incumbents  .  Where  such  occupations  are  entirely  interropt- 
ed,  the  compensation  in  all  cases  should  be  sufficient  for  a  de- 
cent livelihood  to  the  holder  of  oflke;  and  where  the.whote 
personal  service  of  the  officer  is  required,  he  ought  tb  receive 
equal  at  least  to  what  he  may  earn  in  any  other  private  par<> 
suit.  Low  as  have  been  salaries  Under  the  State  Govemtnetil 
of  New-Hartipshire,  it  is  believed  that  in  no  part  of  the  United 
States  where  higher  salaries  have  existed,  can  an  equal  tmmbco' 
of  officers  be  presented  whose  pecuniary  condition  has  beeft  so 
uniformly  improved  as  in  that  of  the  officers  holding  commii- 
sions  under  this  State. 

I  have  said  the  administration  nearest  the  people  is  the  best. 
To  this  proposition  I  may  add,  the  revenue  derived  from  di- 
rect taxation  on  the  people  is  more  economically  and  more 
usefully  applied  than  that  raised  by  indirect  taxation,  "l^he 
difference  between  the  State  and  National  administrations  nnay 
illustrate  these  positions.  The  benefits  derived' from  our  Stata 
and  local  administrations  far  transcend  those  <  of  the  general 
government ;  yet  the  expense  of  the  former,  from  the  high* 
est  to  the  lowest,  including  the  support  of  the  Legishture  and 
the  judiciary,  of  our  admirable  system  of  common  schools,  out 
public  hidiways  and  bridges,  our  internal  police,  our  various 
municipju  officers,  and  our  destitute  poor,  are  believed  not  to 
i^qual  in  amount  the  proportion  which  this  State  pays,  and  will 
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tttioiial  Treasury.  Ji  ii  ttuoi.  tbe  peopte  ie^I  ihe  direct  bur; 
4en  under  the  State  Aod  municipal  regulations,  because  it  is 
usessed  in  «  manner  that  obliges  tbem  to  count  it  when  thejr 
pa^  it  They  do  not  as  directly  reafee  what  goes  into  the 
sofiersof  the  nation,  because  it  is  included  in  from  twenty  to 
ooeliiiDdred  per  cent,  of  the  prices  of  many  articles  which  they 
put  on  for  w^ar  or  consame  for  sustenance. 

Most  uftfoHunate  has  it  been  for  the  ccHintry  that  an  already 
kigh  tariff  of  duties  had  been  increased  under  the  idea  of  pro-  - 
leetion  to  those  very  interests  which  a  high   tariff  has  more  ,. 
then  any  ot^er  cause  contributed  to  injure.    Prejudice  and  ^ 
fttrty  baTe,  however,  been  p^tially  conquered  within  the  last 
.ox  years;  the  duties  oi  many  articles  have  been  reduced — oiji 
others  aboliishedl    If  tbe  fatmer  of  New-Eogland   has  his 
hondred  doUara  in  hand  where  ten  years  ago  ho  was  a  hundred 
in  debt,  be  may  account  for  a  portion  of  the  gain  in  tbe  lessen- 
ed tax  be  has  paid  en  tbe  dutiable  articles  which  have  been 
consumed  in  bis  family,  and  inr  the  J^s%ened  profits  paid  to  the 
meiebant  from  the  repeal  of  those  duties.    The  Public  debt 
paid,  tbe  tariff  still  atandd  too  high.      If   that  be  further  re- 
duced— if  the  national  expenditure  be  economized  as  it  ought 
to  be — if  the  operation  of  the  national  government  be   con- 
fined to  its  legitimate  action  under  the  Constitution — we  will 
yet  present  the  case  of  the  most  intelligent  and  happy  people 
«nder  tbe  cheapest  arid  most  efficient  government  on  earth.    . 
It  is  worthy  of  attention  that  the  benefits  which  have  flowed 
from  reductions  of  impost  duties  during  the  last  six  years  have 
«ot  produced  a  general  conviction  that  further  reductions  will 
have  a  salutary  effect.    No  manufacturing  or  producing  inter-    . 
e«l  has  been  injured  by   these  reductions  ;    on   the   contrary ,^ 
these  have  derived  their  full   proportion  of  benefit  from  re- 
duction, cheapening  consumption  to  each  interest  concerned 
in  them  equal  to  that  of  those  engaged  in  other  pursifits.    Yet 
we  see  the  Commiittee  otf  Manufactures  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  a  few  weeks  since,  reportir^  against  a  reduction 
of  tbe  duty  on  foreign  coal — an  article  indispensable  to  the 
poor  as  well  as  the  rich — when  it  is  an  admitted  fact  that  the 
producers   of  American  coal  have  been  unable  to  supply  the 
domestic  demand,  sp  that   considerable   quantltes   of  foreign 
coal,  from  necessity,  are  brought  in,  paying  a  severe  duty.     If 
the  money  is  not  required  for  the  purposes  of  government,, 
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the  poor  oaght  not  to  be  taxed" farthe  beMflt  of  Ihiit 
which  monopolizes  the  production  of  cod* 
«  In  the  adminiatration  of  justice  between  man  and  man,  iir 
the  collection  of  debts,  and  in  the  redress  of  invaded  rights  of 
person  and  properly,  there  is  danger  as  well  of  changes  by  le- 
gislation as  m  practices  being  permitted  to  grow  up  which  set 
aside  or  usurp  the  place  of  law.  By  our  excellent  Bill  of 
Rights  the  citizen  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remedy  for  injnrv  hy 
a  recourse  to  law — ''to  obtain  right  and  justice  fairly  without 
being  obliged  to  purchase  it ;  completely  and  without  any  de-^ 
nial;  promptly  and  without  delay."  Whatever,  in  the  judicial 
administration  of  the  laws,  tends  to  encroach  upon  (he  rights 
of  the  citizen  in  any  of  these  particulars,  will  be  promply  remr* 
cdied  by  wise  and  patriotic  legislators.  Systems  of  jurispru'^ 
dence  can  be  perfected  only  by  experience.  A  passion  forfif^ 
quent  changes  but  too  often  aggravates  the  evils  it  would  remedy. 
What  is  tolerable  should  not  be  altered  until  the  benefits  o£  a 
change  shall  be  demonstrated  to  near  amoral  certunty  :  what* 
ever  is  unbearable  must  be  changed ;  but  whether  the  knife 
shall  cut  off,  or  soothing  emollients  be  applied  to  the- diseased 
part,  experience  and  much  reflection  must  come  iato  suggest 
the  true  remedy. 

My  own  experience  ih  courts  of  law  has  not  been  such  as^ 
to  qualify  me  for  recommending  definite  changes  in  the^adq^in- 
istration  of  justice.  Whether  the  "law's  delay;"  vi^hich  has  sobcie- 
times  appeared  to  me  to  be  a  serious  evil;  whether  the  practice  or 
instituting  vexatious  and  ruinous  suits — of  compelling  a  part 
on  frivolous  pretences  to  come  into  coiirt  year  after  year,  and 
ultimately  pay  in  time  and  accumulated  expenses  what  woald 
be  considered  enormous  as  a  fine  for  a  real  ofience ;  whether 
the  practice  of  compelling  the  innocent  on  an  intangible  Blleg-^ 
ed  offence  to  sufier  in  such  a  protracted  issue  more  than  a  guilty 
man  whose  offence  is  so  apparent  as  to  produce  a  conviction  at 
the  first  blush ; — whether  these  evils,  of  which  some  of  thecit- 
izens  under  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  this  State  have  had  cause  to. 
complain,  can  be  reached  by  present  legislation,  you,  gentle- 
men, will  determine.  If  it  shall  be  diflScuIt  to  suggest  a  legis- 
lative remedy,  public  opinion  wilt  discounten^ce  the  injustice ; 
and  if  the  fault  be  beyond  that  side  which  originates  the  case 
— if  it  extend  to  those  who  administer  justice  for  the  people, 
sooner  or  later  must  an  enlightened  public  sentiment  adminis- 
ter the  corrective. 
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The  value  of  our  civil  institutions  cannot  be  too  highly  df>* 
preciated.  Our  admirable  system  of  probate  laws,  by  which  . 
the  interests  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan  are  protected— by 
which  fraud  and  oppression  are  detected  and  prevented — ^if 
administered  almost  without  expense  to  those  for  whose  bene- 
fit they  are  intended,  and  with  a  trifling  tax  upon  the  people. 
Those  laws,  perfected  some  years  since  by  the  united  efforts  of 
two  gentlemen  who  had  been  conversant  with  probate  admii> 
islration,  and  for  which  service  the  State  will  owe  them  a  debt 
of  gratitude,  probably  could  not  be  much  altered  for  the  better. 
I  allude  to  them  rather  that  the  Legislature  and  the  people 
should  place  a  proper  estimate  uport  their  value,  than  to  sug- 
gest any  change.  ^ 

The  administration  nearest  to  the  people  is  that  involving 
^he  reflations  of  our  several  towns.      That  administration  is 
more  felt  than  any  other,  because  it  comes  more  directly  home 
to  our  business  and  bosoms.     Less  expensive  in  proportion  t6 
^'hal  jsdone.  our  town  and  municipal  regulation^  are  more  im- 
portant than  all  others.     These  provide  schools  for  the  unrver- 
"  sal  instruction  of  our  children,  so  that  the  instance  is  rare  in- 
our  community  in  which  the  adult  male  or  female  cannot  read 
and  write  ;  and  in  some  instances  the  persons  attaining  to  the 
highest  eminence  in  office  if  not  in   usefullness,  have  received 
their  entire  educational  these  town '  schools.     These  regula- 
tions embrace  also  the  care  and  expense  of  the  public  highways 
and  bridges,  the  recent  improvements  in  which  furnish  a  strong 
iaducement  to  citizens  of  other  states  .with  a  more  desirable  soil 
and  cHmate,  but  without  our  cheap  public  conveniences,  to 
take  up  their  abode  with    us.     Cases  occur  of  towns  taxing 
themseh'es  in  a  single  year  for  the  building  of  pernrianent  gran- 
ite bridges  over  coiisiderable  streams  at  an  expense   scarcely 
exceeding  one  in  ten  what  similar  V^orks   have  cost  in  those 
Slates  where  internal  improvements  have  been  carried  on  by 
the  General  Government ;  and  it  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the 
durability  of  the  least  expensive  improvement  is  generaHy  as 
niQch  greater  than  the  other  as  the  cost  is  less.    These  regula- 
tions further  provide  a  system  of  police,  securing  the  hunriMest 
citizen   protection,  as  well  abroad  as  at  his  own  fireside,  from 
unlawful  intrusions.    They  also  provide  for  the  helpless  and  in- 
Ifcm  poor,  giving  them  that  comfortable  support,  wbteh,  saving; 
the  natural  aversion  to  poverty,  leaves  them  scattj^ly  tes^of  en- 
joyment than  is  possessed  by  the  tifBuenu    Under  t>ar  poor 
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l»ws  virtuous  poverty  briogs  no  disgrace ;  but  thai  poverty  which 
results  fjpom  intempemuce  and  (Uher  kindred  vices,  finds  ita 
punisfaokeDt  in  being  deprived  of  the  means  of  ministering  to 
a  depraved  appetite.  It  is  not  to  be  presumed  th^t  any  con- 
siderable changes  are  needed  in  the  laws  r^ulating  towns. 
Such  changes  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  experience  and  knowl- 
edge of  practical  naen  like  yourselves  may  be  adopted  ;  but  ex- 
treme caution  cannot  be  to  often  suggested  to  wise  and  pru- 
dent legislators  when  moving  to  make  even  slight  changps  in 
whatever  reflations  have  in  the  main  proved  to  be  salutary  and 
useful. 

There  is  no  subject  more  deserving  the  vigilant  attention  of  leg- 
islators, both  State  and'  National,  from  its  intimate  connexion 
with  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  than  the  currency  or  circu- 
lating medium.  Yet  this  is  a  matter  seemingly  more  sported 
with  by  unsteady  legisbition.  than  any  other.  Money  should 
be  the  measure  (5r  standard  of  v&Iue :  and  whatever  tends  sud- 
denly to  raise  or  depress  that  value  is  no  less  injurious  than 
would  be  the  sudden  alteration  of  weights  and  measures.  The 
fluctuations  in  the  currency,  and  the  consequent  revulsions  in 
trade,  are  becoming  more  a/id  more  the  object  of  alarm  to  the 
community.  The  evils  of  a'  depreciated  paper  currency  during 
and .  subsequent  to  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  were  severely 
feh.  As  a  consequence  of  those  evils,  it  was  prohibited  to  the 
Stales  to  cqin  money^and  power  alone  to  coin  it  as  the  stan- 
dard of  currency  was  given  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States.  It  was  obviously  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution,  by  ihui  investing  Congress  with  the  exclusive 
power  to  coin  money,  to  preclude  the  possibili^ty  of  a  depreci- 
ajted  paper  currency.  Yet  the  nation  has  been  fated  at  differ- 
ent times  not  only  to  encounter  a  depreciated,  and  sometimes 
a  worthless 'circulating  paper^m'edium,  but  to  feel  all  the  miser- 
ies attending  gradual  expansion  and  sudden  contractions  in 
tmde  and  business.  L<;)oking  back  to  the  history  of  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  the  country ^  some  of  the  greatest  revulsions 
va/ky  be  tiaced  to  distinct  and  peculiar  causes.  The  Bank  of  the 
Uittted  States^  daUng  a  renewed  existence  at  the  year  181 6^  ha^ 
been  the  greai  moving  machine  in.  all  matters  of  money.  As  this 
)bank  has  done,  so  barve  followed  in  its  train  all  the  Slaie  Banks*, 
Iftliat  biAk  bad  inovoased  or  contracted  its  discounts,  so  thf 
(Hnall  hanks  fyom  nAc^Mily  haii^e  followed.  When  from  Julu 
l&L7,lof^«*miry  lSl@»lfcieBif)WoftJie.UoiW  Stiitaiie3((iand(^ 
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itsdiscoants  and  its  (iircufaition  iVom  four  mittkmfl  to  forty-ti^ 
nnllions  of  dollars,  and  in  less  than  h^lfa-jearafterwards^con- 
.  traded  those  issues  nineteen  mitlions  of  dollars,  a  revulsion  in 
trade  and  ruin  to  thousands  were  but  a  natural  consequence. — 
The  same  state  of  things  occurred  about  the  year  1825,  when  the 
great  baBkacted  again  the  same  pai^t,  and  when  the  trade  and 
speculations  whieh  it  tempted,  by  its  paper  iasues  were  again  fol* 
lowed  by  wide  spread  ruin.  During  the  last  six  years  the  oon-» 
tractions  and  expansions  in  paper  issues  t^  the  Bank,  which  have 
been  repeated  whenever  it  was  its  interest  to  raise  or  depress  the 
price  of  property,  are  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  trade 
in  any  nation  of  the  habitable  globe.  Can  we  forget  the  distress 
with  which  the  commercial  community  was  involved  in  the  year 
1834,  by  the  sudden  calling  in  of  some  fifteen  millions  of  dollars 
by  this  bank  on  the  plea  that  it  was  about  to  close  its  business, 
obligirig  the  stale  banks,  for  their  own  security  and  as  a  matter 
of  necessity,  at  the  same  time  to  make  a  call  for  even  a  larger 
iu»ouiU?  And  who,  as  a  striking  contrast  to  this,  will  ever  forget 
that  thesamebank in  the  spaceof  about  one  year  afterwards, 
againextended  its  loans  and  its  paper  circulation  to  the  amount 
-^from  twenty  to  thirty  millions  of  dollars,  and  now  again  is  con^ 
^tracting  its  debt  at  the  same  time  it  is  speculating  by  l^newing  pa* 
perissuesafterhs  charter  has  expired?  At  th^e  several  times, 
^he  State  Banks,  either  from  choice  or  necessity,  or  both,  ha^e 
expanded  and  contracted  as  the  great  bank  expanded  or  con- 
tracted. 

It  is  a  received  opinion  with  some,  that  banks  and  banking  capi- 
tal may  be  iocn;as<;d  to'any  point  without  injury  to  the  community. 
Ifit  «rere  considered  (he  proper  and  exclusive  business  of  banks,  to 
accommodate  the  exchangers  between  the  different  points  of  trade^ 
aadto  loan  their  capital,  so  many  ofthemas  are  necessary  for  these 
purposes  jnig&t  be  useful;  but  the  business  of  manufacturing  paper> 
more  (ban  equivalent  to  coining  money  by  the  banks,  is  at  the  best 
a-iax  upon  the  people  among  whom  it  circulates.  The  paper  circu- 
lated by  any  bank  beyond  its  capital  in  specie  is  usury  over  and 
above  the  le^ral  interest  on  such  capital.  The  expen.^es  of  the 
bank  paid  by  the  substitution  of  paper  issues  for  money,  as  w^ll  as 
all tdditional  profits  from  such  isssues.  are  taxes  assessed  directly 
on  (he  borrowers,  and  those  among  whom  the  paper  circulates. 

But  I  wabld  more  particularly  direct  your  attention  to  the  pres- 
ent ^ttem  of  banking,  by  which  Ifae  use  of  specie  either  in  the 
«aofts  ofthts  banks  or  ttmoag^he  |»eople  is  ahndk  entirely  superset 
^.    Whne  tmny  be  hM  wptt  w  askwif ;  ihat  wheve  ilwre  is  no 
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4ip«oie  to  represent  paper,  there  10  no  safety  in  that  paper;  that  moo- 
ej  is  plenty  or  scarce  as  baokit  issue  orceabeto  issue;  that  sudden 
c  hanger  of  issues  or  contraction  produce  immense  revolutions  in 
'  -property:  and  that  banks  issuing  or  contracling  their  paper,  atting 
in  concert  either  for  speculation  or  political  effect,  may  create  pan- 
ics, stop  the  wlieels  of  business,  and  even  threaten  revolution  with 
Impunity.  It  is  too  much  that  banks,  conducted  by  private  and  ir-' 
-responsible  individuals,  should  wield  such  a  power  as  thiUofcafi* 
tracting  or  expanding  the  currency  at  will;  h  is  a  power  which  onght 
to  berefruluted  and  wielded  only  by  tho  law  of  the  land.  Such  a 
fower,  directed  even  by  good  men  restrained  oi^ly  by  modvea  of  per- 
sonal interest,  where  no  specie  foundation  exiats,.  maj  be  oppres- 
sive—in the  hands  of  bad  men,  it  must  be  intolomble. 

An  idea  prevails  among  commercial  men  of  some  of  the  States, 
that  more  banking  capital  is  wanted;  and  the  increase  ot  nominal  or 
real  banking  capital  in  a  portion  of  the  Stittes,  has  been  carried  to 
an  alarming  extent,  I  hope  not  to  see  tho  banking  capital  of  this 
State,  much  if  at  all,  increased.  If  more  money  be  wanted  f<^r  uso 
than  the  present  banks  can  furnish,  new  banks  can  no  better  supply 
the  want,  than  can  private  individuals  who  possess  capital;  for  it  is 
the  nature  of  money  to  go  where  l)ustnes8  will  give  it  n  profitable 
investment.  Deleterious  indeed  will  he  the  effect  of  an  increat^  of 
the  banking  capital  where  sucn  capital  cannot  be  profitably  used. — 
Such  increase,  furnishing  the  means  of  over-trading  and  tetnptattoi^t 
to  speculation,  the  community  will  b^  preyed  upon  by  that  rapaeity 
which  seeks  for  the  thrift  by  illegititnatc,  where  it  is  unable  to  oh^ 
tain  it  by  fair  means. 

The  great  failing  in  the  present  circulating  medium  is  tl^e  want  of 
a  substantial  foundatioi^at  th>i  bottom  of  trado  and  business.  The 
extended  paper  currenny  has  evidently  had  the  eficct  of  lessening  the 

.  value  of  money,  and  the  tendency  must  still  be'  downward.  T[Tie 
banks  do  more  than  usurp  the  power  to  coin  money,  which  xvas 
•exclusively  vested  in  thfe  Congress  of  the  United  States,  becatfse 
they#crcate  a  currency  which  is  intrinsically  of  no  value,  and  which 
fluctuates  with  every  vibration  of  trade,  while  Congress  legitimate- 
ly can  create  only  such  a  currency  as  will  carry  a  real,  equal  to  its 
nominfll  value.  If  it  be  contended  that  a  paper  dollar  representing 
a  gold  or  silver  dollar  in  tlie  vault  of  the  bank  nea^  which  it  circu- 
lates, answers  all  the  purposes  of  gold  or  silver;  this  may  bo  true,- 
provided  that  for  every  paper  dollar  in  circulation  there  is  a  metalic 
dollar  ready  to  redeem  it;  but  when,  as  is  the  fact,  it  is  ascertained 
and  known  that  there  is  not  one  specie  dollar  in  bank  for"  every  tea 
paper  dollars  in  circulation,  whatever  may  be  the  banking  capital  in 

'  ^se,  it  must  be  evident  that  the  great  mass  of  circulatiog  medium 
used  in  the  way  of  busmess  is  founded  on  credit,  aot)  not  on  capital . 
This  credit  will  an$wcr  the  purpose'  of  substantial  capital  until  it 
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1^  suit  ihe  interest  or  the  caprice  of  those  who  manage  banks  to 
make  money  scarce  as  it  \^^s  been  plenty,  or  until  over  trading  on 
paper  credit  merely,  shall  have  blown  up. the  bubble  to  bursting. — 
if  §^d  and  silver  could  he  substituted  for  paper,  or  even  if  one  half 
of  the  ordinary  circulation  could  be  a  metalic  instead  of  a  paper  cur* 
rency,  it  woul^  be  beyond  the  power  of  the  directors  of  the  banks 
to  control  the  currency,  to  make  money  plonty  or  scarce  at  pleas* 
ure;  for  when  the  vibrations  of  trade  should  call  for  spepie  to  be 
transported  or  exported,  specie  would  be  at  hand  to  answer  the  call, 
aodmore  would  come  in  to  supply  its  place  as  more  should  be  need- 
ed. It  is  an  admitted  fact'  in  trade,  that  specie  will  always  come  in- 
to the  country  as  any  other  article  of  commerce,  when  a  demand 
for  it  shall  increase  its  .valufc.  Where  there  is  more  than  one  cir- 
culating^ medium,  that  of  the  lesser  value  will  crowdiout  the  other  of 
greater  value;  and  hence  specie  cannot  circulate  where  paper  of  the 
same  denomination  circulates.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  in 
•  France,  where  a  disastrous  lesson  of  paper  cvedit  nearly  prostrating 
that  nation  during  the  revolution  which  first  expelled  the  Bourbons, 
bad  forced  her  back  to  a  specie  currency,  and  where  no  paper  note 
is  allowed  to  circulate  of  a  lesS  denomination  than  five  hundred 
francs,  (about  ninety-three  dollar^)  that  the  restriction^  upon  paper 
credit  have  operated  powerfully  against  over  trading;  that  the  me- 
*tajlic  currency  in  that  country  is  seldom  if  ever  drained;  that  failures 
in  business  are  few,  and  that  the  medium  of  circulation  preserves 
an  almost  exact  uniformity.  Profiting  by  such  an  example  what  is 
the  duty  of  American  legislators?  Can  they  do  the  country  a  bet- 
ter ser?ice  than  to  restore  the  circulating  medium  of  the  Constitu- 
tion-^han  by  taking  every  practicable  step  to  introduce  specie? 
Hiere  can  be  no  doubt,  if  the  lower  denominations  of  bank  notes 
shall  be  inhibited,  metallic  currency  will  come^  in  to  supply  their 
place.  Hard  money  ©nee  introduced,  the  business  of  banking  may 
assume  a  somewhat  different  shape,  not  it  is  believed,  to  the  ulti- 
foate  disadvantage  of  real  capital,  whether  inverted  in  banks  or 
elsewhere';  (or  t>y  so  much  as  a  solid  circulating  medium  contributes 
to  the  stability  oi  business  and  trade,  so  may  the  man  of  capital  en- 
wre  hi^  profits  as  his  confidence  19  more  sure.  The  legislator  will 
deserve  the  thanks  of  the  whole  community  who  lends  his  efforts  to 
do  away  that  Circulating  paper  credit,  whichis  the  prolific  source  of 
panic  and  pressure;  and  the  State,  isolated  from  others  adopting 
similar  measures,  and  surrounded* even  though  it  be  by  other  States' 
that  continue  the  paper  system,  which  takes  its  stand  in  favor  of 
hard  money,  will  do  its  people  a  service  that  must  give  a  new  im- 
petus, to  their  prosperity. 

Among  the  topics  which  are  agitating  the  public  mind  the  sub- 
ject of  servitude  of  the  African  rac^nas  been  prominent.  We 
must  fake  thinfftf  as  they  are — not  as  we  would  havb  them  to  b^.'-^

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That  slayery  has  been  introduced  in  a  portion  of  this  countrj,  is  tM 
misfortune,  not  the  fault  of,  the  present  generation.  The  whites 
(bund  the  colored  race  unaccustomed  to  take  charge  of  their  o^n 
conduct,  and  fit  only  for  servitude.  Whoever  has  witnessed,  in  aoy 
slaveholding  community,  the  relations  usually  ^existing  between  the 
master  and  slave,  views  this  matter  in  quite  a  different  light  from 
what  is  the  general  impression  in  a  country  where  (here  are  no  two 
races  of  human  beings  standing  in  those  relations.  If  the  black  is 
made  inferior  and  subservient  to  the  white  man,  it  ought  not  to  be 
considered  as  of  necessity  that  the  one  is  miserable  and  the  other 
cruel — that  the  slave  is  beyond  others  of  his  race  abject  and  degra- 
ded, and  the  master  supercilious  and  overbearing.  There  are  mu- 
tual relations  existing  between  the  master  and  his  slave  which  of- 
ten endear  one  to  the  other;  and  probably  in  all  those  States 
where  manual  labor  is  performed  by  slaves,  there  exi^  not  less 
affection  ahd  kindness  between  the  employers  and  the  employed  than 
in  those  States  where  Slavery  is  not  tolerated.  So  far  as  my  knowl- 
edge extends — and  I  am  informed  the  feeling  prevails  through  the 
whole  south — it  is  considered  disreputable  for  the  master  to  maltreat 

.  his  slave — as  much  or  more  so  as  it  is  in  New-England  for  the 
master  to  abuse  his  apprentice,  or  for  any  employer  to  impose  hard- 
ships on  tl^se  whom  he  has  in  charge.  And  it  is  a  gcneial  senti- 
ment among  the  colored  people  themselves,  that  the  slave  who  h^!^ 

.  a  kind  mftster  stands  in  a  caste  higher  than  the  black  or  colored 
person  who  is  free  and  obliged  to  provide  for  and  take  care  ot 
him  or  herself.  Certain  it  is  that  the  moral  condition  of  the  great 
body  of  the  slaves  is  far  better  than  that  of  the  free  people  of  color 
in  the  slave-holding  States,  and  indeed  better  than  that  bf  the  fre<^ 
pecmle  of  color  in  the  slave-holding  States,  and  indeed  better  thai> 
that  of  the  same  race  where  they  exist  in  numbers  in  the  free 
States. 

The  sages  who  framed  the  constitution  of  the  United  States? 
found  slavery  existing  in  a  portion  of  the  States:  the  country 
had  grown  up  under  slave-labor — slavery  was  among  those 
fixed  habits  of  the  people,  which  it  was  not  the  part  if  it  hdd 
been  in  the  power  of  the  government  to  eradicate.  They  wise- 
ly framed  that  instrument  with  the  intent  that  it ,  should  not  be 
;n  the  power  of  the  people  in  one  section  of  the  country  to  in- 
terfere in  the  domestic  relations  of  another  section  of  the  coun- 
try! Could  it  be  supposed  that  the  free  population  of  the 
south  would  for  a  moment  have  consented  to  argue  the. ques- 
tion with  the  inhabitants  of  the  north  whether  they  should 
yield  to  the  prospective,  much  less  to  the  inunediate  emancipa- 
tion of  their  slaves?  The  Constitution  was  the  result  of  a 
vehintary  mutual  compromise.    Will  it  be  oontended   that  tb^ 
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^Qthero  States  ever  consented  to  give  up  to  any  other  power 
OD  earth  the  control  over  their  slaves?  As  well  might  it  be  al- 
leged that  the  free  white  inhabitants  of  the  south  voluntarily 
comented  to  place  themselves  in  the  condition  of  their  slaves 
—as  well  may  H  be  assumed  that  the  man  of  wealth  would  vol- 
untarily change  conditions  with  the  abject  and  the  dependent. 
The  obligation  of  the  whole  coyntry  is  to  protect  the  rights 
which  the  slaveholder  has  in  the  slave ;  the  allegiance  which 
the  citizen  owes  to  that  country  forbjds  his  interference  to  dis- 
turb the  relations  existing  between  the  master  and  the  slave. 

Many  of  those  in  the  free  states  who  inconsiderately  lend 
their  uames  and  their  influence  for  the  promotion  of  a  cause 
which  wears  the  aspect  of  benevolence,  are  not  probably  aware ' 
that  the  effect  of  their  exertions  has  been  precisely  the  reverse 
of  their  intentions; — they  are  not  aware  that  the  publications 
which  have  enlisted  their  own  feelings  in  this  cause^  sent  among  , 
the  slave  population^  operate  as  fire  brands  applied  to  a  maga- 
zine of  gunpowder;  that  if  they  do  not  excite  the  slave  to  mur- 
der the  innocent  family  of  his  master,  they  pfoduce  that  dis- 
trust between  master  and  slave  which,  destroying  confidence, 
creates  a  settled  and  permanent  hostility.  It  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered that  the  master  should  feel  obliged  to  deny  the  slave  the 
means  of  instruction,  when  he  knows  that  teaching  him  to  read 
and  write  wilt  increase  his  ability  and  his  inclination  to  do  his 
master  injury. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  philanthropic  statesmen,  who  are  the  own- 
ers of  slaves,  and  who  really  are  ^ot  less,  anxious  to  mitigate  or 
to  do  away  the  evils  of  slavery  than  the  most  Kealous  and  con- 
acieotioos  abolitionist  of  the  North  can  be,  that  tHb  mistaken 
zeal  which  has  for  the  last  twp  years  been  manifested  on  this 
subject — which  has  collected  funds,  estabhshed .  presses  and 
concentrated  efforts  to  further  the  cause  of.  immediate  abolition 
—has  retarded  the  prpgressfof  emancipation  probably  half  a 
century.  In  several  of  the  middle  States  the  Legislatures  were 
moving  for  the  purpose  of  gradual  emancipation.  The  benev- 
otent  work  has  been  arrested  by  the  reaction  which  the*  impru- 
dent efibrts  of  those  living  withooi  the  limits  of  the  slaveholding.  re- 
gioB  have  thrown  upon  it.  Thisfieict,  freely  avowed  by  the  slave ' 
holders  who  had  taken  or  were  anxioi:^  to  take  measures  grad- 
uafly  and  safely  to  manumit  then*  slaves,  should  induce  such 
persons  as  extend  their  inquiries  no  farther  than  the  abstract. 
propQBitionr  IbatBlaVery  is  an  evif,  to  reflect  on  the  conseq^en* 
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ces  of  extending  charity,  more  needed  nearer  home,  t6  objects 
where  its  application  is  ill-timed  and  serves  to  increase  the  evils 
it  would  effect  to  remedy. 

The  existence  of  slavery^ .admitted  on  all  hands  to  be  an  evil,' 
is. not  more  the  fault  of  the  free  whites  in  the  slaveholding  re« 
gion  than  of  the  whites  in  the  free  State&i.  The  races  of  white 
and  black  are  there ;  and  any  sudden  change  of  the  relative 
condition  of  the  two  sorts  of  people  must  break  up  the  very 
foundations  of  society.    The  inhabitants  of  the  States  where 

.  slavery  does  not  exist  have  no  greater  moral  right  to  interfere 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  such  a  change,  than' have  the 

[  inhabitants  of  the  slave  States  to  interfere  in  the  relations  sub- 
sisting between  masters  and  their  apprentices,  or  with  the  ten- 
ure by  which  property  is  held  in  the  free  Slates.  Nay,  th^re  is 
a  much  more  potent  and  conclusive  reason  for  non-interfer- 
ence in  the  former  than  in  the  latter  case — because  the  rela- 
^tions  on  the  one  hand  may  be  trenched  upon  without  endan- 
gering life,  while  on  the  other  it  will  be  impossible  to  teach  the 
blacks  not  only,  that  they  owe  no  servitude-  to  the  whites  but 
that  they  are  thei#  equals,  and  not  inculcate  that  they  are  justi<- 
fied  in  resisting  unto  blood  the  state  of  things  which  has  pIa-» 
ced  them  in  a  dependent  condition. 

Such  in  my  estimation,  is  the  obligation  of  the  free  States  to 
the  co-States  where  slavery  exists,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  their 
Legislatures  to  interfere  in  the  prevention  of  all  attempts  hav- 
ing in  view  the  intention  to  excite  revolt  Among  the  present 
servile  race,  whenever  such  interference  can  be  exercised  with- 
out invading  the  rights  of  our  own  citizens.  ^  When  flagrant 
acts,  calculated  to  incite  the  colored  slave  race  of  any  portion 
of  the  country  to  rise  upon  the  free  white  race,  shall  be  tangt«» 
ble,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  interpose  a  reme- 

%dy  as  far  as  it  may  be  authorized  by  the  great  principles  of  the 
constitutional  charts  under  which  we  live,   taking  care  that  in 

•  our  efforts  to  protect  others,  we  do  not  mvade  the  natural  and 
unalienable  rights  of  our  own  citizens. 
Thvis  lar  the  view  I  have  taken  of  the  agitating;  subject  of  the 

•  emancipation  of  slaves  in  the  IJnited  States  has  reference  t<^ 
the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  this  Union  in  slave  property,  and 
the  cmim  which  they  have  to  protection  in  those  rights.  The 
worst  evil  lies  not  here.  That  evil  is  the  jealousv  and  distrust 
which  Iresult  from  the  .continued  agitation  of  this  subject. — -^ 
That  man  who  has  been  emphatically  styled  ^'(irst  in  w^r^  firs^ 
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n  peMse  iuxl  fiiirt  w  liie  Jmits  of  bii  couQtiymeQ,  has  1^^ 
miist  diaiBcleruuQg  pftrties  by  geogmphical  discriniinatioiis — - 
Northern  and  SaiUherny  AtUmUc  and  Western ;  whe^pe  de- 
sigoiog  m^  may  endeavor  to  excite  a  belief  that,  there  is  a  real 
difference  of  local  interests  and  views:  he  has.charged  us  to 
"indignantly  frown  upon  ^he  first  dawning  of  every  attempt  to 
dieaate  any  portion  of  our  country  from  the  rest,  or  to  enfee- 
ble the  sacred  ties  which  now  link  together  the  various  parts;" 
and  as  the  unerring  mark  of  unprincipled  men  he  has  taught 
us  "to  distrust  the  patriotism. of  those,  who,  in  any  quarter,  may  ^ 
endeavor  to  weaken  the  bands"  of  our  Union.  There  is  no 
division  of  parties  so  dangerous,  none  that  can  exercise  so  de- 
leterious an  influejfice  on  the  action  of  Government,  as  parties 
characterized  by  sectional  divisions ;  yet  there  is  no  po3sible 
subject  of  Joca}  populai  excitement  that  will  not  be  laid  hold  of 
by  men  whose  personal  ambition  reaches  beyond  the  public  wel- 
are.. 

The  whole  North  was  agitated  for  years  on  this  very  subject 
of  vlavary— <>n  the  abortive  attempt  to- force  Congress  to  reg- 
aiate  slavery  on  the  question  of  the  admission  of  one  of  the 
youngest  States  of  this  confederacy.  It  is  worth  while  to  look 
iMick  upoii  the  general  excitement  raised  nearly  twenty  years 
ago  by  <f artful  anfl  designing  men"  who  succeeded  1*0  r  a  tihie 
in  suhsitutiag  a  ^'geographical  discrimination"  of  parties  for  a 
diviaou  which  had  been  much  loss  deleterious.  That  excite- 
ment for  a  time  answered  the  purpose  of  the  few  who  had 
laised  it — It  defeated  the  voice  of  the  great  body  of  the  peo- 
ple acting  as  a  whole — It  raised  men  to  office  with  principles 
and  professions  which  never  could  and  never  ought  to  receiver 
tip  general  sanction — ^it  introduced  those  loose  practices  into 
(he  administration  of  the  general  government,  wnich  are  but 
too  often  cited  as  precedents,  and  which  virtue  and  inteligence  ^ 
alone  can  eradicate.  The  Missouri  excitement,  as  it  had  been  ^ 
called,  was  fruitful  of  evil  to  the  country :.  the  question  itself 
was  settled  by  the  interference  of-  some  who  had  participated 
in  raising  it;  but  the  consequences  have  long  remained,  and 
can  scarcely  yet  be  said  to  be  obliterated.  It  is  to  be  feared  » 
the  attempt  that  is  now  making  to  blow  into  a  flame  an  excite-  t 
mcnt  on  the  subject  of  negro  emancipation,  however  hundreds 
and  perhaps  thousands  may  engage  in  the  work  from  benevo- 
lent motives,  is  the  work  of  "designing  men"  who  wish  to  sub- 
stitute a  Northern  as  opposed  to  a  Southern  party,  in  the  place 
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<fF  tiMit  tnof^  ndoteiT  oitiikHi  of  ptittoi  oppOBMl  to,  or  ui  fevof 
df  ttie  great  principles  on  which  ouf  iwtttutiotis  are  based; 
and  thM  the  machinery  ifMch  Is  brought  to  bear  both  in  t^e 
North  and  in  the  South  is  moved  bjr  men  whose  patriotism  we 
Ought  to  distruft ;  bj  men  who  on  the  one  hand,  are  neither 
prompted  by  the  dbmterested  benevolence  they  profess^  nor, 
mi  riie  other  are  moved  to  action  by  those  fears  with  which 
they  would  insph^  others.     Moved -for  such  purposes,  I  trust 
the  intelligent,  the  reflecting  aq(l  virtuous,  in  the  States  where 
slavery  does  not^exist,  wilt  discountenance  those  misplaced  ef- 
forts whidi  not  only  make  t|ie  condition  of  the  unfortunate 
servile  race  Worse,  but  which  create  a  false  issue  between  po^ 
Ktical  parties  calculated  to  subvert  the  integrily  and  the  value 
of  the  Ui^n  itself. 

A  fact  woHhy  the  attention  of  people  residing  in  that  part 
of  the  country  where  slavery  does  not  exist  is,  tfiat  not  one  in 
-a  thousand  even  of  those  benevolent  persons  who  view  slavery 
in  the  abstract  as  one  of  the  greatest  moral  evib,  and  who 
would  go  all  lengths  in  the  work  of  emancipation,  after  they 
have  resided  for  a  term  of  months  or  years  in  the  comrtry 
where  this  servitude  exists,  who  does  not  entirely  change*  tm 
vi^ws.  as  to  the  utility  or  practicability  of  immediate  emancipa* 
tioh.  Conventions  of  clergymen  of  a  most  respectable  reli* 
ffious  sect  in  the  slave  region  unanimously  pass  votes  condemn^ 
mg  the.  discreet  zeal  of  abolitionists,  while  clergymen  of  the 
same  denomination  in  the  region  where  there  is  no  slavery,  car^ 
ry  their  abolition  zeal  to  the  extent  of  excluding-  from  Christ^ 
ian  communion  the  owners  of  slaves.  It  would  really  seem 
that  when  we  combat  an  evil,  if  we  wouW  do  it  efficaciously, 
our  duty  wqpld  lead  lis  to  labor  where  we  could  have  the  great* 
est  positive  effect.  If  we  would  eradicate 'Slavery  by  our  per- 
sonal efforts,  we  should  go  where  it  exists:  arguments  worse 
,than  misapplied  when  spent  on  those  who  have  of  right  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  subject  of  the  argument. 

The  evils  of  slavery,  sincfe  the  revolution,  which  severed  the 
States  from  Great  Britain,  have  been  greatly  mitigated.  By 
^  the  consent  of  the  slaveholding  States,  the  foreign  traffic  in 
slaves  has  been  abolished.  The  domestic  traffic — the  traflfc, 
in  slaves  between  the  middle  and  Southern  States,  as  it  has 
been  carried  on,  is  generally  disapproved.  The  humane  every 
where,  as  well  in  the  South  as  in  the  North  would  put  a  <  stop 
to  it.    But  the  misguided  zeal  of  the  immediate  abolitioiiist& 
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kti  iMbA  tbe  eficjei  tf  pieveiilM^  the  legiri^^ 
hoUinc  States  frofn  moving  on  this  subject,  as  the  sfuneeflbrts 
bare  dbsed  the  schoob  oif  iostraelkm  which  bumaBe  omwI^ 
bad  opened  lo  tb^  slaves. 

As  the  constitution  of  the  Untied  States  has  ^eccribeci  c«ff^ 
tna^nd  definite  limits  ibr  the  action  cf  the  general  govern^-* 
nifflit,  leaving  the  reserved  rights  to  the  States,  so  have  the 
several  States  limited  the  action  of  their  respective  legislaturefl 
as  well  by  expressed  as  by  impjied  rules.    The  powers  of  the 
Stale  Legislature,  correctly  defined,  admit  of  no  grants  wbicb- 
gO  to  create  injurious  monopolies  under  charters  of  incorporav 
tkm.    On  principles  of  natural  justice  a  legislature  can  have 
ao  power  to  grant  away  the  rights  of  posterity  even  far  a  pres^ 
eat  equivalent :  in  other  words  a  legislature  has  no  legitimate 
nghl  U>  make  a  perpetual  gr^nt  of  exclusive  power  to   build  a 
bfulge  or  construct  a  road,  with  the  privil^e  of  taxing  tolls^ 
ibrever  excluding  other  individuals  or  the  public,  when  the 
mieral  good  shall  require  it,  from  erecting  or  constructing 
hndges  or  roads  in  the  same  direction,  wither  without  the  right 
of  ti^is^    As  charters  sometimes  give  privileges  to  ^ssociationa ' 
of  pencils  whid)  one  person  alone  has  not  the  right  to  ex-» 
ercise  without  a  charter,  so  ought  it  to  be  a  rule  that  any  sub* 
sequent  legislature,  for  good  cause,  and  with  suitable  comp^-r 
MktioQ  for  injury,  shall  have  power  to  modify,  repeal  or  declare 
void,  every  such  charter.    In  all  the  corporate  acts  of  the  last 
year  a  special  clause  was  inserted   (if  I   do  not  mistake)   by 
whidi  the  right  to  future  legislatures  was  retained  so  to  modify, 
wpeai  or  declare  void.     If  all  acts  hereafter  passed  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  aonditions,  scarcely  less  will   the  interests  of 
the  corporators  than  of  the  public  be  benefited;  for  ^he  history  Of 
legislation  in  this  country  could  not  probably  point  to  the  case 
tf  any  legislature,  by  a  po'sitive  enactment,  doing  injustice  to 
*  person  or  company  whose  interests  were  brought  inr  collision 
with  those  of  the   public ;  especially  where  either  custom  or 
W  had  previously  defined  the  respective  relations  or  interests 
of  the  parties.  ^ 

Amoi^  the  distinguishing  features  of  the  march  of  civilization 
hssbeen  the  continued  mitigation  of  punishment  for  offences.— ^ 
Our  own  excellent  Bill  of  Rights  enforces  the  maxim  that  '^the 
troe  design  of  all  punishments  is  to  reform,  not  to  exterminate 
fiiaokind."  The  policy  of  the  laws  of  this,  as  well  as  of  other 
Aales  of  this  Union^  has  been  muoh  ch^ged  within  the  last 
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thirty  yean:  the  whipping  post^  the  pillory,  and  the  stocki,  lor 
flecoiulary  and  minor  oflfences,  have  been  entirely  supeneded; 
and  It  is  believed  the  experience  of  our  aged  citizens  will  t^ti- 
fy  to  the  truth  of  the  proposition,  that  criminal  otkoces  have 
lessened  in  |9oportion  as  criminal  punishments  have  been 

^  -made  less  severe;  and  that  the  true  remedy  for  crime  is  the 
certainty,  rather  than  the  severity  of  punishment.  Whether 
this  policy  can  or  cannot  be  further  extended,  the  collected 
sense  of  the  State,  frequently  agitating  and  discussing  the  quesr 
tion,  will  in  due  time  decide. 

'  In  a  similar  connection  may  be  mentioned  imprisonment  for 
debt.  Inability  to'pbyis  a  man's  misfortune,  and  not  always 
his  fault;  and  I  can  conceive  of  no  subject  in  a  civilized  country 
more  revolting  than  the  incarceration  of  an  honest  man  for  the 
reason  that  he  is  unable  to  discharge  a  responsibility  necessity 

,  has  obliged  htm  to  incur.  It  would  hardly  be  imagined  thirt 
imprisonment  effected  either  the  collection  or  the  security  of 
debt — it  may  sometimes  enable  the  cruel  and  the  merciless  to 
.extort *from  the  generosity  of  the  humane  aiklthe  benevolent; 

*but  no  honest  man  of  himself  sooner  discharges  a  just  debt  from 
the  consideration  that  he  must  go  to  jail  in  defoult  of  payment. 
In  those  countries  where  the  practice  of  incarceration  for  debt 
is  repudiated,  or  never  existed,  it  is  believed  to  be  a  historical 
truth,  that  confidence  between  man  and  man  is  greatest,  and 
obligations  of  debt  most  sacred  and  mo^t  sure  of  performance. 
In  this  and  some  other  States,  attachment  and  distress  of 
property  before  trial  or  judgment,  as  h  is  frequently  practned, 
IS  scarcly  less  revolting  to  humanity  than  imprisonment  for 
debt.  The  merciless  creditor  in  this  case  generally  obtains  the 
advantage  of  the  humane  creditor;  for  while  the  one  pounces 
upon  his  prey  regardless^of  the  suffering  and  anguish  he  may 
create,  the  other  is  deterred  from  the  act  and  suffers  the  insuf- 
ficient property  to  go  for  the  payment  of  the  least  deserving 
debt.  It  is  sometimes  the  case  that  persons  of  the  first  class 
will  watch  for  property  to  pass  on  •credit  from  those  of  the  oth- 
er class,  into  the  hands  of  those  who  may  owe  them,  and  seize 
on  it  to  secure  themselves,  ^t  a  great  sacrifice  of  the  property) 
to  other  creditors,  and  to  the  debtor.  Persons  who  ace  really 
worth  property,  being  in  debt,  are  sacrificed  entirely  by  having 
their  goods  ^nd  ^chattels  seized  upon  and  sold  under  the  ham- 
mer for  less  than  it  is  worth.  Instances  are  known  where  the 
individual  is  ruined  bb  having  his  property  seized  on  a  d^t 
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jnerely  fictitioui^.'  ^If  a  system  couM  be  devised  by  which,  in 
cases  of  acknowledged  inability,  to  discharge  obligations  of  debt 
properly  could  be  held  in  safety  for  the  equal  benefit  of*  all 
creditors,  it  is  believed  that  the  temp^tations  of  greedy  creditors 
lo  oppress  would  be  lessened,  and  the  practice  9of  unjust  at- 
tachment become  less  frequent. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  makes  it  the  dujy  of  the  legisla- 
tors and  magistrates  ^<to  cherish  the  interest  of  literature  and 
the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  and  public  schools;  to  encotir- 
age  public  and  private  institutions,  rewards  and  immunities  for 
the  promotion  (H  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades, 
DMoofactures  and  natural  history  of  the  country;  to  counte- 
Dtnee  and  inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  general 
benevolence,  public  and  private  charity,  industry  and  economy, 
honesty  and  punctuality,  sincerity  and  sobriety,  and  all  social 
affisctions,  and  generous  sentiments  among  the  people." 
,  These  precepts  of  the  'constitution  may  be  considered  rather  as 
recommendatory  and  monitory,  than  ascontciining  any  positive 
grant  of  power  to  do  what  may  effect  the  Several  objects;  for 
ff  "legislators"  might  be  clothed  with  such  power,  "magistrates" 
fpora  the  nature  of  their  duties  as  such,  could  havq  no  positive 
pover.  The  intention  evidently  is,  that  legislators  and  magis-  . 
tratesjin  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  should  have  in 
view  the  furtheran^  of  the  several  interests  recommended. — ► 
I^^ators  may  indeed  be  supposed  to  have  power  over  these 
subjects  so  &r  as  the  exercise  of  it,  imposing  equal  burdens  on 
the  people  will  produce  equal  benefits*  The  legislature  nuiy 
by  a  tax  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  because  the  chil- 
dren and  wards  of  every  taxable  inhabitant  ma^  participate  in 
the  benefits  of  common  schools;  but  unlifnited  taxation  for  the 
benefit  of  higher  schopls  and  seminaries,  in  which  the  few  and 
Qot  the  many  will  participate,  would  be  unequal  and  uiljust.— 
These  higher  seminaries,  being  of  public  utility  as  furthering 
the  means  of  general  education,  deserve  the  patronage  and  the 
countenance  of  the  legislature  so  far  as  incidental  aid  can  be 
consistentlj^  given.  So  of  "private  and  public  in^itutions," 
ipeaoing  undoubtedly  those  laudable  charities  which  go  to  m^ 
liorate  the  condition  of  man,  such  as  irifstitutions  for  the  edu- 
cation of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind,  it  may  perhaps  be 
just  that  the  State  government  should  give  them  countenance 
by  contributions  not  as  principal,  but  in  aid  of  the  charity  of 
others.    It  oiay  even  be  consid^r^  the  ^ut^  of  the  le^slature 
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either  by  direct  appropriations  from  the  State'  treasury,  or  by  * 
mandatory  requisitions  on  the  several  State  municipalities,  19 
maKe  adequate  provision  for  the  hielpless  indigent  thrown  with- 
in its  borders;  and  the  education  of  the  poor  blind  or  mutes 
would  not  improperly  be  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  gea- 

^  eral  treasury.     The  poHcy  of  the   State  in  these  matters  has 
,beenjather  to  afford  partial  than  entire  support^-to  make  ap- 
propriations in  aid  of  other  charities,  or  wher^  it  was  difficnh 
for  the  person  interested  to  encounter  the  entire  expense.    For 
.  about  iirteen  years,  aid  has  been  given  annually  from  thetreas* 
ury  to  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb;  and  for  the  last  two 
or  three  years   a  similar  aid  has  been  given  for  the  efducation 
'  of  the  blind.     These  aids  have  been  geiiera!  to  aiil  applicants  of 
a  suitable  age;  and  iftlie  burden  has  not  operated' equally  upon 
the  towns,  the  expenditure  has  been  applied  to  such  a  noble 
purpose,  being  that  of  supplying  by  artificial  means  the  place  of 
the  higher  intellectual  faculties,  that  few  will  be  disposed  to  in- 
terpose the  objection  of  any  alleged  inequality. 

But  there  is  left  an   object  of  public  charity   that  perhaps 
more,  than  any  other  deserves  consideration.     I  am  happy  to . 

•  see  the  public  attention  in  this  State  called  to  it,  and  the  good 
degree  of  zeal  with  which  hundreds  have  embarked  in  a  cause 
so»interesting  to  humanity.  If'  it  be  the  duty  of  legislators  to 
promote  the  cultivation  of  the  human  intellect  by  providing 
for  the  general  education  of  our  youth — if  it  be  their  duty  to 
provide  for  the  sustenance  of  6uch  as  cannot  slistain  themselves, 
hQW  much  higher  the  obhsation  to  Airnish  means  of  comfcnt 
for  the.  poor  ingjne  ?  Bereft  of  reason,  a  sinaple  supply  of  the 
wants  of  nature  is  not  all  that  is  required  for  them.  It  has^ 
been  found  that  a  certain  course  oi  treatment,  under  competent  , 

0  physical  and  intellectual  management,  may  restore  to  useful- 
ness hundreds  who  without  such  treatment  will  be  forever  lost 

.  to  themselves  and  their  fellow  men.  An  asylum  in  this  State, 
at  which  provisions  can  be  made  as  well  for  the  permanentiy 
deranged  as  for  the  recovery  of  those  of  whom  hopes  may  be 
entertained,  would  do  credit  to  the  cause  of  humanit)^.  It  may 
not  be  expected  of  the  gtate  that  it  shall  be  more  than  a  lib- 
eral portion  of  such  an  institution:  towns  would  pay  for  the 
support  of  their  poor,  and  individuals  who  are  able  would  by 
themselves  or  their  friends  be  provided  for  at  such  an  institu- 
tion. The  State  mitfht  make  a  grant  conditional  that  another 
3um  should  be  fumbhed.by  munificent  indrviduab.    Si^  an 
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iBstiftatioit,  ^itl^  thp  aid  of  an  outset  by  the  State,  it  ih  believed 
cooUbe  so  managed  by  trustees  with  such  occi^onalaid  froin 
the  State  Treasury  or  from  any  fund  provided  by  the  State*  as 
.  should  be  deemed  indispensable.  The  expense  of  the  State 
Government  are  almost  exclusively  defrayed  by  a  direct  tax  up- 
00  the  people ;  and  it  is  desirable  that  all  additional  permanent 
expenses  that  can  be  avoided  should  be  dispensed  with.  But 
80  load  is  the  call  of  human  suffering  upon  the  generosity,  if' 
not  upon  the  justice  of  the  State,  that  it  may  be  hoped  the  rep- 
reientatives  of  the  people,  expressing  their  Avishes  and  feelings 
00  this  subject,  will  consider  the  time  as  having  arrived  when 
the  foundation  of  such  an  institution  can  be  laid. 

In  regard  to  the  '^promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  siences, 
commerce,  trades,  and  manufactures,"  enjoined  in  the  consti- 
tution, generally  speaking,  it  may  be  laid  down  as  a  rul^  that 
the  several  callings  will  be  best  protected  by  being  left  free  from 
alltramels.  Excessive  legislation  is  frequently  worse  than  no 
legislation  :  there  is  really  more  danger  in  giving  a  particular 
iateiesC  a  legislative  protection  at  the  expense  of  other  interests 
to  take  care  of  themselves.  The  better  way  to  promote  all 
is  to  let  the  government  be  felt  in  no  place  where  gover meptal 
interference  is  not  indispensable-^o  raise  no  revenue  that  is 
not  wanted  for  objects  useful  and  necessary^-to  furnish  no  dis- 
pensable object  foA  expenditure  that  shall  call  for  burdensome  ^ 
taxa^on. 

It  can  scarcely  be  desirable  to  the  people  Of  this  State  that 
their  coffers  shall  be  filled  by  any  indirection.  The  present 
oaoditionofthe  national  treasury,  a  temporary  {^ethora  indica- 
tiBgalfnosteertain  future  poverty,  furnilhes  a  strong  temptation 
^  toask  for  distribution  among  the  States.  Desirable  as  is  an  over- 
ftmsg  State  treasury,  I  cannot  .wish  to  see  the  time  arrive  when 
tlis  State  shall  be  furnished  with  funds  from  a  superabundant 
national  treasury.  The  public  coffers  must  be  supplied  in  some 
manner  by  contributions  drawn  from  the  people.  If  more  shall 
be  received  from  the  customs  and  aVails  of  the  public  domain 
than  shall  be  nec&ssary  for  the  expenditures  of  the  general  gov- 
eniment,  how  much  better  for  the  people  will  it  be  to  relieve 
them  from  taxation  upon  their  consumption,  than  to  take  the 
money  from  their  pockets  through  the  most  expensive  mode  of 
collection,  to  be  sent  to- th^  several  State  treasuries,  not  for  the 
inunediate  benefit  of  those  who  contributed  it,  but  to  be  scram- 
bled (of  and  expended  in  an  unequal  application  tothosdpoinii? 
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Avhere  the  strongest  influence  will  always  bring  it?    Should  the 

^  principle  ever  be  established,  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  as 
I  must  think  it  to  be,  of  distributing  the  funds  of  the  nation 
among  the  States,  I  hope  never  to  see  New-Hampshire  as  a 
State  comrnencing  the  work  of  making  roads  and  other  similar 
improvements;  for,  desirable  as  those  works  may  be,  when  the 
State  once  begins  them,  there  can  be  no  end  to  the  call  for  ap- 
propriations;  every  man  who  cannot  have  an  improvement  on 
or  near  his  premises  will  have  cause  to  complain  that  the  State 
does  him  injustice.  I^  the  money  so  to  be  received  shall  be 
loaned  to  responsible  companies  and  individuals  who  are  wil- 
ling to  incur  the  risk  of  undertaking  improvements,  we  may 
have  assurance  that  the  works  to  be  prosecuted  are  so  much 
wanted  that  they  will  at  least  reimburse  the  original  investment: 
the  annual  income  from  such  loans,  might  be  substituted  for 
the  usual  annual  taxes  laid  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State 
Government.  • 

There  is  do  pursuit  that  tends  more  directly  (o  the  independence 
and  happiness  of  the  people  than  agriculture.  More  proi^uctive  as  it 
19  more  necessary  than  any  other,  it  is  a  matter  of  gralification  and 
pride  that  it  is  a  calling  scarcely  le38  rfqputable  thnn  that  requirtng 
the  highest  order  and  severest  application  of  intellect.     The  fnost 

•  i|»lel!igeiit  and  most  meritorious  citizens  are  of  those  who  ]atK>r  with 
their  own  hands-  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Of  such  men  it  is  safe 
to  make  not  only  legislators  to  frame  our  laws,  but  magistrates  tu 
execute  them.     As  agricuhure  hasrisen  in  estimation,  so  have  oul 

'  formers  Increased  in  wealth  and  all  the  means  of  independence. — 
In  the  westerly  part  of  the  State  especially,  of  late  years,  the  rear 
ing  of  sheep  ^dthe  pro<^uction  of  wool  has  come  in  aid  of  otbei 
objects  yielding  ready  money  and  oOen  an  unexpected  profit.  -On< 
new  subject  of  enterprise  succeeds  another:  although  in  a  roushei 
soil  and  a  severer  climate,  the  time  may  arrive  when  wool  to  New^ 

N  England  shall  be  as  important  a  staple  as  the  wheat  of  the  middl 
or  cotton  of  the  southern  States. 

The  public  attention  has  recently  been  drawn  to  the  cultoro  < 
the  mulberry,  the  raising  of  silk  worms  and  the  production  of  silk.- 
That  this  important  item  of  consumption  and  of  traffic  may  be.  pt<i 
duced  in  the  United  States  as  extensively  as  in  any  country  in  (h 
world,  will  not  be  disputed.  The  late  changes  of  the  tarifi*  bring  th 
bulk  of  articles  of  which  silk  is  composed  or  is  a  component  part,  ii 
to  the  country  free  of  duty;  and  from  this  cause  it  is  extensive] 
taking  the  place  of  the  finer  coftons  and  woollens.  The  value 
silks  imported  into  the  United  States  for  home  consumption  dorii 
the  year  1835^  accordittg  to  the  customhouse  returns^  was   near 
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i  miltMHi^  of  dollars.  The  introduction  ofthe  article  free  of 
doty,  instead  ojf  diacooragiog,  seems  to  have  given  an  increased  im- 
petus to  preparations  for  planting  the  mulberry  and  hereafter  ex- 
ttodiog  the  production  ana  manufacture  of  silk.  It  remains  to  be 
Med  whether  the  soil  of  our  State  shall  be  well  adapted  to  tlie 
wAerry  cultivation.  Nothing  yet  appears  to  discourage  the  un- 
l^itiking  ;  and  as  mulberry  orchards  may  be  planted  without  the 
iivestiiieot  of  a  large  capital^  it  might  be  useful  to  afford  legisltt'^ 
tin  eounteoance  to  such  towns  of  the  state  as  already  or  may 
iMreiier  possess  farms  employed  in  support  ofthe  poor,  in  the  cut- 
tWmiof  the  mulberry,  as  would  fully  test  the  fact  of  the  adapta- 
tiooofthis  climate  to  the  production  of  ^Ik.  As  silk  is  deprived  of  ' 
wfcat  has  been  called  protection  from  the  general  government,  it 
nght  not  be  invidious  if  the  State  should  exempt  such  land  as  is  ac* 
tsiilj  employ e<Mn  raising  the  mulberry  from  taxation  until  the  or- 
chard shall  become  productive;  or  if  encouragement '  should  be  giv- 
n  for  planting  the  mulberry  on  town  farms.  It  may,  however,  be 
lud  down  as  a  general  principle,  that  bovnties  and  premiums  on  one 
vticle  of  production  at  the  expense  of  other  articles  is  unwise;  and 
thai  the  several  interests  of  Agriculture,  as  well  as  trades  and  man- 
o&diBes.  deserving  the  encouragement  of  legislators  and  magis- 
tnitSy  wM  best  receive  it  by  being  lelt  free  from  that  kind  of  protect 
tioQ  which  is  to  be  ibuod  in  a  high  tariff. 

in  the  rapid  progress  of  arts  and  weakh,  not  less  than  in  moral 
wd  mtellocf  ual  improvoments,  the  mothers  aiid  daughters  of  Njwr 
^eghnd  have  contributed  their  full  share.  Indeed  to  them  inre 
^  most  of  us,  as  men  and  as  social  beings;  indetHed  for  whatever 
i^eenimendable  in  conduct  or  in  character.  Many  of  our  interior 
^^vas  owe  their  prosperity  principally  to  thb  hand  of  female  jndul- 
tty.  The  change  which  within  the  last  few  years  has  taken  a  por-  » 
^  of  our  females  from  their  homes  wjiere  domestic  manufactures  • 
fcad  been  carried  on,  to  be  collected  in  masses  at  the  largo  estal>- 
Uaaencs  which  have  supplied  the  place  ofthe  spindle  and  shuttle 
i^the  domestic  fireside,  to  many  phifanthropists  and  patriots  has^ 
heen  a  subject  of  regret.  The  silk  culture  generally  adopted,  with- 
^  materially  integer ing  with  other  agricuhural  products,  might 
VK&Uy  give  full  employment  to  "many  of  that  class  of  females  be- 
•wih  their  own  parental  roof  who  seek  for  a  livelihood  abroad— re- 
fiMog  the  kind  of  labor  that  females  and  children  would  most  natu- 
nly  perform.  Asgiving  extensively  that  employment,  the  culture 
^the  mulberry  further  deserves  the  public  patronage. 

Coimected  with  tbt  subject  of  agriculture,  and  coming  to  its  aid 
■aAedevelopemcnt  ofthe  nature  and  qualities  of  minerals  and  soil^ 
wUio  our  borders,  is  a  geological  survey  of  the  State,  which  may 
he  accomplished  by  the  State  itself  aided  by  the  general  govem- 
tieat  ia  the  employ  ftieyt  of  men  competent  to  the  ol^ect.     Some  of 
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the  States  have  ab'eadj  commeDced  geologicd  examiaationB;  tlid 
in  some,  iooport^nt  diseoveries  have  been  made.  In  the  State  of 
New-Jersey,  in  the  vicinity  of  extensive  districts  of  ti  supposed  on- 
productive  soil  of  little  value,  a  species  of  marl  under  ground  is 
found  in  abundance  precisely  calculated  to  make  such  soil  greatly 
productive.  In  other  parts  of  the  Ufiited  States  extensive  coal  beds 
have  been  discovered,  which  of  themselves  are  more  valuable 
than  mmes  of  silver  and  gold;  in  other  parts  abundance  of  iron  ore; 
in  others  lead;  in  others,  copperas  and  copper;  and  others  where  it 
was  least  expected,  gold  itself.  The  riches  contained  within  the 
bosom  of  our  mother  earth  have  yet  been  but  partially  developed; 
perhaps  less  has  been  done  withip  our  State  by  way  of  thorough  ex- 
amination than  in  almost  any  other.  Is  there  not  something  in  our 
granite  formation,  in  the  magnitude  and  grandeur  of  our  mountains, 
indicating  that  undiscovered  riches  repose  in  the  bosom  of  our 
soil? 

"A  well  regulated  militia  is  the  proper,  patural  and  sure  defence 
of  a  State  •'*    Correctly  did  a  veteran  patriot,  one  of  roy  predeces- 
sers  in  o^e,  whose  education  was  supplied  by  the  experience,  first 
of  seven  years  eitpended  in  the  tented  field,  and  aflerwardsin  that  of 
the  several  successive  public  stations  he  has  held  estimate  this  moni- 
tion of  our  Bill  of  Rights,  when  he  lately  gave    it  as    his    opinioB 
that  the    man   who    would  break  down  our  militia  must  either 
want  common  sense  or  be  an  enemy  to  his  country.     Experi^ 
ence  has  taught  us  that  our  sole  reliance,  in  all  cases  of  invasion 
by  a  foreign  enemy,  in  any  sudden  eruption  or  the  aborigines  within 
our  borders,  or  in  risings  of  the  colored  service  race,  is  in  an  armed 
and  discipiined  body  of  freemen.     The  organization  and  discipline 
ofthemilicia' should  never  be  abandoned.     If'p¥ovisioh  is  not  made 
for  it  Jby  the  nation  in  whom  by  the  Constitution  the   duty  devolves, 
it  will  belong  to  the  State  to  supbly  the  deficiency.     lu  the  first  out- 
breaking of^very  excitement,  prompting  the  multitude  either  to  re- 
sist the  due  course  of  law,  to  take  the  place  of  the   execution  of  the 
law,  or  to  outrage  private  rights,  a  *^well  regulated  militia"  will  fur- 
nish the  ''sure  defence,"  until  in  due  time  returning   recison  aAer 
calm  reflection,  which  never  fails,  comes  in  'to  correct  the  eyil.— 
That  organization,  whieh  best,  keeps  up  the   spirit  of  the* militia] 
should  be  always  in  view  as  the  prominent  subject  of  legislation:  and 
in  relation  to  that  it  will  occur  to  you  that   frequent    changes  in  an^ 
system  that  is  not  absolutely  intolerable  may  not  be   salutary.     It  ]i 
tiie  spirit  of  the  soldier,  rather  than  the  machinery  of  tho   army,  thc^ 
best  preserves,  the  permanency  and  usefulness  of  the  service.     Ai 
one  means  of  preserving  this  spirit,  I  would  suggest,  thttt  perseveV 
ence  in  the  plan  of  distributing  the  arms  furnished  by  a   l«w  of  Con 
gress  for  the  use  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  as  a  bounty  to  those  coni 
.  panics  that  niay  associate  for  uniformity  of  dc^ss  an^  equipments 
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■ighlhavd  atahitary  effect.    The  prkictple  mifffat  be  extended  so 
as  to  ioelude  common  iniaotry  companies*  for  whom  a  simpU  oni* 
fiNrmihall  be  preecribedy  incurring  for  tbttt  perhaps  a  less  expense 
tban  Ihe  purchase  of  a  musket  or  ri&e.     Appropriated  to  this  use, 
Slid  a  return  guaranteed  to  (he  Stale  by  responsible  individuelsy  the 
anns  belongiog  to  the  Stale  will  be  made  to  perform  a  good  servi<fie, 
and  w\U  not  wear  out  much  sooner  than  they  would  rust  out  at  the 
'  State  Arsenal  under  the  best  care  of  the  Commissary  General. 
In  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  appointment,  the  Con^titu- 
tiofi  vests  co-ordinate  power  in  the  Chief  Magistrate  and  the 
Council.     As  the  first  is  elected  by  the  people  of  the  whole 
State,  while  the  latter  are  chosen  by  five  several  districts  being 
component  parts  of  the  State,  so  it  was  undoubtedly  intend- 
ed that  the  one  should  have  tt\e  weight  of  the  five  collectively 
in  all  Executive  acts.     Thus  the  Governor  can  nominate  a  can* 
didate  for  office  and  the  Council  can  confirm  or  veto  the  nom- 
ination; or  the  Council  can  nominate  and  the  Governor  may 
confirm  or  veto.     It  is  important,  as  Well  to  the  charactered 
the  Chief  Magistrate  as  to  that  of  his  Council,  that  the  respon- 
nbilitf  of  each  shall  be  understood.    That  there  may  be  no 
mistake  in  relation  to  this  responsibility  when  conflicting  can- 
didates lor  Afice  shall  be  presented,  or  when  appointments 
stall  be  called   in  question,  I  will  suggest  as  a  rule:  ^  That  the 
Council  may  at  any  time  nominate  when  they  are  able  to  pre- 
sent a  Candidate  unanimously — that  the  Governor  shall  in  all . 
cases' nom'mate  when  the  Council'shall  be  divided  in  opinion,, 
either  three  to  two,  or  four  to  one:  so  that  in  any  case^  if  one- 
«r  the  other  shall  veto,  the  record  will  leave  the  question  of 
responsibility  indisputable.     All  my   experience  in  public  life 
lias  convinced  me,  that  it  is  better  for  the  public  servant  unin- 
tentionally to  make  a  wrong  decision,  than  to  shun  any  respond 
sibility  involved  in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duties. 
.   Called,  involuntarily  on  my  part,  by  the  partiality  of  my  fel- 
W  citizens  to  theoflice  of  Chief  Magistrate  from  a  high  posi- 
tion of  the  general  government  in  which  my  best  efforts  have 
been  expended  more  ineffectually  for  their  intended  benefit  from 
the  extraordinary  position  of  the  body  in  which  I   have  been 
pfaoed  than   I   had  anticipated  when  first  entering  on  the 
office  of  Senator  of  the  United  States;  called  suddenly  from 
one  place  to  the  other,  it  will  not  be  expected  in  this  first  com- 
nonmcation  that  I  should  notice  the  matters  of  especial  legisla- 
iwn  wlik^h  may  be  required  during  the  present  year.    That  a»- 
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iessmeaii  of  taxes  may  be  equally  made,  the  Ooo^lu^  w^ 
quires  that  "there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  the  estates  within  the 
State  taken  anew  once  in  eyery  fiYeyears  at  least,  andas  much  of- 
tener  as  the  general  court  shall  order."  The  practice  hasbeeata 
make  the  apportionment  of  taves  once  in  four  years;  and  this,  at 
thetetum  of  each  election  of  President  of  the  United  States  has 
called  for  two  iessbns  of  the  Legislature  in  the  same  year, — 
Porsuingthis  practice,  two  ^ssions  will  be  in  course  the  pres* 
ent  year.  If  you  shall  so  decide,  I  know  of  no  pressing  emer-' 
gency  that  shall  l^eep  you  together  the  first  session  much  be-^ 
jfond  the  completion  of  your  organization*  The  additional  ex- 
penae  of  duplicate  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  at  the  expiration 
of  e^try  foarth  year,  is  a  matter  to-be  taken  into  consideration 

'as  ttflRA^ng  the  subsequent  annual  State  tax.  Experience  will 
have  pro^  to  the  American  'people,  that  the  most  useful. and 
the  adest  legislation  comes  not  from  those  bodies  which  hold 
the  longest  sessions;  or  Which  spend  much  time  in  debating 
genernl  ^questbns  to  the  almost  utter  neglect  of-  minor  ques- 
ticM*  Systematic  and  simplified  as  has  become  the  course  of 
proceedings  in  the  New-Hampshire  Legislature,  ahhough  the 
necessary  business  may  from  year  to  jrear  increase  in  quantity, 

.  itvwyibe  anticipated  that  aU  wUl  be  completed  in  about  the 
usual  tinae. 

In  conclusion,  t  may  advert  to  the  condition  of  ouroomraoo 
country.  Blessed  by  Divine  Providence  in  those  forms  of  GO' 
venunent  which  give  force  to  public  opiniofi ;  with  a  population 
more,  eaterprising  as  it  is  more  enlightened  than  any  other  on 
eartli ;  no  other  nation  has  made  such  rapid  strides  in  the  in- 
cf^ase  of  wealth,  in  the  .march  of  mind,  m  the  cultivation  of 
intellect,  in  the  means  of  both  physical  slM  moral  improvement 

♦Our  systems  oi  government,  State  and  National,  rightly  Cidvm* 
istered,  are  stronger  and  more  efficient  as  they  are  less  com^ 
pfek  than  the  systems  of  any  other  civilized  nation  on  earth. 
If  at  any  time  abuses  have  crept  into  the  administration  of  these 
systems,  a  peaceful  remedy  lies  with  the  people;  and  sooner  or 
iatar  will  that  people  discover  and  correct  them. 

At  the  head  of  this  general  Government  during  the  last  seven 
years  has  stood  a  man,  who  has  accomplished  more  for  his 
country  than  any  other  man  living  within  its  limits.

''To  the  Senate  And  House 
'  of  Representatives  J 

I  herewith  transmit  It  Communication,  yesterday  made  to  me  by 
tte  Adjutant  (xeneral  with  orders  and  correspondence  accompanying 
the  same  relative  to  difficulties,  which  has  transpired  at  Indian 
Stream  since  thalast  session  of  the  Legislature.  By  these  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  measures  adopted  by  my  predecessor  in  Office  under 
the  authority  vested  in  him  by  a  law  of  the  State,*  have  so  far  quel- 
led these  difficuUes,as  probably  to  render  it  inexpedient  to  continue  * 
the  Military  Guard,  which  had  beenr'  stationed  there.  Threats  of 
resistance  had  been  continued  to  a  recent  date,  but  their  is  good 
reason  to  believe  that  the  resistance  is  not  encouraged  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  inhabitants  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  Territory,  or 
that  it  will  be  ^countenanced  herafter  by  the  Provincial  Government 
<tf  Lower  Canada.  It  is  known,  that  the  intention  of  the  British 
Go?emment  itself,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  North  boundary  of 
New-Hampshire,  are  of  the  most  pacific  and  friendly  Cjdaracter,  and 
that,  ootil  the  question  of  boundary  shall  be  finally^  closed^  that 
|(o?emment  wilh  discountenance  every  lawless  aggreseioti  within 
the  disputed  Territory;  and  that  it  has  arrfu^ed  with  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  that  jurisdiction  shall  remain  as  it  has  been  until 
a  more  defif|ite  arrangement  shall  be  made.  Within  the  territory 
itself  matters  stUl  remain  in  that  uasettkniState  that  may  makteit  ex- 
P^ient,  that  the  Legislature  should  take  fUrtber  steps  to  asajire  pro-«  • 
tectioD  to  our  Well  disposed  citizens  on  the  .frontier.  ,The  meas- 
ures already  adopted  appear  to  have  been  judicious^  well  timed  lyid 
eflfective. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  in  the  first  in&tanoe  to  liqui- 
date the  expenses,  that  have  been  necessarily  incnrred  by  the  £xoc- 
Qti?e  in  carrying  into  efiect  the  resolution  of  June  last;  and  for 
that  purpose  I  recommend  Ai  appropriation  from  the  Treasury.  As 
this  expctfi^itare  has  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  encroachment 
of  the  subjects  of  a  fbreign  government,  it  will  be  a  legithnate  charge 
oatlie€feaeral.GoveriinMiit,aDd  will  iiiido«6tedly  be  hereafter  re- 
iailmrsed  to  the  State.  ^

I  regret,  that  in  the  case  of  the  State,  vs.  James  &.  Gass,  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
eiecution  a  fainst  both,  for  the  amount  reported  by  the  auditor  aa 
due  the  State,  which  with  the  interest,  amounted  to  $6,668. — 
Great  efforts  have  been  made,  to  prevent  a  6nal '  decision  of  this 
suit.  So  important  was  this  case  to  the  State,  so  numerous  and 
large  were  the  dealings  of  the  parties,  amounting  to  $80,118  00, 
^  that  I  was  advised  to,  and  did  employ  counsel  of  this  State,  to  at- 
tend the  May  term  of  the  Court  '35;  previous  to  which  no  pro- 
gress Imd  been  made,  save  filing  the  pleadings.  At  that  term,  an 
auditor  was  appointed^  who  reported  at  the  following  October  term 
after  which  a  suit  in  Chancery  was  commenced  by  the  bondsman  for 
his  discharge.  His  bill  and  amendment  to  the  same,  were  imme- 
diately answered  and  on«the  I2th  day  of  December  '35  replica- 
tion obtained  ;  from  Which,  six  months  are  allowed  for  taking 
testimony.  As  this  period  will  expire,  during  the  preisent  term  of 
Ihe  Court  it  is  believed  that  a  decision  may  be  had  previous  to 
its  adjournment.

TboiMS,  at- 
tends to  his  clerical  duties  at  the  Prison,  with  a  zeal,  an  intereit 
and  itn  ability  worthy  of  all  praise,  and  by  his  kindness  and  christ- 
ian sympathiis,  has  drawn  to  himself  the  best  feelings  of  the  cod- 
iricts,  and  thus  has  |i6quired  a  great  influence  over  them.  They 
listen  to  theif  religious  instruction  with  marked  attention,  and  maoy 
seem  disponed  to  make  a  proper  improvement.  I  am  happy  to 
state  further,  that  their  conduct  towards  the  officers  of  ihe  iDstita- 
tion  is  reapecful  and  proper,  and  that  they  are  governed  with  as 
little  coercioi^  as  any  body  of  men  6f  the  same  number  in  like  cir- 
cumstances; almost  at  all  times,  yielding  with  apparent  cheerfiilness 
to  the  restraints  imposed  upon  them.

The  committee  to  'whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Governol^iS 
message  as  relates  to  insane  persons  in  this  Stale,  the  memorials  and  ' 
petitions  praying  for  the  establishment  of  an  Insane  Asylum,  and 
the  statistical  returns  from  the  tD\vn3  of  the  number  and  condition  of 
tfae  Insane, — submit  the  following  Report. 

Many  iacts  have  con^  to  the  knowledge  d  this  Commilte  evine- 
ing  the  general  and  profound  interest  at  present  existing  in  regard 
to  this  subject.     The  petitions  before  them  comprise  the  names  of 
orer  200O  individuals  in  nineteen  towns: — public  meetings,  ex- 
Dressing  an  alisoet  unanimous  voice,  have,  been  held  in  many  of  our 
largest  and  roost  important  towns  to  take  the  expressioii  of  piifrEe 
BentimeDt  on  this  topic;  the  voice  of  the  public  press,  representing 
as  it  Joes  the  vieWs  of  every  party  in  politics,  ever^  sect  in  religidn, 
indeed  fbrmiog  in  4ts  extent  almost  tb^  echo  of  individual  opinion,^ 
bas,  with  perhaps  a  solitary  exception,  tmited  in  favor  of  legislative 
aoioQ  in  the  case  of  the  insane.

The  committee  feel  that  neither  the  time  nor  the  o^basion  reqair 
them  to  allude  to  instances  of  the  aggravated  and  almost  incredibi 
BufiTering  of  the  insane  poor,  which  have  oomo  to  their  knowledge 
they  are  convinced  that  this  legislature  require  no  high  wrougt 
pictures  of  the  various  gradations  of  intense  misery  to  which  th 
fmuper  lunatic  is  subjected,  extending  from  his  incarceration  in  th 
cold^  narrow,  sunless,  fireless  cell  of  the  alms-house,  to  the  scarce 
\y  more  humane  disposal  of  hini  by  ^^selling  at  auction" %s  it  iscd 
led,  by  which  he  falls  into  the  tender  mercies  of  the  most.  abje< 
and  worthless  of  society,  who,  akme,  could  h%  excited  by  cupidit 
to  ^uch  a  revoking  charge.  Suffice  it  to  say  on  this  point  that  yoi 
Committee  are  satisfied,  that  the  horrors  of  the  pre^ient  .conditio 
of  the  insane  poor  in  New-Hampshire  are  fiu*  from  having  bee 
exaggerated.  They  have  found  that  -public  officers  and  citizens  < 
tosvns  have  naturally  been  unwilling,  that  the  extent  and  particnlai 
of  what  man/  of  them  doubtless  sincerely  believe  a  necessary,  < 
at  least  an  unavoidable  severity,  should  be  blazoned  forth  toti; 
public;  those  having  the  charge  of  insane  friends  have  been  fouc 
unwilling  even  to  refer  to  Xhe  maladies,  still  less  to  speak  of  tl 
treatment  and  condition  which  they  conscientiously  think  una  voids 
ble  in  th^ir  circumst&nces,  for  they  might  natural^,  nay  roust  ce 
Latnly  expect  to  be  denounced  as-inhuman  barbariana,  by  those  wl 
could  not  judge  by  experience  of  tke  dreadful  necessities  of  a  fan 
\y  having  a  frantic  inmate. 

In  view  of  this  immense  mass  of  unmitigated,  undiluted  miser 
the  question  will  spontaneously  occur  what  catf  be  done  for  its  all 
viation  and  prevention? 
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To  (kii  ifltenrogalioiitbe  Ccmmitem  rejoice  tint  h  it  ift  tbeir  ftow^ 
»r  to  present  an  answer  In  facts  as  decisive  as  they  are  irrefragitble; 
isgratifyiog  as  the  evil  is  dseadOil.  They  will  take  it  as  a  princi- 
}hnmv9re€Aij  wdnduvd  by  «H  who  have  .ezamiii^  ihta  subject,  ex- 
Ofilified  in  the  practice  of«,aU  civilized  nations,  that  the  only  hope 
f  restoring  the  insane  to  soundness  of  mind  exists  in  the  agi^ncy 
if  institutions  in' which  they  can  be  separated  from  the  community, 
od  be.subjected  to  a  course  of  medical  and  jiioral  management  well 
iidcrstood,  very  peculiar  and  wonderfully  successful.  They  regard 
!u8 principle  of  the  hopelessness  of  the  recovery  of  the  insane  un- 
^  the  ordinary  mode  of  treating  other  bodily  diseases,  ae  estab- 
ihed  from  the  first  history  of  the  healing  art,  and  the  opinions  of 
^  best  qualified  to*judge,  will  sustain  them  in  the  assertic^n,  that 
titwithstanding  all  the  advances  and  improvements  of  medical  sc\- 
Dce,  the  success  of  the  physician  under  common  circumstances  in 
sdministering  to  the  mipd  diseased,"  is  no  greater  at  the  present 
sy  than  it  was  in  the  days  of  Hippocrates  or  Galeri.  This  prtn* 
iple  was  too  much  overlooked  in^  practice  till  near  the  etid  of  ihe 
^century,  sines' which  time  every  civilized  nation  of  Europe  in 
s  public  authorities  has  turned  its  attention  towards  proper  rtcep- 
^Isiforthe  insane  and  have  succeded  according  to  the  wealth, 
^aotf  or  genius  of  each  people.  Iii  the  United  States  with  in  the 
1^20  years  th^  subject  has  been  brought  before  the  public  so  £;i)c- 
BKfblly,  that  nearly  one  half  the  States  of  the  confederacy  liave 
^ea  roeastires  to  provide  for  their  necessities  in  this  respect. 

Ilie  facts  as  to  the  duration  of  insanity  in  individuals  ju^  report- 
d}  speak  lolvDies  as  to  its  intractability  under  common  treatment, 
1^  averase  period  proves  to  be  between  thirteen  skid  rf>nrtern 
^^  norm  the  ^on^p^rison  of  the  reports  made  in  1832  ami  1836 
iMsprising  a  period  of  four  year^,  have  there  been  found  mere  thi^u 
very  rare  occasional  instance  of  anrendment.  Is  insanity  a  dis- 
ise  hmiting  itself  in  violence  or  duration?  does  it  arrive  tike  any 
r  the  self-limited  maladies,  like  fevers  or  confumptions,  at  a  crisis, 
orking  out  its  own  cure,  or  terminating  its  own  existence  by  dt- 
I'oying  the  life  of  the  individual?  So  far  from  this  is  it^  that  the 
BiBond  observation  of  almost  every* man  .will  fail  to  recall  ah  in- 
AAce  of  spontaneous  cessation  of  well  marked  lunacy.  So  far 
t>m  this  is  it,  that  the  natural  tendency  is  to  become  more  t^xm- 
crated,  more  disgusting,  more  unmanageable.  We  shall  prcg- 
itly  have  occasion  to  show  how  innroensely  the  probability  o(  re- 
>veiy  diminbhes  every  year  that,  the  malady  continues  unallevia- 
d.  The  insane  too  are  proverbially  long  lived,  their  disea^^  does 
>t  tend  towards  death;  and  this  fact  taken  in  conjunction  ukh  cer- 
in  pecuUar  and  yearly  augmenting  moral  causes  of  insanit}',  must 
^nvince  us  that  theiBTils  are  increasing;  that  the  number  of  vio- 
Ds  will  be  augmented  faster  in  proportion,  than  the  increase  of  our 
^pulation.  '  * 
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There  are  three  points  of  vtevr  ia  which  th« 
lu^iaae  Asyluift  aheiild  be  regarded:-" 

K  As  a  curative  iriBlilutiofi,  restoring  those  intrusted  to  itecharg 
to  the  exercise  of  reason  and  to  their  dmtes  In  society.    ' 

^.  The  influence  of  such  an  institution  in  diminishing  the  amoui 
of  public  sufiering,  both  in  alleviating  the  condition  of  the  insan 
inmates  who  may  be  beyond  the  reach  of  successful  'medicatiot 
and  removing  the  immense  weight  of  anxiety  and  distress  and  dai 
ger  nf  their  connegtions  and  relatives. 

3,  As  a  place  of  custody  for  those  endangering  the  lives  and  safi 
ly  of  the  community  and  their  own  persons. 

The  first  of  these  desiderata  has  been  that  which  has  alwaj 
been  most  prominently  presented  to  the  public  eye.  It  is  t^  r^ 
t^ult  the  most  striking,  brilliant  and  almoet.  magkaL  It  isWari 
that  the  friends  of  these  Asyla  should  point  with  gratificatiofttotii 
iirtBiense  proportion  of  cases  they  have  completely  ciired,  wheotb« 
Jiavo  .hada  fair  opportunity  of  early  tr^atm^nt.  Yet  yo<«ic  oea 
injttee  believe  that  the  view  of  the  immense  diminution  of  miaery  1 
r  [iG  sufferer  which  will  bo  illustrated  in  some  extracts  they  ace  aboi 
to  present,  and  relief  to  Jiis  friends,  are,  if  less  striking,  still  no  1« 
convincing  results. 

The  entire  facts  in  regard  to  these  establishments  in  many  com 
tries  are  within  reach.  We  need  not  however  look  for  any  data  b( 
yond  those  derived  from  institutions  in  our  own  section  of  the  coi 
iederacyj  for  every  fact,  detail  and  circumstance  to  eni^ble  us  i 
judfre  and  act  wisely,  understandingly  and  conscienttously  iu  tl 
premises  ;  facts,  which  are  of  peculiar  value,  as  grounded  on  ei 
dcnce  almost  identical  with  those  existing  among  ourselves. 

It  is  in  some  respects  fortunate  for  us,  however  discreditable 
may  in  other  points  of  view,  be  deemed,  that  we  are  amongst  tl 
la,-t  in  the  northern  states  to  engage  in  this  object  ;  fortunate,  b 
cause  we  now  have  fhe  whole  experiment  commenced,  tried  ai 
t^^sted  ;  offered  to  our  hands  liberally  and  freely  by  those  who  ha^ 
pussed  through  the  whole  routine  of  doubt,  disappointment,  .expeni 
und  risk  in  establishing  wTiat  your  memorialists  pray  for.  Tl 
^vliole  preliminaries,  so  disheartening  and  uncertain,  have  been  sc 
tied  elsewhere.  There  would  seem  to  remain  no  difficulty  in  f( 
lowing  as  far  as  circnmstanccs  correspond,  an  example  secun 
and  verified  at  an  expense  of  time,  labor  and  treasure,  infinite 
greater  than  has  been  suggested  by  the  friends  of  the  most  libei 
and  extended  schemes  proposed  for  this  State.  The  tried  mod< 
before  us  are  capable  of  beir^  fcjlowed  ond  imitated  with  equ 
success  and  as  will  hereafter  be  shown  at  vastly  less  expense, 
«very  proper  item  and  particular,  from  the  griftid  principles  of  me 
ical  and  moral  treatment  down  to  the  most  convenient  form  of 
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> 
•wbiv  kttk  &r  door  UddL  These  ^^rn  tasthuUonSy  being,  as  it 
were,  in  out  very  mid8t|.give  us  fiicilitites  which  they  themselv^es  had 
.  togoto'£urope  to  obtaio,  with  the  additional  advantages  of  their 
own  improvements,  of  an  exactly  similar  character  of  the  derange- 
oeot  to  be  conjbatted,  which  varies  in  different  nations,  and  of  the 
iwaos  ot  treatment  to  he  pursued,  of  an  identity-  in  the  whole  ne- 
ctmry  arringeroents  down  to  the  smallest  roinutioB  and  detail  as 
^  at  such  precise  and  definite  statements  of  the  first  coal  of  estate 
lishiog  and  subsequent  expense  of  supporting,'  a&L  will,  modified  ^ 
whptatioo  to  the  difference  of  our  location^  enanie  us  to  judge  ao- 
eontely. 

With  us  there  need  be  no  venturing  in  the  dark,  no  isngtig- 
iog  in  doubtful  and  untried  project^.  We  have  the  means  of 
noiriog  within  an  indefinitely  snrall  proportion  every  fact  re^ 
tpecting  the  results,  of  an  Insane  Hospital  in  tKis  Sta^te,  with 
needy  as  much  accuracy  and  certainty  as  if  it  hifd  been  years 
io  operation.  The  reports  of  the  various  American  Asyla 
l»4ve  apparently,  with  a  diffusive  benevolence  liot  teo  much  to 
be  commended,  labored  to  afford  other  communities  the  means 
of  knowing  precisely,  definitely,  speciflballv,  whether  or  not  it 
^fould  be  expedient  for  them  to  follow  in  tiie  establishment  of 
sunilar  institutions.  They  give  us  what  we  exactly  need;  not 
pUIosophical  or  ethical  disquisitions  on  insanity,  not  appeals 
^  oof  feelings,  not  diffuse  and  general  statements  of  facts, 
PP^  looee  su^estions  of  what  has  been,  what  is  to  be,  or  what 
1*  deaiable  to  be  accomplished,  but  the  minute  and  detailed  ac- 
^^t  of  their  whole  proceedings,  their  entire  results,  the  whole 
oiUof  their  expenses  down  to  items  the  most  inconsiderable  in 
^•cnwelves,  but  still  important,  as  evincing  a-  degree  of  exacts 
11^,  forming  the  {highest  guaranty,  against  our  comparativ^y 
Wtt|l  and  by  no  means  wealthy  community,  unwittingly  plung- 
uig  into  a  business  of  never  ending,  reckless,  irresponsible'  exr 
poiditure. 

•  The  eminent  gcnflemen  superintending  these  Asyla  in  other 
states,  have  exhibited  a  willingriess  to  communicate  such  infor- 
^|MJ|»n  as  th^ir  increased  experience  is  continually  producing 
*wa ;  a  strong  desire  to  forward  a  cause  for  which  they  and 
^wieputations  are  so  much  identified,  a  disposition  to  spare 
w  pergonal  labor  or  trouble  in  affording  desired  information, 
» their  communication  with  some  of  the  committ^,  which  de- 
*Jje8  this  public  recognition,  as  well  as  gives  assurance  of  their 
hrther  willingness  to  extend  theii^  valuable  assistance,  if  de- 
fined. , 
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The  Committee  are  aware  of  no  method  by  which  90  definite 
and  just  a  view  of  the  subject  of  an  Insane  Asylum  can  be  af- 
forded, as  in  a  brief  analysis  of  the  results  of  4he  several  insti- 
tutions which  have  been  for  some  years  in  operation  in  the 

northern  section  of  the  United  States. 
•  •  • 

Commencing  at  the  most  distant  bf  these,  that  at  Blooming- 
dale,  seven  miles  from  the  city  of  New- York,  they  find  by  pub- 
lic documents  communicated  by  Doctor  Macdonald,  its  super- 
intendent, that  from  a  period  of  its  being  opened  in  1821  to  the 
present  year,  a  single  year  1833  not  being  reported,  compris- 
ing a  period  of  14  years,  the  whole  number  admitted  has  been

discharged,  eloped  and  improper  subjects  448. 

By  the  reports*  of  the  two  last  years  it  appears  that  in  1835,© 
57  recent  cases,  that  is,  where  the  patients  have  been  insane  one 
year  or  less,  41  were  cured;  (out  of  165  old  cases  many  of  whicl 
had  long  been  accumulating  in  the  hospital,  10  only  were  cured.^ 
In  1836,  of  68  recent  cases,  the  number  found  to  be  cured  was  52 
and  only  16  out  of  173  old  cases  cured  and  .discharged  improved. 

By  another  account  made  some  years  sin^ce,  it  appears  that  tb( 
pfoportion  of  recoveries  of  cases  not  exceeding  one  year's  stand 
ing,  ^  70  in  100  of  the  whole  number.  For  the  space  of  8  year 
prior  to  this  return,  the  per  comage  of  all  ca&es  absolutely  and  en 
tirely  cured,  not  including  those  who  were  discharged  in  an  improv 
ed  state  was  more  than  46  in  an  100.  With  regard  to  the  mao 
agement  of  the  insane  at  this  asylum  it  is  remarked: — ''The  pfl 
tients  are  arranged  in  classes  according  to  the  form  which  tb^i 
paificular  maniacal  delusions  have  assumed — and  treated  ^in  the 
manner  which  seems  best  adapted  to  their  morbid  associations  ( 
ideas,  in  restoring  the  power  and  habits  of  self  control,  in  subst 
tuting  agreeable  sensations  and  reflection^  for  those  which  ai 
painful  and  irritating,  in  in(lucing  a  habit  of  employing  their  judgi 
ment,  which  like  every  other  faculty  is  strengthened  by  exercise 
The  means  of  effcting  these  ends  must  be  adapted  to  the  ease  < 
each  patient  and  are  of  course  extremely  various.  Hdrsh  trea 
ment  and  all  needless  restraint  is  avoided.  Chains  are  not  use< 
even  confinement  to  the  cells  is  seldom  resorted  to.  ^  muc 
liberty  as  is  <jonsistent  with  the  safety  of  the  patient?  is  allowed 
many  are  permitted  to  leave  the  liouse  and  to  employ  themselvi 
in  the  garden  or  on  the  farm.  They  are  taken  out  to.  ride  in 
carriage  kept  for  that  purpose;  occupations  of  different  kinds  ai 
afforded  them  and  they  are  permitted  to  partake  of  various  inn 
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'eent  amasemenU;  they  are  allawttdto  dine  together  ia  claeses 
tod  every  thing  that  can  appropriately  contribute  to  their  confort 
id  Darticularly  attended  to  T  the  bible  ia  occasionally  read  to  them 
toa  on  the  Sabbath  a  minbter  qf  the  gospel  is  provided  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  are  susceptible  of  profiting  by  bis  instruc- 
tions, a  library,  &c. 

This  in8tita*.ion  has  been  always  richly  patronised  by  the  Stdle. 

The  Connecticut  retreat  for  the  Insane  was  founded  through  the 
combined  hberality  of  the  Legislature  of  that  State  and  its  citizens, 
iisittiated  at  Hartford  and  was  opened  in  1824.  The  number  of 
patients  has  averaged  about  50,  though  of  late  years  60  to  70  have 
geaeraliy  been  admited  at  once.  The  ontire  number  admitted 
•tabs  its  establishment  has  been  516,  of  which  ^oS  have  been  re- 
cent cases:  of  these  last  ^0  have  recovered,  a  ratio  of  a  little  more ' 
than  90  9*10  per  cent.  Of  263  old  cases,  62  have  recovered,  a 
ratio  of  27  3-10  per  cent,  *    * 

A  better  general  view  of  this  institution  cannot  be  given,  ihan 
ntbe  folio wing>  extracts  from  the  annual  rei{)ort  of  its  medical  visit- 
arS|  a  committee  of  distinguished  medical  practioners  to  whom  the 
daur  of  supervision  of  the  curative  management  is  delegated. 

Ma  respect  to  the  moral  and  intellectual  treatment,  the  first  busi-^ 
iweof  a  physician  on  the  admission  of  a  patient  is  to  gain  his  eii- 
CtfeeonfideQce.  ^Widi  this  view  ho  is  treated  with  the  greatest  kind- 
nesB,  however  violent  his  conduct  may  be,  is  allowed  all  the  lib- 
eitj  his  case  admits  of,  and  is  made  to  understand,  if  he  is  still 
citable  of  reaction,  that  so  far  from  having  arrived  at  a  madhouse, 
^re  he  is  to  be  confined^  heis  come  to  a  pleasant  and  peaceful 
tetideace,  where  all  kindness  and  attention  will  be  shown  him  and 
where  every  means  will  be  employed  for  the  recovery  of  his  health.  - 
lo  case  coercion  and  confinement  become  necessary,  it  is  impres- 
^  apes  his  mind,  that  k  is  not  to  b^done  for  the  purpose  of  punish- 
aeot  but  for  his  own  safety  and  that  of  his  keepers.  In  no  case  is 
dieeption  on  the  patrent  employed  or  tfllowed-*<)n  the  contrary,  the 
'grea^  frankness  as  well  as  kindness,  forms  a  part  of  the  moral 
treatment,  fits  case  is*  explained  to  him  and  he  is  made  to  under- 
Ma&d  as  far  as  possible,  the  reasons  why  the  treatment  to  v*hich  he 
'  js  flobjected  has  became  necessary. 

By  this  course  of  intellectual  management,  it  has  been  found  as  a 
Miter  of  experience  at  our  institution,  that  patients  who  had  al- 
wm  been  raving  when  confined  without  being  told  the  reason,  ai^ 
nvaetory  when  commanded  instead  of  being  intreated^  soon  became 
peaeei^le  aad  4ocile. 

Hus  kind  of  treatment  of  course  does  not  apply  to  idiots  or 
tnm  b^boriog  ander  low  grades  of  mental  imbecility,  but  it  is  inp- 
fKeable  to  e^wy  ofther  claia  of  mental  diseases,  whether  mania<;|)ed 
0r  mtJaoehoKc/ 
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In  th^ir  report  lor  1890,  the  visitors  remark  :-*- 

<The  number  of  recoveries  of  recent  cases  in  this  institutioo  h« 
been  greater  for  the  last  four  years,  than  in  any  other  like  establish 
meo^  in  this  country .  >  '  . 

'No  public  institution  in  £urope,  whose  reports  we  ha^e  seen 
claims  to  have  Cured  over  71  1-^  per  cent  of  recent  cases,  and  the] 
averaged  less  than  40  of  all.  This  institution  reports  a  eure,|c 
over  91  per  cent,  ot  i-ecent  cases  and  an  average  of  51  of  all.' 

<  We  are  perfectly  satisfied  tba<  under  the  present  benevolent  an 
enlightened  policy,  no  institution  in  the  comitry  can  exceed  this  i 
the  comfort  and  contentnoent  of  its  inmates,  or  in  the  prospect  afibr 
ded  for  the  restoration  of  diseased  intellect.  We  do  not  speak  c 
this  invidiously:  we  estimate  highly  all  the  institutions  of  this  chai 
acter  in. this  country  and-  believe  they  aro  not  excelled  by  those  c 
any  other.  We  have  witnessed  in  our  monthly  visits  to  this  institu 
tion,  the  influence  of  kindness, aympathy  and  affliction,  in  sooihioj 
the  ravings  of  the  furieus,  in  encouraging  the  hopes  of  thedespoi 
ding  and  arousing  the  melancholic  from  his  gloomy  musingsx'^ 
have  seen  the  mind  emerging  from  the  cloud  which  enveloped  it  ao< 
by  degrees  assuming  its  empire,  till  at  last  reason  has  been  coafirBi 
ed  and  all  the  hidden  attributes  of  intellect  brought  out  anddisplaye 
in  native  strength  and  lustre.  A  period  of  six  years  has  elapse 
since  the  first  opening  of  this  institution  for  the  reception  of  pa 
tients.  During  this  period  we  have  seen  more  than  lOOindifidual 
who  .were,  laboring  under  the  delusions  of  insanity,  wretched  i 
theonselves,  and  the  occasion  of  immeasurable  affliction  to  thei 
friends,  restored  to  health,  to  usefulness*and  the  proud  prerogative 
of  a  rational  mind.'  'Contemplate,'  they  continue,  'for  a  nK>men 
the  benefits  of  the  rgtreat,  thus  extended  in  its  infancy  seodio 
forth  one  hundred  rational  minds  to  diffuse  comfort  and  happinei 
around  them,  in  exchange  for  thc^  ravings  pf  the  maniac  or  the  dii 
tempered  illusions  of  the  melancholic.  Refict  that  the  restoralc 
of  this  100  sends  joy  and  happiness  into  families  and  communiti< 
and  that  thousands  are  benefited  by  the  cure  of  even  this  small  oui 
ber;  that  parents  are  restored  to  children,  whote  condition  wonld  t 
worsa  than  orphanage;  that^children  have  been  returned'to  pareo 
who  woiild  otherwise  havamourned  as  those  'without  hope.'i 

The  report  further  remarks: — "The  benevolent  roiod  caoD 
contemplate  without  horror,  the  possibility ^ of  a  recurrence  to  tl 
bid  system  of  managen^ent  in  which  the  whip  was  the  incentive 
action  and  the  damp  and  dreary  dungeon  was  the  abode  alike  oft! 
maniac  and  the  convict!"  ' 

^'TKe  law  of  kindness  is  the  most  effectual  control  for  masA 

,  or  moral  alienation.    The  system  of  government  adopted  in  tl 

Institution  is  truly  pacental,    No  violence  is  permitted,  and  no  i

Hm  paCients.  Thtt  ittendaoto  are  required  to  be  mild' and  far- 
beamg,  neither  to  be  barsh  in  language  or  in  manner;  by  thii 
meaas  the  pattei|t  often  becomes  much  attached  to  bis  attend  ant^ 
sod  alnost  without  exception  to  his  physician." 

With  respect  to  the  Mcliean  Asylum  at  Chaflestown,  connec* 
ted  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and  founded  hy  pri- 
nte  subscription  and  the  liberal  donation  of  the  individual  from  , 
vlbm  it  has  received  its  name,  the  Committee  have  no  statistical 
factg  except  those  contaii;ied  in  its  last  report.  Its  number  of  pa- 
tieats  ftom  1821,  the  year  of  its  opening,  to  18S6,  was  1201,  and  it 
Imm  always^  been  deemed  a  very  successful  institution.  In  1835 
from  May  to  December,  of  the  39  recent  cases',  34  were  recover- 
ed; of  the  old  cases  of  more  than  a  years  contimiance,  6  out  of  59 
vere  recovered,  convjaiesceni  and  much  improved.  This  report 
obsenres:— 

''Our  quiet' and  convalescent  patients  are  &lso  taken  with  us  to 
^Qrch,  to  visit  places  of  interest  and  amusement,  are  takeii  into 
wr  famUy,  dine  at  our  table,  and  sit  in  our  parlors;  they  are  niado 
tof^jBJ  as  fair  as  possible,  that  in  coming  here,  they  have  only  found 
I  new  home,  new  friends,  new  brothers  and  sisters  ;  and  that  we  are 
interested  to  pron^pte  their  comfort,  welfare  and  happiness.  In  the 
location  of  patients,  this  object  is  constantly  kept  in  view  and  they 
UB brought  forward  as  fast  as  possible  and  are  deprived  of  privileges 
tnd  returned  ta the  lower  stories,  only  when  they  have  proved  by  ^ 
beir  conduct  that  they  cannot  exercise  proper  self  control.  No 
puniahment  in  any  case  permitted  find  the  only  means  which  can  be 
f^^ed  aa  corrective  are  the  deprivation  of  some  accustomed  priv- 
U^,  ehange  of  location  and  the^  occasional  uto  of  the  shower  Imth 
^  the  noisy  and  (ilthy .  Personal  restraint  is  in  no  case  mnde  use 
>r)  except  with  those  disposed  to  destroy  ctotl||ng  or  other  prcperty, 
tod  with  the  furious  to  prevent  injury  to  themselves  or  others  ;  the 
lombef  is  always  small  who  require  any  personal  restraint,^' 

With  regard  to  the  institutions  enumerated,  your  Committee  have 
iot  referred  to  the  expense  either  pf  their  endowment  or  their  being 
carried  on;  and  for  this  reasoa.  They  have  been  founded  and  are 
tept  in  operation  with  a  view  to  the  classes  of  society  able  ^  pay 
in  equivalent  for  the  advantages  received.     Consequently  the  whole  \j

[iorious  monument  of  the  liberality  and  philanthropy  of  that  Com"  ^    am 

Donweakh,  being  in  ikct  the  only  Asylum  for  Insane  pauperis  m  the  " 
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^  from  iU  guecew,  its  widely  ejUdoded  benefiiii  iU  oooaparatiwly  mii 
erate  expendUurcES^  weU  deserves  to  be  held  up  as  tiBodel'fore« 
ioiitation  whilst  the  uoivorsal  satisfaction  with  which  the  people  haT< 
viewed  its  results  may  well  prevent  any  apprehension  of  regret,  dia 
appointment  or  dissatisfaction  to  the  people  of,  this  State  uiould  it 
legislature  resolve  to  follow  i|s  eiLample. 
To  tiie  dOth  of  last  November  the  number  of  patients  admitte 
'  intathis  Hospital  has  been  385  ;  of  these  oases,  and  from  the  fai 
that  they  comprised  all  who  had  been  aecumulating  in  jails,  &e.,  fc 
years,  they  were  of  the  most  unpromising  description  as  far  as  aotm 
cure  is  regarded,  53  3-4  per  cent,  were  reoovered.  Of  those  whoi 
malady  was  of  less  than  a  years  standing,  80  per  cent,  were  entiro] 
restored.    Of  the  old  cases  27  per.  cent  were  cured. 

In  their  report  made  a  short  time  after  the  institution  wasopesc

reason  and  returned  to  bless  their  families  and  friends  who  uadc 
the  former  coercive  system  of  treatment  would  have  mourned  thei 
loss  'Hvithout  hope;"  yet  the  an^eKorated  condition  of  such  ashav 
not  recovered,  the  trustees  resard  as  a  subject  fo(  equal  congreti 
lation  among  men  and  gratitudk  to  Heaven.  No  one  who  has  o( 
•  ^  actually  seen  from  time  to  tinfe,  the  inmates  of  the  Hospitaf,  cii 
comprehend  the  extmit  of  the  change  which  has  taken  place  in  e^ 
txf  externa]  indication  that  marks  the  physical  and  moral  conditio 
of  a  humad  being.  Many  who  in  their  paroxysms,  used  formerl 
^  to  wound  and  lacerate  their  own  persons  to  a  degree,  that  threatei 
ed  life  itself,  now  habitually  exercise  an  ordinary  degree  of  pn 
dence  in  avoiding  the  common  causes  of  annoyance  or  accident.- 
Not  less  than  100  of  those  brought  to  the  Hospital  seemed  to  r 

Strd  human  beings  as  enemies,  and  their  first  impulse-was  to  assi 
em  with  open  or  disguised  force.     Now  there  are  not  more  thi 
twelve  who  ofier  violence .    Of  forty  persons  who  formerly  divei 
ed  themselves  of  clothing,  even  in  the  most  inclement  seasons  oft] 
\l\  year,  only  eight  do  it,  now.     Through  all  the  galleries  there  is  f 

I tH  less  sDsceptibiiity  to  excitement,  more  quietude,  more  civility  ai 

1^'  kindness  exercised  towards  each  other.     The  wailings  of  the  dc 

^  ponding  and  the  ravings  of  the  frantic  are  dispelled.     The  .intern 

ahange  is  legible  upon  the  (fountenance.     Withrthe  insane  it  is  ei 
phatically  true  that  tl^e  dark  shadowli  of  the  mind  are  visibly  pi 
jected  upon  the  face.    Hence  from  the  alteration  which  has  in  n 
•  nv  instances  occurred  in  the  outer  aspect,  amounting  to  almost 

dhange  in  the  identity,  there  may  be  inferred  a  corresponding  a]i< 
ation  of  (he  condition  Vithin.    The  deep  lines  of  anguish  ha 
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■Mf/ftfifigo  itt  detpsir.  The  wide  circle  and  lie«rt.  ucketHng 
wot/  of  horrare,  exhibited  by  the  iomaies  of  our  iMdtiitioii  when. 
ini  brought  together,  as  though  every  regioa  of  the  ^dark  iiw* 
bmbk"  of  insanity  had  aent «  repreeeotative  of  its  terrorsi  have 
baeofreatly  reduced  in  Extent  and  mitigated  in  quality.  .  If  the  eiv 
tomm  action  of  the  mind/has  fiot  yet  been  reoUfied,  the  dreadfy 
QBotioQt  that  once  aocompaoied  and  aggravated  ita  movecneata  have 
ben  dispelled  and  they  are  now  succeed^  by  milder  and  more  6eaee» 
ftl^ntimeota.  Happily,  the  feeliogs  aad  emotions  may  be  divesW, 
*edof  their  pain  an^  terror  even  a&er  the  intellect  has  iorever  losi 
lU  poirer  of  distinguishing  #he  true  from  the  fidse  in  its  ideas  and . 
ptrccptioDs." 

"The  sy^bm  of  treatment,*'  it  continues,  "from  which  the  fbre- 
piag  resolts  have  been  realized  has  beeA  a  continued  endeavor  to 
Pfttme  or  re-establish  the  bodily  health  of  the  patient,  by  carefu) 
tttestion  to  cleanliness,  exercise,  air  and  a  suitable  diet.  It  baa 
^n  the  law  of  all  those  engaged  in  adminiatefing  the  daily  affairs 
tf  the  iostttutioh  to  exclude  as  lar  as  in  manner  possible  all  causes 
o(  mental  disquietude,'  by  substituting  persuasion  for  force,  by  prao* 
finng  ibrbearaDce,  mildness  and  all  the  nameless  offices  of  human* 
i^  aod  by  imbuing  in  every  practicable  way,  the  miods  of  the  pa- 
*>^with  a  new  set  of  pleasing,  cheerful,  grateful  a^d  benevolent 
tfootions.  In  fixiA  the  whole  scheme  of  moral  treatment  is  embra* 
«^  io  a  single  idea,  humanity — the  law  of  iove-^hat  sympathy 
*iuch  appropriates  another '9  consciousness  of  pain  and  makes  it  a- 
pnwi«l  relief  from  suffering,  whenever  another's  sufferings  are  rie- 
^^.^  Jo  their  last  report  the  same  body  observe  that  Vthe  ex* 
teotof  its  benefits  and  the  nature  of  them  may  best  be  made  known 
^  ippreciated  by  an  exposition  of  a  few  cases  reported  by  the 
*«periDlendent. 

.  No.  L  One  case  reported  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  ereo- 
^  of  the  Hospital  had  been,  when  he  was  brought  to  the  institu* 
^^  yeari  in  prison;  seven  years  he  had  not  felt  the  influence  of 
ve  and  many  nights  he  had  not  laid  down  for  fear  of  freezing.— « 
Be  had  not  been  shaved  idt:  28  years  and  he  had  been  provoked 
^excited  by  the  introduction  of  hundreds  to  see  the  exhibitions 
^bii  raring.  He  is  now  and  has  been  comfortable  in  health,  well 
fl>d,.  keeps  his  bed  and  toom  remarkably  clean,  and  although  very 
'^"tBo  on  certain^subjects,  is  most  of  the  time  pleasant,  companion* 
^and  entirely  harmless  and  docile.  He  shaves  himself  twice  n^ 
we^,  aits  at  table  with  16  othera,  takes  his  meals,  walks  about  ibe 
^age  and  over  the  fields  with  an  attendant  to,  accompany  him  and 
^joys  himself  as  well  as  his  illusions  will  permit.  Ihis  man  com^ 
'^^  homicide. 
No.  2.    Had  been  in  one  prison  14  years;  he  was  naked,  hie 
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hair  and  btud  grofim  IomiumI  hii  ddn  so eiitirel j fiHW  withthc 
dtist  of  charcoal  as  to  ren&r  it  impoiaible  froiahiB  apj>earaiice  lo 
discover  what  nation  he  waa  cf«  He  waa  in  the  bahit  of  acreaoMBg 
flo  load  aa  to  annoy  the  whole  neighborhood  and  waa  considered  i 
moat  dangerous  and  desperate  man.  ^  When  he  came  to  the  hospit* 
al  he  was  provided  with  a  new  suit  of  clothes^  which  the  sheriff  ad- 
vised us  tohavostaken  off  and  preserved  as  he  doubted  not  he  wooU 
Btrip  them  in  tatters  in  ti»o  hours.  He  was  however  induced  V 
preserve  them  with  great  care,  and  has  constantly  for  two  yean 
worn  his  dothesi  sleeps  in  a  good  bed,  sit»  at  a  table  to  lake»hu 
meals  and  is  quite  a  civil,  although  a  very  insane  man. 

He  too  committed  homicide. 

fio,  3.  An  old  man  70  years  of  age  or  more,  had  been  dlaMet 
for  25  years  and  had  bis  chain  taken  off  but  once  in  ti^at  time.  H( 
has  for  many  months  been  very  quiet  and  civil  and  behaves  like  i 
gentleman,  and  although  quite  insane,  keeps  his  rooto  in  good  orde 
and  takes  his  meals  at  table  with  aeventeen  others  with  the  utmoi 
propriety. 

No.  4.  A  female,  had  been  so  long  confined  with  a  short  chain 
as  wholly  to  loose  the  use  of  her  lower  limbs.  Her  hehlth  ha 
been  materially  impaired  by  confinement,  and  she  was  unable  t 
stand  and  had  not  walked  for  years.  In  the  hospital  her  health  ha 
been  restored,  her  limbs  rendered  again  useful,  so  that  she  walk 
without  dificulty,  is  now  in  the  enjoyment  4>f  healfh  and  reason,  an 
able  tQ  labor  sufficiently  to  support  herself.  She  ia  now  with  he 
friends.  ' 

No.  5.  Is  a  mechanic  who  had  been  in  close  confinement  fc 
six  years..  He  committed  homicide:  and,  if  thfs  institution  ha 
not  been  erected,  would  probably  never  have  been  permitted  1 
leave  his  celK .  He  is  now  a  useful  mechanic,  labors  a  great  pot 
tina  of  his  time — often  reads^  his  bible  and  the  public  papers — 
€i:aeedingly  rejoiced  that  this  place  has  been  provided  for  him:  an 
bksses'its  founders  and  conduftors  daily  for  the  benefits  confeirc 
by  it  on  himself  and  other  inmates.  lie  walks  abroad  and  ofli 
attends  church. 

No.  6.  was  confined  17  years  before  he  was  removed  to  the  ho 
pitaL  He  was  very  violent  and  dangerous,  often  in  chains  tiotwitl 
standing  he  was  in  a  strong  prison  room.  He  used  to  scream  ai 
commit  acts  of  violence  that  required  the  most  rigid  restraint .- 
He  is  now  well  dressed,  civiV  and  although  often  excited  is  respec 
Tut  and  pleasant-^is  ifi  the  habit  of  assisting  the  females  in  washii 
th€  floors,  drawing  watery  preparing  food,  and  similar  domestic  oC 
ceg,  and  is  about  the  premises  without  restraint. 

He  coiimitted  homicide. 

No.  7.    Had  been  confined  n  violent  maniac.    .Had  been  cag< 
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Uid  chained  for  jreara.  It  wa^  concluded  to  set  htm  free  and  sett 
bow  he  would  conduct.  lie  fell  foul  of  his  brother  and  killed  him 
irith  a  bludgeon,  and  pursuing  his  sister,  would  f>robably  have  done 
the  same  to  her  had  he  not  been  arrested  in  season  to  prevent  it.^— 
IVheo  caged  he  was  naked  and  filthy;  bnt  now  dresses  ncctl)'j  is 
cleanly  and  civil;  mingles  freely  with  16  other  persons  and  though 
]uite  insane,  is  to  us  perfectly  harmless. 

No.  10.  Had  been  insane  8  years;  almost  the  whole  ofthiir/ 
ime  in  jair and  in  a  cage.  He  cut  the  throat  of  an  infant  while 
Jeeping  in  a  cradle,  instantly  killing  it;  and  made  an  attack  with 
m  axe  upon  an  aged  man  at  the  same  time.  It  is  stated  that  he 
i^as  in  a  most  wretched  condition  before  he  came  here.  He  if!  now 
Dsaae  but  pleasant;  keeps  bis  bed  and  room  in  good  order,  takes 
U8  meals  regularly  at  the  table,  spends  much  time  in  reading  and' 
OQversing  with  the  inmates  and  labors  some. 

1^0.  12.  A  patient  6  years  confined  for  homicidie  in  close  jaif, 
a4  probably  would  have  been  confined  for  life.  Afler  six  months 
lere  he  eomroenced  labor  and  has  not  only  continued  it  daily  but 
akes  excellent  care  of  every  thing  connected  with  the  fmrniing  nnd 
;ardeDing  establishments.  He  is  (jleasant,  very  mild  in  his  fed* 
QgSy  and  ready  to  perform  every  thing  that  is  required  of  iiim. — 
le  is  trust worthy«and  can  periprm  labor  without  superintend  an ce. 
Ve  have  fcequently  noticen  the  novel  spectacle  of  two  men  plough- 
3g  in  the  field  alone,  boih  insane,  both  having  committed  komicidiiy  ' 
ndboth  having  been  confined  in  jail  for  a  very  long  time. 

MMaoy  pther  similar  cases  might  be  named.  They  weris  all  con-* 
idered  incurable,  but  are  now  comfortable,  pay  great  attention  to 
^its  of  cleaQline^s  an^  ordelr.  We  have  renaarked  tttat  wh«n  one 
(  tkeae  naen  has  been  plaped  in  solitary  confinement  and  f^u^cred 
>  remain  a  few  days  without  inspection,  the  disposition  to  tear 
loAing,  to  go  tiaked  and  filthy,  tetnms.  We  have  many  that 
avefor  years  been  naked,  exceeduigly  filthy  and  violent,  that  are 
(>w  well  clad,  decent  and  civil.  .  We  have  probably  fifty  who  h^v^ 
^a  so;  at  present  scarcely  half  a  dozen  remaining  in  these  hnb- 
>•"  This  establishment  was  founded  at  the  expense  of  the  Stale  ^ 
I  what  cost  the  committee  had  no  means  of  ascertainhig.  By  tb& 
'reasurer's  report  it  would  appear  that  its  entire  expenditures  for 
335  were  risine  $15,000.  Of  this  about  $lS,000wa8  paid  by 
wnsand  individuals  for  the  support  of  patients,  leaving  the  amount 
'  about  $4,000  to  meet  the  expense  of  such  paupers  a»  in  this 
tate  would  fall  under  the  appellation  of  county  paupers.  The  av^ 
'age  number  of  patients  is  115  to  130:  .'<^so  the  actual  cost  for 
K^  is  estimated  at  $2,50  per  week."  ^'Should  the  Legislature/^ 
ntiniie»  this  report,  ^Hhink  it  Expedient  to  erect  a  hospital  for  that 
ass  of  patients  deemed  incurable,  yet  unsafe  to  go  at  large,  as  no 
an  sjqpeose  wooM  be  requisite'tor  Saperinteimnti  Steward  aB4 
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Afltistant  I^hyaiciaD)  the/e  can  b^  little  doubt  that  the  o€Cttpaatl( 
8uch  a  building  might  be  siipported  for  about  $1,50  p/er  week.''

Enough  has  been  said  it  is  believed  fully  to  illustrate  tl 

advantages  which  are  to  be  expected  from  this  kind  of  institution 

Tire  only  point' which  remains  to  be  considered  is,  whether  sui 

•  an  establi^ment  can  be  founded  at  an  expenditure   commeosura 

with  its  advantages  to  the  public,  consistent  wiih  the  economic 

habits  of  our  people,  and  which  will  afford  a  grateful  instead  o( 

^  mortifying  subject  for  their  future  reflections.. 

From  the  number  of  insane  in  the  towns  reported,  321,  your'cct 
mittee  feel  safe  in  estimating  the  whole  number  in  the  State, 
about J3^0:  of  these  about  130  to  30  can  be  judged  fit  subjei 
for  the  aid  of  a  public  institution,  making  a  number  about  eqi 
to  that ,  accommodated'  at  Worcester .  By  these  returns  your  co 
Diitteeare  satisfied  that  the  presant  actual  average  cost  of  n 
porting  the  insane  poor  of  this  State  is  very  near  the  sum  estimai 
'  DV  the  late  Govenor  Dinsmoor,  viz.  about  $78  each  per  annji 
We  have  seen  that  at  Worcester  the  expenses  of  one  class  of  j 
tients  i^  $2,50  per  week  ;  of  another  $  1 ,50  if  these  classes  v( 
equal  in  numbers  as  they  nearly  are  at  that  Hospital,' the  avem 
cost  ttn^  remains  at  $2,00  per  week.  Let  any  person  make  i 
brieiest  comparison  of  the  leading  items  o!  e^ense,  such  as  Saltu 
^R'ages,  provisions,  tuei  &c.  in  ihe  iargb  iiuu  popuioua  towo 
WorceiAer,  with  what  it  would  be  in  the  intei-ior  of  MeW'Hai 
iriitre,  and  not  a  doubt  can  remain  that  the  same  number  couU 
equally  well  sustained  here  at  $1,50  per  week,  a  cost  in  fact  be! 
their  present  actual  expense  tc  04ir  communities.  If  in  a^t^ 
te  this  the  very  important  fact  be  regarded,  that  each  one  of  th 
insane,  who  is  soaituated  as  to  have  others  depending  upon  bin 
aapport,  is  of  neoasstty  compelled  to  transfer  the  burden,  over

le  asylums,  and  when  arrangements  for  such  labor  will  lie  con- 
ered  as  indispensible,  as  the  strong  rooms  and  strait  wai:st  coats 
the  refractory  have  been  in  times  past.    This  is  not  mere  ex-  ' 

Ration.  In  the  institution  over  which  I  have  the  honor  to  pre- 
e,  we  have  within  the  If^st  8  months,  illustrated  in  our  cxperl- 
ie,  not  oaly  the  practicability,  but  the  great  utility  of  labor. — 
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Our  &rniing,  eardeoing  and  the  sawing,  spitting  and  piling  all  <mm 

wobd,  besides^ mechanical  labor,  have  been  done  by  the  patients 

with  the'  assistance  of  the  attendants^  4nd  our  only  difficulty  hat 

been  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  enough  for  them  to  do.*- 

The-  females  have  also  been  engaged  in  domestic  labors  and  ii 

sewing    knitting,  &c.  &c.,  and  all  thi^  without  coercion,  but  V 

calling  into  exercise  the  feelings  necessary  to  excite  them  to  vol 

untary.labor.     Useful  labor  is  always ihe  best  employment.    Ba 

there  are  some  who  will  not  be  thus  engegad;  these  must  be  ocea 

pied,  and  those  that  do  not  work  should  always  have  relaxatioo 

and  besides  the  various  amusements  and  diversions  which  can  b 

enjoyed  within  doors  and  in  the  yards,  they  should  be  taken  t 

ride  and  walk  into  the  country,  sent  out  on  fishing  cxcursioDi 

*  skating,  &c.     The  occupations  should  be  as  constant  and  as  vari 

ed  as  posible,   and  the  time  will  come,  when  to  allow  a  man  t 

indulge  his  reveries  in  idleness,  until  he  has  junk  into  a  state  of  coi 

firmed  insanity,  will  be  considered,  as  it  deserves  to  be,  a  gross  nef 

lect  of  duty.     **The  order  of  the  day,"  he  concludes,  ''is  onwari 

Our  old, institutions  must  and  will  provide  the  means  for  facilitatim 

the  efnployment  of  their  patients,  atld  if  with  all  the  light  aiid  knov 

edge  whicf\  can  now  be  obtained,  our  Legislatures,  and  the  otbi 

bodies  of  men  engaging  in  establisHing  new  institutions,  neglect 

provide  these  facilities  for  restoring  the  insatie,  they  will  inflict 

sore  evH  upon  humanity,"  Sic. 

Dr.  Woodward,  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  Worcester,  on  tl 
subject  remarks: — **The  produce  which  we  raised  the  last  year'w 
estimated  to  be  worth  at  least  $B00,  and  might  if  .we  had  jOO  acr 
of  Connecticut  river  land^  easily  be  made  lour  times  that  arooui 
I  do  most  anxiously  wish  that  one  institution  may  be  established 
this  country,  in  which  the  bienefits  6f  labor,  *  both  as  n  restorati 
and  in  a  pecuniary  poilit  of  view,  may  be  fairly  tried."  He  ag! 
remarks: — ''The  institution,  as  well  as^the  inmates,  will  be  benei 
ed  by  labor.  I  think  that  ten  per  cent,  of  the*  annual  exper 
can  be  saved  in  this  way."  In  another  communication  he  says: 
''We  (Dr,  Lee  and  himself)  believe  in  the  efficacy  and  practical 
ity  of  this  plan.  We  hazard  our  reputation  upon  its  success,  if  < 
means  can  be  placed  in  our  hand^.""  "Give  us  the  meant  for  i 
employment  of  the  insane  on  lands  ancf  in  shops,  and  I  think 
will  exhibijL  results  which  will  gratify  the  public." 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  WorcesteV  establishment  says:— 
*^On  the  subject  of  labor  all  our  experience  confirms  the  view  I 
tnerly  expressed  of  its  utility,  both  to  the  patients  and  to  the  insti 
tion.  We  have  at  present  a  dozen  incurable  patients,  who  co 
labour  daily  in  the  field,  and  as  many  more  that  might  be  employ 
a  part  of  the  time  pleasantly  and  profitable.*  An  institution  of 
r.hcracW  of  this  will  always  have  a  number  of  working  men  n 
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Mritbey  aiH»>ftkra3r8;  ditpMedtb  klMfr  wbeki  periiilied.  Shut  up 
iotbe  kallS)  they  are  oftea  tiohappy^  diacootelited  and  troublesome; 
anfieredio go  into  the  field  and  gardea^  and  joiDin  the  labors  of  the 
season^  they  will  be  cheerful,  pleasant  and  h^allhforl;  Paiieats  du- 
ly appreciate  the  confidence  thus  reposed  in  then),  and  bring  itito 
requisition  aU  their  powers  of  self  control  to  show  that  contidence 
has  not  been  misplaced.  Appetite  and  sleep  are  promoted  by  labor 
the  physicial  powers  become  renovated,  and  the  prospect  of  cure  is 
greatly  increased.  I  am  confident,''  he  continues,  "wiih  suitable 
moral  management,  labor  is  the  best  metqis  of  restoring  chronic  ca- 
ses to  health  and  mental  soundness." 

'^Convalescents  lire  also  particularly  benefited  by  labor.  When 
the  excitement  of  disease  wears  away  and  the  mind  becumes  capa- 
ble of  rational  reflection,  the  subject  of  employment  is  first  advert- 
ed to;  the  animal  powers  feel  the  need  and  demand  active  esertion. 
'6i?e  me  something  to  do'  isHhe  universal  request  of  this  cla^s  of 
patients." 

"I  am  aware"  observes  Dr.  Woodward,  "that  the  other  kinri  of 
exercise  hfive  been  recomhiended  by  those  whose  opinions  are  en- 
lied  to  the  greatest  weight  on  this  subject.  Whatever  may  beihc 
casein  other  countries,  and  in  other  institutions  in  this  country,  I 
un  confident  that  for  the  inmates  of  this  hospital,  coming  as  they  do 
ilaiost  exclusively  from  the  laboring  classes  of  society,  agricultural 
wd  mechanical  employments  are  most  congenial  to  their  feelings 
iU)4  most  advantngeous  in  promoting  recovery.  We  have  not  the 
nrilitarv  taste  of  the  Prussians  and  the  Germans,  nor  a  relish  for 
the  light  amusements  of  the 'French  and  Italians.  We  are  emphat- 
rcal/y  a  working  people  and  are  not  in  our  clement  without  labor. 

Taking  it  for  granted  that  an  Asylum  could  be  carried  on  wlth- 
>ut  expense  to  the  State  as  it  appearA  to  be  at  Worcester,  the 
^ooMnittee  feel  that  in  regard  to  the  first  cost  of  endowoK'nl ,  they 
cannot  do  better  than  to  refer  to  the  details  and  estimates,  referred 
otkis  House  in  1834,  as  containing  the  requirements  and  exp^o- 
litures  estimated  in  a  manner  accurate,  liberal,  and  within  the  tim- 
ts  of  truth y  which  they  have  annexed  to  this  report.  By  this  it 
appears  that  the  entire  expense  of  buildings,  furniture,  &c,  would 
le  about  $^1,000;  which  with  $4,000  needed  for  suitable  Lmdis  and 
mprovements,  would  make  the  total  of  $^5^000  necessary  for  the 
!Otite  object. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  would  remark,  that  they  have  not 
I  doubt,  that  if  the  entire  facts  ^relative  to  the  condition  of  the  in- 
ane poor  of  this  State  were  presented  to  the  people  of  W  ew- 
iampshire,  there  would  be  but  one  opinion  in  relation  to  the  ms- 
om,  the  expediency,  and  the  economy  of  establishing  an  asylum 
>r  the  insane.     Trusting  that  the  enlightened  attention  of  our  cit- 
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izens  tmy  beao^  dire(^ted to tbui  Mbjeiel imi to  jnfllii^'flpeedj actkni 
of  their  }e|^]Alatur9  m  the  prenoises,  they  beg  leave  to  report  i^kV 
lowing  rosolutioD,  recommending  iti  oonsideratioQ  to  be  deferred  to 
tbe  fall  session  of  this  body:—

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Attract  from  a  report  made  by  Charles  H.  Peaalee  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  June  session^  1834,  for  the  Com-, 
mittee  on  so  much  of  the  Chvemor^s  Message  as  related  to 
the  insane. 

In  regard  to  the  expense,  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that 
apart  from  the  claims  of  sufferiog  humanity,  the  endowment  of  a 
Hospital  would  in  the  end  prove  by  far  the  most  economical 
method  of  supporting  the  insane  in  this  State.  The  whole  cost 
of  erecting,  furnishing  end  fujly  preparing  a  itospital,  suttaUle  fur 
the  reception  of  120  patients,  on  the  plan  of  the  Worcester  Ajsy- 
jum,  the  best  constructed  of  any  within  our  knowledge ,  would  not 
io  our  oninion  exceed  jj525,000. 

The  Hospital  at  Worcester,  Mass.   consists  of  a  centre  build- 
ing and  two  wings.     The  centre  building  is  76   feet  in  length,  40 
feel  in  width,  and  four  stories  in  height.     The  wings  are  each  90 
feet  long  in  front,  and  100  in  the  rear,  36  feet  wide,  nod  3  stories 
liigh.    They  are  in  the  same  limy  extending  to  the  right    and  lefl 
from  the  opposite  ends  of  the   centre  building.     The  front  of  ihe 
centre  building  projects  22  feet  forward  of  the  front  of  the  wings- -^ 
The  wings,  being  36  feet  wide,  half  their  width,  or  IS"  feet,  joins  up- 
on the  centre  building;  the  other  half  falls  in  its  rear.     This  tir- 
rangement  connects  the  centre  with  the  wings,  so  far  as  to  al^w  a 
free  communication  between  them  by  moans  ot  stairways  and  ihor- 
oogh-fares,  and  at  the  same  time,  so  far  disconnects  them,  that  the 
inside  ends  of  the  long  halls  in  the  wings,  (hereafter  mentioned)  fall* 
ing  in  the  rear  of  the  cei^tre,  open  into  the  external  air  and  tbiH  as 
it  regards  ventilation,  the  advantages  of  separate  buildings   arc  se- 
cured to  the  wings. 

The  cellar  extends  under  the  whole  edifice.  An  excavation  to  the 
depth  of  three  or  four  feet  was  ^necessary  in  order  to  lay  the  fonod- 
ation;  by  excavating  a  little  deeper  than  was  indispensible  for  that 
parpose,  a  great  amouat  of  room  is  obtained,  and^nany  obvious  ad- 
▼antages  are  secured. 

IRie  bBieMnt:  Wfiy  of  t^^  eeoCire  buiMilg  tt  dbrigaed  ht  store 
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rooms,  4  kitchen,  laundry,  &c.**  I'he, front  part  of  the  second  story  " 

cootains  four  rooms  of  convenient  size,  which  with  the  chambers 
immediately  over  them  and  the  small  sleeping  apartments  into  uhich 
the  fourth  story  is  divided,  are  intended  for  the  Superintendent  and 
hifl  family,  a  steward,  and  the  domestics  and  laborers  neccissarily 
employed  in  and  about  so  extensive  an  establishment.  As  this  por- 
tion of  the  Hospital  is  to  oe  used  in  the  same  way  as  an  ordinary 
dwelling  house,  it  is  according  to  the  plan  to  be  finished  in  a  simi- 
lar manner.  The  rear  of  the  1st,  2nd  and  3d  stories  of  the  centre 
building  is  designed  for  the  dining  and  day  rooms  of  the  insane . 

The  wings  are,  in  each  story,  divided  in  the  centre  By  a  Imig 
hail  or  aisle,  12  feet  in  width,  and  extending  from  end  to  end.  In 
consequenQe  of  the  wings'  falling  half  their  width,  as  before  men- 
tioned, in  the  rear  of  the  centre  building,  these  h^aQs  communicate, 
at  both  ends^  with  the  external  air  and  thus  the  naeans  of  a  most 
thorough  ventilation  are  secured.  Whoever  has  visited  any  public 
establishment,  where  the  entire  ^nd  of  a  wing  is  met  and  closed  in 
by  the  side  of  the  main  building,  cannot  h^v^  failed  to  perceive 
the  noisomeneas  of  the  atmosphere  at  that  place,  compared  with  it 
at  the  outer  end,  where  free  admission  has  been  given  to  the  pure  . 
air.  On  each  side  of  these  halls  are  situated  tKe  apartments  de- 
signed  for  the  insane.  They  are  8  feet  by  10,  and  are  all  provided 
with  a  pernnadent  seat  secured  in  the  wall  Each  apartment  has  a^ 
large  window  yrith  an  upper  sash  of  cast  iron  and  a  lower  sash  of 
wood  both  of  which  are  glazed.     Immediately  without  the  wooden  -      ,mm 

sash  is  a  false  sash  of  cast  iron,  corresponding  \yith  tb%  wooden  one  ]  |v| 

in  appearance  and  dimensions.  This  is  set  nrmly  into  the  sides  of 
the  window  frame,  a  narrow  space  being  left  at  the  bottom  for  wa- 
ter to  pass  off  and  save  the' frame  from  decay.  When  the  wonden 
sash  is  raised,  the  false  iron  one  presents  a  barrier  against  eecHpe 
or  injury  from  leaping  out  through  the  window.  It  is  said,  that  a 
roan  however  Jwimtsly  mad,  or  impatient  of  confinement  he  miiy  be, 
wit!  rarely  attempt  to  break  through  a  window  arttil  he  has  first  tri- 
ed unsuccesaftilly  to  raise  it.  It  it  be  so,  this  simple  contrivance 
will  afford  effectual  security  both  to  property  and  person,  without 
iniieting  apon  the  patient  any  injurious  restraint.  £ach  of  these 
apartments  is  provided  withiwo  air  flues,  one  for  heated,  the  otSier 
for  cold  air.  It  is  intended  to  warm  the  wiq^s  by  fbrnaces  placed  ^ 
in  the  cellar.  The  hot  air  is  to  be  conducted  from  the  furnaces 
through  flues  in  the  hall's  Walls,-  and  to  be  ^discharged  throutrh  ap- 
erturea  iaio  the  halU.  By  theses  mean»,  the  air  in  the  balls  may  be 
raiaed|thr6ughout  to  any  desirable  temperatiKe.  Over  the  door  of 
Mch  apaitment,  there  is  a  Bmall  aperture,  through  .which  the  heat- 
od  air  ia  the  halls  wiH  pass  into  the  rooms  and  thence  wiU  be  carri- 
Im1  off  into  the  attic  by  inean^  of  the  hot  air  flue  of  tharoom.  The 
ipertare  of  this  flue  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  room,  and  i^  to  be  kept 
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open  odI/  in  the  witiitr.  The  aperture  of  the  ^herflae  13  «tt!ie 
top  of  the  room^  and  is  to  be  kept  open  in  the  summer,  60  that^  a^ 
the  eir  b  made  light  by  heat,  it  will  rise  and '  pa83  off  through  this 
channel,  and  the  cool  air  from  without  will  rush  in  to  supply  iU 
phce.  All  these  flues  open  into  the  attic,  [which  is  ventilated  b) 
sk/'lights  in  the  roof,  and  large  faa  windows  at  the  end^.  Al 
the  end  of  the  wings,  where  they  join  on  and  aro  connected  witl 
the  rear  part  of  the  centre  hnildings,  the  balls  open  into  the  dinio^ 
and  day  ro6ms,  before  mentioned,  in  the  centre  building.  These 
rooms  are  fitted  up  with  the  same  means  of  strength  and  security 
as  are  provided  for  the  apartments  in  the  wings,  and,  being  di 
recly  connected  with  the  hall,  are  to  be  warmed  from  thert.  The 
dining  rooms,  occupying  the  rear  of  the  1st,  2d,  and  3d,  stores  0 
tiie  centre  tniilding,  are  of  course  situated  immediately  over  a  por 
lion  of  the  kitchen.  Adjoining  these  rooms  a  perpendicular  spac( 
Is  lefl  open  from  the  kitchen  to  the  third  story,  through  which,  bj 
means  of  an  apparatus  similar  to  a  windlass,  and  called  a  duml 
waiter,  the  food  can  be  raised  from  the  kitchen  and  distributed  U 
one  hundred  and  twenty  persons  in  six  different  divisions  witb 
out  inconvenience.      ' 

Each  story  in  the  wings  is  provided  with  a  bathing  room,  wash 
ing  room,  &c.  The  large  windows  at  each  end  of  the  hall,  ar( 
protected  by  an  open  frame  work  of  iron.  Each  hall  has  a  sepa 
rate  stair- way,  loading  into  an  outer  yard^  so  that  each  story  in  eaci 
wing  is  as  entirely  disconnected  from  all  the  pthcrs^,  as  if  it  were  i 
separate  building.  This  allows  that  separation  and  classificalioi 
of  the  patients,  on  which  all  treatises  upon  the  means  of  restoriD^ 
the  insane  so  strenuously  insist. 

The  roof  of  the  Hospital  is  covered  with  ^ate.  Besides  the  se 
curity ,  which  this  material  turnishes  against  fire;  any  other  covei 
ing,  it  was  believed,  would  cfeem  incongruous  with  the  public  chai 
actor  of  the  building,  iis  aolidity,  and  except  durability. 

To  prevent  unheaitbful  moisture  from  being  deposited  upon  tik 
inside  walls  of  the  edifice^  an  interstice  or  open  space  is  left  k 
tween  the  external  and  internal  courses  of  brick — the  course 
being  strongly  fastened  together  by  tiles— *8o  that  a  free  drflili 
tion  o{  air  through  lAi  the  exterior  walls,  from  the  underpinning  t 
the  attio,  will  eflTectuftUy  obvi^to  that  aimost  universal  inconvenieoc 
of  brick  habita^ons.

Your  Committee    aided  by  persons  acquainted  with  byitding^

Rtsolvedy  That  a  joint  select  committee,  consisting  of  one 
member  of  the  Senate  and  two  members  of  the  House  of  Rep-* 
resentatiires,  be  appomted  to  procure,  for  the  use  of  each  mem- 
ber of  both  branches  of  the  Lfegiskture  durii^  the  present  ses- 
sion, a  daily  morning  paper  which  shall  contain  a  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  both  branches  for  the  preceding  day — provided 
the  same  can  be  procure  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  cents 
for  each  paper. 

Ordered^  That  Mr.  Hunt  be  the  member  of  said  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  notify  the  House  of  Representatives 
accordingly.     •  • 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  by  their  Cleric: 

"Mr.  Presideat-^I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Honorable  Sen- 
ate, that  the  House  of  Representatives  have  passed  a  resolution 
appointing  Messrs.  Barton,  Oarfield*  and  Bradford,  with  such  as 
the  Senate  may  join,  a  committee  to  wait  on  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  an4  inform  hina  that  quorums  of  both  branches  of  the 
Legislature  have  iusembled  and  are  ready  to  proceed  to  the  bu- 
siness of  the  session;  in  which  they  a^k  the  ccmcurrence  of  the 
Senate." 

Resolved  J  That  the  Senate  concur  in  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  agreeably  to  said  resolution. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Pa»ons  be  joined  to  said  committee  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  notify  the  House  of  Representatives 
accordingly. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  by  their  Clerk: 

"Mr.  President — I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Honorable  Sen- 
ate that  the  House  of  Representatives  refuse  to  concur  in  the 
passage  of  the  resolution  appointing  a  joint  select  committee  to 
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frociire  a  daily  moning  paper  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  both 
louses." 

Mr.  Parsons,  from  the  joint  select  committee  appointed  to  wait 
on  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  quorums 
of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  had  assembled  and  were  rea- 
dy to  proceed  to  the  business  of  the  session,  reported  that  they 
kid  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them. 

The  following  message  in  writing  was  received  from  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Metcalf,  Secretary  of  State: 

FeUaw  Citizens  of  the  SenaU^ 

and  House  of  Rtpresentaiives — 
Although  the  year  which  is  approaching  its  close  has  been 
characterized  as  a  season  severe  almost  beyond  precedent,  in 
some  counties  of  our  State  the  frost  having  appeared  during  every 
month,  still  we  have  cause  for  gratitude  to  Abnighty  Grod  that 
^^our  lot  has  been  cast  in  pleasant  places."    A  portion  of  the 
usual  crops  of  the  husbandman  has  been  cut  dowa  f  yet  the  con- 
dition ot  most  of  our  population  is  far  better  than  that  of  the 
inhabitants  of  other  portions  of  country  apparently  more  favored 
as  to  climate  and  seasons.     There  is  an  air  of  comfort  surround- 
ing the  habitations  of  New  Endanders  arising  from  the  appear- 
ance of  our  compact  dweUings  ror  man  and  beast,  from  the  con- 
sideration of  busy  enterprise  and  industry  in  every  department  of 
life,  and,  more  than  all,  from  those  social  and  kindly  relations 
which  are  evinfeed  in  every  neighborhood,  that  is  scarcely  to  be 
found  in  any  other  inhabited  region  of  the  globe.     In  this  portion 
of  the  countr}r  the  failure  of  a  crop  necessarily  involves  us  in  no 
danger  of  famine :  it  does  not  even  affect  us  injuriously  to  as  sreat 
a  degree  as  does  a  similar  failure  in  the  southern  portion  of  our 
country ;  for  instead  of  producing  in  the  more  favored  seasons 
our  own  bread-stuffs  from  our  soil,  much  of  them  is  brought  to 
U3  and  paid  for  in  the  product  of  our  manufacturing  industry,  or 
taken  from  the  sea  in  the  toils  of  our  hardy  sailors.     The  demanci^ 
for  our  artificial  productions,  to  be  used  in  the  commerce  wklh 
other  parts  of  our  own  country  and  with  the  world,  has  become 
so  extensive,  that  the  natural  productions  of  the  soil,  for  tbe^use 
of  those  engaged  in  other  avocations  than  those  of  agriculture, 
command  prices  that  richly  repay  the  farmer  for  increased  efibn? 
to  raise  the  greatest  crops  and  rear  the  best  and  great^si^  number 
of  gnJp*"^*  useful  in  the  consumption  of  the  country.     Thfise  in- 
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ducements  in  many  neighborhoods  are  causing  more  than  ^^  two 
spears  of  grass  and  two  blades  of  com  to  grow  where  but  one 
grew  befcMre.''  The  disposition  for  emigration  to  those  new  re- 
gions of  the  country  that  are  more  fertUe  and  seem  to  be  more 
inviting — the  disposition  to  make  investments  in  southern  and 
western  lands  in  the  prospect  that  they  will  be  speedily  doubled 
and  trebled  in  value — which  now  pervades  many  of  the  towns  of 
this  State,  may  have  its  temporary  effect  m  retarding  our  growth 
and  prosperity.  Like  every  other  unnatural  and  forced  state  of 
things,  it  must  soon  come  to  an  end  :  many  of  the  ^'  good  livers" 
here  who  are  emigrating  m  the  prospect  of  living  better  ebe- 
where,  will  regret  that  they  leave  us ;  and  it  may  not  be  out  of 
the  prdinary  course  of  events  if  in  a  few  years  we  shall  see  as 
many  sons  of  New  England  returning  to,  as  going  from  us,  in  the 
prospect  of  betterkig*  their  condition. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Legislature,  that  the  judicious  meas- 
ures adopted  by  my  predecessor  in  office  under  the  declaratory 
resolution  of  a  former  Legislature,  asserting  jurisdiction  over,  and 
directing  continued  possession  of,  diat  territory  in  the  county  of 
Coos  called  Indian  Stream,  have  restored  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
administration  of  the  laws  in  that  extreme  border  of  the  State. 
Under  the  resolution  of  your  last  session,  John  P.  Hale,  Ralph 
Metcalf,  and  Joseph  Low,  Esquires,  were  appointed  Commis- 
sioners to  repair  to  Indian  Stream  and  collect  testimony  to  ex* 
plaui  and  rebut  certain  charges  made  on  an  exparte  examinatioi» 
which  had  been  preferred  to  the  Executive  of  the  United  States^ 
by  Lord  Gosfbrd,  (iovempr  of  the  British  Province  of  Canad^» 
i^ainst  the  authorities  and  citizens  of  this  State.  The  Commis- 
sioners have  proceeded  to  di^harge  their  duty ;  and  their  report^ 
with  the  ample  and  satisfactory  evidence  which  tb^  have  been 
able  to  obtain,  will  be  laid  before  you  and  likewise  forwarded  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States.  Of  this  rq>ort  and 
testimony  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say,  that  if  they  do  not  entirely 
exonerate  every  individual  acting  under  the  authority  of  New 
Hampfljiire  in  any  supposed  aggression  upon  the  rights  of  His 
Brittanic  Majesty's  suojects  of  Lower  Canada,  they  make  certain 
to  denKMdstration  the  true  point  and  line  of  boundary  between  this 
State  and  the  Britbh  province  of  Canada. 

By  the  treaty  of  1783,  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  the  northern  line,  forming  a  part  of  tlie  northeastern  angle 
of  the  United  States,  is  thus  described : — ^^  From  the  northwest 
^^m%\e  of  Nova  Scotia,  viz.  that  angle  which  is  formed  by  a  liae 
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^^drawn  due  north  from  the  source  of  tbe  St.  Croix  river  to  the 
^^  highlands  ;  along  the  highland$  v^h  divide  those  rivers  that 
^^  empty  themsehes  into  the  ri»er  St.  Lai^rence  from  those  which 
fall  into  the  Atlantic  Oeeanj  to  the  northicestemmost  head  of 
Connecticut  river."  If  it  be  doubtful  where  is  the  exact  point 
in  the  highlands  which  forms  the  northwest  angle  of  Nova  Scotia, 
leaving  it  uncertain  where  is  the  true  boundary  between  the  State 
of  Mame  and  His  Brittanic  Majesty's  provinces  of  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Lower  Canada,  there  can  be  no  longer  a  Question  as  to 
the  identity  of  the  stream  which  constitutes  the  ^'  ^Northwestern- 
most  head  of  Connecticut  river,"  nor  where  is  the  exact  bound- 
ary between  the  State  of  New-Hampshure  and  the  province  of 
Lower  Canada.  The  examination  and  evidence  exhibited  by  the 
Commissioners  establish  beyond  controversy  the  fact  that  the 
stream  usually  denominated  Hall's  stream,  being  the  northwest- 
emmost  branch  of  Connecticut  river,  is  the  only  stream  that  can 
be  taken  as.  agreeing  with  the  description  of  the  treaty ;  for  it  is 
found  on  actual  survey  that  "  the  Magalloway  river,  a  branch  of 
the  Androscoggin  [running  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  eastwardly 
through  the  State  of  Maine]  takes  its  rise  many  miles  north  and 
west  not  only  of  that  branch  of  the  Connecticut  claimed  by  the 
British  government  as  the  northwesternmost  head,  but  also  north 
and  west  of  Indian  Stream,  so  that  pursuing  the  highlands  indica^ 
led  by  the  treaty,  one  would  never  arrive  at  the  head  waters 
claimed  by  the  British  government  as  those  indicated  by  the  trea- 
ty, but  would  have  to  leave  the  highlands  and  cross  the  Magallo- 
way rivOT  to  obtain  that  object."  Although  the  fact  of  the  true 
situation  of  the  highlands  and  of  the  source  of  the  Magalloway 
river,  with  the  relation  which  each  bears  to  the  several  streams 
constituting  the  sources  of  Connecticut  river,  has  never  been 
noticed  in  any  published  map,  for  the  reason  that  the  northeast 
point  of  this  State  has  never  been  settled  or  before  fully  ex- 
plored, the  recent  examination  fully  establishes  the  point.  The 
State  of  New-Hampshire  is  entitled  to  this  territory  as  well  by 
the  terms  of  the  treaty  itself  as  by  actual  possession  ;  nor  ought 
she  to  give  her  assent  to  vield  it  to  the  British  government  with- 
out an  equivalent  paid  to  her  by  this  government.  It  may  indeed 
be  questionable  whether  this  territory  can  be  ceded  by  Executive 
negotiation  without  the  consent  of  the  sovereign  State  within 
ifmose  acknowledged  limits  it  is  situated.  New-Hampshire  has 
constantly  asserted  and  mamtained  jurisdiction  over  the  disputed 
territory  ;  yet  the  anooialous  award  of  the  King  of  the  Nether- 
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lands  in  relation  to  this  particular  point  seems  to  have  been  taken 
for  granted  as  unexceptionable  by  the  diplomatic  agents  of  the 
United  States  and  of  Great  Britain,  as  if  the  State  exclusively 
concerned  had  been  indiflerent  to  the  result.  When  the  ample 
testimony  which  the  State  now  produces  shall  be  laid  before  these 
agents,  it  may  be  presumed  that  they  will  correct  their  mistake. 
The  territory  is  not  large,  and  does  not  therefore  stand  in  equal 
prominence  before  the  people  as  the  disputed  domain  claimed  for 
the  State  of  Maine  as  her  proper^  and  that  of  Massachusetts ; 
but  small  as  the  territory  is,  it  would  be  unjust  and  ungenerous  in 
the  National  government  to  yield  what  is  clearly  ours  as  part  of 
the  equivalent  which  shall  secure  the  title  of  property  and  juris- 
diction to  other  Slates  in  a  territory  probably  more  extensive  than 
that  embraced  within  our  entire  limits. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  likewise  furnishes  evidence 
that  the  difficulties  which  have  existed  at  the  Indian  Stream  set- 
tlement originated  in  the  officious  interference  of  a  subject  of  the 
British  government  holding  a  commission  under  its  authoritv,  who 
came  within  our  Hmits  with  the  declared  purpose  of  urgmg  re- 
sistance to  the  due  operation  of  our  laws.  The  danger  from  the 
disquiet  produced  by  the  threats  and  overt  acts  of  malcontents 
urged  on  and  encouraged  by  this  pretended  agent  of  the  British 
government,  rendered  a  military  force  indispensable  to  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  peace ;  this  force,  directed  by  the  Executive, 
was  stationed  at  the  point  of  insurrection  and  for  several  months 
maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  As  the  governor  of  this 
State  notified  the  Executive  of  the  Nation  of  this  foreign  ageres- 
sion  and  asked  for  a  military  force  as  a  substitute  for  the  force 
called  out  by  the  State,  on  due  representation  of  the  facts  of  the 
case  it  is  presumed  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  will  pass  a 
law  refunding  to  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  these  military  ex- 
penses. It  was  also  at  the  instance  of  the  National  Executive, 
who  conMnunicated  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  this  State  the 
charges  and  evidence  preferred  by  Lord  Gosford,  with  a  request 
that  they  might  be  rebutted  or  explained,  that  the  Indian  Stream 
commission  was  instituted.  The  expenses  of  thai  commission, 
for  this  reason,  may  be  a  proper  item  of  charge  against  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States. 

A  law  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  passed  since  the 
close  of  your  late  session  enacts,  "that  the  money  which  shall  be 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  on  the  first  day  of  January^ 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  reserving  the  sum  of  five  mU- 
Uqos  of  dollars,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  several  States  m  pro* 
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portion  to  their  respective  representation  in  the  Senate  and -House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  as  shall,  by  law,  author- 
ize their  Treasurers  or  other  competent  authorities  to  receive  the 
same,"  on  certain  conditions.  The  most  material  of  these  con- 
ditions is,  that  the  money  shall  not  be  paid  over  to  the^tates  nn- 
til  the  competait  authorities  shaD  "pledge  the  faith  of  the  State 
for  the  safe  keeping  and  rq)a7ment  thereof,  and  shall  pledge  the 
fiiith  of  the  States  receiving  the  ^ame  to  pay  the  said  moneys  and 
every  part  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  same  shall 
be  required  by  the  wants  of  the  public  treasury,  beyond  the 
amount  trf  the  five  millions  aforesaid.'^   * 

Prom  the  state  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  as  report- 
ed by  Ae  head  of  that  department  on  the  first  day  of  die  present 
month,*  the  sum  to  be  deposited  with  the  sevtoil  States  cannot  be 
estimated  at  much  less  thEtn  thirty-five  millions  of  dollar^';  and  of 
that  amount  the  proportion  of  ]Vew-Hampshire  would  be  rising 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  receipt  of  so  large  a  sum 
bto  the  State  Treasury  in  the  course  of  a  singloyear,  if  cKsposed 
of  according  to  the  true  letter  and  spirit  of  the  hw,  mi^  be  pro- 
ductive of  good  to  the  people  ;  but  if  by  any  act  of  me  Legis- 
lature it  shall  be  placed  without  the  control  of  the  particular  au- 
thority which  is  responsible  for  its  return  to  the  nadon — if  it  shall 
be  r^eived  and  appropriated  as  ordinary  receipts  into  the  State 
Treasury,  it  may  be  for  evil  to  our  constituents  that  the  Legisla- 
tiHre  shaU  consent  to  receive  it. 

The  use  of  this  d^posite,  so  long  as  it  shaU  remain  with  the 
State,  by  the  terms  of  the  law,  will  be  fairly  the  property  of  the 
State.  Perhaps  it  cannot  be  more  wisely  appued  thim  to  be 
loaned  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
on  undoubted  security,  and  on  such  terms  that  the  principal  may 
be  within  reach  whenever  it  shall  be  called  for  by  the  General. 
Government.  The  annual  income  firom  this  sum,  should  it  be  as 
lar^  as  I  have  anticipated,  would  go  far  towards  discharging  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  and  relieve  the  peo- 
jie  from  direct  taxes  to  an  eaual  amount,  while  the  ftind  shaU  be 
continued  to  us.  To  this  object,  and  no  other,  do  I  hope  it  may 
be  applied. 

Id  my  first  communication  to  this  Legislature  an  opinion  was 
expressed  that  it  will  be  unwise  for  the  State  to  subscribe  for 
stock  or  invest  funds  in  works  of  internal  improvement  to  be  ex- 
ecuted under  its  direction.  Other  States  have  made  appropria- 
tions direcdy  for  the  construction  of  roads  and  canals;  but  in  this 
State  it  is  believed  that  individual  enterprise  and  the  laudable 
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ambition  of  our  town  corporations,  regulated  and  prompted  by 
the  increase  of  population  and  business,  will  best  guide  in  the 
construction  of  these  improvements.  At  this  particular  time  the 
enterprise  of  corporate  bodies  and  individuals  may  be  aided  for 
the  public  benefit  by  a  suitable  direction  of  a  portion  of  the  sum 
which  the  State  is  about  to  receive  from  the  National  Treasu* 
ry.  The  opening  of  new  avenues  and  lessening  the  expense  of 
transport  to  and  from  the  places  where  merchandise  is  bou^ 
and  sold,  in  the  present  state  of  our  agriculture,  manufactures  abd 
conmierce,  is  of  primary  importance  to  the  public  prosperity. 
Our  railroads  in  particular  sections,  and  our  improved  common 
roads  in  all  directions,  may  be  compared  to  ereat  labor-savbg 
machines;  they  certainly  increase  the  value  of  every  productive 
acre  of  l^d  as  well  as  of  every  establishment  of  manufacture  and 
trade  in  proportion  as  they  lessen  the  expense  of  transportation 
to  and  from  a  market.  The  actual  expense  of  carrying  passen- 
gers or  merchandise  on  a  rail  road,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the 
road  and  necessary  machinery,  is  perhaps  not  more  than  ono 
tenth  the  cost  of  transport  of  an  equal  weight  over  the  turnpike 
and  other  roads  as  they  were  used  twenty  years  ago.  If  the  State, 
on  imdoubted  individual  seciunty,  or  on  the  security  of  town  cor- 
porations, should,  even  at  a  rate  less  than  legal  interest,  loan  a  por- 
tion of  the  national  deposite,  to  be  applied  to  either  of  the  rail 
roads  contemplated  in  this  Stateto  connect  with  other  rail  roads 
already  begun  or  in  operation  in  other  States',  or  for  the  use  of 
towns  which  from  choice  or  compulsion  are  expending  larger 
sums  than  can  be  conveniently  defrayed  by  the  taxes  of  the  year 
on  new  roads  which  are  either  shortening  distances  or  avoiding 
obstructions,  to  be  repaid  whenever  the  State  should  want  die 
money  either  to  be  returned  to  the  United  States  or  to  be  used 
for  some  other  piu*pose; — if  such  a  disposition  should  be  made 
of  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  surplus  it  seems  to  me  the  peofde 
couldnever  have  cause  to  regret  the  application.  The  creation 
of  this  very  surplus  in  the  National  treasury  is  among  those  po- 
tent causes  whieh  are  producing  a  scarcity  of  funds  elsewhere,  and 
enabling  e3(tortioners  to  obtain  exorbitant  rates  of  interest  for  the 
use  of  money.  The  demand  for  money  would  make  it  an  object 
for  individuals  and  companies  and  even  town  corporations  which 
have  enlisted  or  wish  to  embark  in  public  improvements  to  pay 
for  it  at  the  precise  time  the  State  may  have  it  to  spare.  And 
while  as  a  State  we  shall  keep  aloof  from  those  projects  of  inters 
nal  improvement  which  may  increase  the  burden  of  direct  taxa- 
tion, we  may,  without  injury  to  the  public  service,  receive  a  full 
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eqonralent  to  tht  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  surplus  fund,  at  the 
same  time  we  shaH  furnish  a  most  effective  aid  to  some  of  those 
useful  public  projects  which  are  raising  the  value  of  all  the  real 
property  within  our  limits. 

However  aUuring  may  be  the  temptation  of  receiving  money 
by  hundreds  of  thousands  in  the  State  Treasury  from  the  over- 
flowing coffers  of  the  nation,  such  a  condition  of  things  is  not  de- 
sirable There  are  men  of  good  sense  and  sterling  patriotism 
who  would  rather  their  portion  of  such  a  fund  should  De  utterly 
hstj  than  that  it  should  come  to  the  State  in  such  a  shape.  The 
present  pecuniary  condition  of  the  country  is  truly  anomalous. 
The  national  government  has  much  more  money  than  it  wants — 
more  than  it  can  profitably  expend;  while  persons  engaged  ex- 
tensively in  speculation  and  trade  are  becoming  more  embarrassed 
from  the  want  of  funds  in  proportion  as  the  public  treasury  is 
made  to  overflow.  A  high  tariff  of  duties  on  importations  is  no 
loii|er  needed  for  the  protection  of  manufactures;  for  with  all 
their  surprising  increase,  the  demand  for  our  domestic  manufac- 
tures is  greater  than  their  supply.  Yet  a  high  tariff,  involving 
severe  taxation  upon  consumers  of  which  the  operatives  in  manu- 
ikctures  are  no  inconsiderable  portion,  is  kept  up  on  many  of  the 
most  necessary  and  material  articles;  and  these  when  so  much 
money  accumulates  m  the  treasury  as  really  to  embarrass  the  gov- 
ernment to  know  what  may  be  done  with  it.  The  merchant  is 
driven  to  the  greatest  straits  for  the  want  of  the  use  of  that  very 
money  he  has  advanced  the  government  in  nayment  of  duties; 
and  tnis  money,  removed  to  points  where  it  nas  not  heretofore 
been  used,  creates  the  demand  for  money  where  it  is  most  wanted, 
that  scarcely  the  whole  capital  and  means  of  the  country  is  able 
to  supply.  If  Congress  should  do  nothing  else  at  its  next  ses- 
sion saving  the  passage  of  necessary  appropriations,  it  would  do 
die  whole  people  of  the  United  States  an  acceptable  service  to 
reduce  the  tariff  at  once  down  to  the  point  at  wnich  it  will  stand 
by  the  present  law  in  1842,  when  its  greatest  reduction  will  be 
consammated.  No  manufacturing  interest  in  the  country,  it  is 
hombly  conceived,  can  be  essentially  injured  by  sucli  a  reduction. 
A  comparatively  free  trade,  at  a  time  when  free  trade  calls  for 
cor  surphis  manufactures  and  agricultural  products  in  various 
quarters  of  the  globe,  will  best  subserve  every  interest  of  this 
prosperous  and  enterprising  nation.  Let  the  tariff  be  brought 
down  to  the  point  which  shall  neither  leave  a  surplus  to  be  appli- 
ed, ibr  the  corruptipn  of  the  State  governments  nor  offer  induce- 
to  die  Oeneral  Government  itself  to  hicrease  its  expeiidi- 
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tures  beyond  its  legitimate  ooDStitutioDal  objects.  The  money 
saved  in  the  hands  of  the  producers  of  the  country  will  better 
conduce. to  the  general  good,  even  should  the  government  at  par 
ticular  periods  rail  short  of  a  competent  revenue,  than  can  any 
disposition  which  may  be  made  of  a  surplus  revenue.  An  extra- 
ordinary revenue  cannot  long  continue  to  be  derived  from  the 
.sale  of  the  public  domam.  More  public  land  has  been  sold  with* 
in  the  last  two  years,  than  probably  ten  years  emigration  can  fill 
with  occupants.  And  if  those  who  have  purchased  the  public 
lands  for  purposes  4nerely  of  speculation,  shall  JKdd  them  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  actual  settler*with  a  view  of  advancing  on  the 
price,  that  course  may  defeat  itself  by  forcing  a  reduction  of  race 
on  Congress  for  the  benefit  alone  of  the  actiud  oyccupants.  Soon 
there  cannot  be  more  than  the^.  ordinaiy  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
public  lands.  But  there  wiU  b^  no  dagger,  except  in  case  of  war 
with  a  foreignnadon,  that  the  revenue  -  from  duties  on  importatioii 
reduced  to  ibe  minimum  of  4842,  will  &11  short  of  abundance  for 
all  the  legitimate  and  proper  expenditures  connected  with  an  eco- 
nomical administration  ot  the  govemmient.  The  nation  owes  the 
reduction  to  the  equal  rights  of  the  people;  for  a  surplus  of  rev- 
enue to  be  divided  among  the  States  would  burden  the  poor  man 
who  consumes  taxable  articles  for  the  benefit  of  the  property  of 
the  rich  which  receives  in  a  greater  dc^ee  the  advantages  of  all 
extraordinary  public  expenditures. 

Some  of  the  new  States,  while  ioran  almost  wilderness  state, 
exhibit  a  zeal  for  local  interofdimprovements  beyond  that  of  many 
of  the  elder  States;  and  extensive  appropriations  have  been  made 
for  furthering  these  objects.  Severd  of  the  old  States,  as  New- 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Maiyland  and  Virginia,  have  bcurred  exten- 
sive debts  to  carry  on  similar  knprovements — to  bring  the  dif- 
ferent parts  of  their  territory  nearer  to  each  other  and  to  the 
marts  oi  trade  and  conamerce*  *  Even  the  conti^us  state  of 
Massachusetts  during  th&.present.  year  has  appropnated  a  XDilEon 
of  dollars  to  extend  a  single  rail  road  through  the  mountain  re- 
gion of  that  state,  in  the  prospect  of  drawing  to  her  capital  over 
£uid  a  portion  of  the  business  and  travel  from  the  great  West. 
There  are  persons  who  are  distrustful  of  rail  roads  and  other  cor- 
porations for  carryb^  forward  public  improvements,  considerina 
them  to  be  monopohes.  Guarded  as  I  hope  all  the  charters  of 
rail  road  corporations  have  been  and  may  be  by  a  vigilant  Legis- 
lature, I  cannot  believe  there  is  danger  of  monopoly  or  oppres- 
sion firom  these  corporations.  The  worst  case  ot  hardship  to  me 
SMips  to  be  diat.ofvcutting  throu^  4he  land  of  the  owner  without 
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Us  consent,  aad  awarding  him,  not  in  all  cases  such  damage  as  he 
asks,  but  such  as  disinterested  persons  shall  assess.  Hard  as  the 
case  may  be,  this  is  a  principle  which  has  been  in  force  time  im- 
memorial in  the  l^ii^  out  and  ccNistructing  all  turnpike  roads  and 
other  public  aFeoues;  and  it  is  one  that  the  public  good  imperi- 
ouslj  requires.  It  is  the  yielding  of  an  individual  right  to  secure 
an  indispensdile  public  accommodation;  and  the  consideration 
which  the  individiml  receives  for  the  sacrifice  is  to  be  found  in 
4hit  ^rolecdoi  which  government  extends  for  hb  benefit.  What 
is  doM^  elsewhere  and  by  other  States  may  suggest  the  expedien- 
cy  of  doa^  something  here  to  aid  individual  enterprise  by  loan- 
ing folds  that  tasy  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  tor  the  tempo- 
rary aid  of  similar  great  improvements  in  this  State  in  preference 
to  using  them  for  objects  of  less  public  interest.  Such  use  of 
this  surpke  would  come  to  the  immediate  aid  of  the  laborii^ 
class  of  the  community.  It  is  believed  that  no  rail  road  charter 
within  the  limits  of  this  State  has  been  contemplated  or  granted 
where  those  asking  for  it  had  not  more  in  view  the  facifities  of 
transport  and  the  increased  value  of  property  and  labor  in  the 
whole  community,  than  any  gains  to  be  derived  from  holding  or 
speculatiog  on  the  stock  oi  such  rail  roads. 

There  are  three  avenues  now  contemplated  as  the  commence- 
ment of  rail  road  projects  in  this  State,  for  which  charters  have 
been  granted. 

The  first  b  a  route  near  the  seaboard,  connecting  with  a  con- 
templated road  in  Massachusetts  from  Boston  through  Salem  and 
Newburyport  to  Portsmouth  in  this  State,  and  thence  to  the  com- 
mercial capital  of  the  State  of  Maine. 

The  second,  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  seaboard,  extends 
the  road  which  is  nearly  comnleted  from  Boston  to  Haverhill  in 
Massachusetts,  on  the  southeny  boundary  of  this  State,  through 
the  important  manufacturing  towns  of  Exeter,  New-Market,  Do- 
ver and  Somerswortb,  in  a  direction  towards  the  political  capital 
of  Maine. 

But  an  avenue  still  more  important  is  believed  to  be  that  ex- 
tending firom  Boston  through  the  great  manufacturing  town  of 
Lowell  up  the  Merrimack  river  by  some  of  the  most  valuable 
water  power  in  New-England  to  the  political  capitol  of  this  State. 
This  road,  firom  the  nature  of  the  country,  must  be  without  a  ri- 
val on  either  hand  in  an  extensive  range  of  country  in  both  the 
States  of  New-Hampshire  and  Vermont.  It  is  acknowledged  by 
all  traveUers  that  the  most  durable  and  best  finished  rail  road  now 
in  operetion  in  the  United  States  is  that  from  Boston  to  Lowell. 
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Every  step  that  shall  be  taken  to  advance  this  rosd  above  Lowel 
on  the  Merrimack  gives  assurance  that  an  avenue  of  trade  of  great 
importance  to  the  commercial  capital,  and  indeed  to  the  wbcde  of 
New  England,  will  be  opened  on  this  route,  extending  from  Bos- 
ton  to  LoweU,  thence  to  Connecticut  river,  thenee  up  White  riv* 
er  through  the  Gulf  near  the  height  of  land  in  Yerroont,  and 
down  Onion  river  by  Montpelier  to  Burlington  on  lake  Cham- 
plain;  and  from  Port  Kent  ki  New  York  on  the  opposite  side  of 
that  Lake  to  Ogdensburgh  on  Lake  Ontario.  It  is  said,  from 
surveys  already  made,  that  this  route  to  Burlington  is  more  feaable 
than  any  other  from  Boston  towards  the  Lakes  westward;  and  itb 
understood  that  the  route  from  Lake  Champlain  to  Lake  Ontaiie 
is  about  to  be  commenced.  That  this  route  in  its  whole  extent 
will  be  opened  in  no  v<ery  distant  day  can  scarcehF  admit  of  deabt; 
and  when  it  is  opened,  the  city  of  Boston  will  be  little  farfkfN 
removed  from  the  commerce  and  business  of  the  great  West 
through  the  Lakes  than  the  city  of  New  York  itself.  And  in- 
stead of  the  present  mode  of  heavy  waggon  transportation  from 
Boston  into  we  interior  of  New-Hampshire  and  Yermont,  die 
bread-stuffs  of  tlie  West  will  be  supplied  to  Boston  and  will  come 
to  us  by  the  power  of  steam  in  the  contrary  direction.  Connec- 
ted with  this  great  ffvenue  will  be  several  others  from  the  North, 
in  the  Canadas,  both  easterly  and  westerly  of  Lake  Champlain. 
This  great  artery,  extending  through  the  centres  of  New-Hamn- 
3hire  and  Yermont,  will  open  a  trade  with  the  West,  the  magnituae 
of  which  may  be  beyond  the  highest  calculation;  and  be  who  shall 
lend  his  aid  to  extend  thb  avenue  of  communication  for  a  single 
mile  ought  to  be  associated  among  the  benefactors  of  the  noitb; 
Can  the  Legislature,  when  its  members  shall  reflect  that  the  value 
of  the  whole  real  property  ef  the  State  shall  be  raised  by  the 
construction  of  this  and  other  rail^  roads,  hesitate  to  give  them  all 
the  countenance  md  encouragement  that  shall  be  within  its  pow- 
er short  of  imposing  the  burdens  of  direct  taxaticm  on  the  peo*- 
ple? 

To  the  three  avenues  just  mentioned  I  might  add  a  fourth,  ex- 
tending on  the  whole  westerly  line  ef  the  State  on  Connecticut 
river,  which,  if  it  shall  be  commenced  by  the  people  of  the  states 
of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  below,  will  doubtless  be  con- 
tinued above  by  the  weahhy  and  intelKeent  citizens  of  this  State 
on  the  border  of  that  noble  stream.  That  route  will  not  conffici 
with  either  of  those  I  have  just  named,  but  wHl,  whenever  it  b 
undertaken,  come  to  the  aid  of  those  roads  taking  a  transverse  di- 
rection.   Indeed  such  is  the  kvored  kx^al  position  of  tfak  State, 
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ifaat  it  wodd  be  faardlgr  possible  to  sii^est  a  nil  road  in  my  di- 
rection that  would  essentially  injure  any  other.  AH  of  these  en- 
terprises, when  undertdc^  for  the  laudable  purpose  of  increasing 
the  value  c^  every  species  of  production,  and  of  promoting  the 
public  good,  ikserve  the  support  and  countenance  of  every  wise 
le^sktor  and  every  virtuous  citizen. 

The  preservation  of  the  capitol  b  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature.  This  edifice  hi^  now  been  erected  nearly  twenty 
years.  Although  noias  expensive  nor  as  spacious  as  the  capitob 
Erected  by  our  neighbors  at  the  east  and  west,  its  granite  waHs  are 
an  ornament  to  the  town  where  it  stands,  and  it  ou^  lo  be  pre- 
served to  the  uses  fer  which  it  was  designed  for  «  century  to 
come.  The  diingle  and  wood  work  on  the  exterior  aeeds  re- 
pauing  md  painting.  A  comparatively  sooall  appropriation,  which 
may  be  apfdied  to  the  substitution  oi  slate  for  shingle  and  to  the 
coustmction  of  gutters  by  which  the  water  from  the  roof  might 
be  conducted  to  a  cistern  and  thus  prevent  the  undermining  of  the 
building,  and  to  punting  and  otherwise  repairing  the  exterior  and 
mterior,  would  save  the  State  in  its  property  in  this  edifice  prob- 
ably ten  times  the  cost.  A  slated  roof  may  preserve  not  only  this 
building,  but  much  of  the  compact  part  of  the  town  in  which  it  is 
situated,  from  conflagration;  and  a  cistern  underground  in  the 
yard  to  besupfdied  by  the  water  from  the  roof,  might  always  be 
ready  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  In  addition  to  this^  a  small  fire- 
proof building  of  stone  or  brick  erected  in  the  State-House  yard 
at  no  very  great  expense  for  the  offices  of  the  Treasurer  and  Se- 
cretary would  leave  the  capitol  with  little  risque  from  fire  in  the 
interior  except  when  the  Legislature  shall  be  in  session,  and  sup- 
oly  two  good  additional  apartments  for  the  use  of  committees  and 
lor  the  storage  andpresenrationof  hoiA»  and  maps  or  ether  prop- 

n  belonging  to  ^  State, 
woidd  cdl  the  attention  of  the-^iegislalure  to  the  -state  of  the 
public  aicfaives,  in  the  Secretary's  office*  A  thoroi^  examin- 
atioD  of 'die  public  documents,  and  a  classification  and  arrangement 
of  tiiem,  might  ibe  accomplished  at  an  inconsiderable  expense. 
The  value  of  these  documents  and  papers  oan  only  be  duly  esti- 
mated -when  they  shall  be  irretrievably  lost.  It  is  stated  that  the 
CouQcil  records  of  the  Province  from  1688  to  1689,  are  not  in 
the  Secretary's  ofiee,  but  may  be  found  elsewhere.  If  so,  may 
it  not  be  expedient  to  take  measures  for  their  recovery? 

I  would  renew  the  lug^estion  that  it  viay  be  wise  for  the  Le^ 
kture  to  carry  out  what  it  began  at  tlie  last  session,  the  enquiry 
irliat  measure  shall  best  conduce  to  the  introduction  of  a  greater 
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portion  of  specie  as  a  medium  of  circulation,  Six  banks  of  this 
State,  under  the  law  of  Congress  regulating  the  deposite  of  the 
public  money,  have  omitted  the  [issue  of  notes  of  a  less  denoro* 
mation  than  five  dollars.  In  the  adjacent  State  of  Maine  a  law 
was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  prohibiting  the 
issue  and  circulation  of  small  bank  notes.  Gradually  going  into 
effect,  it  is  found  that  the  execution  of  the  law  in  that  State  has 
already  introduced  specie  in  sufficient  quantities  to  supply  their 
place  with  a  trifling  inconvenience.  The  law  make^  it  penal  to 
pass,  but  not  to  receive  them,  and  thus  aflbrds  an  opportunity  to 
return  them  to  their  place  of  issue.  As  the  small  biUs  disappear, 
it  is  fotmd  the  silver  takes  their  place.  The  experiment  oTintro- 
ducins  sUver  having  been  successful,  as  it  will  no  doc^  prove  un- 
der a  Taw  which  shall  make  the  change  gradual,  the  introduction 
of  a  gold  currency  as  fiist  as  diat  precious  metal  can  be  furnished 
to  be  coined  by  the  several  mint  estabtishments,  would -feHow  as 
a  necessary  consequence  from  the  future  suppression  of  bank 
.  notes  of  a  less  denomination  than  ten  dollars,  ii  the  experiment 
of  introducing  silver  shall  not  succeed  to  the  general  satisfoctiofl, 
let  not  the  gold  experiment  be  tried. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature  in  June,  it  has  been 
an  object  with  the  Executive,  whose  duty  by  law  it  is  to  superin- 
tend and  direct  in  the  management  of  the  State  Prison,  to  look 
into  the  affairs  of  that  institution,  to  correct  evils  if  any  exist,  and 
to  furnish  such  an  exposition  as  might  lay  the  foundation  for  better 
numagement  in  future.     If  the  institution  had  been  freed  from 
previous  embarrassment  at  die  time  the  labor  of  the  convicts  was 
let  out  to  contractors,  the  cost  to  the  State  would  have  beoi  titf* 
ling  for  the  last  two  years.     The  condition  ct  the  Priaon  for  tlie 
last  seven  years  has  been  that  of  a  complicated  trading  estdilisb- 
ment  without  capital.     Every  supply,  as  weU  for  the  sustenance 
of  the  convicts  as  for  the  materius  to  carry  on  manufactures,  in 
tiie  condition  of  indebtedness,  must  be  procured  on  credit  and  at 
an  increased  price  on  account  of  the  dcSScienejr  of  means  of  kn- 
mediate  payment.     Sufficient  appn^riatioiis,  mim  time  to  umey 
have  been  made  by  the  Legi^tnre  ;  but  those  appropriationst 
far  from  anticipatii^  debts,  luive  only  provided  the  scan^  means 
of  paying  debts  long  contracted.     It  is  believed  the  prison  lost 
in  bad  debts  a  sum  equal  at  least  to  the  labor  on  aS  the  prepared 
stone  which  had  been  sent  to  the  market  without  previous  con- 
tract ;  so  that  if  the  stone  bad  remained  in  die  quarry,  aad  if 
those  who  are  hired  by  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  prepare 
and  bring  it  to  die  yard,  and  the  convicts  employed  in  hewing  it. 
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iiod  each  and  all  stood  stiU  at  die  expense  of  the  State,  the  prison 
would  have  been  better  ofi'  without  than  with  their  ld3K>r.     From 
tbe  &iliire  of  fire  trading  houses  ki  Boston,  New*York,  Albany, 
and  Philadelphia — all  of  them  considered  in  good  credit  when  the 
trade  b^an — the  institution  lost  at  different  times  the  sum  ol 
$19,286  43*100.     Anticipating  this  moaej  when  it  was  earned, 
and  relying  upon  it  as  fast  as  it  bjecamo  due  for  the  support 
of  die  pris<Mi,   it  is  not  surprising  that  there  was  wont  .of  funds 
for  supporting  the  prisoners  and  carrying  on  the  ordinary  busi* 
oess.   The  embarrassment  was  inereased  m  the  mean  time  by  the 
erection  of  a  new  prison  on  the  plan  of  solitary  cofinement  and 
for  odier  improyements  costing  (and  perhaps  really  worth)  more 
than  the  estimate  for  which  the  Legislature  had  made  provision, 
lo  such  a  state  of  things  looseness  and  laxity  in  the  financial  man- 
agement were  the  almost  inevitable  conseauence.     The  greatest 
iault  seems  to  have  been,  a  disposition  of  tne  late  Warden  to  put 
a  more  favorable  aspect  on  the  institution  before  the  Legislature 
and  tbe  people  than  die  facts  would  warrant.   Determined,  if  pos- 
sible, to  present  a  fuller  and  more  intelligible  view  of  the  concerns 
«Ki  management  of  the  prison,  than  had  yet  been  before  the  pub- 
lic, the  Executive  in  August  last  addressed  a  series  of  questicms 
to  the  present  Warden,  who  has,  with  commendable  ihdustr}',  by 
a  dissectioii  of  the  accoimts  of  the  prison  as  they  have  existed  iGDr 
tbe  last  seven  years,  presented  such  a  developeroentas  will^nable 
the  Legislature  to  form  a  correct  opinion  of  the  facts  of  its  omn- 
agemoat.     From  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  avaihble 
<^t3  estioMted  toibe  good  due  to  ifae  prison  are  more  tlnn  suffix 
cient  to  discharge  every  known  claim  upon  it. 

The  debt  due  by  Moa|i  Jametf  to  the  prison,  whidi  was  sim- 
poted  to  be  nrnffy  secured,  if  Ifae  deeisien  of  the  Judge  of  tbe  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  United  States  siltiK  within  the  district  of  Mas^. 
sacfausetts  sboU  be  acquiesced  in,  wiM  be  worse  than  lost  to  ibe 
Sitte,  when  the  expenses  of  the  suit  shall  be  taken  kto  consider- 
ation. It  is  true  tne  Auditor's  report,  declaring  James  to  be  in- 
debted to  the  prison  in  the  sum  of  more  than  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars, has  been  confinned  by  this  dedsion,  and  adjudged  to  be  good 
as  against  the  principal  ;  but  by  a  most  extraordimry  principle, 
said  not  to  have  heea  contemplated  by  the  counsd  oi  either  par- 
ty, the  surety  of  James  has  heea  exonerated  from  responsbiHty 
^ter  a  eertam  dale,  plackig  about  six  thousand  cbHars  of  thedebt 
beyond  the  hope  of  recovery.'  I  submit  to  the  Legislature  the 
propriety  of  appealing  from  this  {decision  to  the  Supreme  Court  at 
Washington,    li^ie  Stare  of  Ncfw-Hampshire  baa  been  hitherto 
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peculiarljr  uofortiiDtte  whenerer  a»  a  party  shehasbeai  drawn  b- 
to  the  United  States'  Count;  and  you,  gentlemcD)  can  best  judi;e 
whether  it  is  better  that  the  state  ^ouldsufier  fireman  anomalotis 
decision,  or  whether  we  dnll  make  further  sacrifices  m  the  pursuit 
of  justice. 

On  the  question  of  making  an  appropriation  to  buikl  an  Insane 
Uospitd,  submitted  to  the  people  on  the  firs4  Mondanr.  of  the 
present  month,  less  than  one  half  the  legal  voters  of  the  State 
have  expressed  any  opinion,  and  the  unc^ial  retim  as  fitt^  as 
receivea  wouki  mdicate  that  the  vote  has  bees  neariy  e^ual  for 
and  against  the  px>po8ition*  The  form  in  which  the  question  was 
put  to  the  peome,  ^^Is-it  expedient  for  the  State  to  grant  an  ap- 
propriation  to  huild  an  Insane  Hospital  ?"  may. be,  and  probably 
was,  understood  as  the  naked  proposition  that  the  State  excksive- 
ly  firooi  its  own  treasury  will  erect  and  support  an  Insame  Hospi* 
tal.  In  this  view  of  the  question,  it  wouU  have  been  surprismg 
that  it  received  so  large  an  affirmative  vote  as  appears  to  have 
been  given.  If  the  question  had  been,  ^4s  it  expedient  for  the 
State  to  srant  an  appropriatim>  t ii  aid  of  the  building  an  Insane 
Hospital  r'  the  expression  of  public  opinion  mi^  have  been 
more  decided.  The  citizens  of  this  State^  who  are  cardiil  espe- 
cially of  the  burdens  to  be  entailed  on  those  who  come  after  us, 
may  not  be  disposed  to  add  another  eonsideraUe  item  to  the  per- 
manent State  expenditores ;  yet  there  cannoi  be  a  doubt  of  their 
willingness  to  motd  temporary  aid  fitmi  the  treasury  firom  tine  to 
time  m  so  laudable  a  pubbe  charity  is  that  which  fdone  can  secure 
a  comfortaUe  aqrlom  tor  die  most  distressed  and  nost  helpless 
among  our  fellow  mortals. 

Tte  rep(^  of  the  A^otant  €leneral,  herewith  tvansantted, 
shews  the  efieotive  military  force  of  this  Stale,  effiseis  aari  sol- 
diers, cavalry,  artoUery,  infantry,  M^  infantry,  srenaifiers,  and 
riflemen,  to  be  S7,581.  The  same  report  wiU  also  shew  the 
amoimt  and  condition  of  ordnance,  indnapce  stores,  arms,  milita- 
ry equipments,  and  instruments  of  nnisic,  belonging  to  the  State 
and  eitoer  in  the  care  of  the  several  Regiments  or  of  the  C^- 
missarv  General.  The  ^stem  of  accountebifirr  in  the  ose  of 
the  pimlic  property,  introduced  a  few  yewrs  since,  19  well  sus- 
tained ;  and  the  small  annual  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the 
militia  have  beyond  ^estion  answered  a  vahaUe  porpose. 

The  prominent  objects  cdMne  for  m  winter  session  of  the  Le- 

S'slature  at  the  return  of  each  four  years  are,  the  formation  of 
te  Electoral  College  chosen  bv  the  peorie  on  the  fim  Monday 
of  the  present  mondi  for  the  tiection  of  Ptesident  and  Vice  Pre- 
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sident  of  the  United  States,  and  the  amn^etnent  for  a  constitu- 
tional propcNTtion  in  the  assessment  of  pubhc  taxes.  A  Senator 
in  the  Coneress  of  the  United  States  to  serve  six  years  from  the 
third  day  (S  March  next  remains  for  the  choice  of  the  present 
Legislature.  These  objects  accomplished,  there  would  seem  to 
be  nothing  unusual  requiring  a  protracted  session. 

The  safest  and  best  government  is  that  whose  operations  are 
most  distmctly  in  the  yiew  of  the  fisQifle^  and  where  responsibil- 
ity is  felt  to  them  in  every  advapcing  step.  To  do  right — to 
consult  the  welfare  of  the  whol^ — to  found  every  public  act  on 
the  basis  of  public  good — to  lay  out  of  view  the  interest  of  our. 
own  particular  town  or  section  when  that  interest  shall  injuriously 
affect  the  rights  of  others  :  these  are  axioms  which  should  guide 
legislators  and  all  public  men.  In  all  measures,  based  on  these 
principles,  adopted  as  the  result  of  your  deliberations,  it  will  be 
no  less  my  pride  than  my  duty  to  concur.

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  by  their  Clerk. 

^^Bfr.  President — ^I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Honorable  Senate 
that  the  House  of  Refresentativea  are  now  ready  to  mtei  them  in

The  following  message  in  writing  was  received  from  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  by  Mr.  Metcalf,  Secretary  of  State  : 

^^To  the  Senate  and  House 

of  Representatives — 

Gentlemen, — I  have  affixed  my  signature  of  assent  to  each  and 
all  of  the  bills  and  resolutions  which  have  been  passed  in  your 
two  branches  and  presented  to  me  during  the  present  session. — 
Several  important  acts  passed  at  so  late  an  hour  as  to  leave  too 
little  time  to  duly  weign  the  objections  which  may  arise  against 
them  :  all  these,  however,  are  repedable  b^  a  subsequent  Legis- 
lature, and  such  of  them  as  shall  be  found  mexpedient  or  unwise 
will  be  so  repealed. 

In  assenting  to  the  two  bills  which  provide  for  the  receipt  and 
disposition  of  the  public  money  of  the  United  States  wbieb  mi^ 
be  deposited  with  this  State,  the  most  important  of  which  was  re- 
ceived only  near  the  last  expiring  hours  of  the  session,  I  should 
do  injustice  to  the  principles  I  have  always  professed  if  I  omitted 
to  qualify  that  assent  by  entering  my  protest  against  the  right  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  raise  a  revenue  either  by 
direct  or  indirect  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  money 
among  the  several  States. 

Actine  in  the  capacity  of  a  legislator,  the  entire  details  of  nei- 
ther of  these  bills  as  laws  for  simply  receiving  and  disposii^  of 
money  deposited  with,  and  peculiarly  for  the  benefit  of  tbe  State, 
would  meet  my  entire  approbation  :  placed  in  a  difierent  position 
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I  am  compelled  either  to  take  both  bills  as  thejr  are,  or  to  run  the 
risque  of  continued  agitation  with  perhaps  a  worse  result. 

I  am  glad  to  find,  as  well  by  the  terras  of  the  several  acts  them- 
selves, as  by  other  solemn  declaratory  resolutions  which  have 
Ctssed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  that  the  money  of  the 
nited  States  offered  to  this  State  as  a  deposite  is  in  good  faith 
to  be  received  and  treated  as  a  deposite,  and  that  the  doctrine  of 
distribution  is  repudiated.  I  had  conceived  and  still  entertain  the 
opinion  that  the  use  of  this  money  belonged  exclusively  to  the 
State,  through  whose  government  alone  the  people  are  responsi- 
ble for  its  safe  keeping  and  for  its  return  ;  it  might  be  loaned  to 
the  several  towns  in  equal  or  unequal  proportions,  to  other  cor- 
porations, or  to  individuals  ;  but  so  long  as  the  State  Treasury 
had  not  the  ability  to  pay  even  the  current  expenses  of  the  State, 
without  annually  throwing  itself  at  the  mercy  of  banks  or  other 
money  lenders  for  loans  in  anticipation  of  future  taxes,  so  long, 
in  my  opinion,  ought  the  income  of  this  deposite,  while  it  remain- 
ed, to  stand  in  the  place  of  a  direct  tax  on  the  people  to  a  greater 
amoimt  for  the  supply  of  the  Treasury.  A  different  state  of  things 
— an  abundantly  supplied  treasuir  without  direct  taxation,  as  in 
some  of  the  States,  might  give  abetter  claim  to  other  objects  for 
the  use  of  this  deposite.  But  a  large  majority  of  tlie  Legislature 
«s  is  evinced  by  tne  discussions  of  the  last  seven  weeks,  differ 
from  me  in  opinion ;  and  I  am  bound  to  the  conclusion  ti>at  a  ma- 
jority of  the  people  of  the  State,  to  whose  decision  we  must  sub- 
mit, at  this  time  coincide  with  the  Legislature  rather  than  with  me 
in  opinion. 

If  not  equally  unconstitutional,  I  believe  it  to  be  equally  inexpe- 
dient, that  the  State  as  that  the  United  States  shoula  raise  funds 
for  distribution,  either  among  the  towns  or  among  the  people. — 
Such  a  distribution  seems  to  be  an  inversion  of  the  very  purposes 
of  government.  The  fathers  of  our  constitution  never  anticipat- 
ed taxation  of  the  people  to  minister  to  t!ie  avarice  of  the  people. 
The  law  of  Congress  of  1790  providing  for  the  funding  of  the 
public  debt  of  the  revolution,  brought  into  the  treasury  of  this 
State  at  once  a  principal  sum  of  j|5:^0,000  ;  this  was  a  windfell 
which  cost  the  treasury  but  little,  und  was  a  consideration  for  the 
services  and  sufferings  in  die  war  of  the  revolution  of  the  people 
of  diis  State.  The  income  of  lUns  Amount  before  the  whole  was 
paid  was  profcabhr  plater  than  the  lEttnount  invested  ;  Ae  princi- 
jjal  and  mterest  for  the  ensuing  thirty  years  saved  the  people  of 
the  state  about  half  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  expenses  of  the 
State  government.  So  also  at  the  close  of  the  late  war  with 
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Great  Britaan,  a  sum  of  money  amotrntingto  $40^000  foond  to  be 
due  from  the  United  States  to  this  State,  was,  even  without  the 
form  of  lepslative  sanction,  funded  in  the  debt  of  the  United 
States,  and  reserved  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  State  Govera- 
ment.  With  the  doctrine  that  now  seems  to  have  become  most 
popular,  could  it  for  a  moment  be  believed  that  any  portion  either 
of  the  debt  of  the  war  of  the  revolution,  or  that  of  the  more  re- 
cent war  with  Great  Britain,  earned  by  the  blood  and  sacrifices 
of  the  people,  would  have  remained  in  the  State  treasury  as  a 
substitute  tor  taxation  ?  Until  the  distribution  of  the  Literary  Fund 
in  1828  it  had  never  been  dreamed  that  the  State  funds  were  to 
be  appropriated  for  distribution  among  the  towns.  That  Literary 
Fund  was  pledged  by  a  law  of  the  Stale  to  a  particular  purpose  ; 
it  was  rabed  from  a  tax  which  was  paid  into  the  treasury  for  that 
purpose  and  no  other.  Yet  a  law  of  the  Legislature,  violating 
the  pledged  faith  of  the  State,  diverted  it  from  the  original  pur- 
pose and  distributed  it  among  the  towns  for  another  and  a  differ- 
ent purpose.  And  in  relation  to  that  fund  it  is  wortbjr  of  remarks 
tliat  much  the  .largest  portion  of  it  had  been  borrowed  and  ex- 
pended for  the  use  of^the  State ;  and  after  it  was  thus  expended 
it  was  raised  by  a  tax  imposed  directly  on  the  people  of  the  towns 
and  afterwards  distributed  to  the  towns !  If  the  taste  of  a  fund 
thus  treated  be  so  alluring,  what  may  we  not  expect  from  the 
repeated  offers  of  the.  National  Government  to  tempt  the  people 
witli  the  money  raised  from  their  own  eontributions  r 

The  compound  rule  of  apportionment  of  the  surplus  among  the 
several  towns  adopted  as  a  compromise  between  the  Senate  and 
House,  the  one  Jbalf  .on  the  valuation  and  the  other  half  on  the 
polls,  is  of  little  copsisqueBce  if  the  subject  be  treated  as  a  depoi- 
ite;  it  is  of  more  importance  if  considered  as  a  distributm. 
The  President  of  the  United  States,  who  in  his  kle  message 
to  Congress  justly  condemns  the  principle  of  distribution,  has  de^ 
monstrated  that  Uie  law  of  Congress  is  unequal,  because  it  gives  to 
the  State  of  Delaware  nearly  double  her  proportion  when  compared 
with  the  sum  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  New  York* 
Considered  as  a  distribution  and  not  as  a  deposite,  this  inequali' 
fy  alone  would  make  the  law  unconstitutional.  So  in  regard  to 
the  rule  of  apportionment  among  the  towns  of  this  Stirte,  if  it  be 
equal  to  divide  by  the  polls,  tt  most  be  unequal  to  divide  by  th^ 
valuation;  and  if  it  be  wrong  to  divide  by  either,  cao  it  be  right 
to  divide  by  both?  All  questions  aboot  a  right  of  division  in  dUs 
State  might  have  been  siiperseded  if  the  income  from  this  surplus 
had  gpne  directly  to  the  State  Treasury  whese  it  would  have  been 
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a  substitute  for  so  much  amount  of  taxation  equally  assessed  upou 
the  people  of  the  whole  State,  saving  tne  e^cpense  of  collec- 
tion. 

It  is  possible  that  some  persons  may  have  been  misled  by  an 
improper  construction  of  that  portion  of  my  message  at  the  open- 
ing ol  the  present  session  which  suggested  the  tenjporary  loan  of 
a  portion  of  the  surplus  to  the  use  especially  of  three  or  more 
contemplated  rail  roads  in  this  State,  on  ample  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  r'^tum  of  the  principal  whenever  ei- 
ther should  be  wanted.  That  communication  was  thought  to  be 
sufficiently  explicit  to  be  understood.  I  neither  expected  or 
wished  the  Legislature  or  Congress  to  grant  any  sum  for  the  ben- 
efit of  a  rail  road  in  this  State.  I  simply  suggested  this  as  a  mode 
of  lending  money  by  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  and  of 
the  fund  itself,  in  a  manner  that  I  can  scarcely  doubt  will  be  chos- 
en by  some  of  the  towns  as  best  securing  to  them  payment  of 
both  principal  and  interest  whenever  it  shall  be  wanted.  Time 
will  develope  whether  my  suggestion  was  as  unwise  as  the  little 
favor  it  has  received  would  seem  to  indicate.  Even  to  have  gone 
further  than  the  suggestion  in  that  message  might  have  been  no  vi- 
olation of  any  principle  contended  for  by  the  strictest  construc- 
tionest.  To  say  that  the  state  has  no  right  to  make  appropria- 
tions from  the  treasury  for  objects  of  internal  improvements  would 
be  the  denial  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  authorize  towns  to  raise 
money  for  the  like  purposes.  It  may  be,  and  doubtless  is,  inex- 
pedient that  this  State  should  provide  from  the  general  treasury 
lor  roads,  canals  or  other  public  improvements;  yet  it  is  matter 
of  general  notoriety  that  many  of  thie  leading  public  men  in  States 
which  take  the  strongest  stand  against  appropriations  for  objects  of 
internal  improvement  from  the  funds  of  the  National  Government 
are  among  the  most  decided  advocates  for  like  appropriations  from 
the  treasuries  of  their  own  States.  The  distinction  between  the 
two  cases  is  most  apparent.  The  power  of  appropriating  money 
to  objects  of  internal  improvement  is  not  among  the  specified 
powers  of  tlie  Congress  of  the  United  States — it  is  among  the 
powers  especially  reserved  to  the  States  for  the  action  of  their 
respective  Lee;islatures.  This  power  has  been  constantly  exer- 
cised in  this  ^tate,  as  is  proved  by  the  existence  of  every  pub- 
lic highway  and  bridge  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  for  whose 
continuance  and  repair  the  laws  of  the  Legislature  provide. 

The  National  Deposite  wa3  among  the  first,  as  it  has  been  the 
principal  subject  agitated  during  the  longest  ^session  of  the  Legis- 
lature known  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  Constitution;  and 
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the  experience  attending  this  first  essay  may  teach  us,  that  we 
have  scarcely  less  to  fear  from  a  system  of  taxation  which  creates 
a  surplus  for  distribution,  than  from  a  want  of  means  for  the  or- 
dinary purposes  of  the  Government.  If  all  the  States  of  the 
Union  should  be  doomed  at  each  annual  return  to  legislate  on  the 
reception  and  division  of  such  a  surplus,  the  time  and  expenses 
of  legislation  may  be  easily  doubled  with  little  improvement  either 
to  our  codes  of  laws  or  little  benefit  to  the  people. 

With  a  Legislature  composed  of  gentlemen  scarcely  less  intel- 
ligent and  patriotic  than  any  other  public  body  that  ever  convened 
in  the  State,  tlie  people  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  so  great 
has  been  the  agitation  produced  in  anticipation  of  the  surplus  rev- 
enue for  this  State,  that  the  important  measures  of  the  session 
had  not  even  been  reported  in  inat  branch  in  which  they  are  ex- 
pected to  originate  until  long  after  the  usual  period  when  former 
sessions  have  terminated.  If  the  same  cause  shall  produce  the 
same  effects  on  other  States,  it  is  to  be  hoped  this  is  the  last  sur- 
plus which  Congress  will  be  ever  disposed  to  deposite  with  the 
States. 

With  the  wish  of  a  safe  return  to  the  happiness  of  a  cheerful 
domestic  fireside,  and  to  the  embraces  of  your  families  and 
friends,  after  this  protracted  session  shall  have  been  closed,  and 
a  long  continuance  of  that  excellent  health  which,  almost  without 
exception,  each  and  all  have  enjoyed  while  tarrying  here  in  the 
midst  of  an  inclement  season,  agreeably  to  the  request  communi- 
cated by  your  committee,  I  now  acyoum  the  Legislature  to  the 
last  Wednesday  of  May  next.

Legislature. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  Limited  Partnerships/ 

Sbctiok  I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatwes  in  Genmral  Court  convened^  That  limited  partnerships 
for  the  transaction  of  mercantile,  mechanical  or  manufacturing 
business  within  this  State,  may  be  formed  by  two  or  more  persons, 
upon  the  terms,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  liabilities  here- 
in prescribed,  but  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  authorize  any 
such  partnership  for  the  purpose  of  banking  or  msuranco. 

Sec.  2.  Such  partnerships  may  consist  of  one  or  more  per- 
soi:^  who  shall  be  called  general  partners  and  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  responsible  as  general  partners  now  are  by  law  ;  and  of 
one  or  more  persons  who  shall  contribute  to  the  common  stock  a 
specific  sum  m  actual  cash  pajrment,  as  capital,  and  who  shall  be 
called  special  partners,  and  shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  any 
debts  of  the  partnership,  except  in  the  cases  hereinafter  men« 
tioned. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  forming  any  such  partaerslnp  shall  make 
and  severally  sign  a  certificate  which  shall  set  forth, 

1 .  The  name,  or  firm,  under  which  the  partnership  is  to  be  con- 
ducted. 

2.  The  names  and  respective  places  of  residence  of  all  the 
general  and  special  partners  distinguishing  who  are  general  and 
who  are  special  partners. 

3.  The  amount  of  capital  which  each  special  partner  has  con- 
tributed to  the  common  stock. 

4.  The  general  nature  of  the  business  to  be  transacted. 

5.  The  time  whm  the  partnership  is  to  commence  and  when 
it  is  to  terminate. 

Sec  4.  No  such  partnership  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
formed,  until  a  certificate  so  made  and  signed,  shall  be  acknowl- 
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edged  by  all  the  partners  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  or  no- 
tary public,  and  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office,  of  the  town  in 
'  which  the  place  of  business  of  the  partnership  is  situated,  and  re- 
corded by  such  town  Clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
open  to  pubUc  inspection.  If  the  partnership  shall  have  placesof 
business  situated  in  different  towns  in  this  State,  a  certificate  sign- 
ed and  acknowledged  as  above  mentioned,  shall  be  filed  and  re- 
corded in  like*  manner,  in  the  town  clerks  office  of  every  such 
town.  An  if  any  false  statement  shall  be  made  in  any  such  cer- 
tificate, all  the  persons  interested  in  the  partnership  slrall  be  liable 
as  general  partners  for  all  the  engagements  thereof. 

Sec  5  The  partners  shall  piiblish  a  copy  of  the  certificate 
for  six  successive  weeks  immediately  after  the  regbiry  thereof,  in 
at  least  one  newspaper  printed  within  each  county  in  which  said 
partnership  shall  have  a  place  of  business,  and  if  in  any  coun^ 
where  said  partnership  shall  have  a  place  of  business,  no  news- 
paper shall  be  published,  said  publication  shall  be  made  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  next  adjoining  county,  and  in  case  such  publica- 
tion be  not  made,  the  partnership  shall  be  deemed  general. 

Sec  6.  Upon  any  renewed  or  continuation  of  a  limited  part- 
nership beyond  the  time  originally  fixed  for  its  duration,  a  certifi- 
cate thereof  shall  be  made,  acknowledged,  filed,  recorded  and 
published,  in  the  like  manner  as  is  herein  provided  for  ks  original 
formation,  otherwise  the  renewal  or  continued  partnership  sbaO 
be  deemed  a  general  partnership. 

Sec  7.  The  business  of  the  partnership  shall  be  conducted 
under  a  firm  in  which  the  names  ot  the  general  partners  only  shall 
be  inserted,  withopt  the  addition  of  the  word  company,  or  any 
other  general  term  ;  and  if  the  name  of  any  special  partner  shall 
be  used  in  the  firm,  with  his  consent  or  privity,  he  shall  be  deem- 
ed and  treated  as  a  general  partner. 

Sec  S.  During  the  continuance  of  any  partnership  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  no  part  of  the  capitsd  stock  thereof  shall  be 
withdrawn,  nor  any  division  of  interest  or  profits  be  made  so  as 
to  reduce  such  capitaj  stock  below  the  sum  stated  in  the  certifi- 
cate before  mentioned  ;  and  if  at  any  lime  during  the  continuance, 
or  at  the  termination  of  the  partnership  the  property  or  assets 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  partnership  debts,  then  the  special 
partners  shall  severally  be  held  responsible  for  all  sums  by  tbem 
m  any  way  received,  withdrawn,  or  divided,  with  interest  thereon 
from  the  time  when  they  were  so  withdrawn,  respectively. 

Sec  9.  No  general  assignment  by  any  limited  psrtnership  in 
case  of  insolvency,  or  where  the  goods  and  estate  of  the  partner- 
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ship  are  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  all  tbe  debts  thereof,  shall 
be  valid  unless  it  shall  provide  for  a  distribution  of  tbe  partnership 
property  among  all  the  creditors  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
their  several  legal  claims,  excepting  the  claims  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  arising  from  bonds  for  duties,  which 
are  first  to  be  paid  or  secured. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  the  insolvency  of  any  limited  partner- 
ship, no  special  partner  shall,  under  any  circumstances  be  allovi^ed 
to  claim  as  a  creditor,  until  the  legal  claims  of  all  other  creditors 
of  the  partnership  shall  be  satisfied. 

Sec  11.  All  suits  respecting  the  business  of  such  partner- 
ship shall  be  prosecuted  by  and  against  the  general  partners  only, 
except  in  those  cases  in  which  provision  is  herem  made  that 
special  partners  shall  be  deemed  general  parUscrs,  and  that  special 
partnerships  shall  be  deemed  general  partnerships ;  in  which 
cases  all  the  partners  deemed  general  partners  may  join  or  be 
joined  in  such  suits;  and  excepting  also  those  cases  when  special 
parrners  shall  be  held  severally  responsible,  on  account  of  any 
sums  by  them  received  or  withdrawn  from  the  common  stock  as 
before  provided. 

Sec.  12.  No  dissolution  of  a  limited  partnership,  shall  take 
place,  except  by  operation  of  law,  before  the  time  specified  in 
the  certificate  before  mentioned,  unless  a  notice  of  such  dis- 
solution shall  be  recorded  in  every  town  clerk's  office,  wherein 
the  original  certificate  or  the  certificate  of  renewal  or  continua- 
tion of  the  partnership  was  recorded,  and  naless  such  notice  shall 
also  be  published  for  the  same  length  of  time,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  certificates  of  the  formation  of  partnerships  under  this 
act  are  required  to  be  published  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  act. 
Any  special  partner  may  at  any  time  sell  or  transfer  his  or  her  in- 
terest and  connection  in  said  partnership  ;  the  said  partner  being 
subjexjt  to  all  the  liabilities  mentioned  in  this  act  up  to  the  time  of 
the  u-ansfer  ;  provided  such  partner  give  to  the  oUier  partner  or 
partners  a  notice  in  writing  stating  the  time  where,  and  the  person 
or  persons  to  whom  such  transfer  is  to  be  made,  six  months  be- 
fore the  time  of  such  transfer,  which  said  notice  shall  be  record- 
ed by  the  town  clerk  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the 
recording  of  certificates  by  the  fourth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec  13.  In  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for  herein,  the 
members  of  limited  partnerships  shall  be  siibject  to  all  the  liabili- 
ties and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  of  general  parrners. 

Sec  14.  The  justices  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature 
may  hear  and  determine  in  equity  all  questions  arising  under  the 
proyisions  of  this  act. 
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AN  ACT  securing  to  Mechanics  and  Laborers  a  Lies  on  build- 
ings) ships  and  other  vessels. 

Section  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  Rep' 

resentatives  in  Creneral  Court  convened^  That  every  mechanic  or 
laborer  within  this  State  shall  have  a  hen  upon  any  dwelling  house 
or  other  building,  ship  or  other  vessel,  wnich  shall  hereafter  be 
constructed,  built  or  repaired  within  this  State  by  such  mechanic 
or  laborer,  and  that  any  building,  ship  or  other  vessel  so  con- 
structed, built  or  repaired  by  such  mechanic  or  laborer,  shall  be 
held  liable  and  bound  for  the  payment  of  all  debts  and  demands 
against  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  for  labor  so  performed  and 
for  all  materials  furnished  in  the  construction  or  repair  there- 
of, in  the  order  in  which  such  debts  shall  be  contracted:  provid- 
ed that  there  shall  be  no  lien  upon  such  building  or  ship  or  other 
vessel  for  any  sum  less  than  twenty  dollars,  wUch  shall  have  ac- 
crued as  aforesaid. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted j  That  no  debt  for  work 
or  materials  as  aforesaid  shall  remain  a  lien  on  such  building,  ship 
or  other  vessel  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  days  after  such 
building,  ship  or  other  vessel  is  6nished,  or  after  said  mechanic 
or  laborer  shall  have  ceased  to  labor  thereon,  unless  he  or  they 
shall  lodge  with  the  town  Clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  build- 
ing is  situated,  or  in  the  district  in  which  such  ship  or  other  vessel 
is  registered,  a  notice  or  certi6catein  writing  of  the  amount  claim- 
ed as  a  lien  thereon,  the  same  being  first  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
as  the  amount  justly  due,  so  near  as  the  same  can  be  ascertain- 
ed, which  notice  when  left  shall  be  recorded  by  the  town  Clerk 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  solely  for  that  purpose,  which  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  each  and  every  per- 
son having  lodged  a  notice  as  aforesaid,  after  receiving  sati^action 
for  his  or  their  debt,  or  after  final  judgment  against  him  or  them 
by  a  competent  tribunal,  showing  tnat  nothing  is  due  by  reason  of 
said  claim,  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  person  interested  in  said 
building,  ship  or  other  vessel,  on  which  the  same  was  a  lien,  or 
of  any  person  interested  in  having  the  lien  removed,  or  of  his  or 
their  legal  representative,  lodge  a  further  certificate  with  said 
town  Clerk,  that  said  debt  is  satisfied  and  lien  removed,  which 
notice  shall  be  recorded  by  said  town  Clerk  as  aforesaid,  and  shall 
forever  discharge  and  release  said  lien,  and  if  such  person  or  per- 
sons having  received  satisfaction  as  aforesaid,  by  himself  or  attor- 
ney, or  judgment  having  been  rendered  against  him  as  aforesaid, 
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shall  not  withia  tea  days  after  request  in  writing,  lodge  a  notice 
with  the  town  Clerk  as  is  prescribed  io  this  section,  he  or  they 
neglecting  or  refusing  so  to  do,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party 
or  parties  agrieved,  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  half 
the  debt  claimed  as  a  lien  on  such  buildings,  ships  or  other  ves- 
sel, according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  debt.  And  the  party  lodging  certificates  as  afore- 
said shall  pay  to  the  town  Clerk  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  re- 
cording each  notice  or  certificate  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  furtJur  enacted^  That  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  ACT  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  limitation  of 
actions  and  preventing  vexatious  suits. 

Section.  I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  General  Court  convened^  That  in  actions  of  debt 
or  upon  the  case  founded  on  any  simple  contract  no  acknowledg- 
ment or  promise  shall  be  evidence  of  a  new  or  subsisting  contract 
whereby  to  take  any  case  out  of  the  operation  of  the  provisions  of 
the  first  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition  or  to  deprive 
any  party  of  the  benfit  thereof  unless  such  acknowledgement  or 
promise  be  made  or  contained  by  or  in  some'  writing  signed  by 
the  party  chargeable  thereby. 

Sec  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  there  shall  be  two 
or  more  joint  contractors,  or  executors,  or  administrators,  or  any 
contractor,  no  such  joint  contractor,  executor  or  adminstrator, 
shall  lose  die  benefit  of  the  above  enactment  so  as  to  be  chargea- 
ble by  reason  only  of  any  written  acknowledgement  or  promise 
made  and  signed  by  any  other  or  others  of  them. 

Sec  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  actions  commenced 
against  two  or  more  joint  contractors  or  joint  executor  or  admin- 
istrator of  any  contractor,  if  it  shall  appear  on  the  trial  or  other- 
wise, that  the  plantiffis  bound  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to 
one  or  more  of  the  defendants  but  is  entided  to  recover  against 
other  or  others  of  them  by  virtue  of  a  new  ackowledgement  or 
promise  or  otherwise,  judgment  shall  be  given  for  the  plantiff  as 
to  any  of  the  defendants  against  whom  he  is  entitled  to  recover 
and  for  the  other  defendant  or  defendants  against  the  plaintiff. 

Sec.  4.  JSlnd  be  U  further  enacledy  That  if  any  defendant  or 
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defendants  in  any  action  or  any  simple  contract  shaH  plead  id  9- 
batement  that  any  other  person  or  persons  ought  to  hav^e  beeo 
jointly  sued  and  issue  be  joined  on  such  plea  and  it  shall  appear 
on  trial,  that  the  action  by  reason  of  the  prciyisions  of  this  act, 
was  barred  against  the  person  or  pei^sonsso  named  in  the  plea,  tbe 
issue  so  joined  shall  be  found  for  the  plaintiff. 

Sec.  b.  And  be  it  further  enmeted^  That  nothing  contained 
in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  thisv^t  shall  alter,  take  away  or  les- 
sen the  effect  of  a  payment  of  any  principal  or  interest  jnade  bj 
any  person,  but  no  endorsement^ or -memorandum  of -any  sucb 
payment,  written  or  made  upon  any  ^  promissory  note,  bill  of  ex- 
change or  other  writing,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  party,  to  whom 
such  payment  shall  be  made  or  purport  to  be  made,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  proof  of  the  payment,  so  as  to  take  the  case 
out  of  the  operat'ion  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  there  are  two  or 
more  joint  contractors  or  joint  executors  or  administrators  of  anjr 
contractor,  no  one  of  them  shall  loose  the  benefit  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  so  as  to  be  chargeable  by  reason  only  of  any  pay- 
ment made  by  any  other  or  others  of  them. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  the  provisoos  of 
this  act  shall  apply  to  the  case  of  any  debt  or  contract  alledgedby 
wa^  of  set-off  on  the  part  of  any  defendant  and  the  time  of  limi- 
tation of  such  debt  or  contract,  shall  be  computed  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  an  action  had  been  commenced  therefor  at  the  time 
when  the  plaintiff  action  was  commenced. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  eiiactedy  That  in  all  actions  of 
debt  or  assumpsit  brought  to  recover  the  balance  due  upon  a  mu- 
tual and  open  account  current,  or  where  there  have  been  mutual 
dealings  from  time  to  time  between  tbe  parties,  in  all  cases  ans- 
ing  before  the  passing  of  this  act,  tbe  cause  of  action  shall  be  tak- 
en and  deemed  to  have  occurred  at  the  time  of  the  last  item  of 
such  account  or  mutual  dealing — any  thing  contained  in  this  actor 
the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. 

Sec  9.     And  be  it  further  enaetedy  That  this  act  so  far  as  it 
.  relates  to  the  seven  first  sections  thereof  shall  take   effect  kom 
and  after  the  first  day  of  August  next. 
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AN^ACT  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  punishment 
of  idle  and  disorderly  persons  and  for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  thb  poor. 

Section  1.  Beit  en(uted  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Rep' 
fesentoHves  in  General  Court  convened^  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  act  if  any  person  shall  bring  and  leave,  or  shall 
cause  to  be  brought  or  left,  any  pauper  poor  or  indigent  person  from 
any  other  State  into  any  town  m  this  State,  knowing  liuch  person 
to' be  poor  and  indigent,  unless  such 'pauper,  poor  or  indigent  per- 
son shall  have  acquired  a  settlement  in  such  town  by  virtue  of  an 
t(^t  passed  December  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  eight, 
entided  ^^An  act  relating  to  the  settlement  of  paupers,"  and^haD 
also  havB  resided  in  such  town  at  least  three  months  at  one  time 
within  five  years  last  previously  thereto,  he  or'she  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  onence  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor 
more  than  thtee  hundred'  dollars  at  the  discfefion  of  the  court 
before  *whomr  the  same  is  tried,  to  be  sued  fbr  and  recovered  by 
and  tof  the  use  of  such  town  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  prop- 
er to  try  the*  same. 

Sec  2.  '*JJnrf  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  bring  and  leave,  or  cause  to  be  brought  and  left  any 
pauper,  or  poor  and  indigent  person  into  any  town  in  any  county 
in  this  State,  from  aiiy  other  town  in  the  same  county  in  which 
such  pauper  or  poor  person  may  have  been  supported  and  main- 
tained, or  have  resided,  such  pauper  or  poor  person  not  having  a 
legal  settlement  in  the  town  into  which  such  paoper  or  poor  person 
may  be  brought  and  left,  knowing  him  or  her  to  be  such,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  ofiencfing  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less 
than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  hy  and  to  the  use  of  the  town  into  wbich  sucb  pauper 
or  poor  person  sball  be  brought  and  left'&s  aforesaid,  in  an  action 
of  debt  before  any  court  prop^  to  try  the  same. 


AN  ACT  in  addition  to  and  in  amendment  of  an  act  entided  an 
act  for  the  laying  out  highways,  passed  July  3,  1829. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
rtsentoHves  in  Oeneral  Court  convened^  That  there  shall  be  chos- 
en annuany  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  county  in 
dns  State,  a  road  committee  consisting  of  fire  men,  no  two  of 
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whom  shall  be  iohabitaots  of  the  same  town,  and  the  same  ndes 
and  regulations  shall  be  observed  for  the  government  of  the  meet- 
ings for  their  election)  and  for  receiving,  sorting,  counting,  de- 
claring and  recording  the  votes  given  for  said  committee,  and 
transmitting  copies  of  the  same  to  the  Justices  of  the  courts  of 
Common  Pleas  in  the  respective  counties,  as  are  now  provided 
in  relation  to  the  election  of  registers  of  deeds  and  county  treas- 
urers, in  and  by  an  act  entitled  ^'An  act  prescribing  the  duty  and 
directing  the  mode  of  choosing  registers  of  deeds  and  county 
treasurers;  and  providing  for  the  payment  of  county  expenses,'' 
passed  July  5,  1827 — ^and  the  votes^4)eing  examined  by  the  Jus- 
tices of  the  respective  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  the  five  persons 
bavins  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  each  county,  shall  be  de- 
clared duly  elected,  and  shall  continue  in  office  one  year  from  the 
time  of  declaring  the  election,  and  until  others  be  chosen  and 
(Qualified  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Sec  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  at  any  time  in  any 
county  more  than  five  persons  of  those  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  Justices  of  the 
court  of  Conmion  Pleas  in  such  county,  shall  appoint  five  of  the 
persons  having  an  equal  number  of  votes,  who  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected. 

Sec  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  said  office  who  shall  not  be  at  the  time  of  his  election  a 
resident  in  the  county  for  which  he  is  chosen;  and  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  the  office  every  person  elected  and  ac- 
cepting the  office  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  law  for  civfl 
officers. 

Sec  4.  Be  it  further  enacted j  That  if  anv  person  declared 
elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  decline  to  accept  said  office,  or  if  at  the 
time  appointed  by  this  act  for  declaring  the  election  any  person 
elected  shall  be  non  compos  mentis-^  dead  or  removed  from  the 
county;  or  if  at  any  time  there  shall  by  death,  resignation  or  re- 
moval from  the  county  or  otherwise  be  a  vacancy  in  said  office, 
in  each  and  every  such  case  the  justices  of  the  court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  the  county,  in  which  such  vacancy  shall  happen,  shall 
by  appointment  supply  such  vacancy  until  the  time  appomted  by 
this  act  for  declaring  the  next  ensuing  election,  and  the  person  or 
persons  so  appointed  shall  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the 
office  take  the  oath  required  by  the  third  section  of  this  act  to  be 
taken  by  those  declared  elected. 

Sec  6.  Be  it  further  enactedy  That  whenever  the  court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  any  county  in  this  State  shall  have  occasion  on 
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pelitioD  praying  for  the  l^rmg,  out  of  aoy  highway  or  for  altera- 
tioDS  in  any  existing  highwiqrs,  to  appoint  a  committee  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
in  addition,  said  court  shall  for  that  purpose  appoint  any  three  of 
the  road  committee  elected  for  the  county  in  which  the  new  high- 
way or  alterations  prayed  for  may  be  situated.  And  if  such  high- 
way or  alterations  prayed  for  be  situated  in  two  or  more  counties, 
said  court  shall  appoint  such  number  from  the  road  committees, 
chosen  by  each  of  such  counties,  as  they  may  think  proper,  not 
exceeding  three  from  each  county.  Provided  however,  if  the 
petitioner  and  the  selectmen,  agent  or  attorney  of  any  town  or 
towns,  in  which  such  highway  or  alterations,  prayed  for  may  be 
situated,  shall  agree  upon  three  of  said  committee  to  be  appoint- 
ed, the  court  shall  appomt  the  committee  so  agreed  upon  instead 
of  the  committee  elected  as  aforesaid^ 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  any  commit- 
tee shall  have  exceeded  tlieir  authority,  or  whenever  the  report  of 
any  committee  shaU  be  defective,  tlie  court  shall  have  power  to 
recommit  the  petition  and  report  to  the  same  committee,  whether 
such  committee  shall  or  shaU  not  be  memhersof  the  road  com- 
mittee at  the  time  of  such  recoramitment. 

Sec  7.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  committee  shall 
receive  two  dollars  per  day  each  for  all  the  time  spent  by  them 
in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office,  to  be  paid  as  is 
by  law  provided  for  the  payment  of  committees  appointed  by  vir- 
tue of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition. 

Sec  8.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  coamiittee  ap- 
pointed as  is  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  on  any 
petition  for  a  new  highway  or  alteration  in  any  existing  highway, 
may  csuse  copies  of  such  petition  and  their  appointment  thereon 
together  with  notice  of  the  time  and  place  by  them  appointed  for 
hearing  towns,  petiiioners,.'owiier8  of  land  and  all  others  interest- 
ed, to  be  posted  up  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  each  town, 
in  which  any  part  of  such  new  highwiay  or  alteration  in  any  exist- 
ing highway  is  prayed  for;  and  a  like  copy  and  notice  lo  be  de- 
livered,to  the  town  Clerk  and  one  of  the  selectmen  of  each  of 
such  towns,  or  left  at  their  respectiv-e  places  of  abode,  and  also 
to  be  inserted  in  some  newspaper^  published  in  the  county  if  any 
there  be,  thirty  days  prior  to  the  time  appointed  as  aforesaid 
-for  hearing  the  parties  interested;  and  notice  given  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  sufficient  iiotice  lo  towns  and  all  persons  interested;  and 
the  report  of  the  committee,  particularly  stating  in  what  manner 
they  shall  be  competent  evidence  of  such  notice.     And  if  said 
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committee  shall  cause  such  copy  and  notice  to  be  inserted  k  a 
newspaper  as  aforesaid  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amoHM 
hy  them  paid  for  such  insertion  in  addition  to  their  per  diem  conn 
pensati<m. 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  a  committee 
shall  omit  to  award  compensation  for  land  taken  for  a  new  h^ 
way,  or  for  injury  by  alteration  of  any  existing  highway;  or  when- 
ever the  compensation  awai'ded  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  owner 
of  the  land  so  taken  or  injured  be  insufficient,  the  owner  of  tbe 
land  so  taken  or  iniured  may  within  one  year  after  acceptance  of 
the  report  of  such  committee  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of 
Common  Pleas,  accepting  such  report  for  compensation,  when  no 
compensation  siiall  have  been  awarded,  and  for  additional  com- 
pensation, when  the  compensation  in  the  Opinion  of  such  owner 
shall  be  insufficient;  and  the  court  are  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  special  committee  to  consider  said  petition  and  report 
what  compensation,  if  any,  the  petitioner  ought  to  receive;  and 
the'  report  of  such  special  committee,  when  accepted  by  the 
court,  shall  be  final  upon  the  subject  of  compensation.  If  said 
special  committee  shall  award  to  the  petitioner  any  compensation 
the  same  with  costs,  to  be  taxed  by  the  court,  shall  be  paid  hj 
the  town  or  county  liable  therefor;  in  the  same  way  and  manner 
as  if  it  had  been  awarded  by  the  committee  appointed  to  lay  oat 
such  new  highway  or  to  make  such  alterations.  If  such  special 
conmiittee  shall  report  that  sufficient  compensation  has  been 
awarded  to  the  petitioner,  the  court  may,  if  they  thmk  proper, 
render  judgment  and  issue  execution  against  the  petitioner  for 
costs. 

Sec.  10.  Beit  further  enactedy  That  whenever  a  commit- 
tee shall  be  appomted  on  a  petition  for  a  new  highway  to  be  hid 
out  wholly  in  any  one  town,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  conmuttee 
to  report  that  they  have  laid  out  such  highway  on  condition  tbat 
the  petitioners  pay  or  |ive  suoh  security,  as  the  court,  having 
cognizance  of  said  petition  shall  require,  for  the  payment  of  a 
certain  proportion  of  the  compensation  awarded  to  thQ  owners  of 
land  througn  which  the  same  is  laid,  or  a  certain  sum  towards  tbt 
expenses  of  making  said  highway,  which  proportion  or  sum  sbaD 
be  expressed  in  the  report  of  said  committee;  and  the  court  mtj 
accept  such  report  and  establish  such  conditional  laying  oat. 

Sec  11.  Be  ii  further  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  mey  are 
hereby  repealed. 
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AN  ACT  m  addition  to  and  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  an 
act  prescribine  the  duty  and  directing  the  mode  of  choosing 
Registers  of  Deeds  and  County  Treasurers,  and  providing  for 
the  payment  of  County  expenses,  passed  July  5,  1827. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Rejh 
re$entative8  in  General  Court  convenedy  That  it  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  Registers  of  Deeds  in  their  respective  counties  to  pro- 
cure, at  the  expense  of  their  several  counties,  a  number  of  books 
equal  to  the  number  of  towns  in  their  respective  counties,  which 
books  shall  each  contain  at  least  six  quires  of  demy  record  paper 
ruled  and  bound  in  strong  Russia  call  or  sheep,  with  spring  backs, 
and  shall  be  labeled  with  the  names  of  the  towns  in  the  county 
respectively;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registers  of  Deeds 
to  record  all  deeds,  which  may  hereafter  be  received  by  them 
for  record,  in  the  book  of  records  labeled  with  the  name  of  the 
town  where  the  land  is  situated.  And  the  Registers  shall  also 
provide  indexes  of  said  records  for  each  book,  as  is  now  provi- 
ded by  law.

^^Mr.  Speaker — The  Senate  have  concurred  in  the  passive  of  a 
resolution  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  upon  His  excel- 
lency the  Governor,  and  on  their  part  have  joined  Mr.  Parsons." 

The  following  Message  m  writing  was  received  iit>m  His  Bx- 
cellency  the  Governor,  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
FelhtD  Citizens  of  the  Senate^ 

and  Howe  of  Representativu — 

Although  the  year  which  is  approaching  its  close  has  been 
charactenzed  as  a  season  severe  almost  beyond  precedent,  in 
some  counties  of  our  State  the  frost  having  appeared  during  every 
month,  still  we  have  cause  for  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  diat 
"our  lot  has  been  cast  in  pleasant  places."  A  portion  of  the 
usual  crops  of  the  husbandman  has  been  cut  down ;  yet  the  con- 
dition of  most  of  our  population  is  far  better  than  that  <^  the 
inhabitants  of  other  portions  of  country  apparently  more  favored 
as  to  climate  and  seasons.  There  is  an  air  of  comfort  surrotsid- 
ing  the  habitations  of  New  Englanders  arising  from  the  appear- 
ance of  our  compact  dwellings  for  man  and  beast,  from  the  con- 
sideration of  busy  enterprise  and  industry  in  every  department  of 
life,  and,  more  than  all,  from  those  social  and  kindly  relations 
which  are  evinced  in  every  hei^borhood,  that  is  scarcely  to  be 
found  in  any  other  inhabited  region  of  the  globe.  In  this  portion 
of  the  country  the  failure  of  a  crop  necessarilv  involves  us  in  no 
danger  of  famine :  it  does  not  even  afiect  ns  injuriously  to  as  «ieat 
a  degree  as  does  a  similar  failure  in  the  southern  portion  of  our 
country ;  for  mstead  of  producing  in  the  more  favored  seasons 
our  own  bread-stuffs  from  our  soH,  much  of  them  is  brought  to 
U3  and  paid  for  in  the  product  of  our  manufacturing  industry,  or 
taken  from  the  sea  in  the  toils  of  our  hardy  sailors.  The  demand 
for  our  artificial  productions,  to  be  used  in  the  commerce  with 
other  parts  of  our  own  country  and  with  the  world,  has  become 
so  extensive,  that  the  natural  productions  of  the  soil,  for  the  use 
of  those  engaged  in  other  avocations  than  those  of  agriculture, 
co;nmand  prices  that  richly  repay  the  farmer  for  increased  eflbUs 
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to  raise  th«  greatest  crops  and  rear  the  best  mid  greatest  number 
of  animals  usefiil  ib  the  consumption  of  the  country*  These  in** 
duoements  in  many  neighborhcK>ds  are  causing  more  than  '^  two 
spears  of  grass  and  two  blades  of  com  to  grow  where  but  one 
^ew  before.''  The  disposition  for  emigration  to  those  new  .e- 
^ons  of  the  country  that  are  more  fertile  and  seem  to  be  more 
inviting — the  disposition  to  make  investments  in  southern  and 
western  lands  in  the  prospect  that  they  will  be  speedily  doubled 
and  trebled  in  value — ^which  now  pervades  many  of  the  towns  of 
this  State,  may  have  its  temporary  efiect  in  retfffding  our  growth 
and  prospetitj.  Like  eveay  other  unnatural  and  forced  stale  of 
tlungs,  it  must  soon  come  to  an  aid  :  many  of  the  *^  good  livers" 
here  who  are  emigrating  in  the  prospect  of  living  better  else- 
where, will  jregret  that  they  leave  us ;  and  it  may  not  be  out  of 
the  ordmary  course  of  events  if  in  a  few  years  we  shall  see  as 
many  sons  of  New  England  returning  to,  as  goii^  from  us,  in  the 
prospect  of  bettering  their  conditicm. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  the  L^islatiure,  that  the  judicious  meas* 
ures  adopted  by  my  predecessor  in  office  under  the  declaratory 
resolution  of  a  former  Legislature,  asserting  jurisdiction  over,  and 
directii^  contmued  possession  of,  that  territory  in  the  county  of 
Coos  cdled  Indian  Suream,  have  restored  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
adminbtration  of  the  laws  in  that  extreme  border  of  the  State. 
Under  the  resolution  of  your  last  session,  John  P.  Hale,  Ralph 
Metcalf,  and  Joseph  Low,  Esquires,  were  appointed  Commis- 
sioners to  repair  to  Indian  Stream  and  collect  testimony  to  ex- 
plain and  rebut  certain  charges  made  on  an  exparte  examination 
which  had  been  preferred  to  the  Executive  of  the  United  States, 
hy  Lord  Gt>sford,  Governor  of  the  British  Provmce  of  Canada, 
gainst  the  authorities  and  citizens  of  this  State.     The  Commis- 
sioners have  proceeded  to  discharge  their  duty ;  and  their  report, 
with  the  ampte  and  satisfactory  evidence  which  thev  have  neen 
able  to  obtam,  will  be  laid  before  you  and  likewise  mrwarded  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  Unit^  States.     Of  this  report  and 
testimony  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say,  that  if  they  do  not  entirely 
exonenfte  every  individual  acting  under  the  authority  of  New 
Hamps^bire  in  any  supposed  aggression  upon  the  rights  of  His 
Brittanic  Majesty's  subjects  of  I^wer  Canada,  they  make  certam 
to  demonstraticm  the  true  point  and  line  of  bounda]^'  between  this 
State  and  the  British  provmce  of  Canada. 

By  the  treaty  of  1783,  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  the  northmi  line,  forming  a  part  of  the  northeastern  angle 
of  the  United  States,  is  thus  described : — ^^  From  the  northwest 
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«<angle  of  Nora  Scotia,  vix.  durt  angle  whieh  is  formed  liy  a  line 
^^drawn  due  north  from  the  source  of  the  St.  Crcnx  rirer  to  the 
/^highlands;  along  the  higUandi  which  dinide  ihose  rivtntiuii 
^^empiy  themehes  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence  from  thoH  which 
^^fall  into  the  Atlantic  Oeeany  to  the  northweHemmost  head  of 
'*  Connecticut  river.^*  If  it  be  doubtful  \diere  is  the  exact  point 
in  the  highlands  which  forms  the  northwest  angle  of  Nova  Scotia, 
leavinc  it  uncertain  where  is  the  true  boundary  between  the  State 
of  Mame  and  His  Brittanic  Majesty's  provmces  of  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Lower  Cuiada,  there  can  be  no  loneer  a  Question  as  to 
the  identity  of  the  stream  which  constitutes  the  ^'  Northwestern- 
most  head  of  Connecticut  river/'  nor  vfhete  is  the  exact  bound- 
ary between  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  and  the  province  of 
Lower  Canada.  The  examination  and  evidence  exhibited  by  the 
Commissioners  establish  beyond  Controversy  the  fact  that  the 
stream  usually  denominated  Hall^  stream,  being  die  nortfawest- 
emmost  branch  of  Connecticut  river,  is  the  only  stream  that  can 
be  taken  as  agreeing  with  the  description  of  the  treaty ;  for  it  is 
found  on  actual  survey  that  ^^  the  Magalloway  river,  a  branch  of 
the  Androscoggin  [running  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  eastwardly 
through  the  State  of  Maine]  takes  its  rise  many  miles  north  and 
west  not  only  of  that  branch  of  the  Connecticut  clfflmed  1^  th^ 
British  government  as  the  northwesternmost  head,  but  also  north 
and  west  of  Indian  Stream,  so  that  pursuing  the  hi^lands  indica- 
ted by  the  treaty,  one  would  never  arrive  at  the  heed  waters 
claimed  by  the  British  government  as  those  indicated  by  the  trea- 
ty, but  would  have  to  leave  the  highlands  and  cross  the  Magallo- 
way river  to  obtain  that  object."  Although  the  fact  of  the  true 
situation  of  the  highlands  and  of  the  source  of  the  Magalloway 
river,  with  the  relation  which  each  bears  to  the  several  streams 
tx>nstituting  the  sources  of  Connecticut  river,  has  never  been 
noticed  m  any  pubUshed  map,  for  the  reason  that  the  northeast 
point  of  this  State  has  never  been  settled  or  before  fully  ex- 
plored, the  recent  examination  fully  establishes  the  pomt.  The 
State  of  New-Hampshire  is  entitled  to  thb  territory  as  well  by 
the  terms  of  the  treaty  itself  as  by  actual  possession  ;  nor  oi^ 
she  to  give  her  assent  to  yield  it  to  the  British  govemm^it  widi- 
out  an  equivalent  paid  to  her  by  this  government.  It  may  indeed 
be  questionable  whether  this  territory  can  be  ceded  by  Executive 
negotiadon  without  the  consent  of*^  the  sovereign  State  within 
whose  acknowledged  limits  it  is  situated.  New-Hunpsbhre  has 
constantly  assert^  and  maintained  jurisdiction  over  the  disputed 
territory ;  yet  the  anonudous  award  of  the  King  of  the  Nether- 
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lands  in  relatioa  to  this  particular  point  seems  to  have  been  taken 
for  granted  as  unexceptionable  by  tke  diplomatic  agents  of  the 
United  States  and  of  Great  Britain,  as  it  the  State  exclusively 
concerned  bad  been  indiflerent  to  the  result.  When  the  ample 
testimony  which  the  State  now  produces  shall  be  laid  before  these 
iij^nts,  it  may  be  presumed  tlmt  they  will  correct  iheir  mistake. 
Tho  territory  is  not  large,  and  does  not  therefore  stand  in  equal 
prominence  before  the  people  as  the  disputed  domain  claimed  for 
the  State  of  Maine  as  ner  proper^  and  that  of  Massachusetts ; 
but  small  as  the  territory  is,  it  would  be  unjust  and  ungenerous  in 
the  National  government  to  yield  what  is  deariy  ours  as  part  of 
the  equivalent  which  shall  secure  the  title  of  property  and  juris-  , 
diction  to  other  States  in  a  territory  probably  more  extensive  than 
that  embraced  within  our  entire  limits. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  likewise  furnishes  evidence 
that  the  difficulties  which  have  existed  at  the.  Indian  Stream  set- 
dement  originated  in  the  officious  interference  of  a  subject  of  the 
British,  government  holdmg  a  commission  under  its  authoritv,  who 
.  came  within  our  limits  with  the  declared  purpose  of  urging  re- 
sistance to  the  due  operation  of  our  laws.  The  danger  from  the 
disquiet  produced  by  the  threats  and  overt  acts  of  malcontents 
urged  on  and  encouraged  by  this  pr^ended  agent  of  the  British 
government,  rendered  a  military  force  indispensable  to  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  peace ;  this  force,  directed  by  the  Executive, 
was  stationed  at  the  point  of  insurreption  and  for  several  months 
maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  As  the  governor  of  this 
State  notified  the  Executive  of  the  Nation  of  this  foreign  a^es- 
sion  and  asked  for  a  military  force  as  a  substitute  for  the  force 
called  out  by  the  State,  on  due  representation  of  the  facts  of  the 
case  it  is  presumed  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  will  pass  a 
law  refunoing  to  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  these  military  ex- 
penses. It  was  also  at  the  instance  of  the  National  Executive, 
who  communicated  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  this-  State  die 
charges  and  evidence  preferred  by  Lord  Gosford,  with  a  request 
that  thqr  might  be  rebutted  or  explained,  that  the  Indian  Stream 
commission  was  instituted.  The  expenses  of  thai  commission, 
for  this  reason,  may  be  a  proper  item  of  charge  against  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  Slates. 

A  law  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  passed  since  the 
close  of  your  late  session  enacts,  '^  that  the  money  which  shall  be 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  Stones  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  reserving  the  sum  of  five  mil- 
lima  of  dollar's,;  shall  be  deposited  with  the  several  States  in  pro- 
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portion  to  their  respective  representation  in  tiie  Senate  and  Hotise 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  as  shall,  by  law,  aiidx>r- 
ize  their  Treasurers  or  other  eompeterit  authorities  to  receive  the 
same,"  on  certain  conditions.  Tne  most  material  of  these  con- 
ditions is,  that  the  m(»ie^  shall  not  be  paid  over  to  the  States  un- 
til the  competent  authonties  shall  ^^  pledge  the  faidi  of  the  State 
for  the  safe  keeping  and  repayment  thereof,  and  shall  pledge  the 
fiuth  of  the  States  receiving  the  same  to  pay  the  said  moneys  and 
every  part  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  same  sbaQ 
be  required  by  the  wants  of  the  public  treasury,  beyond  tbe 
amount  of  the  nve  millions  aforesaid.'' 

From  the  state  of  tbe  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  as  report- 
ed by  the  head  of  that  department  on  the  first  day -of  the  present 
month,  the  sum  to  be  deposited  with  the  several  States  camotfae 
estimated  at  much  less  tiian  thirty-five  myiions  of  ddiars ;  and  of 
that  amount  the  ph>portioa  of  New-Hampshire  would  be  rising 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  -^he  receipt  of  so  large  a  sum 
into  the  State  Treasury  in  the  course  of  a  single  year,  if  disposed 
of  according  to  the  true  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law,  may  be  pro- 
ductive of  good  to  the  people  ;  but  if  by  any  act  of  tne  Legjis- 
lature  it  shall  be  placed  without  the  control  of  the  particular  au- 
thority which  is  responsible  for  its  return  to  the  nation — if  it  shall 
be  received  and  appropriated  as  ordinary  receipts  into  tiie  State 
Treasury,  it  may  be  for  evil  to  our  constituents  that  tbe  Legisla- 
ture shall  consent  to  receive  it. 

The  use  of  this  deposite,  so  lone  as  it  shall  remain  with  the 
State,  by  the  terms  of  the  law,  will  be  fairly  the  property  of  the 
State.  Perhaps  it  cannot  be  more  wisety  applied  than  to  be 
loaned  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  anmim 
on  undoubted  security,  and  on  such  tertns  tiiat  the  principal  may 
be  within  reach  whenever  it  shaH  bfe  cdled  for  by  the  Grenerd 
€k>vemnient.  The  annual  income  from  tiiis  sum,  should  it  be  as 
lar^e  as  I  have  anticipated,  would  go  far  towards  discharging  tbe 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  and  relieve  the  peo- 
ple firom  direct  taxes  to  an  eaual  amount,  while  the  fund  shaD  be 
continued  to  us.  To  this  object,  and  no  bther,  do  I  hope  it  may 
be  applied. 

In  my  first  communication,  to  this  Legislature  an  opinion  was 
expressed  that  it  will  be  unwise  for  the  State  to  subscribe  for 
stock  or  invest  funds  in  works  of  internal  improvement  to  he  ex- 
ecuted under  its  direction.  Other  States  have  made  appropria- 
tions directiv  for  the  construction  of  roads  and  canats;  but  in  this 
Saote  it  is  1)erteved  that  mdividu«if  enterprise  and  the  kukMrie 
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ambition  of  our  town  corporations,  regulated  and  prompted  by 
the  increase  of  population  and  business,  will  best  guide  in  the 
construcdon  of  these  improvements.  At  this  particular  time  the 
enterprise  of  corporate  bodies  and  Individuals  may  be  aided  for 
the  public  benefit  by  a  suitable  direction  of  a  portion  of  the  sum 
which  the  State  is  about  to  receive  from  the  National  Treasu- 
ry.  The  opemng  of  new  avenues  and  lessening  the  expense  of 
transport  to  and  from  the  places  where  merchandise  is  bought 
and  sold,  in  the  present  state  of  our  agriculture,  manufactures  and 
commerce,  is  of  primary  importance  to  the  public  prosperity. 
Our  railroads  in  particular  sections,  and  our  improved  common 
roads  in  all  directions,  may  be  compared  to  great  labor-saving 
machines;  tbey  certainly  increase  the  value  of  every  productive 
acre  of  land  as  well  as  of  every  establishment  of  manufacture  and 
trade  in  proportion  as  they  lessen  the  expense  of  transportation 
to  and  from  a  market.  The  actual  expense  of  carrying  passen- 
gers or  merchandise  on  a  rail  road,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the 
road  and  necessary  machinery,  is  perhaps  not  more  than  one 
tenth  the  cost  of  transport  of  an  equal  weight  over  the  turnpike 
and  other  roads  as  they  were  used  twenty  years  ago.  If  the  State, 
on  undoubted  individual  security,  or  on  the  security  of  town  cor- 
porations, should,  even  at  a  rate  less  than  legal  interest,  loan  a  por- 
tion of  the  national  deposite,  to  be  applied  to  either  of  the  rail 
roads  contemplated  m  this  State  to  connect  with  other  rail  roads 
already  begun  or  in  operation  in  other  States,  or  for  the  use  of 
towns  which  from  choice  or  compulsion  are  expending  larger 
sums  than  can  be  conveniently  defrayed  by  the  taxes  of  the  year 
on  new  roads  which  are  either  shortening  distances  or  avoiding 
obstructions,  to  be  repaid  whenever  the  State  should  want  the 
money  either  to  be  returned  to  the  United  States  or  to  be  used 
for  some  other  purpose; — if  such  a  disposition  should  be  made 
of  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  surplus  it  seems  to  me  the  people  • 
could  never  have  cause  to  regret  the  application.  The  creation 
of  this  very  surplus  in  the  National  treasury  is  among  those  po* 
tent  causes  whieh  are  producing  a  scarcity  of  funds  elsewhere,  and 
enabling  extortioners  to  obtain  exorbitant  rates  of  interest  for  the 
use  of  money.  The  demand  for  money  would  make  it  an  object 
for  individuals  and  companies  and  even  town  corporations  which 
have  enlisted  or  wish  to  embark  in  public  improvements  to  pay 
for  it  at  the  precise  time  the  State  may  have  it  to  spare.  And 
while  as  a  State  we  shall  keep  aloof  from  those  projects  of  inter- 
nal improvement  which  may  increase  the  burden  of  direct  taxa- 
tioiiy  we  roay>  without  bjuiT'  to  the  public  service^  re<^eiye  a  full 
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equivalent  to  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  surplus  fund,  at  lie 
same  time  we  shtJl  furnish  a  moit  effective  sid  to  some  of  ibcse 
useful  public  projects  which  are  raising  the  value  of  all  the  real 
property  within  pur  limits. 

However  alluring  may  be  tlie  temptation  of  receiving  money 
by  hundreds  of  thousands  in  the  State  Treasury  from  the  over- 
flowing coffers  of  the  nation^  such  a  condition  of  things  is  not  de- 
sirable There  are  men  of  good  sense  rnd  sterling  pau*iotism 
who  would  rather  their  portion  of  such  a  fund  should  be  utterly 
Iost>  than  that  it  should  come  to  tlie  State  in  such  a  shape.    The 

S resent  pecuniary  condition  of  the   country  is  truly  anomalous, 
['he  national  government  Tias  much  more  money  than  it  wants- 
more  than  k  can  profitably  expend;  while  persons  engaged  ex- 
tensively in  speculation  and  trade  are  becoming  more  embarrassed 
from  the   want  of  funds  in  proportion  as  the  public  treasury  b 
made  to  overflow.     A  high    tariff  of  duties,  on  importations  is  no 
longer  needed  for  the  prolecuon  of  manufactures;  for  with  all 
their  surprising  increase,  the  demand  for  our  domestic  manufac- 
tures is  greater  than  their  supply.     Yet  a  high   tariff^  invoking 
severe  taxation  npon  consumers  of  which  the  operatives  in  manu- 
factures are  no  inconsiderable  portion,  is  kept  up  on  many  of  the 
most  nccpssary  and  material  articles;  and  these  when  so  much 
money  accumulates  in  the  treasury  as  really  to  embarrass  the  gov- 
ernment to  know  what  may  be  done  with  it.     The  mercluint  is 
driven  to  the  greatest  straits  for  the  want  of  the  use  of  that  very 
money  he  has  advanced  the  government  in  payment  of  cfmies; 
and  this  money,  remrt)vcd  to  points  where  it  has  not  heretofore 
been  used,  creates  the  demand  for  money  where  it  is  most  wanted, 
that  scarcely  the  whole  capital  and  means  of  the  country  is  able 
to  supply.     If  Congress  should  do  nothing  else  at  its  next  ses- 
sion  saving  the  passage  of  necessary  appropriations,,  it  would  do 
the  whole  people  of  the  United  States  an  acceptable  service  to 
reduce  the  tariff  at  once   down  to  tl^  point  at  wuich  it  will  stand 
by  the   present  law  in  1 842,  when   its  greatest  reduction  will  be 
consummated.     No   manufacturing  interest  in  the  country,  it  is 
humbly  conceived,  can  be  essentitUy  injured  by  such  a  reducticn- 
A  comparativefy  free  trade,  at  a  time  when  free  trade  calls  for 
our   surplus   manufactures  and  agricurrural  products  in  various 
quarters  of  the  globe,  will   best  subserve  every  interest  of  this 
prosperous  and  enterprising  nation.     Let   the  tariff  be   brought 
down  to  the  point  which  shall  neither  leave  a  surplus  to  be  appli- 
ed for  the  corruption  of  the.  State  governments  nor  offer  induce- 
ments to  the  Oeneral  Govemxnent  itself  to  increase  its  exp^Mfi' 
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tures  beyjod  its  legitimate  coDstitutional  objects.  The  money 
saved  in  the  hands  of  the  producers  of  tlie  country  will  better 
conduce  to  the  general  good,  even  should  die  government  at  par 
ticular  periods  fall  short  oi  a  competent  revenue,  tlian  can  any 
disposition  which  may  be  made  of  a  surplus  revenue.  An  exira- 
ordinnry  revenue  cannot  long  continue  to  be  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  public  domain.  More  public  land  has  been  sold  with- 
in the  last  two  years  than  probably  ten  years  emigration  can  fill 
with  occupants.  And  if  those  who  have  purchased  the  public 
lands  for  purposes  merely  of  speculation,  shall  hold  them  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  actual  settler  with  a  view  of  advancing  on  the 
price,  that  course  may  defeat  itself  by  forcing  a  reduction  of  price 
on  Congress  for  the  benefit  alone  of  the  actual  occupants.  Soon 
there  cannot  be  more  than  the  ordinary  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
public  lands.  But  there  will  be  no  daneer,  except  in  case  of  war 
with  a  foreign  nation,  that  the  revenue  Irom  duties  on  importation 
reduced  to  the  minimum  of  1842,  wDl  fall  short  of  abundance  for 
all  the  legitimate  and  proper  expenditures  connected  with  an  eco- 
nomical administration  of  the  government.  The  nation  owes  the 
reduction  to  the  equal  rights  of  the  people;  for  a  surplus  of  rev- 
enue to  be  divided  among  the  States  would  burden  the  poor  man 
^ho  consumes  taxable  articles  for  the  benefit  of  the  property  of 
the  rich  which  receives  in  a  greater  degree  the  advantages  of  all 
extraordinary  public  expenditures. 

Some  of  the  new  States,  while  in  an  almost  wilderness  state, 
exhibit  a  zeal  for  local  internal  improvements  beyond  that  of  many 
of  the  elder  States;  and  extensive  appropriations  have  been  made 
for  furthering  these  objects.     Several  of  the  old  States,  as  New- 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Virginia,  have  Incurred  exten- 
sive debts  to  carry  on  similar  improvements — to  "bring  the  dif- 
ferent parts  of  their  territory  nearer  to  each  o'Sier  and  to  the 
marts  oi  trade  and  commerce.     Even  the  contiguous  state  of 
Massachusetts  during  the  present  jear  has  appropriated  a  million 
of  dollars  to  extend  a  single  rail  road  flirough  the  mountain  re- 
gion nf  tha(L  state,  in  the  prospect  of  drawmg  to  her  capital  over 
land  a  portion  of  the  business  and  travel  from  the  great  West. 
There  are  persons  who  are  distrustful  of  rail  roads  and  other  cor- 
porations for  carrying  forward  public  improvements,  considering 
them  to  be  monopolies.     Guarded  as  I  hope  all  the  charters  of 
rail  road  corporations  liave  beep  and  may  be  by  a  vigilant  Legis- 
lature, I  cannot  believe  there  is  danger  of  mononoly  or  oppres- 
sion from  these  corporations.     The  worst  case  ol  hardship  to  me 
seems  to  be  that  of  cutting  through  the  land  of  the  ownei*  without 
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his  consent,  and  awarding  him,  not  m  all  cases  such  damage  as  be 
asks,  but  such  as  disinterested  persons  shall  assess.  Hard  as  the 
case  may  be,  this  is  a  principle  which  has  been  in  force  time  im- 
memorial in  the  laying  out  and  constructing  all  turnpike  roads  and 
other  public  avenues;  and  it  is  one  that  the  public  good  imperi- 
ously requires.  It  is  the  yielding  of  an  individual  right  to  secure 
an  mdispensable  public  accommodation;  and  the  consideration 
which  the  individual  receives  for  the  sacrifice  is  to  be  found  in 
that  protection  which  government  extends  for  his  benefit.  What 
is  domg  elsewhere  and  by  other  States  may  suggest  the  expedien- 
cy of  doing  something  here  to  aid  individual  enterprise  by  loan- 
ing funds  that  may  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  for  the  tempo- 
rary aid  of  similar  great  improvements  in  this  State  in  preference 
to  using  them  for  objects  of  less  public  interest.  Such  use  of 
this  surplus  would  come  to  the  immediate  aid  of  the  laboring 
class  of  the  community.  It  is  believed  that  no  rail  road  charter 
within  the  limits  of  this  State  has  been  contemplated  or  granted 
where  those  asking  for  it  had  not  more  in  view  the  facilities  of 
transport  and  the  increased  value  of  property  and  labor  in  the 
whole  community,  than  any  gains  to  be  derived  from  holding  or 
speculating  on  the  stock  oi  such  rail  roads. 

There  are  three  avenues  now  contemplated  as  the  commence- 
ment of  rail  road  projects  in  this  State,  for  which  charters  have 
been  granted. 

The  first  is  a  route  near  the  seaboard,  connecting  with  a  con- 
templated road  in  Massachusetts  from  Boston  through  Salera  and 
Newburyport  to  Portsmouth  in  this  State,  and  thence  to  the  com- 
mercial capital  of  the  State  of  Maine. 

The  second,  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  seaboard,  extends 
the  road  which  is  nearly  completed  from  Boston  to  Flaverhill  in 
Massachusetts,  on  the  southerly  boundary  of  this  State,  through 
the  important  manufacturing  towns  of  Exeter,  New-Marfcet,  Do- 
ver and  Somersworth,  in  a  direction  towards  the  political  capital 
of  Maine. 

But  an  avenue  still  more  important  is  believed  to  be  that  ei- 
tending  from  Boston  through  the  great  manufacturing  town  of 
Lowell  up  the  Merrimack  river  by  some  of  the  most  valuable 
water  power  in  New-England  to  the  political  capilol  of  this  State. 
This  road,  from  the  nature  of  the  country,  must  be  without  a  ri- 
val on  either  hand  in  an  extensive  range  of  country  in  both  the 
States  of  New-Hampshire  and  Vermont.  It  is  acknowledged  by 
all  travellers  that  the  most  durable  and  best  finished  rail  road  now 
m  operation  m  the  United  States  is  that  from  Boston  to  Lowell. 
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Every  step  diat  shall  be  taken  to  advance  this  road  above  Lowell 
on  the  Merrimack  gives  assurance  that  an  avenue  of  trade  of  great 
importance  to  the  commercial  capital,  and  indeed  to  the  whole  of 
New  Eoglandi  will  be  opened  on  this  route,  extending  from  Bos- 
ton to  Lowell,  (hence  to  Connecticut  river,  thence  up  White  riv- 
er through  the  Gulf  near  the  height  ot  land  in  Vermont,  and 
down  Onion  river  by  Montpelier  to  B  Islington  on  Lake  Cham- 
plain;  and  from  Port  Kent  in  Ne^v  York  on  the  opposite  side  of 
that  Lake  to  Ogdensburgh  on  Lake  Ontario.  It  is  said,  from 
sur\'eys  already  made,  that  this  route  to  Burlington  is  more  feasible 
ibao  any  other  from  Boston  towards  the  Lakes  westward;  and  it  is 
understood  that  the  route  from  Lake  Champlain  to  Lake  Ontario 
is  about  to  be  commenced.  That  this  route  in  its  whole  extent 
will  be  opened  in  no  very  distant  day  can  scarcely  admit  of  doubt; 
and  wltea  it  is  opened,  the  city  of  Boston  will  be  litde  further 
removed  from  the  commerce  and  business  of  the  great  West 
through  the  Lakes  than  the  city  of  New  York  itself.  And  in- 
stead of  the  present  mode  of  heavy  waggoA  transportation  from 
Boston  into  the  interior  of  New-Hampshire  and  Vermont,  the 
.  bread-stuf&  of  tiie  West  will  be  supplied  to  Boston  and  will  come 
to  us  by  the  power  of  steam  in  the  contrary  direction.  Connec- 
ted with  this  great  avenue  will  be  several  others  from  the  North, 
in  tlie  Canadas,  both  easterly  and  westerly  of  Lake  Cliamplain. 
This  great  artery,  extending  through  the  centres  of  New-Hamp- 
•sbire  and  Vermont,  will  open  a  trade  with  the  West,  the  magnitude 
of  which  may  be  beyond  the  highest  calculation;  and  he  who  shall 
(end  his  aid  to  exterid  this  avenue  of  communication  for  a  single 
mile  ought  to  be  associated  among  the  benefactors  of  the  north. 
Can  the  Legislature,  when  its  men^rs  shall  reflect  that  the  value 
of  the  whole  real  propertjrof  the  State  shall  be  raised  by  the 
construction  of  tins  and  other  rail  roads,  hesitate  to  give  them  all 
the  countenance  and  encouragement  that  shall  be  within  its  pow- 
er short  of  imposing  the  burdens  of  direct  taxation  on  the  peo- 
ple? 

To  the  three  avenues  just  mentioned  I  might  add  a  fourth,  ex- 
tending on  the  whole  westerly  line  of  the  State  on  Connecticut 
river,  whidh,  if  it  shall  be  t^ommenced  by  the  people  of  the  states 
of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  below,  will  doubtless  be  con* 
tinued  above  lay  the  weahhy  and  intelliffent  citizens  of  this  State 
on  the  border  of  tliat  noble  stream.  That  route  will  not  conflict 
^ith  either  of  those  I  have  just  named,  but  will,  whenever  it  is 
-undertdcen,  come  to  the  aid  of  those  roads  taking  a  transverse  di- 
rectioo.     Indeed  such  is  the  lavored  local  position  of  tlus  State, 
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that  it  would  be  hardly  possible  to  suggest  a  rail  road  io  aij  di« 
rection  that  would  essentially  injure  any  other.  All  of  tbe$e  en- 
terprises, when  undertaken  for  the  laudable  purpose  of  increasing 
the  value  of  every  species  of  production,  and  of  promoting  the 

Eublic  good,  deserve  the  suppcHt  and  countenance  of  every  wise 
sgislator  and  every  virtuous  citizen* 
The  preservation  of  the  capitol  is  wortliy  the  attention  of  the 
'Legisktore.  Tins  edifice  has  now  been  erected  nearly  twenty 
years.  Although  not  as  expensive  nor  as  spacious  as  the  capitob 
erected  by  our  neighbors  at  the  east  and  west,  its  granite  watts  are 
an  ornament  to  the  town  v^re  it  stands,  and  it  ought  to  be  pre- 
served to  the  uses  for  which  it  was  designed  for  a  centusy  to 
come.  The  shingle  and  wood  work  on  the  exterior  needs  re- 
pairing and  painting.  A  comparatively  small  appropriation,  which 
may  be  applied  to  the  substitution  of  slate  for  shingle  and  to  the 
coustruction  of  gutters  by  which  the  water  from  the  roof  might 
be  conducted  to  a  cistern  and  thus  preventthe  undermining  of  the 
building,  and  to  painting  and  otherwise  repairkig  the  exterior  and 
interior,  would  save  the  State  rn  its  property  in  this  edifice  prob- 
ably ten  tiroes  the  cost.  A  slated  roof  may  preserve  not  only  this 
building,  but  much  of  the  compact  part  of  the  town  in  whieli  it  is 
situated,  fi*om  conflagration;  and  a  cistern  underground  in  the 
yard  to  be  supplied  by  th^  water  from  the  roof,  might  always  be 
ready  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  In  addition  to  this,  a  small  fire* 
proof  building  of  stone  or  brick  erected  in  the  Stcte-Honse  jrard 
at  no  very  great  expense  for  the' offices  of  the  Treasurer  and  Se- 
cretary would  leave  the  capitol  with  little  risque  from  fire  in  the 
interior  except  when  the  Legisfcture  shall  be  in  session,  and  sup- 
ply two  good  additional  apartments  for  the  ii«e  of  committees  and 
for  the  storage  and  preservation  of  bobks  and  maps  or  other  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  State. 

I  wouM  call  the  attention  of  the  Ledslatare  to  the  state  of  tb? 
public  archives,  in  thb  Secretary's  ofice.  A  thorough  cxaroio- 
ation  of  the  public  documents,  and  a  classification  and  arrangemeat 
of  them,  might  be  accomplished  at  an  inconsiderable  expense. 
The  value  of  these  documents  and  papers  can  only  be-  duty  esti- 
mated when  they  shall  be  irretrievably  lost.  It  is  stated  that  the 
Council  records  of  the  Province  from  16S0  to  1689,  are  net  io 
the  Secretary's  ofiice,  but  may  be  found  elsewbere.  If  so,  nay 
it  not  be  expedient  to  take  measures  for  their  recovery  ^ 

I  would  renew  the  suggestion  that  it  may  be  wise  for  the  Legfe- 
lature  to  carry  out  what  it  began  at  the  hst  session,  the  enquiry 
what  measure  ^all  best  conduce  to  the  intiodnctioii  ef  a  greater 
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portion  of  specie  as  a  medium  of  circulation.  Six  banks  of  tliis 
State,  under  the  law  of  Congress  regulating  the  deposite  of  the 
public  money,  have  omitted  the  issue  of  notes  of  a  less  denom^ 
ination  than  five  dollars.  In  the  adjacent  State  of  Maine  a  law 
was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  prohibiting  the 
issue  and  circulation  of  small  bank  notes.  Gradually  going  into 
effect,  it  is  found  that  the  execution  of  the  law  in  that  State  has 
already  introduced  specie  in  sufficient  quantities  to  supply  their 
place  with  a  trifling  inconvenience.  The  law  makes  it  penal  to 
pass,  but  not  to  receive  them,  and  thus  affords  an  opportunity  to 
return  tliem  to  their  place  of  issue.  As  the  small  bills  disappear, 
it  b  found  the  silver  takes  their  place.  The  experiment  ofintro^ 
docing  silver  having  been  successful,  as  it  will  no  doubt  prove  uw 
der  a  law  which  shall  make  the  change  gradual,  the  introduction 
of  a  gold  currency  as  fast  as  that  precious  metal  can  be  furnished 
to  be  coined  by  the  several  mint  establishments,  would  4bllow  as 
a  necessary  consequence  from  the  future  suppression  of  bank 
notes  of  a  less  denomination  than  ten  dollars.  It  the  experiment 
of  introducing  silver  shall  not  succeed  to  the  general  satisfaction, 
let  not  the  gold  experiment  be  tried. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature  in  June,  it  has  been 
an  object  with  the  Executive,  whose  duty  by  law  it  is  to  superin- 
tend and  direct  in  the  management   of  the  State  Prison,  to  look 
mto  the  affairs  of  that  institution,  to  correct  evils  if  any  exist,  and 
to  fumbh  such  an  exposition  as  might  lay  the  foundation  for  better 
mani^ement  in  future.     If  the  institution  had  been  freed  from 
previous  embarrassment  at  the  time  the  labor  of  the  convicts  was 
let  out  to  contractors,  the  cost  to  the  State  would  have  been  trif- 
ling for  the  last  two  years.     The  condition  of  the  Prison  for  the 
last  seven  years  has  been  that  of  a  complicated  tradmg  establish-*^ 
ment  without  capital.     Every  supply,  as  well  for  the  sustenance 
of  the  convicts  as  for  the  materials  to  carry  on  manufactures,  in 
the  condition  of  indebtedness,  must  be  procured  on  credrt  and  at 
an  increased  price  on  account  of  the  deficiency  of  means  of  im-* 
mediate  payment.     Sufficient  appropriations,  from  time  to  time, 
.  have  been  made  by  the   Legislature  ;  but  those  appropriations, 
far  from  anticipp.ting  debts,  have  only  provided  the  scanty  means 
of  paying  debts  long  contracted.     It  is  believed  the  prison  lost 
in  bad  debts  a  sum  equal  at  least  to  the  labor  on  all  the  prepared 
stone  which  had  been  sent  to  the  market  without  previous  con- 
tract ;  so  that  if  the  stone  had  remained  m  the  quarry,  and  if 
those  who  are  hired  by  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  prepare 
nd  brbg  it  to  the  yard,  and  the  convicts  employed  m  hewing  it. 
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had  each  and  all  stood  sdll  at  the  e3qpeBse  of  the  State,  the  prison 
would  have  been  better  off  without  than  with  their  labor.  From 
the  failure  of  five  trading  houses  in  Boston,  New- York,  Albaty, 
and  Philadelptua— all  of  them  considered  in  good  credit  when  toe 
trade  began— the  institution  lost  at  different  times  the  sum  ol 
$19,286  43-100.  Anticipating  this  money  when  it  was  earned, 
and  relying  upon  it  as  last  as  it  became  due  for  the  support 
of  the  prison,  it  is  ndt  surprising  that  there  was  want  of  funds 
for  supporting  the  prisoners  and  carrying  on  the  ordinary  busi- 
ness. The  embarrassment  was  increased  in  the  mean  time  by  the 
erection  of  a  new  prison  on  the  plan  of  solitary  cofinement  and 
for  other  improvements  costing  (and  perhaps  really  worth)  more 
than  the  estimate  for  which  the  Legislature  bad  made  provisioo. 
In  such  a  state  of  things  looseness  and  laxity  in  the  financial  man- 
agement were  the  almost  inevitable  consequence.  The  greatest 
fault  seems  to  have  been,  a  disposition  of  the  late  Warden  to  put 
a  more  favorable  aspect  on  the  institution  before  the  Legislature 
and  the  people  than  the  facts  would  warrant.  Determined,  if  pos- 
sible, to  present  a  fuller  and  more  intelligible  view  of  the  concerns 
and  management  of  the  prison,  than  had  yet  been  before  the  pub- 
lic, the  Executive  in  August  last  addressed  a  series  of  questions 
to  the  present  Warden,  who  has,  with  conunendable  industry,  hf 
a  dissection  of  the  accounts  of  the  prison  as  they  have  existed  for 
the  last  seven  years,  presented  such  a  developement  as  wiU  enable 
the  Legislature  to  form  a  correct  opinion  of  the  facts  of  its  man- 
agement. From  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  avaiUde 
debts  estimated  to  be  good  due  to  the  prison  are  more  thaasnffi* 
cient  to  discharge  every  known  claim  upon  it. 

The  debt  due  by  Noah  James  to  the  prison,  which  was  sup- 
posed to  be  amply  secured,  if  the  decision  of  the  Judge  of  tbeCi^ 
cuit  Court  of  the  United  States  sitting  within  the  district  of  Mas- 
sachusetts shall  be  acquiesced  in,  will  be  worse  than  lost  to  the 
State,  when  the  expenses  of  the  suit  shall  be  taken  into  conside^ 
ation.  It  is  true  tne  Auditor's  report,  declaring  James  to  be  in- 
debted to  the  prison  in  the  sum  of  more  than  seven  thousand  dol* 
lars,  has  been  confirmed  by  this  decision,  and  adjudged  tobegood 
as  against  the  principal  ;  but  by  a  most  extraordinaiy  principle, 
said  not  to  have  been  contemplated  by  the  counsel  of  either  par- 
t}',  the  surety  of  James  has  been  exonerated  fi*om  responsbiiit]^ 
mter  a  certain  date,  placing  about  six  thousand  dollars  of  the  debt 
beyond  the  hope  of  recovery.  I  submit  to  the  Legislature  the 
nropriety  of  appealing  from  this  decision  to  the  Supreme  Court  at 
WashingtOQ.     The  JState  of  New-Hampshire  has  been  hitherto 
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peculiarly  unfortunate  whenever  as  a  party  she  has  been  drawn  in- 
to the  United  States*  Courts;  and  you,  gentlemen,  can  best  judge 
whether  it  is  better  that  the  state  should  suffer  from  an  anomalous 
decision,  or  whether  we  shall  make  further  sacrifices  in  the  pursuit 
of  justice. 

On  the  question  of  making  an  appropriation  to  build  an  Insane 
Hospital,  submitted  to  the   people  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 

E resent  month,  less  than  one  half  the  legal  voters  of  the  State 
ave  expressed  any  opinion,  and  the  unofficial  returns  as  far  as 
received  would  indicate  that  the  vote  has  been  nearly  equal  for 
and  against  the  proposition.  The  form  in  which  the  question  was 
put  to  the  people,  "Is  it  expedient  for  the  State  to  grant  an  ap- 
propriation to  build  an  Insane  Hospital  ?''  may  be,  and  probably 
was,  understood  as  the  naked  proposition  that  the  State  exclusive- 
ly firom  its  own  treasury  will  erect  and  support  an  Insame  Hospi- 
taL  In  this  view  of  the  question,  it  would  have  been  surprismg 
that  it  received  so  large  an  affirmative  vote  as  appears  to  have 
been  given.  If  the  question  had  been,  "Is  it  expedient  for  the 
State  to  grant  an  appropriation  in  aid  of  the  building  an  Insane 
Hospital  ?"  the  expression  of  public  opinion  might  have  been 
more  decided.  The  citizens  of  this  State,  who  are  careful  espe- 
cially of  the  burdens  to  be  entailed  on  those  who  come  after  usy 
may  not  be  disposed  to  add  another  considerable  item  to  the  per- 
manent State  expenditures  ;  yet  there  cannot  be  a  doubt  of  meir 
willingness  to  anord  temporary  aid  firom  the  treasury  firom  time  to 
time  in  so  laudable  a  public  charity  as  that  which  alone  can  secure 
a  comfortable  asylum  for  the  most  distressed  and  most  helpless 
among  our  fellow  mortals. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant  Greneral,  herewith  transmitted, 
shews  the  efifective  military  force  of  this  State,  officers  and  sol- 
diers, cavahy,  artillery,  infantry,  light  infantry,  grenadiers,  and 
riflemen,  to  be  27,581.  The  same  report  will  also  shew  the 
amount  and  condition  of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  arms,  nuUta- 
ry  equipments,  and  instruments  of  music,  belongmg  to  the  State 
and  eitner  in  the  care  of  the  several  Regiments  or  of  the  Com- 
missary General.  The  system  of  accountability  in  the  use  of 
the  public  property,  mtroduced  a  few  years  since,  is  well  sus- 
tained ;  and  the  sniall  annual  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the 
militia  have  beyond  question  answered  a  valuable  purpose. 

The  prominent  objects  calling  for  a  winter  session  of  the  Le- 
gislature at  the  return  of  each  four  years  are,  the  formation  of 
the  Electoral  College  chosen  by  the  people  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  present  month  for  the  election  of  President  and  Vice  Pre- 
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sident  of  the  United  States,  and  the  arrangement  for  a  cocstiiu- 
tional  proportion  in  the  assessment  of  public  taxes.  A  Senator 
in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  serve  six  years  from  the 
third  day  of  March  next  remains  for  the  choice  of  the  present 
Legislature.  These  objects  accomplished,  there  would  seem  lo 
be  nothing  unusual  requiring  a  protracted  session. 

The  safest  and  best  government  is  that  whose  operations  are 
most  distinctly  in  the  view  of  the  people,  and  where  responsibil- 
ity is  felt  to  tliem  in  every  advancing  step.  To  do  right — lo 
consult  the  welfare  of  the  whole — to  found  every  public  act  on 
the  basis  of  public  good — to  lay  out  of  view  the  interest  of  our 
own  particular  town  or  section  when  that  interest  shall  mjuriously 
affect  the  rights  of  others  :  these  are  axioms  which  should  guide 
legislators  and  all  public  men.  In  all  measiu-es,  based  on  these 
prmciples,  adopted  as  the  result  of  your  deLLcrations,  it  will  be 
no  less  my  pride  than  my  duty  to  concur.

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"The  undersigned,  desenting  from  the  vote  of  the  House  on 
tlie  Resolution  passed  on  the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D,  1836, 
in  the  words  following — to  ^it :  "Resolved  that  it  is  not  uncon- 
stitutional for  this  State  to  give  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  a  certificate  for  any  monies,  which  may  be  deposited  in  our 
State  Treasury  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  pledging 
the  faith  of  the  Stale  for  the  safe  keeping  and  repayment  of  the 
same,"  claims  his  constitutional  privilege  of  entering  his  protest 
against  the  vote  on  the  passage  of  said  resolution,  on  the  Journal. 

It  is  perhaps  proper  to  remark,  that  the  resolution  above  re- 
ferred to,  was  reported  by  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  in 
consequence  of  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution — to  wit : 
"Resolved  that  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to 
inqu'nre  into  the  Constitutionality  of  this  State's  giving  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  a  certificate  for  any  monies,  which  may  be  deposited 
in  our  State  Treasury  by  the  LFnited  States  Government,  pledg- 
ing the  faith  of  the  State  for  the  safe  keeping  and  repayment  of 
the  same,  and  also  what  constitutes  a  bill  of  credit  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution." 

As  the  report  of  that  committee  seems  necessarily  connected 
with  the  resolution  above  referred  to,  it  may  be  important  to  ex- 
amine the  language  of  the  report.  "The  question,"  (say  the 
committee  in  their  report)  "as  to  the  constitutionality  of  such  a 
certificate  of  deposite,  as  is  contemplated  in  the  first  part  of  the 
resolution  ;"  that  is  the  resolution  of  inquiry,  "seems  necessarily 
connected  with  the  second  ques-tion  presented  in  the  resolution, ' 
what  constitutes  a  bill  of  credit  ?"  The  committee  here  virtually 
admit,  that  the  first  question  proposed  to  them  involves  a  bill  of 
credit ;  had  the  first  question  therefore  been  only  submitted,  it 
would  seem  by  their  report,  that  a  bill  of  credit  was  necessarily 
connected  with  such  a  certificate,  or  in  other  words,  that  the  cer- 
tificate would  have  been  a  bill  of  credit ;  or  how  are  these  two 
questions  necessarily  connected  together  ?  If  only  one  had  been 
submitted,  they  would  have  come  to  the  same  result,  that  is,  that 
a  bill  of  credit  was  connected  in  some  way  or  other  with  such  a 
certificate,  and  if  it  dors  not  of  itself  constitute  a  bill  of  credit,  it 
is  difficult  to  say  in  what  manner,  it  is  connected  with  the  first 
fjiiestion  proposed  to  the  committee. 

The  committee  have  also  assumed  what  is  not  believed  to  be 
the  fact,  that  is,  that  the  bills  of  credit  alluded  to  in  the  constitu- 
tion are  "those  paper  issues  made  by  the  States  and  General  Gov- 
ernment durinp:  and  for  some  time  after  the  revolution,"  If  those 
were  actually  tlie  bills  of  credit  alluded  to,  tlie  remedy  provided 
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would  seem  inadequate  to  effect  the  object  intended-  The  Gen- 
eral Government  made  the  most  of  these  issues,  and  yet  no  pro- 
visions are  named  in  the  Constitution  prohibiting  the  General 
Government  from  continuing  the  same  issues  ;  if,  therefore,  the 
position  of  the  committee  be  correct,  we  must  suppose  that  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution,  instead  of  checking  the  greater  evil, 
were  only  endeavoring  to  check  the  lesser.  This  would  be  to 
suppose  them  laboring  to  reform  small  abuses,  whilst  those  of  the 
greatest  magnitude  were  slill  continued. 

Reference  is  made  by  the  committee  to  an  act  of  Parliament, 
passed  during  the  reign  of  George  the  Second,  restraining  issues 
of  paper  money  in  the  New.  England  colonies,  in  proofoi  the  po- 
sition assumed  by  them.  That  act,  it  is  said,  "speaks  of  paper 
bills  and  bills  of  credit  as  synonymous."  "The  phrase  was  well 
known,"  say  the  committee,  "and  generally  used  to  indicate  the 
paper  money  issued  by  the  Congress  before  their  Independence." 
This  act  of  Parliament,  if  it  prove  any  thing  with  regard  to  the 
meaning  of  the  term  "bills  of  credit,"  only  proves  that  the  Brit- 
ish Parliament  apphed  the  phrase  "bills  of  credit"  to  paper  issue? 
circulating  as  money.  The  question  is  not,  as  to  the  phrase  a- 
dopted  and  understood  in  Great  Britain,  as  referring  to  paper 
money,  but  what  constitutes  a  bill  of  credit  as  defined  and  under- 
stood in  the  United  States  ;  and  the  committee  do  barely  venture 
the  assertion,  that  tlie  paper  money  issued  by  the  States  was  thus 
denominated  "bills  of  credit."  Their  language  is,  with  regard 
to  the  act,  "the  phrase  was  well  known  and  generally  used  to  in- 
dicate the  paper  money  issued  by  the  Congress  before  their  In- 
dependence." It  is  believed  to  be  a  well  known  and  established 
fact,  tliat  the  paper  money  issued  by  the  General  Government 
and  by  the  State  Governments,  "before  and  for  some  time  after 
their  independence,"  was  universally  denominated,  "ContinenuJ 
money,"  "Treasury  notes,"  and  "State  scrips,"  and  those  bills 
are  thus  spoken  of  at  the  present  day. 

The  Committee  also  say  in  tlieir  report,  that  at  the  time  of  die 
adoption  of  the  Constitution,  bills  of  credit  were  universally  un- 
derstood to  signify  a  paper  medium,  intended  to  circulate  between 
individuals,  and  between  the  government  and  individuals.  This 
position  would  probably  prove  more  than  the  committee  would 
be  willing  to  admit.  If  this  definition  of  the  phrase,  "bill  of 
credit,"  is  correct  no  State  could  "authorize  a  creature  of  its 
own,  a  bank,  to  do  an  act,  which  it  could  not  do  itself."  A  pa- 
per medium  is  now  established  under  the  authority  of  all  the 
States  in  the  Union,  which  does  in  fact  "circulate  between  indi- 
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vidulas,  and  between  the  Government  and  individuals,"  and  if  the 
doctrine  laid  down  by  tlie  committee  be  true,  this  country  is  at 
the  present  day  flooded  with  ''bills  of  credit"  to  an  extent  here- 
tofore unknown,  cither  before  or  since  the  Revolution  to  the 
present  time. 

"It  is  further  to  be  remarked"  says  the  report,  "that  to  con- 
strue a  mere  certificate  of  deposite  as  a  bill  of  credit  within  the 
meaning  of  the  constitution  would  most  unnecessarily  and  injudi- 
ciously narrov/  the  powers  of  the  States  on  subjects  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  general  welfare  ;  under  this  construction  no  State 
could  create  stock  of  any  kind,  nor  could  it  borrow  money  and 
pledge  the  faith  of  the  State  for  its  redemption,  because  the  cer- 
tificates issued,  by  the  authority  appointed,  would  be  a  bill  of 
credit."  The  committee  have  assumed  the  position,  that  to  re- 
ceive n^onies  on  deposite  and  to  borrow  money  to  pay  the  expen- 
ses of  die  State  Government  is  the  same  thing.  If  the  State 
should  refuse  to  become  the  depository  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, "it  would"  neither  "necessarily  or  injudiciously  narrow  the 
powers  of  the  State  on  subjects  of  vital  importance."  The  State 
could  still  borrow  money  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment, it  being  a  right,  which  belonged  originally  to  the  State, 
and  which  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  was  not 
relinquished  to  tlie  General  Government,  but  the  right  to  receive 
monies  on  deposite  with  a  pledge  from  the  State  for  its  safe  kee- 
ping and  repayment  would  seem  to  demand,  that  the  State  should 
at  times  borrow  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  General 
Government,  but  no  necessity  exists  that  the  State  should  become 
the  depository  of  the  General  Government. 

The  Treasurer  of  this  State  usually  borrows  money  on  the 
credit  of  the  State,  to  be  repaid  out  of  taxes  collected  from  tbe 
people,  and  gives  his  note  as  Treasurer  agreeable  to  an  order  of 
the  Legislature  ;  but  it  must  be  apparent,  that  the  chai'acter  of 
tliis  transaction  is  entirely  different  from  that  of  receiving  monies 
on  deposite,  which  is  not,  nor  cannot,  without  a  breach  of  tnist, 
be  applied  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  and 
which  is  subject,  by  the  terms  of  the  deposite,  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  of  tlie  United  States,  who,  having  received  the 
certificate  of  deposite,  "pledging  the  faith  of  the  State,"  is  there- 
by furnished  with  the  means  of  putting  in  circulation,  if  not  the 
identical  certificate  given,  an  order  upon  the  State  Treasurer  for 
such  sums  as  may  be  needed. 

The  committee   furtBer  say  in  their  report,   "that  the   bills  of 
credit,"  as  contemplated  by   the  Constitution,  "means  bills -issu- 
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ed  by  a  State,  for  the  redemption  of  which  its  fsuth  is  pledged ; 
and  circulating  as  money  among  individuals  and  received  as  such 
by  the  States.^'  Here  it  is  admitted,  tliat  the  certificate  alluded 
to  is  in  fact  ''a  bill  of  credit,"  or  that  it  wonld  become  such  by 
being  put  in  ciniilation  ;  it  is  evidence  of  a  debt  due  from  llie 
State  to  the  General  GoverninGut,  and  just  such  evidence  of  a 
debt,  as  an  individual  or  State  Iiold'ng  it  woidd  have  by  holding 
a  similar  evidence  of  debt  ^)at  in  circulation  as  money  by  the 
State.  A  bill  issued  by  a  bank  is  evidence  of  a  debt,  due  from 
the  bank  issuing  the  same.  It  is  generally  denominated  money, 
although  only  tiie  representative  of  money.  It  does  not  therefore 
loose  its  character,  if  retained  in  the  possession  of  any  individual 
and  is  not  put  in  circulation. 

Regarding  the  certificate  contemplated  in  the  resolution  as  a 
'•bill  of  credit"  within  the  strict  meiming  of  the  Constitution,  and 
the  fact  of  its  being  so  is  virtually  acknowledged  by  the  conunil- 
tee,  admitting  'Hhe  necessary  connection^'  of  the  two  questions 
submitted  to  thsm,  and  believing  that  sometiiing  more  was  into- 
ded  by  the  framers  of  the  constitution,  than  the  checkmg  ofev'  ^ 
which  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  had  already  ceased  in  a  gi^*- 
measure  to  exist.  I  cannot  assent  to  the  doctrine,  tliat  the  pa- 
per issues,  named  by  thj  committee  were  those  alluded  to  in  the 
Constitution,  and  those  termed  -'bills  of  credit ;"  as  the  object  to 
be  attained,  and  the  evils  <o  be  remedied  coidd  not  have  been  ac- 
complished by  prohibiting  the  States  issuing  paper  money,  with- 
out extending  the  prohibition  also  to  the  General  Government. 

For  the  forei.';oing  rcn^^^ons,  the  undersigned  enters  his  solemn 
protest  against  the  vote  of  the  House,  declaring,  "that  it  is  not 
unconstitutional  for  this  State  to  give  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  a  ccrtificrje  for  any  monies  which  may  be  deposited 
in  our'  State  Ticnsury  by  tlie  eovenunent  of  the  United  States, 
pledging  the  fai^h  of  the  Slate  for  the  safe  keeping  and  repayment 
of  the  same."

amount  due  the  Prison  from  the  Contractors,  up  to  the  30th  Sep- 
tember 1836,  and  which  is  all  that  can  be  considered  now  de- 
niandable  is  $1531  18 ;  and  that  the  amount  anticipated  to  be  due 
on  the  quarter  ending  Dec.  31st,  is  estimated  at  $2471  66.  I 
also  communicate  a  statement  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  shew- 
ing the  situation  of  the  bond  of  the  Contractors  for  the  labcM*  of 
the  State  Prison  convicts,  and  the  steps  taken  by  the  Executive 
in  relation  to  it.  It  may  be  proper  to  say  that  the  swm  due  fitnii 
the  Contractors  in  August  last,  was  much  larger  than  it  now  b ; 
and  that  the  reason  suit  had  not  been  ordered  on  the  bond  was  a 
knowledge  of  the  fact,  tliat  the  surviving  contractor  had  been 
obliged  to  incur  unexpected  expenses  in  the  increased  price  of 
the  means  of  strstaining  the  prisoners,  and  lii  outlays  fbr  carrying 
on  the  manufactures  in  which  the  convicts  were  employed.— 
This  communication  had  been  delayed  one  day  in  the  expectation 
of  receiving  a  statement  from  the  surviving  Contractor.  He  has 
this  morning  verbaHy  infbnned  me  that  he  had  made  a  further 
payment  yesterday  of  one  thousand  dollars,  leaving  the  balance 
at  this  time  demandable  of  af>out  five  hondred  dollars.  Up  to 
the  present  hour  he  has  executed  no  new  bond,  nor  oflTered  any 
additional  security.

Mr.  Cbadwick,  pursuant  to  previous  notice  presented  the  fol- 
lowing protest  against  the  vote  of  the  House,  on  the  passage  of 
a  bill  entitled  ^^An  act  in  addition  to  and  in  amendment  of  an  act 
declaring  the  mode  of  conveyance  by  deed,  passed  June  29, 
J  829,'*  claiming  the  constitutional  privilege  of  entering  the  same 
upon  the  Journal. 

And  on  motion  by  Mr.  Waldron — 

The  House  granted  leave  to  «uch  other  members  as  may  wish 
CO  enter  their  dissent  to  the  passage  of  said  bill,  to  sign  said  pro- 
test and  have  their  names  accordingly  entered  upon  tlie  Journal. 

PROTEST. 

The  undersigned  dissenting  from  the  vote  of  the  House,  on 
the  passage  of  the  bill  entitled  ^^An  act  in  addition  to  and  in 
amendment  of  an  act  declaring  the  mode  of  conveyance  by  deed 
passed  June  29,  1829,"  claim  their  constitutional  privilege  of  en- 
tering their  protest  with  their  reasons  against  said  bill  on  the 
Journal. 
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The  bill  provides  among  other  things,  that  all  deeds  or  ocher 
conveyance  of  land  in  this  State  may  be  recorded  in  a  book  of 
records  to  be  kept  by  the  town  Clerks  in  the  several  towns  where 
the  lands  lie.  That  hereafter  no  deed,  &c.  shall  be  valid  vadm 
so  recorded^  against  any  persons  but  the  grantor  or  grantors,  or 
lib  or  their  heirs,  &c. 

That  it  way  or  may  not  be  recorded  in  the  office- of  the  regis- 
ters of  deeds  as  now  by  law  provided,  as  tlie  grantor  may  choose. 
It  also  makes  it  the  duty  of  town  Clerks  to  record  all  deeds  which 
shall  be  presented  for  record. 

rhey  believe  that  the  bill  is  unconstitutional  in  its  provis- 
ions. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  is  the  supreme  law — ^the  expres- 
sed will  of  the  people-^the  government  of  the  State  is  created 
by  it,  and  the  powers  of  its  several  branches  defined  and  limited. 
All  legislation  which  is  contrary  or  repugnant  to  its  provisions  is 
null  and  void.  All  rights  which  it  secures  to  the  people  are  be- 
yond legislative  control.  The  offices  which  it  establishes  ev  i 
the  least  important,  no  legislative  power  can  dispense  with. 

Among  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  now  in  force  are  ut^ 
following: — 

''The  county  treasurers  and  Registers  of  deeds  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  counties  in  the  State  accord- 
ing to  the  method  now  practised  and  the  laws  of  the  State." 

"Provided  nevertheless  the  legislature  shall  have  authority  to 
alter  the  manner  of  certifying  the  votes,  and  the  mode  of  eleci* 
ing  those  officers  but  not  so  as  to  deprive  the  people  of  the  right 
of  electing  them." 

"And  the  Legislature  on  the  application  of  a  major  part  of  the 
inhabitants  of  any  County  shall  have  authority  to  divide  the  same 
into  two  districts  for  registering  deeds  if  to  them  it  shall  appear 
necessary,  each  district  to  elect  a  register  of  deeds — and  before 
they  enter  upon  the  business  of  their  offices  shall  be  respectivelf 
sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  shall  several- 
ly give  bond  with  sufficient  sureties  in  a  reasonable  sum  for  the 
use  of  the  county  for  the  punctual  performance  of  their  respeciire 
trusts." 

These  provisions  follow  other  similar  provisions  establishing 
tl)e  oflices  of  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Commissaj 
General  but  providing  for  a  diffisrent  mode  of  election. 

Upon  deliberate  and  careful  consideration  the  undersigned  are 
of  opinion,  that  when  construed  according  to  their  true  spirit  and 
intent  the  provisions  above  extracted  secure  to  the  people  in  the 
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several  counties  the  right  of  elecihig  and  having  one  register  of 
deeds,  and  one  only  unless  they  shall  otherwise  determine,  for 
their  respective  counties — and  that  involved  in  this  fright  is  the 
right  of  having  the  register  so  elected,  record  all  deeds  of  lands 
in  the  county  which  shall  be  recorded — and  of  having  the  record 
so  made,  have  all  the  force  and  efibct  for  which  deeds  were  re- 
quired to  be  recorded  when  the  constitution  was- adopted. 

The  right  of  election  as  stated  is  not  questioned,  and  it  is  hard- 
ly asserted  that  an  imperative  duty  is  not  prescribed  as  well  as  a 
right  secured. 

The  power  of  the  Legislature  to  deprive  the  people  of  this 
right,  which  otherwise  perhaps  might  be  contended  lor,  is  ex- 
pressly withheld;  evincing  the  importance  of  the  right  in  the  esti- 
raadon  of  the  framers  of  that  instrument. 

The  question  then  arises  does  this  right  involve  the  rigius  which 
are  stated  as  incident  to  it.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  if  it  does 
not  the  right  so  carefully  secured  is  a  mere  nullity,  worthless,  lia- 
ble to  be  rendered  inoperative  to  any  practical  purpose. 

Does  it  involve  first  the  right  of  having  the  register  so  elected 
record  all  deeds  of  lands  which  shall  be  recorded  within  the 
county? 

That  it  does  result  from  the  fact  that  he  is  when  elected  a  coun- 
ty officer,  the  term  county  in  the  provision  of  the  constitution 
extracted,  applying  as  well  to  registers  as  treasurers — also  from 
the  uniform  practice  which  had  prevailed  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
any  constitution  of  this  State,  and  continued  under  prior  consti- 
tutions, containing  similar  provisions  with  those  in  the  present 
constitution,  and  from  the  fact  that  no  provision  of  this  or  any 
former  constitution  can  be  construed  as  contemplating  or  recog- 
nizing any  other  register  than  county  registers. 

Secondly — does  it  involve  the  right  of  having  the  record  made 
by  county  registers,  have  all  the  force  and  effect  for  which  deeds 
were  required  to  be  recorded  when  the  Constitution  was  adopt- 
ed? 

To  determine  this  question  it  is  proper  to  consider  the  uses  for 
■which  deeds  had  been  recorded  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
present  constitution. 

As  eariy  as  1701  by  a  provincial  act  then  passed  entitled  "An 
act  for  preventing  fraudulent  sales  of  houses  and  lands  and  to  the 
intent  it  may  be  better  known  what  title  or  interest  persons  have 
in  or  to  such  estates  as  they  shall  offer  for  sale,"  it  was  provided 
that  deeds,  executed  in  a  certain  manner,  recorded  in  the  records 
of  the  province  should  be  valid  to  pass  real  estate  without  any 
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Other  ceremony  whatever,  and  unless  so  recorded  should  not  be 
valid  against  any  other  person  or  persons  than  the  gfantor,  or 
grantors  and  their  heirs  only.  When  the  province  was  divided 
into  counties  in  1771  it  was  provided  that  a  register  or  recorder 
of  deeds  for  each  separate  county  should  be  appointed  by  the 
Provincial  Governor,  Council  and  assembly. 

The  first  constitution  adopted  in  this  State,  1776,  provided  tfaac 
a  recorder  of  deeds  be  chosen  annually  by  the  people  of  each 
county  respectively. 

The  second  constitution,  adopted  in  1783  contained  a  provis- 
ion precisely  similar  to  that  in  the  present  constitution,  viz:  that 
they  should  be  elected  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  in 
the  several  counties  according  to  the  method  then  practised  and 
the  laws  of  the  State. 

Now  it  will  be  seen  that  from  1701  up  to  179^  althoc^  the 
Government  had  been  changed,  two  successive  constitutions  had 
been  in  force,  and  the  second  had  then  given  place  to  a  third — 
although  the  manner  of  constituting  registers  of  deeds  had  been 
varied,  the  object  and  effect  of  recording  deeds  through  this 
whole  period  of  91  years  had  remained  unaltered.  They  were 
the  same  in  1701 — in  1792 — and  are  the  same  now.  Can  it  then 
be  said  that  when  the  framers  of  the  present  constitution  secured 
the  election  of  registers  of  deeds  to  the  several  counties,  they 
had  no  reference  to  the  duties  of  the  officer  or  the  effect  of  those 
duties.^ — was  it  not  the  importance  of  the  effect  of  those  duties 
which  influenced  the  framers  of  the  constitution^  of  1776  to  vest 
in  the  people  the  right  .of  electing  the  officers  to  perform  theou 
l*he  office,  the  duties  and  the  effect  of  those  duties  seem  to  us 
to  be  one  and  insep^able  and  we  cannot  but  believe  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  by  placing  the  officer,  placed  also  his 
duty,  and  the  effect  of  his  acts  as  at  that  time  known  and  esti^ 
lished  beyond  Legislative  control. 

If  these  conclusions  are  as  we  believe  to  be  correct,  then  the 
bill  is  an  infringement  of  die  right  constitutionally  secured  to  the 
people  of  the  several  counties. 

1st.  By  taking  from  the  acts  of  the  register  elected  hy  them 
the  effect  secured  to  them  by  the  constitution — ^rendering  what 
was  secured  as  a  substituted  right  a  mere  nuKty. 

2d.  By  creating  registers  of  deeds  not  elected  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  transfering  to  their  acts  an  ef- 
fect limited  fay^the  constitution  to  the  acts  of  registers  chosen  bj 
the  counties. 

3d.  By  creating  a  greater  number  of  recorders  of  deeds,  aod 
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a  greater  number  of  districts  in  the  several  counties  than  the  con» 
stltution  autliorises. 

To  the  positions  which  have  been  taken  in  support  of  the  bill 
before  the  House  we  cannot  assent. 

It  b  said  first  that  the  bill  does  not  abolish  the  office  of  county 
register.  While  we  concede  that  it  does  not  do  it  expressly  and 
directly,  we  believe  that  it  does  it  certainly  and  effectually.  It 
leaves  nothing  of  the  office  but  the  name.  It  is  further  said  ^t 
it  does  not  filter  the  nature  of  the  duties  of  the  officer — we  be- 
lieve that  it  does,  inasmuch  as  it  makes  those  duties,  before  usefid 
and  important,  if  still  performed,  useless  and  nugatory* 

It  b  further  said  that  it  is  no  where  provided  in  tne  constitu- 
tion that  deeds  shall  be  recorded  any  where — we  believe  that  the 
provision  that  the  counties  shall  elect  recorders  of  deeds  implies 
that  deeds  are  to  be  recorded  by  the  person  so  elected. 

Agsun,  it  is  said  that  if  the  Legislature  should  see  fit  to  substi- 
tute the  common  law  mode  of  conveyance  by  livery  and  seizin 
for  the  mode  now  in  use  and  thus  render  recordii^  unnecessary 
in  any  case,  such  a  measure  would  be  in  conffict  with  no  provis- 
ion of  the  constitution. 

We  believe  that  by  providing  in  three  successive  constitutions 

for  giving  effect  to  another  and  different  mode  of  conveyance 

which  has  been  in  use  in  this  Stat6  more  than  a  century,  the  peo- 

ple  have  made  known  their  preference  of  this  mode  over  the  ex- 

j)loded  and  servile  mode  of  an  illiterate  age — and  that  to  revive 

ciiat  mode  would  be  to  disregard  their  manifest  will. 

It  is  further  said  that  the  bill  making  town  clerks  recorders  of 
deeds  for  towns  creates  no  new  office.     If  recording  deeds  con- 
stituted an  office  when  performed  by  county  registers,  will  it  not 
<^onstitute  an  office  when   performed  by  the  person  who  may  also 
h^d  the  office  of  town  clerk?     If  not,  th^  the  duty  of  record- 
jng  deeds  might  by  the  Legislature  be  transferred  (d  an  officer  not 
^l^cted  by  the  people,  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
ox*   «ven  to  an  officer  now  holding  soch  ap]^intment  even  if  it  were 
^^^cpressly  declared  in  the  constitution  that  such  an  officer  should 
cioC  be   eligible  to   the  office  of  Register  of  deeds.     As  for  in- 
^^^33ce,  if  the   Legislature  should  enact  that  no  deed  should  be  ~ 
^^lUcl  to  pass  any  tide  to  lands,  &c.   except  as  against  the  grantor 
g^^*,    unless  recorded  by  the   Sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  the 
ggjixd    should  lie — and  that  they  might  or  not  be  recorded  by  the 
^^^jBXMty  regist^  as  by  law  provided,  as  the  grantee  might  elect, 
^      should  make  it  the  duty  of  such   sheriffs  to  record  all  the 
~      which  should  be  presented  to  them  for  that  purpose.     T:  h 
18 
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by  the  reasoning  b}^  which  the  constitutionali^  of  this  bill  is  at* 
tempted  to  be  sustained  would  not  be  in.  violation  of  the  constito* 
tjon — as  it  would  not  abolish  the  oflSce  of  county  register — ^wouU 
not  take  away  from  the  people  the  right  of  electing  that  officer— 
and  would  not  be  creatmg  any  new  office — ^and  if  it  should  be 
said  that  by  the  constitution  it  is  expressly  provided  that  no  per- 
son shall  hold  at  the  same  time  the  offices  of  sheriff  and  register 
of  Deeds — the  answer  would  be  that  the  sheriff,  although  he  nuj 
record  deeds  as  by  law  reqtiired,  is  not  a  register  of  deeds  and 
therefore  does  not  hold  the  two  offices  which  by  the  constitution 
are  declared  to  be  incompatible. 

The  soundness  of  positions  which   sustain  such  conclusions 
may  well  be  questioned. 

The  undersigned  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
provision  of  the  constitution  upon  which  they  have  remarked,  or 
as  to  their  suitableness  to  the  present  condition  of  things.  It  b 
enough  for  us  that  they  are  a  part  of  the  constitution  as  it  is — 
and  that  the  construction  which  we  contend  for,  has  been  acqui- 
esced in,  and  carried  out  in  settled  and  uniform  practice  as  h% 
as  any  constitution  has  been  in  force — ^for  we  hold  that  it  is  nei- 
ther safe  nur  wise  upon  mere  considerations  of  expediency,  and 
•especially  of  doubtful  expediency,  by  forced  interpretations  to 
introduce  new  construcuons  of  the  provisions  of  an  instnimem 
which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  our  State  institutions. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  undersigned  enter  their  solemn 
protest  against  the  bill  referred  to.

justice to  the  great  mass  of  community;  and  whereas  any  distri- 
bution of  the  surplus  revenue  of  the  General  Government* to  the 
States,  whether  that  surplus  is  an  accidental  one  or  othsrwise,  is 
contrary  to  the  true  spirit  and  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  and 
if  persisted  in,  will  tend  to  the  creation  of  a  consolidated  gov- 
ernment, and  to  the  ultimate  and  complete  dependence  of  the 
several  States  upon  that  Government, 

Therefore — 

Resolved^  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Oencral  Court  convened,  That  any  system  of  unnecessary  taxa-

of  abolition  societies,  is  an  unwarrantable  interference  with  the 
constitutional  rights  of  the  citizens  of  the  non-slaveholding  States, 
and  cannot  therefore  be  complied  with. 

Resolved,  That  any  attempt  to  prevent  the  free  discussion  of 
the  sulyect  of  slavery,  by  making  use  of  legal .  process,  or  by 
means  of  violence,  is  not  only  in  abuse  and  contempt  of  the  law, 
but  tyrannical  and  unjust,  and  ought  therefore  to  be  discounte- 
nanced and  rebuked  by  every  friend  of  our  free  institutions/'  be 
adopted  ?

You  are  now  to  return  to  that  domestic  quiet,  which 
though  occasionally  to  encounter  the  responsibilities  and  conflicts 
of  political  life  may  give  it  an  additional  zest,  to  enjoy  with  the 
least  interruption  is,  perhaps  to  be  most  worthy  of  envy.  M^ 
peace  and  happiness  be  ever  yours— *may  the  best  blessings  of  a 
benignant  Providence  attend  each  and  everyoneof  youin  aUyov 
pursuits  and  your  relations  of  life.

**Mr.  Speaker — The  Senate  concur  with  the  House  of  Bif 
resentatives  in  the  passage  of  a  resdution  appointing  a  casnaistx 
to  wait  OB  Hb  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  hiiii  tfaicfc 
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Legislature  having  finished  the  business  ol  this  session,  are  now 
ready  to  be  adjourned  to  the  last  Wednesday  of  May  next,  and 
have  on  on  their  part  joined  Messrs.  Berry  and  Lamprey  to  said 
committee. 

Mr.  Hadley  of  Wearefrom  the  joint  select  committee^ippoint- 
ed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him 
that  the  Legislature  having  finished  the  business  of  this  session, 
are  now  ready  to  be  adjourned  to  the  last  Wednesday  of  May 
next,  reported  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  to 
them. 

The  loUojwing  message  ia  writing  was  received  from  his  Ex- 
cellency the, Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  State: 

^' To  the  Senate  and  House 

.of  RepresenttUives — 

Gentlemen — 1  have  afilxed  my  signature  of  assent  to  each  and 
all  of  the  bills  and  resolutions  which  have  been  passed  in  your 
two  branches  and  presented  to  me  during  the  present  session. — 
Several  important  acts  passed  at  so  late  an  hour  as  to  leave  too 
litde  time  to  duly  weigh  the  objections  which  may  arise  against 
them:  all  these,  however,  are  repealable  by  a  subsequent  Le- 
gislature, and  such  of  ihem  as  shall  be  found  inexpedient  or  un- 
wise will  be  so  repealed. 

In  assenting  to  the  two  bills  which  provide  for  the  receipt  and 
disposition  of  the  public  money  of  the  United  States  which  may 
be  deposited  with  this  Siate,  the  most  important  of  which  was 
received  only  near  the  last  expiring  hours  ot  the  session^.Lshould 
do  injustice  to  the  principles  I  have  always  professed  if  I  omitted 
to  qualify  that  assent  by  entering  my  protest  against  tha  right  of 
the.  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  raise  a  revenue  either  by 
direct  or  indirect  taxaiiop.  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  money 
among  the  several  States. 

Acting  in  the  capacity  of  a  le^slator,  the  entire  details  of  nei- 
ther of  these  bills  as  laws  for  simply  receiving  and  disposing  of 
money,  deposited  with,  and  peculiarly,  for  the  benefit  of  the  State, 
would  meet  myteutire,  approbation:  placed  in  a  different  position 
I  am  compelled  either  to  take  both  bills  as  they  are^  or  to  run  the 
risque  of  continued  agitation  with  perhaps  a  worse  result. 

I  am  glad  to  find,  as  well  by  the  terms  of  the  several  acts  them- 
selves,  as  by  other  solemn  declaratory  resolutions  which  have 
passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  that  the  money  of  the 
United  States  ofiered  to  this  State  as  a  deposite  is  in  good  faith 
to  be  received  and  treated  as  a  deposite,  and  thatihe  doctrine  of 
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distributioD  is  repudiated.  I  had  conceiv'sd  and  stiO  entertaiii  the 
opinion  that  the  use  of  this  money  belonged  exclusively  to  ibe 
State,  through  whose  government  alone  the  people  are  respoosi^ 
ble  for  its  saie  keeping  and  for  its  return;  it  might  be  loaned  to 
the  several  towns  in  equal  or  unequal  proportions,  to  other  cor- 
porations, or  to  individuals;  but  so  long  as  the  State  Treasmr 
had  not  the  ability  to  pay  even  the  current  expanses  of  the  State, 
without  annually  throwing  itself  at  the  mercy  of  banks  or  other 
money  lenders  for  loans  in  anticipation  of  future  taxes,  so  long, 
in  my  opinion,  ought  the  income  of  this  deposite,  while  it  remaio- 
ed,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  a  direct  tax  oa4he  people  to  a  greater 
amount  for  the  supply  of  the  Treasury.  A  different  state  of  tlm^ 
— an  abundantly  supplied  treasury  without  direct  taxation,  as  m 
some  of  the  States,  might  give  a  better  claim  to  other  objects  for 
the  use  of  this  deposite.  But  a  large  majority  of  the  L^islature 
as  is  evinced  by  the  discussions  of  the  last  seven  weeks,  di&r 
from  me  in  opinion;  and  I  am  bound  to  the  conclusion  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  people  of  the  State,  to  whose  decision  we  must  sub- 
mit, at  this  time  coincide  with  the  Legislature  rather  ifaan  with  me 
in  opinion. 

Il  not  equally  unconstitutional,  I  believe  it  to  be  equally  inex* 

!)edient,  that  the  State  as  that  the  United  States  should  raise  funds 
or  distribution,  either  among  the  towns  or  among  the  people. — 
Such  a  distribution  seems  to  be  an  inversion  of  the  very  purposes 
of  governraenl.  The  fethers  of  our  constitution  never  anticipit- 
ed  taxation  of  the  people  to  minister  to  the  avrice  of  the  people. 
The  law  of  Congress  of  1790  providing  for  the  funding  of  the 
public  debt  of  the  revolution,  brought  into  the  Treasury  of  thfe 
State  at  once  a  principal  sum  of  $300,000;  this  was  a  wbdM 
which  cost  the  treasury  but  litde,  and  was  a  consideration  for  the 
services  and  sufferings  in  the  war  of  the  revolution  of  the  people 
of  this  State.  The  income  of  this  amount  before  the  whole  was 
paid  was  probcibly  greater  than  the  amount  invested;'  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  for  the  ensuing  thirty  years  saved  the  people  of 
the  State  about  half  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  expenses  of  the 
State  Government;  So  also  at  the  close  of  the  late  war  with 
Grreat  Britain,  a  sum  of  money  amounting  to  $40,000  found  to  be 
due  from  the  United  States  to  this  State,  was,  even  without  the 
form  of  legislative  sanction,  funded  in  the  debt  of  the  United 
States,  and  reserved  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment. With  the  doctrine  that  now  seems  to  have  become  nxjst 
popular,  could  it  for  a  moment  be  believed  that  any  portion  either 
of  the  debt  of  the  war  of  the  revolution,  or  that  of  the  more  le- 
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cent  war.  With  Great  Britain,  earned  hy  the  blood  and.sacrifices 
of  the  people,  would  have  remained  in  the  State  treasury  as  a 
substitute  tor  taxation  ?  Until  the  distribution  of  the  Literary  Fund 
in  1828  it  had  never  been  dreamed  that  the  State  funds  were  to 
be  appropriated  for  distribution  among  the  towns.  That  Literary 
Fund  was  pledged  by  a  law  of  the  State  to  a  particular  purpose  ; 
it  was  raised  from  a  tax  which  was  paid  into  tiie  treasury  for  that 
purpose  and  no  other.  Yet  a  law  of  the  Legislature,  violating 
the  pledged  faith  6f  the  State,  diverted  it  from  the  original  pur- 
pose and  distributed  it  among  the  towns  for  another  and  a  differ- 
ent purpose.  And  in  relation  to  that  fund  it  is  worthy  of  remark, 
that  much  the  largest  portion  of  it  had  been  borrowed  and  ex- 
pended for  the.  use  of  the  State  ;  and  after  it  was  thus  expended 
it  was  raised  by  a  tax  imposed  directly  on  the  people  of  the  towns 
and  afterwards  distributed  to  the  towns  !  If  the  taste  of  a  fund 
thus  treated  be  so  alluring,  what  may  we  not  expect  from  the 
repeated  offers  of  the  National  Government  to  tempt  the  people 
with  the  money  raised  from  their  own  contributions  r 

The  compound  rule  of  apportionment  of  the  surplus  among  the 
several  towns  adopted  as  a  compromise  between  the  Senate  and 
House>  the  one  half  on  the  valuation  and  the  other  half  on  the 
polls,  is  of  little  consequence  if  the  subject  be  treated  as  a  depos- 
ite;  it  is  of  more  importance  if  considered  as  a  distribution. 
The  President  of  the  United  States,  who  in  his  late  message 
to  Congress  jusdy  condemns  the  principle  of  distribution,  has  de- 
monstrated that  the  law  of  Congress  is  unequul,  because  it  gives  to 
the  State  of  Delaware  nearly  double  her  proportion  when  compared 
with  the  sum  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
Considered  as  a  distribution  and  not  as  a  deposite,  this  inequali- 
ty alone  would  make  the  law  unconstitutional.  So  in  regard  to 
tne  rule  of  apportionment,  among  the  towns  of  this  State,  if  it  be 
equal  to  divide  by  the  ]idlls,vit  must  be  unequal  to  divide  by  the 
valuation;  and  if  it  be  wrong  to  divide  by  either,  can  it  be  rieht 
to  divide  by  both?  All  questions  about  a  right  of  division  in  this 
State  might  have  been  siiperseded  if  the  income  from  this  surplus 
had  gone  directly  to  the  State  Treasury  where  it  would  have  been 
a  substitute  for  so  much  amount  of  taxation  equally  assessed  upon 
the  people  of  the  whole  State,  saving  the  expense  of  collec- 
t]on« 

It  is  possible  that  some  persons  may  have  been  misled  by  an 
improper  construction  of  that  portion  of  my  message  at  the  open- 
ing 6f  the  present  session  which  suggested  the  temporary  loan  of 
a  portion  of  Ae  surplus  to  the  use  especially  of  three  or  more 
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conlemplatecl  Rail  Roads  in  ibis  Slate,  on  ample  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  return  of  the  principal  whenever  «- 
ther  should  be  wanted.  That  communication  was  thought  to  be 
sufHcienily  explicit  to  be  understood.  I  neither  expected  or 
wished  the  Legislature  or  Congress  to  grant  any  sum  for  the  ben- 
efit of  a  rail  road  in  this  State.  I  simply  suggested  this  as  a  mode 
of  lending  money  by  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  and  of 
tlie  fund  itself,  in  a  manner  that  I  can  scarcely  doubt  will  be  chos- 
en by  some  of  the  towns  as  be?t  securing  to  them  paymeaiof 
both  principal  and  interest  whenever  it  shall  be  wanted.  Time 
will  develope  whether  my  suggestion  was  as  unwise  as  the  litiic 
favor  it  has  received  would  seem  to  indicate.  Even  to  have  gone 
further  than  the  suggestion  in  that  message  might  have  been  no  vi- 
olation of  any  principle  contended  for  by  the  strictest  construe- 
tionist.  To  say  that  the  State  has  no  right  to  make  appropria- 
tions from  the  treasury  for  objectsof  internal  improvenieots  would 
be  the  denial  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  authorize  towns  to  raise 
money  for  the  like  purposes.  It  may  be,  and  doubtless  is,  ioex- 
pedient  that  this  Slate  should  provide  from  the  general  Treasury 
for  roads,  canals  or  other  public  improvements  ;  yet  it  is  mauer 
of  general  uoioriety  that  many  of  the  leading  public  men  in  Stales 
which  take  the  strongest  stand  against  appropriations  for  objects  of 
internal  improvement  from  the  funds  of  the  National  Governmeoi 
are  among  the  most  decided  advocates  for  like  appropriations  from 
the  Treasuries  of  their  own  States.  The  distinction  between  the 
two  cases  is  most  apparent.  The  power  of  appropriating  money 
to  objects  of  internal  improvement  is  not  among  the  specified 
powers  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States — it  is  among  the 
powers  especially  reserved  to  the  States  for  the  action  of  ibeir 
respective  Le2;islatures.  This  .power  has  been  constantly  exer- 
cised in  this  S  ate,  as  is  proved  by  the  existence  of  every  pub- 
lic highway  and  bridge  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  for  whose 
continuance  and  repair  the  laws  of  the  Legislature  provide. 

The*  National  Deposite  was  among  the  first,  as  it  has  been  the 
principal  subject  agitated  during  the  longest  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature known  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  Constitution;  and 
the  experience  attending  this  first  essay  may  teach  us,  that  we 
have  scarcely  less  to  fear  from  a  system  of  taxation  which  creates 
a  surplus  for  distribution,  than  from  a  want  of  means  for  the  o^ 
dinary  purposes  of  the  Government.  If  all  the  States  of  the 
Union  should  be  doomed  at  each  annual  return  to  legislate  on  the 
reception  and  division  of  such  a  surplus,  the  time  and  expeosef 
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of  legislation  may  be  easily  doubled  with  little  improvement  either 
to  our  codes  of  laws  or  little  benefit  to  the  people. 

With  a  Legislature  composed  of  gentlemen  scarcely  less  intel- 
ligent and  patriotic  than  any  other  public  body  that  ever  convened 
in  the  State,  the  people  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  so  great 
has  been  the  agitation  produced  in  anticipation  of  the  surplus  rev- 
enue for  this  btate,  that  the  important  measures  of  the  session 
had  not  even  been  reported  in  that  branch  in  which  they  are  ex- 
pected to  originate  until  long  after  the  usual  period  when  former 
sessions  have  terminated.  If  the  same  cause  shall  produce  the 
same  efiects  on  other  States,  it  is  to  be  hoped  this  is  the  last  sur- 
plus which  Congress  will  be  ever  disposed  to  deposite  witli  the 
States, 

With  the  wish  of  a  safe  return  to  the  happiness  of  a  cheerful 
domestic  fireside,  and  to  the  embraces  of  your  families  and 
friends,  after  this  protracted  session  shall  have  been  closed,  and 
a  long  continuance  of  that  excellent  health  which,  almost  without 
exception,  each  and  all  have  enjoyed  while  tarrying  here  in  the 
raidsi  of  an  inclement  season,  agreeably  to  the  request  communi- 
cated by  your  committee,  I  now  adjourn  the  Legislature  to  the 
last  Wednesday  of  May  next.

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The  standing  committee  on  the  Judiciary  who  were  instructed 
••to enquire  inlo  the  constitutionality  of  this  Slates'  giving  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  a  certificate  for  any  monic-s  which 
may  be  deposited  in  our  Stale  Treasury  by  the  United  States 
Government,  pledging  the  faith  of  the  State  for  the  safe  keeping 
and  repayment  of  the  same,  and  also  what  constitutes  a  bill  of 
credit  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution,"  have  given  the 
abm'e  questions  such  cxaniinntiou  as  was  in  their  power,  and  pre- 
sent the  following  as  the  result  of  their  invcsiigatioris. 

The  question  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  such  a  certificate  of 
deposite  as  is  contemplated  in  the  first  part  of  the  Resolution, 
seems  necessarily  to  involve  the  second  question  presented  by  the 
resolution,  "what  constitutes  a  bill  of  credit  within  the  meaning 
•f  the  constitution?**  And  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it 
is  not  unconstitutional  for  this  State  to  give  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States  such  a  certificate  as  is  described  in  the  resolu- 
tion, unless  it  comes  within  the  provision  of  the  10th  section  of 
tho  first  article  of  tlie  constitution  of  the  United^ tates,forbiddmg 
any  State  among  other  things  to  "emit  bills  of  credit." 

The  question  then  arises,  "what  constitutes  a  bill  of  credit 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution?"  The  prohibition  above 
referred  to,  undcubtedlv  arose  from  the  ruinous  effects  both  upon 
public  and  private  credit,  of  thi*  is-ue  of  a  paper  currency  by  the 
States  and  the  general  Government,  during  and  for  some  time  after 
the  war  of  the  revolution.  The  rapid  depreciation  of  the  paper 
inoney,destroyed  all  confidence  in  the  community, in  each  other  and 
in  the  solvency  of  the  Government.  The  neglect  of  the  States  to 
redeem  this  currency,  the  absolute  want  of  funds  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  enormous  loss  which  necessarily  ensued  to  the  people, 
produced  the  conviction  that  no  State  should  have  it  in  its  power 
to  issue  a  paper  currency  which  should  circulate  as  money^  The 
object  of  the  prohibition  therefore,  was  to  prevent  the  r^^rence 
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of  these  evils.  They  had  arben  from  the  fact,  that  the  bilb  is- 
sued by  the  States,  and  ordered  to  circulate  aod  be  received  as 
money,  had  depreciated  so  rapidly  and  to  such  an  extent  as  deep- 
ly to  effect  the  prosperity  of  the  country.  To  this  paper  ciff- 
rency,  issued  by  the  States,  and  circulating  as  money,  the  phrase 
^^bills  of  credit"  was  universally  applied.  Even  so  far  back  as 
the  24  George  2d  an  act  of  Parliament  restraming  the  issue  of  pa- 
per monev  in  the  New  England  colonies  speaks  of  ^^paper  bills'* 
and  ^^bills  of  credit"  as  synonimous.  The  phrase  was  well 
known,  and  generally  used  to  indicate  the  paper  money  issued 
by  the  colonies  before  their  independence.  During  the  war  of 
the  revolution,  the  paper  currency  issued  by  Congress,  and  circu- 
lating as  money,  was  constantly  denominated  in  the  acts  of  that 
body,  ^^bills  oi  credit" — and  the  same  appellation  was  ap|Jied  ta 
similar  currency  issued  by  the  States.     The  phrase  had  thus  ac- 

Juired  a  definite  meaning.  At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the 
lonstitution  bills  of  credit  were  universally  understood  to  signi5' 
a  paper  medium  intended  to  circulate  between  individuals,  and 
between  the  Government  and  individuals  for  the  ordinary  purposes 
of  society. 

It  is  further  to^be  remarked,  that  to  construe  a  mere  certificaie 
of  deposite  as  a  ^'bill  of  credit"  within  the  meaning  of  the  con- 
stitution, would  most  unnecessaiily  and  injudiciously  narrow  the 
powers  of  the  State,  on  subject  of  vital  importance  to  the  geno^ 
al  welfare.  Under  this  construction,  no  State  could  create  stock 
of  any  kind,  nor  could  it  borrow  money  and  pledge  the  faith  of  the 
State  for  its  redemption,  because  the  certificate  issued  by  the  au- 
thority appointed  for  that  p'urpose,  would  be  a  ^'  bill  of  credit-'^ 
It  might  even  be  a  questbn  whether  any  engagement  oo  the  part  of 
the  State,  pledging  its  faith  to  pay  nK>ney  for  any  purposes  what- 
ever, even  for  the  encouragement  of  education  or  internal  im- 
provement within  its  own  boundaries,  would  be  constitutional,  on 
the  ground  that  the  evidence  of  such  undertaking  would  be  a  ^^hill 
of  credit."  Your  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  from  the 
evils  which  the  {^ohibition  in  the  Constitution  was  intended  to 
remedy  and  from  the  sense  in  which  the  phrase  "bills  of  credit,' 
was  universally  used  by  Congress  and  the  States,  that  ^'  bills  of 
itredit"  as  contemplated  by  the  Constitution,  mean  bills  issued  by  a 
Stale,  for  the  redeniption  of  which  its  faith  is  pledged,  and  cifcu- 
lating  as  money  among  individuals  and  received  »  such  by  the 
State. 

Your  committee  therefore  respectfully  report  the  following  res- 
olution:— 

J.  J*  GILCH&ISTj  for  the  comniktee. 
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Retobedy  That  it  is  not  unconstitutional  for  this  State  to  give 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  a  certificate  for  any  monies 
which  mav  be  deposited  in  our  State  Treasury  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  pledging  the  faith  of  the  State  for  the 
safe  keeping  and  repayment  of  the  same. 


The  undersigned,  being  a  minority  of  the  committee  to  which  was 
referred"so  much  of  the  message  of  His  Excelfency  the  Governor, 
as  relates  to  the  surplus  revenue,  "dissenting  entirely  from  the  views 
of  the  majority  ol  the  committee,  respectfully  submit  to  the 
house  the  following  report,  and  resolution. 

REPORT. 

The  subject  referred  to  the  committee  it  will  be  perceived  was 
one  of  vital  importance,  affecting  as  it  does  every  individual,  in- 
volving not  only  constitutional,  but  other  questions  having  an  im- 
portant bearing  upon  community. 

By  an  act  of  tne  Congress  of  the  United  States,  approved 
June  23d,  A.  D.  1836,  the  surplus  revenue  in  the  Treasury  of 
the  General  Government,  above  the  sum  of  five  million  of  dol- 
lars was  directed  to  be  deposited  in  the  several  State  Treasuries 
in  proportion  to  their  representation  in  both  Houses  of  Congress 
— by  tliis  act  a  direct  proposition  is  made  by  the  United  States, 
to  the  State  of  New-Hampshire,  to  become  on  certain  conditions 
the  depository  of  monies  of  the  General  Government,  and  the 
questions,  as  to  the  constitutionality  and  expediency  of  such  a 
measure,  were^  those  which  should  govern  the  committee  in  their 
deliberations  upon  the  matter  referred  to  them — and  upon  which 
the  house  is  now  called  upon  to  act. 

It  is  perhaps  proper  to  remark,  that  the  money  thus  offered  to 
the  State,  is  undoubtedly  the  property  of  the  people,  and  that  the 
Slate,  as  a  State  have  no  just  claim  to  the  money  thus  deposited, 
it  net* er  having  contributed  one  dollar  toward  the  fund.  The  en- 
quiry as  to  the  power  of  Congress  to  distribute  to  the  States  the 
surplus  revenue  in  the  United  States  Treasury,  is  involved  in  the 
question  of  its  reception  :  it  seems  to  be  very  generally  admitted 
that  Congress  cannot,  constitutionally  tax  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try for  the  sole  purpose  of  distributing  the  money  thus  collected 
among  tlie  States — and  it  is  extremely  doubtful,  whether  the  con- 
stitution grants  the  power  to  that  body  to  distribute  money  which 
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idgbt  accidentally  have  accutmilated  in  the  Treasury  beyond  the 
wants  of  Oo?ernnrient.  Martin  Van  Buren,  in  speaking  upon  im 
subject  says,  ^^I  cannot  make  a  disdnction  between  tbe  distribih 
tion  of  an  accidental  surplus  and  one  raised  for  that  purpose." — 
In  the  first  article  of  the  constitution,  the  powers  delegated  to 
Congress  are  all  enumerated,  out  no  power  is  there  given  to  dis- 
tribute to  the  States  the  money  in  the  United  States  Treasury, 
and  this  power  was  wisely  withheld  by  the  framers  of  the  consti- 
tution, who  must  have  clearly  foreseen,  that  such  a  power,  if  grat- 
ed, would  uliimately  rob  the  States  of  their  independant  cbanc- 
ter,  and  produce  consolidation  and  centralism. 

The  fourth  article  of  the  same  constitution,  declares  that  die 
United  States,  shall  guarantee  to  tlie  several  States  a  republicao 
form  of  Government  ;  the  immutable  principles  of  Justice,  bea^ 
the  basis  upon  which  such  a  form  of  Government  must  be  estab- 
lished to  insure  its  permanency  and  durability,  it  must  be  obvioos 
that  any  measure  founded  on  injustice  cannot,  even  by  receiving 
the  high  sanction  of  Congress,  but  serve  to  destroy  those  inesti- 
mable blessings  guaranteed  to  us  by  die  constitution  ;  upon  wbat 
principle  of  justice  therefore,  can  the  State  receive  money  and 
convert  it  to  its  own  use,  or  direct  the  disposition  of  it  when,  it  15 
not  even  pretended  that  the  State  has  any  just  claim  to  it  whatet- 
er,  but  it  is  admitted  to  be  tbe  property  of  individuals.  Thtt 
Congress  possesses  the  power  to  raise  money  to  meet  all  tlie  wants 
of  Government  is  not  disputed,  if  in  tlie  dbcliarge  of  that  duty  more 
money  is  raised  than  is  necessary  for  tliese  purposes,  tbe  only  prop- 
er remedy  would  seem  to  be,  to  lessen  tlie  burthens  of  tlie  people 
by  reducing  their  taxes,  and  not  by  distjibuting  the  money,  make 
if  necessary  that  those  taxes  should  be  continued. 

In  deciding  upon  this  question  it  should  not  be  forgetten,  that 
ttie  money  offered  to  the  States  is  not  tlic  property  of  tbe  Stales 
— but  that  it  is  the  properly  of  individuals,  and  was  procured  (ram 
them  by  a  tariff  upon  the  produce  and  manufactures  of  foreign 
countries  imported  Into  the  United  Stales,  and  from  the  sales  of 
the  public  domain — the  tax  therefore  was  paid  by  the  consuiaer 
of  these  articles — and  if  distributed  at  all,  belongs  of  right  to  the 
individuals  who  paid  it,  and  not  to  the  Stales.  If  this  mooej 
therefore  is  received  by  the  Slates,  and  the  mterestofit  applied  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  it  goes  to  reheve  die 
rich  men  only  and  its  operation  is  such  that  our  poor  and  middliif 
interest  citizens  will  not  only  pa^  their  full  proportion  of  tbe  pub- 
lic burthens  ibr  the  expenses  ot  our  State  Government,  but  «3 
actually  contribute  towards  paying  a  portion  of  tbe  rich  man's  w. 
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This  would  be  fts  opeitition  if  expended  or  divided  in  any  other 
way, '  except  to  those  who  furnished  it.  A  direct  proposition 
to  tax  the  people  of  this  State  without  regard  to  their  wealth,  for 
the  purpose  Qi  payhig  the  expenses  of  the  Stale  Government 
would,  it  is  believed,'  meet  with  little  favor  in  this  House — such 
a  proposition  would  be  declared  to  be  unconstitutional  and  unjust, 
its  indirect  operation  therefore,  can  neither  make  it  just  or  con- 
stitutional. 

One  important  consideration  which  attaches  itself  to  the  recep- 
tion of  this  money  is,  the 'deception  which  is  connected  with  the 
Depostle  act  itself,  alim  distribution  act,  by  which  the  States  ac- 
quire the  money  ;  it  comes  to  us  as  a  deposite,  when  in  fact  it  is  a 
distribution,  and  was  so  understood  by  its  originators  and  many  of 
its  supporters  in  Congress  ;  one  of  them  in  speaking  of  it,  calls 
it  *'a  return  of  the  people^s  money  to  the  people,"  and  the  Hon. 
Henry  Clay  says  "it  is  the  only  bright  spot  wnich  has  appeared 
upon  our  political  horizon  for  die  last  eight  years."  A  majority 
of  the  people  t)F  this  State  have  not  until  recently  at  least  discov- 
ered any  disposition  to  aid  the  measures  advocated  by  that  Gen- 
tleman ;  if  tnis  subject  comes  therefore  m  this  questionable  shape, 
with  deception  stamped  upoiv  all  its  features,  this  consMeration 
alone  should  make  the  States  hesitate  in  becoming  a  party  to  the 
transaction— i-lest  they  should'seem  to  encourage  the  deception — 
if  therefore  the  bill  is  only  nominally  a  deposite  bill,  and  in  fact 
is  a  bill  to  distribute  money,  the  question  of  its  constitutionality 
is  one  of  great  importance.  Yiewine  the  act  only  in  the  light 
of  ti  mere  deposite,  the  question  wocdd  seem  to  arise,  whether 
Che  money  thus  deposited  could,  without  a  breach  of  trust  on  the 
part  of  the  State  be  distributed  in  anr  way.  If  the  directors  of  the 
banks,  in  which  the  monies  of  the  United  States  is  now  deposit- 
ed should  distribute  among  their  stockholders  the  monies  there 
deposited,  it  would  be  a  manifest  breach  of 'trust,  and  ft  is  a  sub- 
ject worthy  of  some  consideration,' whether  a  distribu^n  of  this 
money  would  not  be  viewed  tin  he  same  light ! 

That  a  large  amount  of  money  has  been  drawn  from  the  pock- 
ets of  the  people  unnecessarily,  is  a  fact  which  no  X)ne  acauaint- 
ed  with  the  present  state  of  the  United  States  Treasury  will  pre- 
tend to  deny  ;  and  the  inquiry  naturally  suggests  itself,  what  has 
produced  such  a  state  of  things  }  Has  the  tariff  been  regulated 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Government  only  }  Have  the  people 
been  taxed  solely  with  that  view  ?  These  questions  will  best 
be  answered  by  recurring  to  the  doings  of  Congress  at  the  time 
the  comprcHnise  tariff  was  passed.     That  act  does  not  even  con- 
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template  establishing  a  tariff  to  meet  the  wants  of  Govemmefll 
only,  until  the  year  1842.  The  people  and  the  constitution  seem 
to  have  been  entirely  forgotten,  in  the  settlement  of  that  vexed 
question,  and  it  is  so  arranged  by  the  bargab,  for  I  know  of  no  oth* 
er  name  to  designate  tliat  act,  that  the  people  shall  be  taxed  un- 
necessarily until  that  period  shall  have  arrived.  The  money  now 
offered  to  the  States,  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  hav- 
ing accumulated  mostly,  from  the  operation  of  that  act.  The 
Slates  by  receiving  it  become  a  party  to  that  transaction,  and  vir- 
tually assent  to  the  bargain  made  oy  Ccngress,  which  is,  that 
their  citizens  may  be  taxed  beyond  what  is  needed  for  the  expen- 
ces  of  the  General  Government  until  ilie  year  1842. 

Much  excitement  has  prevailed  throughout  the  country  for  the 
last  eight  years,  upon  the  subject  of  "the  Tariff,"  Internal 
Improvements,"  and  "the  distribution  of  tlj^*  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands:"  and  the  people  have  uniformly  decided 
against  a  high  tariff — the  system  of  Internal  Improvement  by  the 
General  Government,  and  the  distribution  of  the  money  arisir* 
from  the  sale  of  public  lands — all  diese  great  measures  are  clo^'  - 
ly  connected  with  the  question  of  the  States  receiving  the  surplus 
monies  in  the  United  States  Treasury  ;  if  received,  the  tariff  musi 
be  continued,  and  the  system  of  distribution  will  be  established. 
Internal  improvements  at  the  expesne  of  the  people  will  again  be 
commenced  by  direct  gifts  to  the  several  States,  instead  o!  by  di- 
rect appropriations  made  by  Congress  for  that  purpose,  and  if  the 
surplus  revenue  is  to  be  divided,  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the 
public  lands,  will  constitute  a  part  of  that  surplus.  The  fact, 
that  if  this  State  should  refuse  its  proportion  of  the  surplus  reve* 
nue,  it  might  be  claimed  by  some  other  State  or  States,  does  not 
alter  the  question  of  its  reception,  or  render  its  reception  the  less 
objectionable.  In  deciding  this  question  it  is  humbly  conceived 
that  we  are  to  be  governed  by  the  constitution,  and  by  those  im- 
mutable principles  of  justice  which  should  govern  us  in  all  our 
deliberations  lor  the  interest  and  wellare  of  the  people. 

The  consideration  and  adoption  of  tlie  following  resolutioo  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

THOMAS.  P.  TREADWELL,

Resolved^  That  a  revenue  drawn  from  the  pockets  of  the  peo- 
ple by  any  law  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
(Hirpose  of  distributing  the  same  among  the  States^  is  not  onlf 
unconstitutional  but  highly  dangerous  to  the  liberties  of  the  peo- 
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pie,  and  that  any  act  of  that  ('ongress,  tending  either  directly 
or  indirectly  to  make  the  States  dependent  upon  the  General 
Government  for  the  means  of  enriching  iheir  Slate  Treasuries  is 
highly  to  be  deprecated — leading  as  it  would  to  consolidation  and 
colonial  dependence. 


The  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures  to  whom 
was  referred  so  much  of  His  Excellency's  message  of  June  last, 
as  relates  to  the  culture  of  Silk,  have  directed  me  to  report  the 
following  preamble  and  accompanying  bill. 

R.  INGALLS,  for  the  committee. 

The  patronage  of  Government  bestowed  on  such  branches  of 
Agriculture,  as  promise  when  matured,  to  contribute  extensively 
to  its  wealth  and  strength,  is  no  new  policy,  and  certainly  no  low 
one.  The  culture  of  Silk,  if  your  committee  mistake  not,  is 
distinctly  one  of  this  description,  and  one  which  above  all  others, 
particularly  in  its  infancy  claim  the  aid  of  Government.  Such 
aid  has  uniformly  been  extended  to  this  branch  of  industry  in  all 
those  countries  where  it  now  flourishes  and  which  has  so  amply 
refunded  the  expenses  and  bountifully  repaid  such  parental  care, 
by  the  amount  of  business  and  wealth  which  it  has  created.  And 
farther,  as  this  branch  of  industry  is  now  in  its  infancy  in  this 
State  and  like  the  tender  infant  requires  all  the  watchfulness,  pro- 
tection and  solicitude  of  a  mother  to  bring  it  forward  to  maturity 
and  manhood.  It  being  at  first  always  a  business  of  doubtful 
experiment,  to  those  who  enlist  in  fetching  it  forward,  which  ren- 
ders it  more  necessary  for  the  strong  arm  of  Government  to  hold 
out  allurements  and  patronage,  sufficient  to  place  the  business  up- 
on a  basi?  which  would  give  it  permimency  and  stability. 

There  is  a  constantly  increasing  demand  within  our  own  coun- 
try for  this  valuable  article.  There  beinjr  imported  in  the  year 
1835,  nearly  16  million  dollars  worth  of  Silks,  and  probably  for 
the  year  1836,  not  less  than  20  millions,  and  it  is  probable  that 
like  the  cotton  business  the  consumption  of  this  elegant  article  of 
dress  will  more  than  keep  pace  with  its  increased  cultivation  dur- 
ing the  next  half  century — such  consideration  should  create  a  new 
and  strong  impulse  to  compete  with  those  countries  that  are  now 
reaping  the  immense  benefit  of  their  extensive  traffic.  The  dis- 
appointment which  our  persevering  yeomanry,  who  cultivate  the 
soil,  have  met  with  during  the  two  last  cold  seasons  in  almost 
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every  branch  of  Agriculture  is  anotlier  inducemeot  to  try  new 
and  even  doubtful  experiments,  and  if  any  doubt  remains  in  rfk- 
tion  to  our  climate  being  too  cold  for  the  growth  of  the  Mulbenj 
this  would  be  an  inducement  to  .resort  to  the  propagation  oi  tbe 
plant  for  seed  with  the  view  of  accomodating  it  to  our  climate, 
for  the  experience  of  the  world,  has  long  since  proved,  that  it  n 
practicable  to  make  the  offspring,  raised  in  a  country  grow  lod 
survive  the  ills  of  climate  even  when  the  parent  of  exotic  origji 
could  not  exist  at  all;  the  operation  of  this  principle  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  vegetable  tribe,  it  is  equally  eicistent  with  regard  to 
man — it  is  the  universal  law  of  nature  by  which  the  spring?  of 
life  are  regulated. 

It  has  been  a  long  settled  belief  that  the  fervid  regions  of  die 
Indies,  or  the  sunny  climes  of  France  and  Italy  were  alone  filfo^ 
ed  of  Heaven  for  the  successful  culture  of  this  beautiful  article; 
but  actual  experiment  has  proved  beyond  a  doubt  that  all  New- 
England,  not  even  excepting-tbe  northern  part  of  our  own  State, 
with  its  severe  and  ruged  winters,  is  congenial  to  the  growth  of 
the  Mulberry  and  feeding  of  silk-worms.  A  like  experiment  has 
also  been  commenced,  under  flattering  prospects  in  the  Province 
of  Lower  Canada.  All  our  .  adjoining  sister  States  have  givee 
legislative  aid  to  this  flattering  branch  of  industry.  Actuated  l^ 
such  encouragements  and  by  the  belief  that  there  is  not  a  shadov 
ot  a  doubt  of  their  ultimate- success,  the  capitalists  of  other  Stales 
are  investing  large  funds  in  the  business  and  making  arrangements 
to  purchase  and  manufacture  it  on  a  scale  commensurate  with 
their  abilities.  Competition  can  have  no  other  effect  than  to  en- 
courage all  concerned  to  pursue  the  business  upon  the  most  en- 
lightened plan  without  throwing  obstacles  in  the  way  of  others. 
Feeling  as  your  committee  do,  an  intense  anxiety  upon  the  spread 
and  success  of  diis  business  and  believing* that  Silk  may  become  to 
the  North,  what  cotton  is  to  the  South,  one  of  its-greatest  staplear- 
tides,  It  will' undoubtedly  be  allowed  us  as  an  organ  of  this  branch 
to  respond  in  cordial  accents  to  that  part  of  our  Chief  Magistrate's 
message  of  June  Idst;  which  recommends  the  fostering  care  of 
the  Legislature  to  this  particular  branch  of  domestic  industry. — 
Such  considerations  iiave  induced.  .yoiur,conm»ttee  to  report  tbe 
accompanying..bill.

AN  ACT  for  the  better  organization  and  regulation  of  the  Militia 
of  this  State. 

Section  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep^ 
resentatives  in  General  Court  convened^  That  each  and  every 
free,  able  bodied,  white,  male  citizen  of  this  State,  resident  there- 
in, who  now  is,  or  hereafter  may  be,  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
and  under  the  age  of  forty-fire  years,  or  who^ball  hereafter  come 
to  reside  in  this  State,  except  such  as  are  hereinafter  exempted, 
shall  be  liable  to  do  military  duty  ia  the  company,  withm  whose 
bounds  such  citizens  may  reside. 

Sec  2.  Jlnd  be  it  further  enaeted^  That  the  following  per- 
sons shall  be,  and  they  hereby  are  exempted  from  military  duty, 
viz :  the  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  ;  the  officers,  judi- 
cial and  executive,  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States ; 
members  of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  and  their  officers  ;  all 
custom  house  officers  and  their  clerks  ;  all  pilots  ;  all  mariners, 
actually  employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  merchant 
within  the  United  States  ;  the  members  of  the  Legislature  and  its 
officers,  while  the  same  is  in  session  ;  all  officers  of  the  militia 
who  have  heretofore  held  commissions  four  years,  or  who  may 
hereafter  hold  commissions  in  the  militia  of  this  or  any  other 
State  in  the  Union,  or  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
for  the  term  of  five  years ;  all  fife  and  drum  majors,  who  have 
held  or  may  hold  a  warrant,  and  have  done  or  may  actually  do 
duty  for  the  term  of  four  years  ;  fire  engine  men,  not  exceeding 
twenty-two  to  each  engine,  who  shall  annually  produce  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  company,  within  whose  limits  they  re- 
side, certificates  from  the  selectmen  or  fire-wards  of  their  re- 
spective towns,  that  they  have  been  legally  appointed,  and  are 
bound  to  perform  the  duty  of  engine  men,  and  clergymen  of  ev- 
ery religions  denomination. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  each  town  in  this 
State  having  seventy^five  men  liable  to  be  enrolled  in  the  militia 
agreeably  to  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  one  com- 
pany, and  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  company  for  every  one 
hundred  and  fifty  citizens  it  may  contain,  liable  to  be  enrolled, 
above  seventy-five  in  number. — And  the  companies  in  the  towns 
of  Greenland,  Hampton,  Hampton  Falls,  Newcastle^  Newington, 
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North-Hampton,  Portsmouth,  Rye,  and  Stratfaam,  shall  coHtK 
tute  the  first  regiment.

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  be  in 
each  Division  one  Major  General,  who  shall  bsue  his  orders  on 
or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  July,  annually,  to  the  Brigadier 
Generals  in  his  Division,  directing  them  to  order  out  the  conn 
missioned  officers  and  clerks  of  companies  in  their  respective 
Brigades,  for  a  drill  of  three  successive  days  in  the  month  of 
September  in  each  year^  the  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  MajorGen- 
eral,  and  the  place  appointed  by  the  Brigadier  General.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Major  General  to  attend  all  drills,  and  ib- 
struct  or  cause  to  be  instructed,  all  the  ofilcers  imder  his  com- 
mand, in  the  school  of  the  soldier,  company  and  battallion.  He 
shall  appoint  a  Division  Inspector^  with  the  rank  of  Cdood, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  distribute  all  orders  as  directed  by  the 
Major  General  or  commanding  c^cer  of  the  Divison ;  and  he 
shdl  attend  the  Major  General  at  all  thnes  when  on  duty,  and  aid 
him  in  the  mstruction  of  officers  ;  he  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which 
he  shall  record  all  orders  received  or  issued  by  the  Major  Cren- 
eral. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enaetedy  That  in  each  Brigade, 
there  shall  be  one  Brigadier  General,  who  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  issue  his  orders  to  the  sev- 
eral Colonels  or  commanding  officers  of  Regiments  within  Us 
Brigade,  directing  them  to  order  out  for  a  drill  dl  officers  in  com- 
mission and  clerics  of  companies  under  dieir  command,  on  socb 
days  as  the  Major  General  shall  have  directed,  and  ftt  such  places 
as  the  Brigadier  General  shall  have  appointed.  Acid  it  s^  be 
the  duty  of  the  Brigadier  General  seasonably  to  notify  the  Major 
General  of  the  places  of  drill,  and  he  shril  at  all  times  be  present 
at  the  drills  and  assist  the  Major  General,  if  present,  or  perfoim 
the  duties  of  Major  General  m  his  absence.  And  in  case  the 
Major  General  shall  not  have  issued  his  orders  to  the  Brigadier 
General,  as  he  is  required  to  do  by  tbe  fifth  s^tion  of  this  act 
then  the  Brigadier  Geoeral  shall  issue  orders  for  the  driB,  toda^ 
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both  the  time  and  place,  and  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Ma- 
jor General,  as  soon  thereafter,  as  is  convenient  for  him  to  do  it 
Each  Brigadier  General  shall  appoint  a  Brigade  Inspector,  widi 
the  rank  of  Major,  who  shall  distribute  all  Brigade  orders,  anft 
shall  attend  the  Brigadier  General  when  on  duty  ;  shall  assist  in 
drilling  and  disciplining  officers  ;  and  shall  keep  an  orderly  booS?, 
in  which  he  shall  record  all  orders  received  or  issued  by  the  Brig- 
adier General ;  he  shall  be  present  at  all  drills  in  the  Brigade  3f 
which  he  is  Inspector,  and  shall  carefuDy  inspect  the  arms  aiijd 
equipments  of  the  officers  present,  and  those,  who  have  all  inc 
arras  and  equipments  required  by  law,  shall  be  deemed  equipped, 
and  those,  who  have  not  every  article  required,  shall  be  deemSd 
not  equipped,  and  a  record  of  each  officer  made  accordingly  ;  He 
shall  make  out  a  return  containing  the  names  of  all  officers  pres- 
ent, and  the  number  of  days  each  one  is  on  duty,  showing  also 
who  are  armed  and  equipped,  and  who  are  not,  and  he  shall  re- 
cord the  same  in  his  book  of  records,  and  transmit  the  return|?o 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  within  tweray 
days  from  the  last  day  of  the  drill.  He  shall  give  each  offiJfer 
present  at  the  drill  a  certificate  directed  to  the  Selectmen  of  IMe 
town  in  which  said  officer  is  a  resident,  stating  the  number  of  (Ms 
he  attended  the  drill.  "^ 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  field  officer^'^bf 
each  regiment  shall  be  a  Colonel,  Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  Malifr. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Colonel  to  issue  such  orders,  as^fie 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  directed  to  do  by  his  superior  offic^fs, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  Colonel,  this  duty  shall  devolve  lifljSn 
the  next  highest  field  officer  in  commission.  He  shall  appoimin 
Adjutant,  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  who  shall  distribute  all  the  ot- 
ders  of  the  Colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment ;  shall 
attend  the  Colonel  when  on  duty  ;  keep  a  book  of  record^ln 
which  he  shall  record  all  orders  received  or  issued  by  the  Colonel; 
and  he  shaU  keep  a  record  of  all  officers  commissioned  or 'dis- 
charged in  the  regiment ;  he  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  6l*'Ml 
officers  of  his  regiment,  who  attend  the  annual  drills,  and  shzfllre- 
eord  the  names  of  all  absentees,  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  of 'iiid 
list  to  the  selectmen  of  any  town  within  the  limits  of  the  re^tih^nt 
who  may   demand  the  same.  ,^|' 

Sec  8.  Jlnd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  ferin 
each  company,  a  Captain,  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  and  a  clerk,  4lp[)e 
appointed  by  the  Captain,  and  they  shall  constitute  the  corftcffiiy 
officers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  captain  or  commandin^Lf- 
ficer  of  each  company,  annually,  in  the  month  of  April,  to^j^ol 
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all  persons  liable  to  do  military  duty,  and  post  up  in  two  of  the 
most  public  places  within  the  limits  of  his  company,  a  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  inspection  of  arms  and  equipments,  to  which 
shall  be  appended  a  list  of  names  of  all  persons  so  enrolled,  and 
liable  to  do  military  duty.     An  in  all  cases  of  doubt   respecting 
the  name  or  age  of  any  person  supposed  to  be  liable  to  do  militar 
ry  duty,  if  such  person,  when  enquired  of  by  the  Captain  or  com- 
manding olBcer  ofany  company,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ^Fein- 
fonnation,  or  shall  give  false  answers  or  mformation  in  relauon  to 
his  name  or  age,  with  intent  to  discharge  himself  from  performing 
military  duty,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence, to  be  recovered  by  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of 
the  company  for  the  time  being,  within  whose  bounds  such  ofien- 
der  may  reside,  in  action  of  debt  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 
And  if  such  per3on  be  a  minor,  the  action  may  be  against  ibe 
master,  parent,  or  guardian,  of  such  minor.     And  if  any  keeper 
of  a  tayern,  or  boarding  house,  or  any  master  or  mistress  ofany 
dwelling  house,^  who  shall  reftise  to  give  information  of  the  name 
or  names  of  any  person  residing  with  him  or  her,  liable  to  do  mil* 
itary  duty,  when  applied  to  for  that   purpose  by  the  commanding 
officer   of  the   company,    within   the  bounds   of   which    such 
tavern,  boarding  house^  or  dwelling  house,  was  situated,  or  when 
applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  any  person  acting  under  the  orders 
of  such  commanding  officer,  or  shall  give  false  information  upon 
such  application,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  the  commanding  officer  of  such  company  by  action  of 
debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  county,  where  the  of- 
fender resides. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Captain  of  each  company  to  in- 
spect the  men  of  his  company,  annually,  on  the  third  vfednesdaf 
of  May,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  assist  the  Captain 
in  the  inspection,  and  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons  ful- 
ly equipped,  and  to  note  all  deficiencies  in  a  book  kept  for  tbtt 
purpose.  And  the  Captain  shall,  within  three  days  next  after  die 
annual  inspection  ;  furnish  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  in  which 
he  resides,  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  privates  in  his  company,  who 
did  not  present  their  arms  and  equipments,  or  were  not  fully 
equipped  at  the  inspection  ;  and  he  shall  annually,  in  the  mootfa 
of  June,  transmit  to  the  Adjutant  General  a  statement  containing 
the  number  of  men  duly  enrolled  in  his  company,  and  the  num- 
ber fully  equipped. 

Sec  9.     And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  general,  field. 
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and  staff  officers,  who  have  ranks  assigned  them,  shall  be  armed, 
each  with  a  sword  and  pair  of  pistob.  AD  captains  and  subal- 
terns shall  be  armed  witn  swords. 

All  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  belonging  to  the  in- 
r^aitry,  light  infantry,  and  granadiers,  shall  be  armed  with  a  good 
firelock  with  a  steel  or  iron  ramrod,  and  a  bayonet,  and  equipped 
with  a  priming  wire  and  brush,  bayonet  scabbard  and  belt,  a 
cartridge  box  that  will  contain  t\venty-four  cartridges  suited  to 
the  bore  of  his  firelock,  two  spare  flints,  a  knapsack  and  canteen. 

All  officers  and  privates  of  the  cavalry  shall  be  armed  with  a 
proper  horseman's  sword  and  a  pair  of  pistols,  a  good  saddle  and 
bridle,  mail  pillion,  and  valise,  holsters  the  caps  of  which  shall  be 
of  bear's  skin,  a  cartridge  box  to  contain  twelve  cartridges,  and  a 
pair  of  boots  and  spurs. 

All  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  who  choose  to  be- 
long to  a  rifle  company,  shall  be  armed  with  a  good  rifle,  and 
equipped  with  a  flask,  knapsack,  and  canteen. 

All  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  in  anv  company  of 
Artillery,  shall  be  aimed  with  a  sword,  and  equipped  with  a  knap- 
sack and  canteen.  And  the  arms  .and  equipments  named  for  Cav- 
alry, Rifle,  and  artillery  companies  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to 
pass  inspection  with  the  captains  of  infantry  companies. 

And  aU  privates  duly  enrolled  shall  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
May  in  each  year,  carry  or  caused  to  be  carried,  his  arms  and 
equipments  to  the  place  appointed  by  the  captain  or  commanding 
officer  of  his  company  for  the  annual  inspection  thereof;  and  if 
he  shall  neglect  so  to  do,  or  shall  not  be  iully  equipped,  he  shall 
pay  as  an  eauivalent  for  each  neglect,  one  dollar  within  twenty 
days  next  alter  such  inspection  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in 
which  he  resides  ;  and  in  default  thereof,  the  selectmen  of  such 
iqwn  shall  asssess  such  delinquent  private,  if  of  age,  and  if  a  mi- 
nor, then  assess  his  parent,  master,  or  guardian,  in  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents,  and  commit  the  same  for  collection  to  the 
collector  of  taxes  for  such  town. 

Sec  10.  Jlnd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Captain  Gen- 
eral be,  and  hereby  i&  authorized  to  appoint  such  number  of  Aids- 
de-carop,  as  he  may  think  necessary,  to  be  commissioned  with 
the  rank  of  Colonel. 

Sec  11.  •5nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  be  an 
Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  to  be  appointed  and  commission- 
ed by  the  Governor  and  Council,  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral, who  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  government,  and 
whose  duty  it  shalT  be  to  distribute  all  orders  from  the  Comman- 
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der-in-chief  to  the  several  corps  ;  to  obejr  all  orders  frontk 
Con]raader-in<<:hief  relative  to  carrying  into  execution  and  petfab 
tog  the  system  of  militaiy  discipline  established  by  law ;  to  lesf 
an  orderly  book  and  record  therein  all  orders  issued  by  the  Con- 
maDder-in^hief ;  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  appoiotmeifi 
made  and  resignations  accepted  by  the  Condmander-in  chief.  He 
shall,  in  the  month  of  June,  in  each  year,  make  out  lists  of  Ae 
general,  field,  and  staff  officers  of  each  Division,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  published  in  the  newspapers  printed  at  Concord,  a- 
diorized  to  publish  the  laws  of  the  State.  He  shall  furnish,  £ 
the  expense  of  the  State  to  the  several  Brigade  Inspectors  ad 
Captains  of  companies,  blank  forms  for  the  returns,  which  tfaef 
are  by  this  act  required  to  make  ;  he  shall  furnish  blank  boob  fa 
records  to  the  several  Division  and  Brigade  Inspectors,  Adjutaas 
of  regiments,  Captains  of  companies,  and  roll  books  to  C^Kae; 
he  shall  furnish  each  officer  with  a  copy  of  the  Militia  law,  asd 
all  suitable  books  necessary  for  the  discipline  and  instructk^  ot 
the  militia.  He  shall  immediately  on  receiving  the  Comparrai 
Brigade  returns  from  tlie  Captains  and  Brigade  Inspectors,  cod- 
solidate  them  into  a  general  return,  and  record  the  same  ia  bis 
records,  and  make  out  and  transmit  one  copy  tbered'  to  tbe 
Commander-in-chief,  and  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  War  e 
the  United  States. 

Sec  12.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Adjutaot  Geo- 
era!  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  examine  M 
any  and  all  cases  of  omission,  or  neglect  to  make  the  returns  I^ 
quired  by  law  of  any  military  officer,  and  for  neglect  toatteidiiie 
military  drills  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  for  deficiencies  of  »» 
of  officers  at  the  annual  drills,  and  to  report  a  statement  o(he& 
to  the  Commander-in-chief ;  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  ComnM^ 
er-in-chief,  said  omissions  or  neglect  arose  from  circunstaDce^. 
which  ought  to  excuse  the  person  or  persons  so  omitting  or  neg- 
lecting from  paying  said  fines  and  penalties,  he  may  direct  tk 
Adjutant  General  to  omit  to  prosecute  for  the  same,  or  to  sispcn: 
any  prosecution,  which  may  have  been  commenced  for  the  rt- 
covery  of  such  fines  and  penalties. 

Sec  13.  And  be  it  jurlher  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  d^^ 
ty  of  the  Adjutant  General,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  if 
Commander  m  Chief,  to  sue  for  and  recover  all  penalties  and  fa^ 
feiiures,  incurred  by  any  officer  for  neglect  to  make  the  r^Sas^ 
required  by  law,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  Saes* 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  .  An  the  Adjutant  G«^ 
al  shall  annually  account  to  the  State  for  all  monies,  fines  ani^' 
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fekures  by  fakn  receired  under  the  proyiaions  of  this  act.  He 
shall  do  and  perform  all  other  duties,  which  by  law  or  custom  ap- 
pertain to  the  office  of  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General.  And 
such  eonpensation  shall  be  made  to  him  for  his  services,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  Legislature,  as  they  may  think  just. 

Sec.  14.  •And  be  it  farther  enacted^  That  where  any  officer 
or  officers,  person  or  persons,  have  heretofore  received  or  shall 
hereafter  receive  from  this  State  any  military  books,  papers,  or  a- 
ny  odier  property,  or  shall  have  in  their  hands  any  monies  receiv- 
ed for  fines,  not  expended  for  other  purposes  aythorized  by  law, 
and  on  resigning  their  commissions,  have  retained  or  shall  retain 
the  same,  every  such  person  or  persons,  shall  account  for  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Adjutant  General  or  his  order.  And  the 
Adjutant  General  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sue  for 
and  recover  all  such  books,  papers  and  property  in  an  action  in 
the  name  of  the  State  ;  and  also  in  the  name  of  the  State  to  sue 
for  and  recover  damages  for  any  injury,  which  may  be  done  by 
any  person  to  any  gun-house  belonging  to  the  State,  or  to  any 
piece  of  ordnance,  being  the  property  of  the  State,  or  to  the  car- 
riage, harness,  and  apparatus  appertaining  thereto,  or  to  any  musical 
instruments,  military  books,  papers  or  other  property,  belonging 
to  the  State  in  his  care,  or  in  the  care  of  any  other  officer  for  the 
use  of  the  militia  of  the  State. 

Sec.  15.  ^Snd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case  of  actual 
or  direatened  invasion,  the  Elxecutive  may  appoint  a  Quarter  Mas- 
ter General,  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  take  charge  of  all  the  camp  equipage,  musical  instru- 
Bsents,  standards  for  regiments,  colors  for  independent  companies 
and  all  and  every  thing  which  by  law  or  custom  belongs  to  his  de- 
partment, or  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  be 
purchased  for  the  use  of  the  militia  ;  and  he  shall  distribute  the 
same,  when  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  Commander  in  Chief, — 
E^ch  Major  General  may  appcmit  a  Division  Quarter  Master, 
with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  and  two  Aids-de-camp,  each  with  the 
rank  of  Major,  who  shall  do  and  perform  such  duties  as  their  Ma- 
jor General  shall  require  of  them.  And  each  Brigadier  General 
noRiy  appoint  a  Brigade  Quarter  Master  with  the  rank  of  Major, 
and  one  Aid-de-camp,  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  who  shall  obey 
the  orders  of  their  Brigadier  General,  and  do  the  duties  which  he 
may  require  of  them.  And  each  Colonel  may  appoint  a  Quarter 
Master  and  a  Pay  Master,  each  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  a 
Cbapkin,  Surgeon  and  Surgeon's  Mate,  to  be  commissioned  by 
the  Governor  ;  one  Sergeant  Major,  one  Quarter  Matter's  Ser^ 
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geaot)  one  fife  major,  and  one  drum  major,  all  ^wfaom  shell  hold 
Uieir offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Colonel.  The  CaptaoB 
and  subalterns  of  each  company  mi^  appoint  "^ibree  sCTgeants  m 
addition  to  the  Clerk  of  the  company  by  giFicg  thera  wanaols, 
and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasoEe  x>f  the  com- 
missioned officers  of  tlie  company. 

Sec.  16.  •Snd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case  of  a  Facao- 
cy  happening  in  the  office  of  Major  General,  Brigadier  Generd, 
Colond  or  Captain,  ihe^  officer  next  in  rank  4)y^  seniority  of  com- 
mission,' shall  be  considered  the  ^commanding  officer  of  the  re- 
spective divisions,  brigade,  regiment  or  company  to  which  be  be- 
longs, and  he  shall  discbarge  all  the  duties  ot  commanding  officer 
of  such  division,  brigade,  regiment  or  company,  until  the  vaeao- 
oy  shall'be  filled  ;  and  all  officers  shall  reside  within  the  limits  of 
their  respective  commands. 

Sec.  17.  ^nd  be  it  furiktr  enacted^  That  every  officer, 
non-commissioned  officer  and  private  shall  hold  his  nnifbrm,  arms 
and  equipments  exempted  from  all  suits,  distress,  exccuttoos  or 
sales  for  any  debt,  damages  or  costs,  or  for  tlie  payment  of  taxe;, 
and  no  officer,  non-commissioned,  musician  or  private  shall -be  ar- 
rested on  any  civil  process  xluring  his  going  to,  or  returning  froiD, 
or  performance  of  military  duty  ;  and  no  officer  shall  be  airesied 
while  going  to,  returning  from,  or  serving  upon,  any  coint  nmrfU 
or  court  of  inquiry,  upon^  which  it*may  be  his  duty  to  attend. 

Sec  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  Th^t  in  CBse  of  BCtatlt* 
threatned  invasion,  insurrection,  Or  other  public  danger  or  emer- 
gency, the  commander  in  Chief  many  order  the  militia,  or  part 
thereof  to  be  detached,  and  the  officers  comnumdtng  divisioos, 
brigades^  or  regiments  may  appoint  military  watches  or  guards  in 
such^  place  or  places,  and^  under  such  relations,  as  they  niaj 
judge  necessary,  and  all  officers  and  soldl^s  under  their  conunand 
are  to  yieki  strict  obedience  to  their  orders*  and  directions.  And 
whenever^any  detachment  shall  be  or-dered  to  be  made,  the  offi- 
cers shall  be-  regularly  detailed  fi*om  the  rosters,  and  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates  by  lot,  from  the  company  rolls, 
and  when  any  company  shall  not  be  organised,  the  o&cer  com- 
mandbg  tlie  regiment  shaH;  either  by  himself  or  some  other  offi- 
cer under  him  proceed  to  fnake  ^and  complete  the  detachmeot 
from  such  unorganized  company.  And  if  any  person,  who  shall  bt 
duly  detached  or  drafted  in  pursuance  of  proper  orders  for  tfatt 
purpose,  after  being  notified  and  ordered  to  march  to  the  place  of 
rendezvous,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  such  orders,  and  shal 
not.witiHntwenty*fonr  hours  after  he  shall  have  been  notified  as 
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aCMresaid,  pay  a  fine  oC  fifty  dollars  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  or  procure  an  able  bodied  man 
in  his  stead,  he  shdbbe  <U>nsidered  as  a  soldier  belonging  to  the 
detachment,  and  dealt  with  accordingly  ;  and  all  fines  paid  as  a- 
foresaid  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  hire  of  men  ro  complete  the 
detachment.  AndsJlpersons  serving  on  any  military  guard  or  watch- 
es, and  all  persons  detached  for  service,  shall  be  punishable  for 
misconduct  while,  in. sucb.service,  by  a  court  martial  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  commanding  officer  of  such  guard  or  watch,  pro- 
vided he  be  a. field  officer,  and  in  case  he  is  not,  then  by  tlie  com- 
manding officer  of.  the  regiment  to  which  the  offender  belongs. 

Sec.  19.  Jlnd  be  U  further  enacted^  That  the  rules  and  reg- 
idations  for  the  field  exercise  and  raanoeuvers  of  infantry  compil- 
ed and  adopted  for  the  organization  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  agreeably  to  a  resolve  of  Congress,  passed  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  -  fourteen,  be  received,  adopted^ 
mad  established  as  the  rules  of  Discipline  for  the  militia  ot  this 
State. 

Sec  20.  Jind  be  U  further  enacttdj  That  any  captain  or 
Brigade  Inspector^  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  the  re- 
turns required  of  him  by  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  State,  the  sum  ol  ten  dollars  to  be  sued  for  and  re- 
covered before  any  court  competent  to  try  the  same,  by  a  pros- 
ecution commenced. by  the  Adjutant  General  in  .behalf  of  the 
State. 

Sec  21.  -dnd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  commissioned  officer  and  clerk  of  a  company,  to  attend 
the  drill  of  officers  in  his  Brigade  annually  in  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember three  days  successively,  and  present  to  the  Brigade  In- 
spector his  arms  and  equipments- as  reouired  by  this  act ;  in  de- 
fault of  which  he -shall  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  for 
each  day  he  shall  be  absent  from  the  drill  and  two  dollars  for  de- 
fault in  inspection,  to  be  sued  for  .and  recov^ed  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  in  which  such  delinquent 
officer  may  reside. 

Sec  22.  Aid  bt it  further  enacted^  That  if  anjr officer  shall 
indue  course  of  law,  be  convicted  of  any  infamous  crime,  he 
shall  forthwith  be  put  in  arrest  and  be  deprived  of  all  military  com- 
mand until  an  opportunity  shall  be  bad  (or  bothiiouses  of  the  Le- 
^slature  to  address  the  Governor  for  his  removal. 

Sec  23.  Jtnd  be  U  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and  places-^within  this  State, 
havii^  DO  coattDandin^  officer  of  company  Tvithin-sueli  townt  or 
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places,  to  perform  all  duties  in  relation  to  the  enroSmeBt,  is  _ 
tion  and  returns  of  persons  liable  by  this  act  to  be  enrolled  with- 
in such  towns  or  places,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  liabilities  'mt 
posed  on  commanding  officers  of  companies  by  this  act,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and  pla- 
ces within  this  State  on  receiving  certificates  from  dby  field,  sirff 
or  company  officer  resident  within  their  towns  or  pbces  respec- 
tively, from  the  brigade  inspector  or  the  officer  doing  his  duly, 
that  such  officer  has  attended  the  annual  drill,  setting  forth  the 
number  of  days  Jie  was  in  attendance  and  performed  duty,  to  pqr 
such  officer  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  he  way 
have  so  attended,  and  five  cents  per  mile  (or  travel  to  and  from  the 
'  place  of  drillr  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  selectmen  of  all  towns 
and  places  in  this  State  to  pay  to  each  commanding  officer  witfaie 
their  respective  towns,  three  dollars  for  his  annnal  inspecdoa  and 
return,  all  of  which  monies  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  Ae 
town  or  place  in  which  such  officer  may  reside:  and  the  select- 
men on  receiving  a  list  of  the  names  of  delinquent  privates  bom 
the  several  commanding  officers  within  the'u:  respective  towns  and 
places,  shall  receive  of  such  delinquent  private  or  privates  at  any 
time  within  twenty  days  next  after  the  day  of  inspection,  one  dol- 
lar each  and  check  the  name  or  names  ol  the  delinquent  or  deiia- 
quents  so  paying  on  said  list;  and  after  the  expiration  of  twenqr 
days  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  to  assess  such  privates 
as  are  delinquents,  in  the  sum  of' one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  and 
commit  the  same  to  the  collector  of  taxes  in  and  for  their  respec- 
tive towns  or  places,  under  their  warrant,"which  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  other  taxes  are  cdlected;  and 
all  monies  so  paid  as  equivalents  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasmy  of 
the  town  or  place  in  which  they  are  collected;  and  the  selectmen 
shall  mak6  an  entry  of  all  monies  received  from  delinquents  in 
their  book  of  records.  And  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  if  the 
selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and  places  within  this  State  to 
take  charge  of  the  gun  bouses,  ordnance  and  other  property  be- 
longing to  the  military  department,  now  within  their  respecchre 
towns  and  places  and  to  keep  the  same  from  loss  or  injury  untii 
such  towns  and  places  shall  choose  a  person  or  persons  to  take 
charge  of  such  property,  or  until  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  shall  call  for  the  same. 

Sec  24.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  each  officer  sbaB 
r<iceive  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  be  shall  attend  the  anno- 
al  drill,  as  provided  in  the  twenty-first  section  of  this  act  and  fire 
cents  per  mile  to  and  from  the  place  of  said  didl,  the  field,  i^ 
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meotal  staff  aod  company  officers  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  the  town,  m  which  they  respectively  reside;  captuns  or  com- 
mandiog  officers  of  companies  shall  receive  from  their  respective 
town  treasuries  three  dollars  each  for  the  annual  inspection  and

dollars  annually,  and  the  Brigade  Inspector  shall  receive  two  dol- 
lars annually  for  inspecting  officers  and  making  his  return,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State. 

Sec  35.  Jlnd  bt  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case  the  Brig- 
ade Inspector  shall  not  be  present  at  any  brigade  drill,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Division  Inspector  if  present  and  if  not  present, 
then  the  duty  of  the  Brigadier  General  to  inspect  the  officers^ 
make  return  and  give  certificates  of  attendance  to  officers  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  is  required  of  the  Brigade  Inspector. 

Sec.  26.  Jlnd  be  it  further  enacted j  That  it  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  field  officers  to  fix  the  bounds  and  limits  of  companies 
in  towns  withiQ  the  limits  of  their  regiments,  which  by  this  act 
are  entiled  to  two  or  more  companies,  and  to  class  such  other 
towns  as  have  less  than  seventy  five  men  enrolled,  and  to  organ- 
j£e  them  into  companies,  as  the  public  good  may  require. 

Sec.  27.  Jhul  be  it  further  enactedj  That  .every  officer  who 
shaU  have  held  a  coramissioo  as  provided  by  this  act  for  the  term 
of  five  years,  and  tben^regulariy  discbaieed,  shall  be  free  from 
further  military  duty;  «kI  no  officer  shaU  hold  the  same  office 
more  than  six  vears,  unless  he  shall  have  been  reappointed. 

Sec  28.- And  be  it  Jwrther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  du^ 
of  the  seleelmcn  of  the  several  towns  in  thb  State  to  recommend 
suitable  persons  for  platoon  officers,  in  their  respective  towns,  to 
the  field  officers  of  the  regiment  within  the  limits  of  which  their 
towns  are  situated,  whenever  there  shall  be  any  vacancy  or  vacan- 
cies, who  may  be,  by  the  field  officers,  nonunated  and  recom- 
mended to  the  Governor  for  appointment  and  commission.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Representatives  in  the  Legislature, 
when  in  session,  to  recommend  suitable  men  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  exist  in  the  office  of  Major  General,  Brigadier  General, 
Colonel,  Lieutenant  Colonel  or  Major,  within  their  respective  di- 
visions, brigades  or  regiment?,  who  may  be  nominated  and  a|>- 
pointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council.

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Sec.  29.  Jhd  btUfwrtUr  enacted,  T\m'^mffm^iil 
QOroUed  b  any  milida  company  in  this  State,  shall  deemliiDrf 
incapable,  by  reason  of  any  bodily  in6nnity,  to  perform  nitty 
duty,  in  case  of  actual  service  being  required  of  him,  he  may  ip* 
ply  to  the  Surgeon  or  Surgeotf's  mate  of  the  r^'meot  to  wiiick 
be  belongs  for  a  certificate  to  exempt  him  from  military  dutj^d 
if  in  the  opinion  of  such  Surgeon  or  Surgeon's  mate,  be  bod- 
tied  to  sucn  certificate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Suijeooa 
Surgeon's  mate  to  give  a  certificate  so  exemptmg  Imn  for  ttoo 
of  time  not  exceeding  one  year.

COL.  LONG'S  REPORT, 

HopkifUon,  Me.  26, 1836. 
Sir — ^In  coflcupliance  withjour^request,  I  have  the  honor  to  sv 
mit  a  very  briet  report  on  the  subject  of  a  Rail  Road  cxtooil 
entirely  tlirough  the  States  of  New-Hanpsfaire  and  YermoBt,* 
terminating  at  the  margin  of  Lake  Champlain,  at  or  nearBoiH 
ton.  The  road  here  contemplated  has  its  commencemeot  ai  w 
city  of  Boston,  from  which  phce  to  Lowell  it  is  coincideot  «^ 
the  Boston  and  Lowell  R.  Road,  aqd  is  already  completed  tbw 
this  distance.  From  Lowell,  the  route  ascends  io  die  fill^^ 
the  Merrimack  rhrer,  and  alters  tbt  Stale  of  New-Haopsbic^ 
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Nashu.*!.  It  thence  continues  upward  in  the  same  river  ralley  to 
Concord,  the  route  from  Concord,  to  Lowell  having  already  been 
surveyed,  and  found  practicable  for  a  Rail  Road  under  favorabloi 
circumstances.  The  residue  of  the  route,  viz.  from  Concord  to 
Burlington,  especially  that  portion  of  it  situated  within  this  State, 
and  between  Concord  and  Connecticut  river,  now  claims  particu- 
lar consideration,  and  will  be  described  with  all  thd  light  that  can 
can  be  thrown  upon  the  subject  from  a  careful  reconnoisance 
made  about  a  year  since  in  conformity  to  instructions  from  the 
War  Department. 

With  respect  to  the  Vermont  division  of  the  route,  no  special 
examination  has  been  made  with  a  view  to  a  Rail  Road,  but  the 
entire  route  from  Connecticut  river  to  Burlington,  was  surveyed 
in  1827,  under  the  direction  of  Col.  Abort,  of  the  Top'I.  Bureau 
Washington,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  practicabili- 
ty of  a  Canal  between  Lake  Champlain  and  Connecticut  river,  by 
the  vallies  of  White  and  Onion  rivers.  The  route  surveyed  for 
this  purpose  is  coincident  or  nearly  so,  with  that  contemplated  for 
the  Rail  Road,  and  the  fects  developed  by  the  survey,  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  elevations,  distances,  &c.  are  of  course  appropriate 
and  applicable  in  the  description  of  the  T0ut6  proposed  for  the 
Rail  Road.  Availing  Ourselves  of  these  helps,  in  the  absence  of 
all  knowledge  derived  from  personal  observation,  tre  shall  attempt 
to  explain  the  more  prominent  features  of  the  route,  and  the 
leading  circumstances  under  which  a  Rail  Road  is  deemed  prac- 
ticable. 

OF  THE  NEW-HAMPSHIRE  DIVISION. 

Beginning  at  Concord,  the  route  ascends  in  the  valley  of  Mer- 
rimack river,  alternately  upon  the  slopes  of  the  river  hiHs  and 
upon  the  plains  and  flats  situated  at  their  base,  till  it  enters  upon . 
the  broad  plains  of  the  Contoocook  above  its  junction  with  the 
Merrimack,  which  it  traverses  in  a  direction  to  pass  westward  of 
Horse  hill,  in  the  vicinity  of  which  Contoocook  river  must  be 
crossed  by  a  bridge  tind  embankment  of  considerable  extent. 

Having  crossed  Contoocook  river,  the  route  may  be  conduct- 
ed on  favorable  ground,  and  in  a  direction  for  Long  Pond  in  Bos- 
cawen,  ascending  at  a  moderate  rate  in  the  valley  of  its  outlet.  It 
ascends  thence  for  the  most  part  on  favorable  ground,  and  at  gra- 
dations not  exceeding  S5  feet  per  mile,  to  a  low  summit  near  a 
school  house,  on  the  road  leading  from  Concord  to  Salisbury,  m 
Courser  Hill  school  district,  and  descends  thence  at  gradations 
somewhat  easier,  to  the  flats  of  Bkck-water,  along  which,  and 
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the  valley  of  this  river  it  ascends  at  a  moderate  late  to  Goolon^^ 
Milb  traversing  extensive  tracts  oi  pine  plain.  Near  Gookin'i 
MiUs  the  valley  of  the  river  is  very  crooked,  and  requires  a  route 
of  corresponding  curvatures,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  radius  of 
curvature  at  no  place  nejed  be  less  than  six  hundred,  perhaps  eight 
hundred  feet. 

In  reference  to  the  portion  of  the  route  last  described,  viz. 
from  Contoocook  river  to  Gookin's  Mills,  it  should  be  remarked 
that  a  route  quite  as  feasible,  perhaps  preferable,  is  to  be  fouod  bj 
pursuing  the  vaUey  of  Blackwater  from  a  point  near  its  confluence 
with  the  Contoocook,  and  passing  north-westerdly  of  Courser  faOI. 
A  route  in  this  direction  may  prove  somewhat  longer,  but  the 
surface  over  which  it  would  pass  is  believed  to  be  quite  as  favor- 
able, if  not  more  so,  than  Uiat  traversed  by  the  route  passing 
in  the  vicinity  of  Long  Pond  and  the  school  house  above  men- 
tioned. 

From  Gookin's  Mills,  the  route  still  ascends  in  the  valley  of 
Blackwater,  crossing  much  swampy  ground,  especially  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  a  large  stagnant  pool,  called  the  Bay;  and  passing  for  a 
considerable  distance  in  uie  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Turnpike 
road,  till  we  arrive  at  the  lower  bridge  in  Andover,  two  crossing? 
of  the  river,  including  that  last  mentioned,  having  been  incunrra 
in  that  part  of  the  route.  From  the  bridge  just  mentioned,  to 
Clark's  tavern,  at  the  upper  end  of  Andover  village,  tbirvalley  of 
the  river  is  less  favorable  for  the  road,  its  uniformity  and  r^uJir- 
itj  being  much  impaired  by  protruding  ridges  and  hills,  genera% 
OI  a  sandy  structure,  but  requiring-  a  constant  succession  of  cut- 
tings, and  fillings,  of  greater  or  less  extent  and  depth,  quite  to 
the  upper  extreme  of  the  viHage  above  mentioned.  Througfaooc 
the  distance  above  contemplated,  the  appropriate  elevation  of  tba 
road  above  the  surface  of  the  river,  will  be  from  fifteen  to  tventjr 
feet. 

At  a  short  dbtance  above  Clark's  comer,  the  route  leaves  ibe 
iattnediate  valley  of  the  Blackwater,  and  ascends  in  that  of  a 
small  tributary,  in  a  direction  towards  Smith's  Mills,  in  Danbniy, 
on  a  stream  called  Smith's  river,  which  enters,  the  Merrimack  in 
the  township  of  New-Chester,  a  little  below  Bristol.  The  pas^ 
s^e  from  the  valley  of  the  Blackwater  to  that  of  Smith's  river  is 
rendered  very  easy,  by  a  remarkable  gap  or  depression,  throo^ 
which  the  route  may  be  conducted  on  favorable  ground,  witbont 
iacurring  curvatures  too  abrubt,  or  gradations  exceedii^  35  feet 
per  mile. 

From  Smith's  Mills,  .the  route  aseeods  in  the  valley,  aad  t?pQt 
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the  flats  of  Smith's  river,  about  eight  miles  to  Tewksbury  PodcI, 
the  last  half  mile  of  the  distance  being  somewhat  rugged,  and  re* 
quiring  a  gradation  of  sixty  feet  per  mile.  It  passes  thence  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Pond,  and  ^cends  in  the  valley  of  a  ravine 
at  the  rale  of  sixty  feet  per  mile,  to  a  summit  in  the  westerly  cor- 
ner of  the  township  of  Orange.  This  summit  must  be  crossed 
by  a  cut,  mostly  in  rock,  about  80  feet  deep,  and  300  yards  long. 
The  aggregate  ascent  of  the  route  from  Concord  to  this  summit 
is  about  600  feet,  probably  something  less. 

Having  crossed  the  Orange  summit,  the  route  enters  the  valley 
of  Mascomey,  or  Indian  Stream,  and  pursues  it  downward  nine 
or  ten  miles,  to  its  entrance  into  Enfield  Pond.  The  first  mile 
of  this  distance  may  require  gradations  of  sixty  feet  per  mile,  but 
on  the  residue,  the  decKvity  may  be  limited  lo  thirty-five  feet  per 
mile.  Much  excavation  and  embankment  will  probably  be  re- 
quired at  Q  fevtr  narrow  passes  where  ilie  valley  of  the  stream  is 
contracted,  and  its  direction  serpentine,  in  order  to  equalize  the 
the  declivities,  and  prevent  curvatures  too  abrupt.  Swamps  of 
greater  or  less  extent  occur  on  this  fuirt  of  the  route,  and  will 
require  causeways  of  considerable  extent,  in  order  to  pass  them. 

On  arriving  at  the  shore  of  Enfield  Pond,  the  route  proceeds 
westwardly  along  its  northerly  margin  till  it  arrives  at  the  narrow- 
est part  of  the  Pond,  where  it  may  ci'oss  on  a  bridge  of  moder- 
ate length  and  pursue  its  coui-se  to  the  outlet  of  the  Pond,  on 
ground  more  favorable  than  that  on  the  opposhe  side. 

From  the  village  at  the  outlet  of  the  j)ond,  the  route  descends 
in  the  valley  of  Mascomey  river,  at  a  rale  not  exceeding  60  feet 
)>er  mile,  through  a  distance  of  about  one  and  b  half  mile,  after 
\^hich  it  passes  over  a  more  level  surface,  occasionally  through 
contracted  portions  of  the  river  valley,  in  which  gradations  of 
thirty-five  feet  per  mile  will  be  occasionally  required,  till  it  reach- 
es Lebanon  village,  the  ground  most  favorable  for  its  recegtion 
hoih  above  -and  below  the  village,  beiirg  nn  the  north  side  or  the 
river. 

From  f^ebanon  village  to  Connecticut  river,  near  the  mouth  of 
White  river,  the  route  pursues  the  valley  of  Mascomey,  which 
is  crooked  and  much  deiormed  by  protruding  points  of  hills,  be- 
tween which  are  cove-like  recesses  of  considerable  extent — by 
abrupt  hill  slopes,  which  are  often  irregular,  and  prevent  the  adop- 
tion of  a  strait  direction  for  the  road;  and  by  narrows  of  consid- 
erable extent,  where  the  river  valley  assumes  the  aspect  of  a 
gulf,  through  -which  the  river  is  hurried  over  a  succession  of  rop- 
33* 
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ids,  falliDg  at  the  rat€  of  60  or  80  feet  per  mile  for  a  cooskienUe 
distance. 

In  order  to  remedy  these  difficulties,  it  is  obvious  that  a  great 
amount  of  excavation  and  embankment  will  be  required,  wfaicb 
will  probably  render  this  portion  of  the  route  more  expensive  than 
any  other  equal  portion  on  the  entire  distance  from  Concord  to 
Connecticut  river. 

The  gradations  on  this  part  of  the  route  may  be  limited  to  60 
feet  per  mile,  which  will  probably  be  the  rate  of  descent  on  about 
two  and  a  half  miles  of  this  section.  The  curvatures  may  be 
limited  to  a  radius  of  800  or  1000  feet. 

The  aggregate  distance  between  Concord  and  Conuecticnt  rir- 
er,  through  which  gradations  of  sixty  feet  per  mile  are  thought 
necessary,  will  not  probably  exceed  six  miles.  On  the  r^idbie 
of  the  distance  a  few  miles  only  will  be  attended  by  gradations 
of  35  feet  per  mile,  while  by  far  the  greatest  portion  of  the  route 
will  vary  but  a  few  feet  per  mile  from  a  perfect  level. 

The  distance  from  Concord  to  Connecticut  river  by  the  route 
is  computed  at  fifty-nine  miles.  The  distance  from  Concord  to 
the  Massachusetts  line,  four  and  a  half  miles  below  tbe  village  of 
Nashua,  is  alone  computed  at  38  miles,  making  the  entire  distance 
from  Nashua  to  Connecticut  river,  or  the  entire  length  of  tbe 
New-Hampshire  division  of  the  contemplated  road,  ninety-seveo 
miles,  which  will  in  all  likelihood  considerably  exceed  tbe  uue 
distance. 

OF  THE  VERMONT  DIVISION. 

In  reference  to  this  Division  of  the  contemplated  road,  I  am 
able  to  draw  from  Col.  Abert's  report  before  alluded  to,  the  fol- 
lowing conclusions,  viz:  Commencing  at  the  mouth  of  White 
river,  in  Hartford,  and  ascending  along  its  valley  to  tbe  mouth  of 
the  second  Branch  in  Royalton,  and  thence  in  'the  valley  of  tbe 
Branch  through  Bethel  village,  to  a  point  a  little  below  tbe  villiee 
of  Randolph,  the  ground  ior  the  most  part  is  no  doubt  very  n- 
vorable  for  a  Rail  Road.  This  portion  of  the  route  embraces  a 
distance  of  thirty-one  miles,  and  an  aggregate  ascent  from  the 
surface  of  Connecticut  river  to  that  of  the  Branch,  at  tbe  point 
indicated,  of  a  little  more  than  252  feet.  Henee  the  avarage  as- 
cent per  mile  will  be  but  ver}'  little  over  eight  feet,  and  the  gra- 
dations may  no  doubt  be  limited  to  16  or  20  feet  per  mile.  Con- 
tinuing upward  in  the  same  valley  about  three  and  a  half  miles 
farther,  we  have  an  ascent  of  seventy-four  and  a  half  feet  in  thb 
distance,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  average  of  a  little  more  tho 
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21  feet  per  mile,  aod  naakiag  all  due  allowance  for  differences  of 
declivity,  in  the  descent  of  the  stream,  will  admit  of  gradations 
pot  exceeding  30  feet  per  mile. 

The  next  seven  miles  carries  us  nearly  to  the  Gulf,  the  ascent 
being  more  gradual,  and  the  valley  of  the  stream  less  contracted. 
On  this  distance  the  aggregate  ascent  is  only  94  1  -2  feet,  corres- 
ponding to  a  uniform  gradation  of  a  little  less  than  13  1-2  feet  per 
mile. 

The  route  then  ascends  through  the  Gulf,  and  reaches  the  main 
summit,  dividing  between  the  waters  of  White  river  and  those 
that  fall  into  Onion  river^  which  we  shall  denominate  tlie  Green 
Mountain  Summit,  in  a  distance  of  a  little  more  than  two  miles 
from  the  point  last  designated.  The  aggregate  ascent  on  this  dis- 
tance is  158  1-2  feet,  which  corresponds  to  a  gradation  of  aboui 
79  feet  per  mile. 

The  acclivity  on  this  part  of  the  route  may  probably  be  limited 
to  a  gradation  of  66  feet  per  mile,  by  pursuing  a  track  on  the 
slopes  of  the  hills  before  we  arrive  at  the  Gulf,  or  by  entering 
this  chasm  on  an  embankment  20  or  30  feet  high  at  the  lower  end 
of  the  Gulf,  and  proceediog  upward  at  the  least  practicable  rate 
of  ascent. 

Immediately  at  the  summit,  a  cut  1 1  feet  deep  through  a  nar- 
row ridge,  will  sink  the  route  to  the  surface  level  of  Cutter's 
Pond,  which  is  situated  very  near  the  summit. 

The  entire  distance  from  Connecticut  river  to  the  summit  is 
43  1-2  miles^  and  the  aggregate  elevation  of  the  latter  above  the 
iormer  is  .579  feet. 

Having  passed  the  Green  Mountain  Summit,  the  route  piu*sues 
the  valley  of  a  small  stream  called  Stephen's  Brook,  leading  in  a 
direction  towards  Montpelier,  the  seat  of  government  in  Vermont. 
For  a  distance  5  3-4  miles  from  the  summit,  which  carries  us  to 
the  mouth  of  a  brook  called  the  Jail  Branch,  the  aggregate  de- 
scent of  the  route  is  196  1-2  feet,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  aver- 
age descent  of  a  little  more  than  thirty-four  feet  per  mile.  The 
gradations  may  probably  be  limited  to  thirty-five  or  forty  feet  per 
mile. 

The  route  then  enters  the  ravine,  through  which  the  united 
streams  above  mentioned  have  their  course,  and  descend  no  less 
than  105  1-2  feet  in  a  distance  of  two  miles.  On  this  part  of  the 
route,  the  gradations  may  probably  be  limited  to  forty -five  feet  per 
mile.  Having  passed  the  narrows  above  mentioned,  tlie  ground 
becomes  more  favorable,  and  continues  so  through  the  distance  of

nearly  five  miles,  the  average  descent  per  mSe  beiqg  less  iSbm 
twenty  feet. 

Thence  to  Montpelier  the  distance  is  about  two  miles,  the  ag- 
gregate descent  being  only  nine  and  a  half  feet.  The  distance 
ti'om  the  Green  Mountain  Summit  to  Montpelier  is  a  little  less 
than  fifteen  miles. 

In  its  farther  progress  down  the  valley  of  Onion  river,  the  route 
has  a  very  gradual  descent^^  the  head  of  Middlesex  Falls,  a  lit- 
tie  more  than  six  miles  below  that  metropolis,  the  aggregate  faH 
of  the  river  in  that  distance  being  only  22  12  feet,  or  about  5  1-2 
{eH  per  mile. 

Tne  Middlesex  Falls  have  an  extent  of  about  three-fourths  of 
a  mile,  and  a  descent  of  fifty  seven  and  a  half  feet.  The  grada- 
dations  on  this  part  of  the  route  may  probably  be  limited  to  45 
feet  per  mile,  by  maintaining  a  suitable  elevation  at  the  foot  of  the 
Falls. 

The  route  then  passes  on  more  favorable  ground,  for  a  distance 
to  8  1-2  miles,  to  the  head  of  Bolton  Falls,  the  wholij  fall  in  thb 
distance  being  only  about  21  feet. 

The  passage  of  Bolton  Falls  is  attended  by  a  descent  of  45  1-3 
feet  in  less  than  half  a  mile.  But  the  gradations  probably  majr 
here  be  Hmited  to  45  leet  per  mile,  in  tlie  way  already  explained 
in  reference  to  Middlesex  Falls. 

The  route  again  pursues  a  more  level  course,  for  a  distance  of 
18  1-2  miles,  descending  in  this  distance  only  81  3-4  feet,  or  less 
than  5  feet  per  mile.  It  then  proceeds  downward  3  1-2  miles 
farther  to  Hubbcrs  Falls,  the  whole  descent  in  ihis  last  dbtance 
being  61  feet  or  17  1-2  feet  per  mile. 

From  Hobbers  Falls  to  Lake  Champlain,  in  ihe  vicinity  of 
Burlington,  the  distance  is  6  3-4  miles,  and  the  aggregate  descent 
is  126  1-2  feet,  or  a  little  less  than  19  feel  per  mile.  The  gra- 
dations may  probably  be  limited  to  30  feet  per  mile. 

The  aggregate  distance  from  the  Green  Mountain  Summit 
through  Montpelier,.  to  Burlington,  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Cham- 
plain,  is  59  7-8  miles,  and  the  aggregate  descent  on  this  dbtance 
b  818  1-2  feet. 

Hence  the  entire  distance  from  Connecticut  river,  l;y  the  ral- 
lies of  White  and  Om'on  rivers,  to  Burlington,  or  the  entire  lengdk 
of  the  Vermont  Division  of  the  contem^ted  Rail  Road  b  lOS 
3-8  miles. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  in  the  foregoing  remarks  no  opinions 
have  been  adfvancetl  in  reference  to  curvatures,  or  the  amounts  of 
excavation  and   embankment  that  may  be  required   on  different 
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parts  of  this  IKvisioo.  Information  of  this  sort  could  oflly  be 
oeriyed  from  a  careful  recooaoisance,  or  from  a  delineation  of  the 
route  in  Plan  and  profile,  neither  of  which  in  the  present  case  have 
been  available. 

In  reference  to  the  entire  route  from  Boston  to  Burlington,  em* 
bracing  a  distance  of  about  235  miles,  it  should  be  remarked 
that  no  inclinations  are  to  be  met  with  greater  than  60  feet  per 
mile,  except  in  a  solitary  instance  which  occurs  in  the  passage  of 
the  gulf,  near  the  Green  Mountain  summit,  and  this  may  possibly 
admit  of  a  eradation  not  exceeding  that  limit ;  also,  and  oi  course, 
that  no  inchned  plains  adapted  to  the  use  c^  stationary  power  will 
be  required. 

The  Grand  Rout  under  consideration  is  to  be  regardedjas  made 
up  merely  of  the  New-Hampshire  and  Vermont  Divisions,  as  a- 
bove  designated  and  explained,  but  of  a  division  somewhat  longer 
than  either,  extending  from  Port  Kent  or  some  other  suitable 
point  on  the  western  coast  of  Lake  Champlain,  to  Ogdensburg, 
on  the  St.  Lawrence.  This  portion  of  the  Grand  Route  which 
traverses  the  north-easterly  section  of  the  State  of  New-York, 
has  an  extent  of  110  to  120  miles,  and  may  be  denominated  the 
New-York  Division, 

With  respect  to  this  portion  of  the  route,  I  have  been  credibly 
informed  that  a  Rail  Road  has  already  been  projected  upon  it,  and 
that  considerable  |irogress  has  beeamade  m  furtherance  of  its  sur- 
vey and  construction. 

The  Rail  Road  already  completed  from  Boston  to  Lowell,  and 
in  progress  thence  to  Nashua,  which  may  be  denominated  the 
Massachusetts  Division,  constitutes  the  smallest  though  not  t&e 
least  important  link  of  the  grand  chain,  which  in  its  relations  gen* 
erally  to  New-Egland,  and  especially  to  Boston,  her^reat  empo- 
rium, and  in  its  connection  with  the  vast  and  increasing  business 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  of  those  great  northern  Lakes,  occupies 
a  central  and  commanding  position,  in  all  respects, — ^presents 
greater  and  more  direct  facilities  for  intercourse, — and  proffers  a 
more  munificent  reward  to  its  patrons  than  any  other  route  tbi^ 
can  be  found  within  her  precincts.  Regarded  as  a  means  of  se- 
curing the  Atlantic  and  inland  frontiers  of  NewEngland  against 
bostOe  invasions,  by  the  facilities  it  would  afford  for  the  speedy 
concentration  of  troops  and  military  stores  in  either  direction, 
this  great  work  would  be  worth  to  the  nation  more  than  double  its 
cost  in  permanent  fortifications.

It  is  obvious  that  in  our  estimate  of  the  length  of  the  contem- 

Elated  Rail  Road,  no  allowance  has  been  made  for  the   distace 
y  water  across  Lake  Champlain. 

Without  attempting  to  explain  any  of  the  innumerable  and  even 
incalculable  advantages  that  would  result  from  the  accomplishment 
of  the  work  in  view,  not  only  the  communities  of  New-Enghod, 
but  those  of  other  parts  of  our  common  country,  with  whicn  it  b 
desirable  to  promote  and  maintain  a  reciprocity  of  trade  and  in- 
tercourse,— advantages  which  would  show  themselves  in  the  re- 
vival of  a  laudable  spirit  of  enterprize  at  home, — a  respectiul  con- 
sideration from  abroad, — an  increased  value  of  real  estate, — a  de- 
velopement  of  innumerable  resources  of  wealth  and  industry  here- 
tofore untried  and  unknown, — an  amalgamation  of  interests  ai  ! 
pursuits  at  present  totally  disjunct  and  at  variance, — and  in  a  thou- 
iband  other  ways,  I  shall  merely  attempt  a  single  iHustration  of 
one  of  the  beneJSts  that  may  be  expected  to  flow  from  such  m 
achievement.  The  object  here  contemplated  is  the  revenue  that 
may  be  expected  to  accrue  to  the  proprietors  of  the  Road,  from 
the  transportation  of  passengers  alone,  without  taking  into  the  ac- 
count any  other  description  of  transports.  In  presenting  this 
view  we  shall  confine  ourselves  exclusively  to  the  New-Hamp- 
shire Division'of  the  road,  and  base  our  calculations  upon  actinl 
experience  had  upon  other  Rail  Reads  of  the  U.  States,  now  'm 
successful  operation. 

Accordingly,  we  shall  assume  as  the  probable  cost  of  the  New- 
Hampshire  Division  of  the  R«L  Road,  graded  for  two  tracks, but 
frimished  with  a  single  track  only,  with  suitable  turns-out  $20,000 
per  mile,  which  is  believed  to  be  more  than  amply  sufficient  for 
the  construction  of  the  road,  in  the  best  and  most  substantial  man- 
ner. 

Hence  97  miles,  at  $20,000  per  mile, — $1,940,000. 

We  shall  next  assume  for  the  annual  period  of  traveDing 
upon  the  road,  full  allowance  being  made  for  the  detention  by 
4eep  snows,  &c   200  days. 

We  shall  again  assume  as  the  daily  number  of  passengers  trar- 
elling  in  each  direction,  during  the  period  above  stated,  250,  or 
in  both  directions,  500.     The  excessive  travel  that  has  uiat 
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place  on  other  Rail  Roads  of  the  United  States,  of  less  extent^ 
and  of  far  less  important  bearings,  justifies  the  assumption  of  a 
much  larger  numoer.  The  charge  assumed  for  the  convey- 
ance of  passengers  will  be  at  the  very  low  rate  of  four  cents  per 
mile. 

Now,  relying  upon  data  furnished  from  actual  experience  4ipon 
the  Boston  and  Providence  Rail  Road,  to  say  nothmg  of  the  oth- 
er roads,  the  reckoning-will  stand  thus : 

A  ioumey  from  Boston  to  Providence,  and  return,  embraces  a 
travelled  distance  of  82  miles. 

A  locommotive  engine,  with  itS' tender,  dragging  six  passenger 
cars,  and  100  passengers,  through  the  journey  above  stated,  re- 
quires an  expenditure  of  $33  93. 

This  expenditure  covers  the  worth  of  fuel  consumed,  the  labor 
and  attendance  of  an  Engineer,  Fireman,  Conductor,  two  Brake- 
men,  removal  and  repairs  of  engine,  oil,  &c. 

The  length  of  the  New-Hampshire  Division  being  .  97  miles, 
the  proportionate  expenditure  on  the  same  account  will  be 
$40  13  1-2. 

The  number  of  passengers  conveyed  being  250  daily  in  each 
.  direction,  or  500  in  both  directions,  will  be  attended  with  a  dai- 
,  ly  ^penditure,  on  the  several  accounts  above  stated,  equal  to 
$200  67  1-2. 

Hence  the  annual  expenditure  on  these  accounts,  estimating 
two  hundred  days  as  the  annual  period  of  operation,  will  amount 
to  $40,135  00 

To  this  amount  we  shall  add,  on  account  of  an- 
nual repairs  of  the  road,  salaries  of  a  revenue  offi- 
cer, 2  masters  of  transportation,  a  superintendant 
of  the  road,  2  baggage  masters,  several  switch 
tenders,  wood  sawyers,  lie.  Ac.  inclusive  of  vari- 
ous contingencies,  this  sum,  viz:  $46,d65  00 

N.  B.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  last 
item  of  this  statement  includes  a  variety  of  expend- 
itures, for  the  management  of  the  business  of  the 
xoad,  a  large  proportion  of  which  should  be  set 
to  the  account  of  the  transportation  of-^  freights, 
whereas  we  have  assumed  the  whole  as  chargeable 
on  account  of  the  conveyance  of  passengers  only. 

Hence  the  aggregate  annual  exjpenditure,  which 
we  shall  charge  to  the  account  of  transportbg  pas- 
seiners  only,  will  anaount  to  $8f  ,000  00 

On  the  other  hand,  the  receipts  on  account  of 
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the  conveyance  of  §00  passengers  daily,  (or  250 

daily  in  each  direction,)  at  the  rate  of  4  cents  for 

each  per  mile,  and  200  days  per  year,  will  amount 

daily  to  $  1 ,940,  or  annually  to  $388,000  00 

Hence  the  net  annual  income  for  the  transport-    

ation  of  passengers  only,  will  amount  to  $302,00000 

This  amount  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  interest  of  6  per  cent 
on  a  capitol  of  $5,033,333  33,  or  to  15  1-2  per  cent.  anmnDf 
on  $1,940^000,  the  estimated  prime  cost  of  the  New-Hanqtdure 
Division^^f  the  contemplated  Rail  Road. 

In  submitting  the  foregoing  hasty  views  and  deductions,  I  do 
so  with  a  conviction  that  I  bave  in  no  respect  exceeded  the  re- 
sults that  will  be  realized  on  the  completion  of  the  great  and  im- 
portant work  in  view,  while  at  the  same  time  I  mast  crave  yoor 
indulgence  for  not  having  entered  more  into  details,  in  presendog 
the  facts  and  conclusions  exhibited  in  this  paper. 

Widi  an  ardent  hope  that  this  great  enterprise  may  receive 
from  Ae  cifizens  of  New-Hampshire  and  all  others  concerned,  die 
careful  attention  and  liberal  patinanage  to  which  it  is  (inrly  and  xm- 
doubtedly^ntided,

REPORT 

OP  THE  COMMISSIONES  TO  INDIAN  STREAM. 

To  Hit  ExcelUg^cy  the  Chpemor  of  the  StaU  ofMhg  BmmpMn. 
The  undersized.  Commissioners,  appointed  under  a  resob- 
tion  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Hampshire,  approved  Ju»e  18, 
1836,  ^Ho  repair  to  Indian  Stream  and  coUect  and  arrange  sock 
testimony  as  may  be  obtained  to  rebut  and  explain  the  charges  mi 
testimony  obtained  and  preferred  against  the  authorities  and  citi- 
zens of  this  State  by  Lord  €k>8ford  GovenxMr  of  the  Province  ^ 
Lower  Canada,"  have  attended  to  tbatdnty  and  now  makeihe 
following  report : 
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The  cbirges  made  bj  Lord  Oosford  are  the  three  following, 
vis: 

1.  ^'The  6rst  and  most  serious  is  the  irruption  within  the  lim* 
its  of  this  Province  (Lower  Canada)  of  armed  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  under  the  command  of,  or  countenanced  by  an  of* 
ficer  holding  a  commission  in  their  militia,  for  the  avowed  purpose 
of  attacking  and  forcibly  carrying  out  of  the  Province,  several  of 
H.  M's.  subjects." 

2.  ^'The  continued  attempts  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
notwithstanding  the  repeated  remonstrances  of  H.  M.  Grovem- 
nient  to  exercise  jurisdiction  and  to  enforce  its  laws  within  a  ter- 
ritory, which  until  it  shall  be  formidiy  adjudged  to  be  part  of  the 
U.  S.  under|the  treaty  of  1785,  must  be  considered  as  still  uDr 
detached  from  the  original  possession  of  Great  Britian^  and  its  io- . 
habitants  conseauently  within  the  protection  of  her  Government.*' 

3.  ^^The  military  occupation,  oy  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
of  the  territory  in  question." 

The  Commissioners,  in  order  to  present  to  your  Excellencjf 
and  to  the  Honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  a  plain  and  intelhf- 
gible  account  of  the  controversy  relating  to  the  Indian  Stream 
territory,  have  given  to  the  subject  a  more  extended  examinatioip 
than  was  necessary  simply  to  rebut  and  explain  the  charges  of 
Lord  Gosford.  The  following  statement  of  tacts,  it  is  believed, 
will  clearly  and  unequivocally  justify  the  State  of  New  Hamp* 
shire  in  maintaining  jurisdiction  over  this  territory,  and  show  tlmt 
all  the  acts  of  violence  there  committed,  are  to  be  entirely  attrib- 
uted to  the  attempt  of  certain  individuals  in  Lower  Canada  to  ex- 
tend the  authority  of  that  Province  over  the  territory  in  question, 
since  the  pretended  award  of  the  Kin^  of  the  Netherlsuids,  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  having  exercised  quiet,  peaceable,  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  same  from  the  peace  of  1783  to  a 
period  subsequent  to  said  pretended  award.  In  the  year  1789,  a 
committee  was  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State  for  die 

Sirpose  of  ascertaining  the  boundary  lines  between  the  State  x)i 
aine,  then  Massachusetts,  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  and 
this  State.  This  committee  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them, 
and  established  and  marked  by  suitable  monuments,  many  of 
which  are  now  remaining,  a  boundary  line  of  the  State  including 
all  the  territory  now  in  dispute,  and  making  the  head  of  HalPs 
river  our  northwestern  boundary  monument.  That  the  commit- 
tee were  right  in  their  construction  of  that  part  of  the  treaty  of 
1783,  relative  to  this  subject  b  manifest  from  the  following : 
1.  This  is  the  only  head  of  Coanecticut  river  that  intersects 
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with  the  hfghfands  dividing  the  waters  which  faH  into  the  Alkndc 
from  those  which  fall  into  the  St.  Lawrence. 

2.  This  is  manifestly  and  notoriously  by  far  the  most  nortlK 
westernmost  head  of  the  Connecticut  river,  that  claimed  hj  the 
British  Government  being  manifestly  the  most  NORTH-EAS- 
TERN head  of  the  Connecticut  river. 

3.  The  Magalloway  rirer,  a  branch  of  the  Androscoggin,  tAia 
its  rise  a  great  many  miles  north  and  west,  not  only  of  that  branch 
of  the  Connecticut  claimed  by  the  British  as  the  most  iiortbwe»- 
temmost  head,  but  also  North  and  West  of  Indian  Stream,  90 
that  pursuing  the  highlands  indicated  by  the  trea^,  one  wodd 
never  arrive  at  the  head  waters  claimed  by  the  British  Cfovere* 
ment  as  those  indicated  by  die  treaty,  but  would  have  to  leave 
Ae  highlands  and  cross  the  Magalloway  river  to  attain  the  objecs. 

The  above  fact  of  the  true  source  of  the  Magallowiy  river,  k 
is  believed,  is  not  noticed  in  any  geography,  nor  laid  down  apoB 
any  map  of  the  coimtry.  This  may  be  easily  accoonted  for  od 
account  of  its  remote  situation  and  unsetded  state.  It  is  never- 
theless an  important  fact,  and  one  which  goes  £eu-  not  only  to  show 
that  the  British  claim  to  jurisdiction  over  this  disputed  terrritoy  b 
tmfounded,  but  that  by  the  words  of  the  treaty  New  Hampsmre 
Is  entitled  to  a  much  larger  territory  there  than  we  have  ever  yd 
claimed.  Many  of  the  first  settlements  of  this  territory  were  bf 
jpersons  who  fled  there  from  the  neighboring  States  to  avoid  die 
pavment  of  their  debts,  or  the  criminal  process  to  which  dieir 
cnmes  had  rendered  them  amenable.  As  the  population  increas- 
ed, the  character  of  the  inhabitants  improved ;  and  althou^  at 
times  some  of  them  claimed  to  belong  to  Vermont,  and  at  odwr 
times  to  Maine,  and  other  times  to  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  but  not  of  any  jrarticular  State,  and  odier 
times  to  be  independent  either  of  U.  S.  Government  or  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Great  Britain,  yet  the  officers  of  the  State  of  New- 
Hampshire,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  i:equired,  executed 
divers  processes  rssuing  from  the  Courts  of  this  State,  upon  the 
inhabitants  there,  and  although  sometimes  they  met  with  such  re- 
sistance as  was  to  be  expected  from  the  character  of  the  mhaK- 
tants,  yet  no  complaint  was  ever  made  on  account  thereof  by  Ae 
officers  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  or  of  any  foreighn  govemm«it 
whatever.  Indeed  the  oldest  inhabitants  in  the  territoiy  or  the 
towns  adjacent  have  no  recollection  of  ever  having  heaitl  of  any 
act  of  any  other  government  ever  exercised  within  the  territory, 
•ave  by  the  State  of  New-Hampshire.  The  inhabitants  hive 
uniformly  resorted  to  New  Hampshire  for  the  purpose  of  bein^ 
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united  in  marriage,  whenever  these  was  such  a  ceremony  to  be 
performed  among  diem,  and  m  divers  other  ways,  such  as  taking 
advantage  of  our  bounty  laws  for  the  destruction  of  certain  wild 
animals,  manifested  under  whose  protection  they  lived,  and  to 
what  government  they  supposed  they  owed  allegiance.  Afiairs 
were  in  this  auiet  posture  at  this  olace  at  the  time  of  the  preten- 
ded award  ot  the  King  of  the  Netnerlands  :  and  at  a  period  sub- 
sequent to  that,  one  of  those  restless  individuals,  the  bane  of  eve- 
Xwell  ordered  society,  who  are  never  easy  unl^dss  busied  about 
e  affairs  of  their  neighbors,  claiming  to  be  a  magistrate  of  Low- 
iBT  Canada,  and  to  be  acting  by  thor  direction  of  the  Governor  of 
that  Province,  began  to  claim  the  territory  as  belonging  to  the 
Province  of  Lower  Canada.  This  claim  was  now  asserted  in  va- 
rious ways,  such  as  sending  pretended  warrants  m  the  name  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  into  the  territory.  He  also  sent  a  letter 
directed  to  various  individuals  there,  requesting  them  to  assemble 
at  the  school  house  in  one  place  on  Saturday,  and  another  on 
Sunday,  and  when  they  were  thus  assembled  he  met  them  and 
exhorted  them  to  open  resistance  to  the  lawi)  of  the  State,  and 
assured  them  of  the  protection  of  the  Goverdtnent  of  Lower  Can- 
ada in  so  doing.    / 

It  is  the  opinioD  of  the  better  disp6sed  piprt  of  the  community 
there,  that  all  the  difficulties  which  have  occurred  at  that  settle- 
ment within  the  three  or  four  years  last  past,  are  to  be  attributed 
to  the  mischievous  interference  of  the  individual  alluded  to,  and 
from  all  the  investigation  which  we  were  able  to  make,  we  were 
unanimously  of  the  same  opinion. 

If  it  be  a  fact  that  Hall's  Stream  be  the  Northwestemmost 
head  of  Connecticut  river,  and  if  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
have  exercised  jurisdiction  over  this  disputed  territory  from  the 
peace  of  1783  to  the  prSsent  time,  and  those  two  points  are  in- 
contestibly  proved  by  testimony  taken  by  the  Commissioners,  and 
accompanying  this  report,  then  the  2d  and  3d  cause  of  complamt, 
as  set  forth  by  Lord  Gosford  entirely  fail,  for  the  military  occu- 

Sition,  spoken  of  byliim,  and  the  attempted  jurisdiction  of  the 
tate  of  New-Hampshire,  are  justified  by  every  principle  of  the 
law  of  nations,  as  well  as  by  that  protection  which  every  Govern- 
ment owes  to  its  citizens. 

We  now  proceed  to  state  all  the  facts  relating  to  the  first  charg^e 
of  his  Lordsnip,  and  we  have  thus  inverted  their  order  because  it 
seemed  to  us  the  most  natural  course,  for  if  we  had  no  title  to 
the  soil,  then  our  jurisdiction  was  usurped  and  wrongful,  our  mil- 
itary occupation  unjustifiable,  and  our  whole  defence  untenable. 
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In  October,  1835^  WDliam  M.  Smith,  a  depiiity  sheriff  of  Coos 
County,  had  a  writ  put  mto  hb  hands  for  service  against  one  Jofao 
H.  Tyler,  an  inhabitant  of  the  disputed  territory.  Smith,  not 
knowing  Tyler,  and  also  apprehending  some  resbtance,  pnx^ured 
one  Richard  L  Blanchard  and  John  Milton  Harvey  to  assist  hhs, 
and  then  proceeded  to  Tyler's  house  for  the  purpose  of  makmg 
service  of  the  writ.  Not  having  found  said  Tyler  at  his  house, 
they  went  in  pursuit  of  him  agreeably  to  the  directions  which  ibey 
haa  received,  and  soon  met  said  Tyler.  Smith  then  requested 
said  Tyler  to  show  him  property,  that  it  might  be  attached  on  the 
writ,  which  he  refused  to  do,  he  was  arrested  by  said  Smith,  who 
was  proceeding  widi  said  Tyler  in  custody,  when  he  was  forciUjr 
rescued  from  said  Smith's  possession  by  several  of  the  inhab- 
itants. 

Upon  this,  the  individual  before  referred  to  as  the  occasion  of 
dl  the  diiSculties  at  this  place,  issued  a  warrant  in  the  name  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  against  said  Smith,  Blanchard  and 
Harvey,  for  attempting  to  execute  process  there,  not  issued  by 
authority  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  sent  it  into  the  settle- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  havms  it  served  upcm  the  individuals 
against  whom  it  had  bsued.  This  was  done  with  a  fiill  knowl- 
edge of  the  fact  that  this  State  had,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Legis- 
lature, determined  to  maintain  its  jurisdiction  over  the  territoiy 
until  the  boundary  line  should  be  definitely  and  satifactorily  set- 
tled. 

By  virtue  of  this  pretended  warrant,  on  the  22d  day  of  Octo- 
ber, A.  D.  1335,  said  Blanchard  was  taken  from  his  own  dwel- 
ling house,  by  an  armed  body  of  men,  with  the  express  and  avow- 
ed purpose  of  carrying  him  into  Canada  for  trial,  on  the  absurd 
xharge  of  having  assisted  in  serving  a  writ  duly  issued  by  the  com- 
petent authori^  of  the  county  of  Coos. 

The  news  of  this  outrage  was  immediately  spread  through  the 
adjacent  towns,  and  excited  very  great  indignation  against  its  per- 
petrators. The  inhabitants  very  generally,  upon  being  notified  of 
the  &ct,  exnressed  a  determination  not  to  suffer  their  fellow  citi- 
zen thus  to  be  taken  from  his  home  and  carried  out  of  the  State, 
without  an  attempt  at  least  on  their  part  to  rescue  him.  In  pur- 
suance of  this  determination  several  citizens  of  the  liei^borfaood 
went  over  the  line  dividing  this  State  from  the  Province  of  Lower 
Canada,  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  those  who  had  said  Blan- 
chard in  custody,  and  effectbg  his  release.  This  was  efiected 
without  any  violence,  and  so  far  from  beine  done  under  the  di- 
rection of  any  military  officer,  it  was  an  entirely  spontaneous  js- 
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sambljT  of  eitisens  aroused  by  vAisX  tbejr  deemed  a  gross  outraee 
upon  the  rights  of  one  of  their  feUow  citizens,  subject  to  the  di- 
rection of  no  military  or  civil  officer  of  the  State.  How  far  this 
proceeding  is  to  be  paUiated  or  justified,  the  wisdom  of  the  Le* 
gblature  may  best  determine.  The  facts  are  here  stated.  After 
said  Blanchaitl  had  been  thus  rescued,  the  individuals  who  had 
turned  out  for  that  purpose,  assembled  at  the  store  of  Parmelee 
and  Joy,  in  Canaan,  Vermont.  Among  the  number  was  William 
M.  Smith,  the  deputy  sheriff  before  spoken  of,  who  had  previ- 
ously arrested  one  John  H.  Tyler,  who  had  been  rescued  from 
faiHi  in  the  manner  before  stated.  He  then  offered  a  reward  of 
five  dollars  to  any  one  who  would  deliver  said  Tyler  to  him.  A 
notion  seemed  very  generally  to  prevail,  among  those  who  were 
then  present,  that  said  Tyler,  having  once  been  legally  made  a 
prisoner,  by  the  arrest  of  said  Smith,  mieht  be  retaken  9g6in 
wherever  he  could  be  found.  This  John  H.  Tyler  was  one  of 
those  who  had  had  Blanchard  in  custody  at  the  time  he  was  res- 
cued in  the  manner  before  stated.  After  Smith,  the  Deputy 
Sheriff,  had  offered  this  reward  for  the  recapture  of  said  Tyler, 
several  of  the  individuals  who  had  left  their  homes  for  the  avowed 
and  express  purpose  of  rescuing  Blanchard,  imadvisedly  and  im- 
properly went  over  the  line  for  the  purpoise  of  retaking  Tyler, 
they  having  at  that  time  the  impression  that  they  were  justified  in 
so  domg.  No  sooner  were  these  individuals  over  the  line  than 
they  were  set  upon  in  a  furious,  boisterous  and  outrageous  man- 
ner, by  the  individual  before  referred  to,  as  the  cause  of  all  the 
diflSlciuty  at  the  Indian  Stream  setdement,  and  the  very  individual 
who  had  issued  the  warrant  by  which  Bhmchard  had  been  dragged 
from  home  as  before  stated. 

Thi«  individual  came  upon  them  while  they  were  peaceably 
and  quietly  demeaning  themselves,  having  oflered  or  threatened 
violence  to  no  one,  and  ordered  them  off  the  highway,  and  at- 
tempted to  make  prisoners  of  dicm,  and  called  upon  those  who 
were  with  him  to  assist.  The  New  Hampshire  citizens  not  rel- 
ishing the  idea  of  thus  being  made  prisoners,  resfsted,  and  beings 
assaulted  with  great  violence  by  the  inhabitants  of  Canada,  their 
horses'  bridles  seized,  and  stones  t!irown  violently  at  them,  de- 
fended themselves  with  such  arms  as  they  had  with  Uiem  having 
taken  them  at  the  time  they  turned  out  for  the  rescue  of  Blan- 
chard. We  do  not  undertake  to  state  with  accuracy  all  the  par- 
tictdars  of  the  skirmish  which  ensued  upon  this  assault,  but  we 
are  confident  in  the  assertion  that  the  first  violence  offered  or 
ffaraatened  was  that  done  to  citizens  of  New  Hampshire  by  citi- 
34» 
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sens  of  Canada.  The  result  was  tbitt  the  indtyidual  who  coi&- 
menced  the  brawl  was  violently  seized  and  brought  orer  the  line 
into  Vermont  and  there  detain^  some  hours,  and  finally  set  at 
large. 

As  to  the  assertion  that  the  late  Qoy.  Badgo*  was  connected 
with  a  band  of  speculators  claiming  the  territory  of  Indian  Stream 
as  their  private  property,  we  are  aware  of  no  rule  of  courtesy  or 
etiquette  which  requires  us  to  call  it  by  any  milder  name  than 
fahehood. 

The  Commissioners,  in  conclusion,  are  happy  in  b^K  aUe  lo 
infomr  your  Excellency  and  the  L^blature,  that  the  inhabitaDts 
of  this  section  of  our  State  are  now  in  as  quiet  and  peaceable 
condition,  as  free  fix>m  internal  commotion,  or  foreign  inteffer- 
ence,  as  any  portion  of  the  State  whatever.  The  citizens  there, 
whawere  friendlv  to  the  preservation  ot  good  order  and  the 
wholesome  administration  ot  the  laws,  and  who  had  began  to  ap- 
prehend that  they  were  neglected,  have  been  assured  that  the  pro- 
tecting energies  of  the  State  are  extended  to  all  withb  her  bor- 
ders, while  the  lawless  and  the  vicious  have  been  made  to  fed 
that  their  remote  situation  affords  ncvsaiictuary  for  crime. 

We  have  no  hesitation  m  saying  that  the  people  are  now  con- 
tented and  happy  under  the  government  of  the  State,  and  that  m 
future  there  wiU  be  no  need  of  any  farther  aid  from  the  milhia,  to 
assist  the  civil  officers  m  the  due  execution  of  their  respective 
duties. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  measures  adopted 
by  the  late  Governor  of  this  State,  Hon.  Willimn  Badger,  in  re- 
lation to  this  sul^t,  were  wise  and  ^judicious,  and  that  to  hb 
prompt  and  efficient  interference  to  muntain  the-  inl^rity  of  die 
State  and  dignity  of  the  laws,  is  to  be  attributed  the  present  qoiei 
condition  of  the  inhalMtants  there.
